Committee mulls school repairs schedule 


"I think it’s time to forget the Nine 
School Study and bury it,” Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Aaron Fink said 
Monday night to a small audience that 
came to listen to deliberation about 
major requests for repairs to school 
buildings. 

Fink's impromptu remarks came after 
School Committee members and 
members-elect questioned the im¬ 
portance of repairs in the Nine School 
Study that won’t be done for two years, 
and compared them to the requests in the 
capital outlay program that would be 
done in one year. 

The Nine School Study, commissioned 
five years ago and considered for several 
years the prime answer to many years of 
maintenance neglect in the schools, was 
the basis for $1.1 million in health and 


safety work approved by the aldermen in 
January, 1976. 

The School Committee received a 
recommendation for $1.3 million of work 
to be done that was specified in the 
original study. That included $253,000 for 
toilet renovations and the remainder 
mostly for program items with some 
repairs for health and safety reasons. 

Due to the large amount of work in this 
remaining portion of the Nine School 
Study, Roy Cornelius, director of Support 
Services, and others expect that an ar¬ 
chitectural firm will have to be hired to 
draw up specifications for the work, and 
then it would go out to bid. 

The capital outlay request for next year 
calls for about $123,000 worth of repairs 
that would be included in next year's city 
and school budgets and work calendars. 


The work includes improvements in 
many of the schools in the Nine School 
Study, and calls for sinks in classrooms at 
Oak Hill, Lincoln-Eliot, and Carr schools. 

The School Committee took no formal 
vote on either appropriation request, 
although it was the sense of the meeting 
that the city should put $125,000 in its 
budget for school capital outlay projects. 

Committee member-elect Sandy 
Fleishman was concerned that a chain 
link fence around the playground at Ward 
School would.be completed before new 
electrical outlets are installed in the 
classrooms. The outlets were suggested 
in the Nine School study and the fence is 
more recent. 

Member-elect Kathy Jones agreed that 
there was a problem, and suggested the 
two lists of projects be melded into one 


list of projects with priorities for each 
item. 

Superintendent Fink suggested such a 
list not be divided into simple categories 
such as health and safety, as the Nine 
School Study is, but into descriptive 
categories describing what problems are 
present by the work not being done. 

Harfy Portnoy, chairman of the School 
Buildings Advisory Committee, a group 
of citizens and officials from the city and 
School Department to advise the School 
Committee, said his committee spent 
most of the past summer honing down the 
requests in the Nine School Study. 

After the $1.1 million in health and 
safety items were funded iast year, there 
were $2.7 million worth of work still left

School project to stress nutrition and fitness 


The Learning for Life project in the 
Newton schools hopes to give students 
something they can use not only for the 
rest of their lives, but to make their lives 
longer. 

Nutrition and fitness are being spoken 
in the same breath frequently as science 
classes change from emphasizing the 
qualities of disease and death to the 
qualities of good health for a long life. 

The School Department is now using a 
$72,000 grant from the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare for the 
first year of the Learning to Life project. 

Project Director Ann Buxbaum said 
this will most likely be a three-year 


grant, with reductions in the allocation 
probable over the next two years. 

But she has her fingers crossed that a 
private foundation will come through 
with an additional $237,000 for the next 
three years to expand the program to 
include more physical fitness training. 

The Kellogg Foundation grant would be 
used to survey the cardiovascular fitness 
of children in grades two and five in nine 
Newton schools, including two private 
schools here. 

The children will learn about their 
bodies and reactions to stress, while at 
the same time learning how to become 
more fit. 


Parents have been and will be involved 
in planning the programs which will 
include a fifth grade discussion of 
smoking. 

The seventh grade science classes 
currently test the cholesterol level of 
each child and inform parents of results 
in cases of dangerous signs, and this 
program will be improved with the 
grants. 

In tenth grade, students will be shown 
how to use computer programs at the 
high schools to for self-evaluation of their 
eating habits. These programs are 
currently available on the computers. 

Over the next two years Learning for 


Life will try to establish drop-in centers 
for testing cardiovascular fitness with 
ergometer bicycles, and include nutrition 
and fitness units in the required high 
school biology course. 

The Learning for Life staff, which has 
already made its public debut by 
speaking out against sugar-coated 
cereals being served in elementary 
schools, will concentrate more on 
nutrition than fitness with its current 
funding. 

The Kellogg grant would be in¬ 
corporated with the Learning for Life

Murley land sold for 
single-family houses 


The land at Parker and Dedham 
Streets, Ward 8, has been sold by its 
owner, James Murley, to a trust headed 
by Haim Eliachar, who plans to build 
single-family housing. 

Overwhelming neighborhood op¬ 
position caused the defeat of two 
proposals to build a large condominium 
development on the 30-acre parcel of 
land. The most recent, and final, defeat 
by the Board of Aldermen was in October. 

Eliachar, president of the Hilon 
Development Corp., would not disclose 
the purchase price, but according to. one 
source paid $600,000 for the land. Hilon 
Development is a partner in New Falls 
Associates, which is building subsidized 
housing in the Newton Lower Falls 
redevelopment area. 

Eliachar said Tuesday he plans to build 
"nothing controversial.” 

According to Planning Director 
Charles Thomas and Murley, Eliachar is 
interested in building under the city’s 
new cluster zoning law. 

As written, the law applies only to 
parcels of land of 20 acres and less, but 
Thomas said he has encouraged Eliachar 
to try to have the cluster zoning or¬ 
dinance amended to apply to 30 acres. 

He expects to have a proposal from 
Eliachar some time in January. 

If the 30 acres are used in the cluster 
development, 42-44 houses could be built, 
Thomas said, each with a lot size of 15,000 
sq. ft. instead of the currently reauired 
25,000 in Residence A district, the zone of 
the Murley land. 

The extra 10,000 sq. ft. from each lot 
would become permanent open space 
under the ordinance. 

The open space may be owned by the 
city, the Conservation Commission, an 


association of lot owners in the 
development, or a nonprofit organization 
whose primary purpose is the main¬ 
tenance of open space, or a combination 
of these owners. 

The ownership will be determined in 
negotiations between the city and the 
developer. 

The houses will probably be clustered 
in the center of the land, with the front 
and rear portions remaining open. 

The Board of Aldermen has the right of 
site plan approval. 

Neighbors of the proposed con¬ 
dominium repeatedly gave their desire 
that the land stay in Residence A zone as 
the reason for their opposition.Traffic 
and increased density associated with the 
100-unit proposal were other reasons.

City Solicitor Howard Levine this week 
officially places the operation of the city's 
Law Department in the hands of an 
associate and becomes a private citizen. 

Levine has been city solicitor for more 
than four years, and worked in the Law 
Department for three years before that. 

During his tenure he brought the Law 
Department up from a small-time 
operation with part-time lawyers to a 
professional law office staffed with hard¬ 
working, dedicated young lawyers. 

Ensconced in his new office in the law 
firm of Wasserman, Fineberg & Weisman 
at the plush office building on Wells 
Avenue, Levine looked back on the four 
years working for the city of Newton. 

"When I took over, there was in in¬ 
credible backlog of cases and a seeming 
lack of communication between the other 
city departments," Levine said. 

It took a while, but he earned the 
confidence of department heads and 
made his point that they should seek the 
advice of the Law Department. 

Now both department heads and the 
Board of Aldermen, all of whom are the 
"clients” of the Law Department rely 
heavily on the advice and legal opinions 
of the department,- even though

sometimes there are complaints that the 
opinions are not clear-cut enough’ and 
there are frequent dissenting opinions by 
aldermen. 

Levine explained that by giving a 
straight "yes" or “no" answer in some 
cases would preclude his being able then

City's proud history of theater 
recalled by 60-year veteran

Barbara Wellington felt quite at home 
mixing with the cast of “Cabaret" after 
. its premiere performance by the Newton 
Country Players. 

Not only was she at home in the at¬ 
mosphere of the community theater 
group, similar to ones she has been in for 
60 years, but the place of her birth is just 
a stage shout away from the Pomroy 
House. 

"Wellie," as she is known by her 
friends, was thrilled to be back in Newton 
where she grew up with the Stanley 
brothers, and the joy of having her here 
was made well known. 

Players President Jim Sloane an¬ 
nounced when "Cabaret" opened that the 
production was dedicated to Miss 
Wellington, who he described as "a great 
i lady of community theater, a trustee of 
Emerson College, and an honorary 
member of the Newton Country 
Players." 

Wellie remembers well the plays she 
performed in at the former Channing 
Memorial Church at the corner of Park 
and Vernon streets which is now the 
Newton Presbyterian Church. 

Wellie’s sister, Dorothy Britt, recalled 
that the grammar school children also 


used to direct their own plays that they 
did in the Unitarian church to raise 
money for the Children's Mission to 
Children. 

Wellie's first paid job was at the 
Pomroy House, which was then known as 
the Hunnewell Club for the group that 
operated it. 

She was hired by a women’s literary 
club to participate in a poetry reading 
while at college. 

There have been reports that Wellie 
performed on the Stanley Hall stage when 
she was 5, but in an interview after 
"Cabaret” she said that was not true. 

In her youth in Newton she also played 
I-ady Gregory in "Spreading the News" 
at Newton High School. 

She usually walked from Newton 
Corner to Newton High, bu! occasionally 
she had the treat of a ride with Kay 
Stanley in his "Red Devil," a Stanley 
Steamer built by his father, one of the 
Stanley brothers that invented the car. 

"There was no windshield, and we just 
raced along at 15 miles per hour,” Wellie 
said. 

Wellie and her family of three sisters 
and two brothers lived at 6 Billings Park 
where she was bom, and her father would 
take the whole family for rides in their 
own Stanley Steamer. 


She remembers those Sunday rides 
when she was seven in 1902. The car 
would often run out of water to make 
steam, and Wellie, being the youngest one 
riding, would take the steering stick while 
the rest of family pushed the car on 
Washington Street. 

"The streets were in awful shape then, 
and I would have to steer around the 
holes," she said. 

When the car was running, Barbara 
would ride in what she described as a 
front end rumble seat which was just 
above the pavement of the road. 

"There's nothing like it, not even in a 
plane," she said, about the sensation of 
speed from being so close to the road. 

During the young days of the 
automobile the city did not consider the 
four-wheeler to have sacrosanct rights to 
the public ways. 

Wellie recalls her early winters here 
when Church Street from Kenrick to 
Centre streets was closed to traffic 
neighborhood kids would ice it for their 
double runners and coast all day long. 

She was coaxed into studying drama 
during the time she was doing 
postgraduate work at Newton High 
because her grades weren't good enough 
to get into Simmons College where her 
father wanted her to go. 


She was seen as the lead in a play at a 
Boston church event called "Sunday 
Commons" by a friend of her parents, 
and they passed the word on that Barbara 
should study drama. 

She did so at Emerson College, and was 
chosen to dance in an original ballet at 
Boston University written by her teacher. 

That teacher helped her land her first 
job at St. Margaret's College in Canada 
where she taught all sports, physical 
education, story telling, fencing, dancing, 
and drama. 

She gave that up to come back home, 
where she was active in politics as well as 
dance and theater. 

She led a parade at the State House for 
"Votes for Women,” similar to the 
parade she led “For the Victory" in 
World War I while she was president of 
the Emerson student government. 

Wellie studied drama for a spell in 
Europe and visited Germany during the 
early rise of the Third Reich, the setting 
for "Cabaret." 

People at that time asked her If she was 
scared, traveling alone in a foreign 
country. She said after the performance 
that she did not realize what was hap¬ 
pening in Germany at the time, and was 
not worried anyway because she was

For members of the public who 
sometimes have to appear before this 
committee or that of the Board of 
Aldermen, the reorganization of the 
Board, to take effect in January, will not 
make much difference. 

For the past several weeks the 
Legislation Sc Rules Committee, whose 
name will stay the same, has been 
wTestling with recommendations to cut 
down the number of committees from 11 
to some smaller number, and to reassign 
the work to different committees. 

Land Use Sc Licenses Committee will 
assume the duties of the former Land Use 
Committee, where petitions for per¬ 
missive use and zoning changes are 
heard. It will also take over the licensing 
aspect of the Consumer Affairs Sc 


Licenses Committee, which has been 
abolished, and will deal with historic 
districts. 

The new Land Use & Licenses Com¬ 
mittee would also deal with the Building 
Department in relation to permits and 
inspections. 

The Street Traffic Committee will be 
absorbed into the new Public Safety- 
Transportation Committee, which in 
addition to traffic and transportation will 
deal with the police and fire departments, 
parking, and weights and measures. 

The Public Works Committee and the 
Public Buildings Committee will be 
merged into the Public Facilities Com¬ 
mittee, which will also oversee the Water 
Sc Sewer and Engineering Departments. 


Claims against the city will be handled 
by the Legislation Sc Rules Committee 
instead of the Finance Committee. 

The result of the reorganization of the 
Board is seven committees instead of 11. 

Assignment of members will be tricky, 
because according to the rules of the 
Board there must be one alderman from 
each ward on every committee. 

The other new committees will be 
Administration Sc Planning and Human 
Services. 

The reorganization will be presented to 
the members-elect at a caucus to be held 
next week. 

At that time the new members will also 
elect a president. The current president is 
Aid. Joseph McDonnell.

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A&P parking lot lease 
raises questions on sale 


An offer to buy city-owned aqueduct 
land used for parking by the A&P has 
turned up the fact that the city has been 
receiving rent for the land but didn't 
know it. 

Baskin & Co. has offered $12,000 to buy 
a portion of the A&P parking lot at 
Beacon and Walnut streets. It owns all 
the rest of the A&P property and leases it 
to A&P. 

A&P claims to have a lease with the 
city for the 23,000 sq. ft. area that is paved 
over the Cochituate aqueduct, no longer 
used for water, but nobody in the city can 
locate the lease. 

If a lease can be proved, the sale of the 
land would be impossible. In any event, 
sale is unlikely because it would give 
Baskin & Co. the ability to charge 
whatever rent it chose for the land, which 
is needed by the A&P or any other oc¬ 
cupant to comply with parking 
requirements. 

A Planning Department memoran¬ 
dum recommends that the land be kept in 
city ownership to assure that the land 
stays open. 

One man who spoke at the City Plan¬ 
ning Committee's public hearing Monday 
night pointed out that if the land were 


sold, Baskin could build another small 
strip of stores facing the A&P, using 
common parking. 

The Baskin land is zoned Business A. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen said in researching the 
lease he discovered that the A&P had 
been sending $1500 a year to the Newton 
I-aw Department, which deposited the 
money but did not know what it was for. 

Cohen said the rent of the land should 
be $11,000 a year, on the basis of the value 
of the land, which is $90,000, he said. He 
said he had had a client interested in 
buying the land who had been asked 
$250,000 by Baskin without the rented 
portion and $340,000 with the city-owned 
portion, which Baskin apparently felt 
sure of being able to buy. 

Cohen strongly urged the City Planning 
Committee, charged with determining 
whether city-owned land should be sold 
and, if so, for what use, to recommend 
that the land not be sold. 

If the land is to be sold, Cohen said, he 
would give the city $40,000 for the 
property and would build a small bank. 

The committee took no action except to 
refer the matter to the new Board of 
Aldermen, especially to try to locate a 
lease. 


NJC property to go 
for houses, apartments 


Claflin Hall in Newtonville should be 
apartments and its parking area should 
be turned into lots for townhouses, the 
City Planning Committee voted Monday 
night. 

The vote of 3-2 forecasts a 
disagreement on the Board of Aldermen 
when it is called on to accept the com¬ 
mittee's recommendation. 

A committee established by the mayor 
last year recommended a mixed use — 
offices and housing — for the huge old 
building that was a part of Newton Junior 
College, now out of existence. 

But under the urging of City Planning 
Committee Chairman Terry Morris that 
the whole 81,000-square foot parcel be 
devoted to housing, the committee so 
voted. 

The rear of the land, which runs bet- 


Public meeting set 
on Riverside Dec. 5 

A meeting will be held in Newton Dec. 5 
to give the public a chance to comment on 
a state study on the improvement of the 
Riverside transportation facility. 

The study, done by the state Central 
Transportation Planning Staff (CTPS), 
finds the Riverside to be an un¬ 
coordinated and inefficient tran¬ 
sportation center and offers many 
suggestions for improving it as well as 
traffic on Grove Street. 

The meeting will be at the Williams 
School, 141 Grove St., Auburndale, at 7:30 
p.m. 

CTPS plans to establish a working 
committee of state and local officials and 
interested groups and individuals to 
monitor the plans for the station. Persons 
interested in membership on the com¬ 
mittee should attend the meeting. 
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ween Washington Park and houses on 
Cabot Street, plus the frontage of the 
parking area on Washington Park, could 
accommodate 14 townhouses. 

The building Itself could be divided into 
10 or 11 apartments, according to 
Planning Director Charles Thomas. 

Aid. Dominic Taglienti and Joan 
Saklad wanted to convert the building to 
office use, believing that more business 
use would help ailing Newtonville Square. 

Area residents who attended the 
meeting said they prefer residential use, 
although one, who lives at the end of 
Claflin Place, said he is “not opposed” to 
quiet business use. 

Two people interested in developing the 
building into offices with minimal in¬ 
tensity of use both said they feel that 
business use would improve the 
neighborhood and result in less new 
traffic. 

Richard Bolton, president of the 
Newton Cooperative Bank in Newtonville 
Square, said that in his opinion 
Washington Park is the natural end of the 
business district and the building and 
land beyond that should be for housing. 

The land would have to be rezoned to 
Residence E district for the apartments. 

The Finance Committee must obtain 
proposals for development and make a 
recommendation of minimum price to the 
mayor.

The resignation of David Ticchi from 
Day Junior High School prompted many 
kind well wishes to the blind English 
teacher who has brought the Newton 
schools much good publicity. 

Ticchi will be leaving Jan. 28 after 
spending five and a half years in Newton 
to join the Kurzweil Reading Machine 
company that is run by a Newton man. 

School Committee member Robert 
Cohen said Ticchi "brought a great deal 
of good to the system" and was “glad to 
see him taking a position to help the 
handicapped." 

Committee member-elect Nancy 
Mann, whose son has had Ticchi as a 
teacher, said, “He is a remarkable 
person and remarkable teacher, and a 
loss to the system." 

Superintendent Aaron Fink added at 
the end of his laudatory remarks that a 
program on Ticchi will be televised 
Sunday, Dec. 4, at 9:30 a.m. 

On other personnnel matters, the 


School Committee voted 641-2 in favor of 
the Personnel Division's recom¬ 
mendations for teacher appointments. 

These and other personnel matters 
usually receive unanimous approval, but 
Committeemen Robert Cohen and 
Michael LeConti abstained after 
questioning a half-time reduction in an 
automotive shop position. 

Albert Castoldi was hired half-time to 
replace Patrick Nicolas at Newton North 
High School. 

Assistant Superintendent for Personnel 
said the position was cut by the principal 
after discussion with the staff and other 
administrators to compensate for the 
decline in enrollment. 

A total of 11 positions were cut at both 
high schools as recommended by the 
superintendent to keep the same pupil- 
teacher ratio while enrollment drops. 

Cohen said he was not satisfied with the 
explanation given as to why this was one 
of the positions reduced. 
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Mofenson wants to extend 
consumer protection law 


State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), chairman of the legislative 
Commission on Privacy, wants to pass a 
law extending the Massachusetts Con¬ 
sumer Protection Isw to cover telephone 
home solicitation sales. 

"The elderly, often living alone, are 
particularly vulnerable to telephone 
pitches. They often find themselves 
having accepted a contract for products 
they didn't need and realize they didn't 
want. They’re often too polite or too in¬ 
timidated to say no," Mofenson said. 

Currently, Massachusetts law provides 
consumers with a three-day cancellation 
option for certain consumer transactions 
that take place away from the seller’s 


official place of business. It's usually 
used to protect consumers who have 
second thoughts after they have pur¬ 
chased something from a door-to-door 
salesman. The law, however, is am¬ 
biguous as to whether it covers telephone 
solicitations, Mofenson feels. 

What Mofenson wants to do is to make 
the law explicit, giving consumers a 72- 
hour cancellation right for unsolicited 
telephone sales, he said. . 

He also has asked people who know of 
stories about telephone pitchmen who 
have taken advantage of consumers to 
drop a note to him at the State House 
(Room 22, Boston, 02133). describing 
their experiences.

We need 
Sunset taws 

Indications are that a new Sunset Law will 
be enacted before the end of this waning 
year. If and when it is placed on the statute 
books, it could spell the ultimate doom of 
some state commissions, boards and other 
agencies. 

Passage of the Sunset Law would mark 
the start of a new era of accountability for 
state agencies which would be abolished un¬ 
less they could justify their continued 
existence. 

The bill, which seems to be moving 
toward eventual enactment, would require 
60 state departments, boards and com¬ 
missions to show why they should be 
operated at public expense. Those failing to 
establish such a case would go out of 
business. 

About a dozen agencies would be reviewed 
annually when the Sunset Law first goes into 
effect. Some undoubtedly would be judged 
unnecessary. 

Sponsors of the proposed new law include 
Senate President Kevin B. Harrington of 
Salem, House Majority Ldader William Q. 
MacLean of Fairhaven, House Minority 
Leader Francis W. Hatch of Beverly, At¬ 
torney General Francis X. Bellotti, 
Secretary of State Paul H. Guzzi and Com¬ 
mon Cause. 

Supporters of the measure expain that, in 
effect, officials of an agency would be 
required to show cause why it should not be 
abolished. The burden of proof would be on 
the boards and commissions. 

They said a state agency would be wiped 
out immediately after it has been reviewed 
by a special legislature committee unless a 
convincing case for its continued existence 
had been presented. 

The Sunset Law has worked well in 
several other states and has proved a 
safeguard against the waste of public funds 
on unnecessary agencies, backers of the bill 
declared. 

Fourteen boards, which license and 
regulate persons engaged in such 
professions as medicine, nursing, podiatry, 
pharmacy, dentistry, and optometry would 
be evaluated next year. 

Commissions and boards, which oversee 
and license architects, real estate brokers, 
barbers, hairdressers, radio and television 
executives, among others would come under 
scrutiny in 1979. 

In subsequent years such agencies as the 
State Alcoholic Beverages Control Commis¬ 
sion, the State Racing Commission, the 
Small Board Regulatory Board Board and 
the State Retirement Law Commission 
would be called upon to justify their 
existence. 

We believe the state bureaucracy is a 
crazy-quilt patchwork, with many overlap¬ 
ping functions and responsibilities and that 
the review of the various agencies is one 
way to achieve greater economy in the state 
government and to make those boards con¬ 
tinued in existence more responsive to the 
public.

Who does this International Women’s Year (IWY) 
conference, this $5 million federally funded female freak 
festival, really represent? Has it been, as Bella Abzug 
vowed it would be, "an opportunity for every kind of 
woman, representing every viewpoint, in every state of 
this nation, to make a statement of her concern?" Or is it, 
as Sen, Jesse Helms, R. -N.C., predicted it would be, "a 
rubberstamp, unrepresentative debacle” which will be 
used "to promote the goals of a militant feminist 
minority?" 

Well, based on my own dose observation of this car¬ 
nival of crazies, Td have to say that this year's winner of 
the First Annual Jean Dixon Gift of Prophecy Award is 
Sen. Helms, hands down. No contest 

Ironically, the following data is extracted from 
statistics released by the IWY Commission itself. This 
information is from the Department of Labor, the Census 
Bureau, the National Opinion Research Center in 
Chicago, and a 1975 poll of American women taken by the 
Detroit-based organization. Market Opinion Research 
i MOR). 

First some attitudinal questions. Do you agree that “it 
is much better for everyone Involved if the man is the 
achiever outside the home and the woman takes care of 
the home and family?" This question, which is literally 
the do-you-believe-a-woman’s-place-ls-in-the-home 
question, was put to a representative sample of American 
women by Market Opinion Research. Over half, 52 
percent of all women agreed. Most of the females at this 
conference would punch your face in if you even asked 
them this question. 

Next: Do you agree “it is more important for a wife to 
help her husband then to have a career of her own?" 
Fifty-five percent of all American women told MOR that 
they agreed. Most women here would look at you like you 
were insane if you asked them this question. 

Finally: Do you agree "if a wife earns more than her 
husband, the marriage is headed for trouble?” Fifty-two 
percent of all American black women agreed; 58 percent 
of all Spanish-American women agreed One would be 
taking one's life in one's hands to ask such a questin of the 
black and Hispanic women at this conference. 

According to the MOR poll, the magazine most read by 
all American women are, in ranking order, the Reader's 
Digest, Ladies' Home Journal and Good Housekeeping. It 
is inconceivable that most of the women here read these 
publications with this degree of frequency. This is a 
Rolling Stone crowd all the way. 

Now, the demographics of this convention. First, I will 
give the category, then the percentage of all American 
women in this category, and then the percentage of the 
women delegates in this category here at the IWY con¬ 
ference What the following figures show is that this 
convention was in dire need of one of those affirmative- 
action quota plans that it so enthusiastically endorsed. 

i Incidentally, at the very time this convention was 


being held. The Houston Chronicle released a Gallup Poll 
which showed that by the overwhelming margin of 82-10 
percent, with 8 percent having "no opinion,” American 
women oppose women and minorities being given 
preferential treatment in jobs and education. Nonwhite 
women, by the margin of 55-30 percent, with 15 percent 
having "no opinion,” also oppose this idea.) 

Age - Ages 16-25: In the population, this group is 22 
percent: in this convention, 7.5 percent Ages 26-55: 
population, 49 percent; convention delegates, 77.8 per¬ 
cent Ages 56 and over: population, 29 percent; con¬ 
vention, 14.8 percent Thus, young women, who tend to be 
more liberal, are significantly over represented, while 
older woman, wo tend to be more conservative, are un¬ 
derrepresented here. 

Race - In the population, 84.4 percent are white; in this 
convention, 64.5 percent Blade population, 10.4 percent; 
convention, 17.4 percent Hispanic population, 4.3 per¬ 
cent; convention, 8.3 percent. Asian-American 
population, .6 percent; convention, 2.7 percent American 
Indian population, .6 percent; convention, 3.4 percent 
Clearly, despite the claims of representativeness of the 
U.S. female population at large, racial minorities are 


overrepresented here and the majority is un¬ 
derrepresented. 

Income - Under $7,000 a year: population, 78 percent; 
convention, 23.1 percent Women who make $15,000 an¬ 
nually and over: population, less than 3 percent; con¬ 
vention, 14.1 percent of these delegates make more than 
$20,000 a year! This is, relatively speaking, a rich 
women's conference, with poorer women drastically 
underrepresented. 

Religion - Protestant: population, 65.8 percent; con¬ 
vention, 46.5 percent Catholics: population, 25.6 percent; 
convention, 24.2 percent (finally, an approximation). 
Jewish: population, 2.8 percent; convention, 8.9 percent 

At the beginning of its poll report for the IWY Com¬ 
mission, “American Women Today and Tomorrow," 
Market Opinion Research inserts a disclaimer reading: 
"Hie views expressed in this report reflect public opinion 
and do not necessarily represent views of the National 
Commission on the Observance of International Women’s 
Year or any other Federal agency.” 

Til say. Any agreement between the opinions of 
American women at large in this country and the opinions 
of those gathered here is strictly coincidental. 


Gross discrimination at the Office of Civil rights

NEW YORK - If the Federal Office of 
Civil Rights were to apply to itself the 
same standards it applies to others, the 
OCR would find itself guilty of gross 
discrimination. 

It discriminates against women. Of the 
237 top salaried jobs in the agney, 191 are 
held by men and only 46 by women 
although, as everyone knows, there are 
more women than men in America. 
That’s sexual discrimination by an 
agency that is officially charged with 
combatting the evil. 

OCR is guilty of racial discrimination. 
Of the 237 top posts nationally in the 
agency, 125 are held by "non-whites,” 
namely, blacks, Hispanics, Orientals. 
Thus, minorities hold a majority of the 
posts 1 53 percent (although they are less 
than 15 percent of the national population. 


Should this practice prevail in other 
institutions, it would be mathematically 
impossible for the OCR to realize its 
avowed purpose of getting what it con¬ 
siders to be a proper proportion of 
minorities in the nation's posts. If 
agencies like OCR are staffed with a 
minority of minorities, then obviously 
there won’t be enough to go around to fill 
the proper quotas for minorities in other 
employments. 

In New York City, where the OCR staff 
is 62 percent minorities," although the 
population is 62 percent "white," the 
Regional Director William Valentine 
explains (as reported in the New York 
Post) thaffarmore blacks apply for this 
office then do whites. Blades are ap¬ 
parently more conscious of civil rights 
and isues of discrimination than whites.” 

In other words, OCR has a 
disproportionately high number of blacks 


in it because there is a bigger "pool" of 
blacks applying for these jobs. Yet, in its 
judgments of other bodies - companies, 
schools, unions, agencies - the OCR 
makes no allowance for the concept of 
"pools.” 

For instance, OCR insists upon racial 
quotas for admission to New York City's 
special high schools - no matter what the 
"pool” may be for proper admissions. 
OCR demands like quotas for classes to 
teach the gifted or the handicapped - 
which may often mean (to meet the test) 
that non-gifted kids will hove to be counted 
as gifted and non-handicapped kids will 
have to be stigmatized as handicapped. 

Likewise, there must be a realized 
quota applied to children who are sub¬ 
mitted to disciplinary suspension. So if 
not enough black kids have been 
disobedient, some of the obedient will 
have to be suspended, and if not enough 


white kids have bopped the teacher then 
some of the well-behaved will have to be 
ousted to meet the quota. 

What is happening in all this is that, in 
too many instances, the Office of Civil 
Rights is making a comedy of our 
national commitment to end 
discrimination and to move toward an 
integrated society. 

The comedy is a traumatic tragedy 
when it becomes apparent that the OCR 
Itself is not living by its own rules and 
that, in offering its explanation, it voices 
a truth that, in the mouths of others, it 
treats as an untruth. 

At this moment, some people in OCR 
might recall Bobbie Bums; 

"O wad some power the giftie gi'e us to 
see oursels as others see us! 

"It wad frae many a blunder free us, 

"And foolish notion." 


The real index of American public opinion

One of the best Washington pollsters, 
Peter Hart, keeps telling me that the 
most extensive index of American public 
opinion lies in the ratings of popular 
entertainment. So for the past week, here 
in Los Angeles, 1 have been force-feeding 
myself on the hit televisions serials, the 
socko movies, and the people who make 
and market them. 

I haven't discovered the spirit of the 
age. But clear patterns do show up which 
suggest that most Americans view the 
world, and what to do about it, in a 
distinct, even peculiar way. 

The common denominator of all the 
popular TV shows and movies is the sense 
that the world is a perilous place full of 
cataclysms, bad guys and freaks. Films 
such aa "Star Wars," "Jaws" and "Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind” give in¬ 
timations of monstrously alien forces 
lurking everywhere, from the deeps to 
the cosmos. 

The popular — and I think quite good — 
new television serial, “Soap tells of a 
family which includes a Mafioso, a 
homosexual, a murderer, a retarded 
youth, and a girl who seduces a priest. 
•Hawaii Five-O” and "Kojak” and the 
other popular detective series on 
television show regular battles against 
powerful and often deranged criminal' 
elements. 

A recent installment of "Happy Days," 
which is supposed to represent nostalgia 
for the simpler times of the 1950’s, turns 
on the effort of a young nymphet to live 
down a past in reform school so that she 



can make it as a pop music star. I 
couldn’t begin to list the movies with long 
and harrowing chase scenes. "Smokey 
and the Bandits,” a highly successful new 
film, is in fail one long chase scene 
Almost all the action is set in the group 
for which, about a decade ago, 1 
developed the term Middle America. 
' Laverne and Shirley," another popular 
TV serial, for instance, recounts the 
efforts of two Milwaukee working girls to 
land husbands. The level of aspiration is 
extremely low. In one recent installment, 
laverne and Shirley are trying to raise 
enough money to take a cruise on a Great 
lakes steamer. 


Ethnic groups seem to be present in a 
big way — but largely, I think, to fix the 
scene in the lower middle class. The Fonx 
in "Happy Days" has a heavy Bronx 
accent, and Garry Marshall who created 
that show and "Laverne and Shirley" has. 
a car with a license plate that spells out 
BRONX. 

I have yet to see a successful, happy, 
upper-middle-class family playing a lead 
role in any of the shows. A family with 
money in "Soap” includes a wife who 
thinks "the world should be set to music" 
and a husband who takes his marching 
orders from a black butler. 

Drama in almost all cases arises out of 


the efforts of ordinary people to cope wit! 
the miserable world around them. Somi 
simply fail. In the fine new film 
"Looking for Mr. Goodbar,” the heroim 
who seeks relief from the boredom o 
teaching by picking up men in single: 
bars is brutally murdered. Thi 
characters in "Soap" are so bedeviled b; 
their troubles that all they can do abou 
crime, perversion and adultery is ti 
laugh at them. 

Some of theose who do cope an 
manifestly unreal. "The $6 Million Man’ 
is the most egregious example 
"Charlie’s Angels," "Kojak,” "Thi 
Hardy Boys" and most of the othe; 
successful detectives are also much to> 
good to be true. 

But the most typical survivors are 
those who make a joke about their way 
out of Ught spots. Woody Allen u 
probably the best case in point. I love hfc 
movies, especially “Annie Hall." But the 
fact b that when it comes to doinj 
anything, Alvy Singer, played by Woody 
Allen, comes on as an lncompetenl 
schnook and Annie Hall, played by Diane 
Keaton, is a cleaned-up hippie. 

Exactly what to make of all this is noi 
clear to me. I have the distinct feeling 
that most Americans don’t find life easy 
I think that confusion and frustration - 
particularly with political authorities - 
drive them away from public affairs am 
into themselves. I sense that thi 
achievement ethic is in for a rough time 
It makes me slightly uneasy when thi 
title role in the movie "Oh, God" i; 
played by George Bums. The more so a: 
Mr. Bums simply comes on as what he L 
— which is to say a borscht circuit comic 
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Stereotypes again

This 
comparison is almost slanderous to a 
man with the integrity of Ted Mann. 

It is certainly true that many people 
who Mr. O'Donoghue would classify as 
"liberal Democrats" did support Ted 
Mann.

Three reasons to vote 


To the Editor: 

Mr. O’Donaghue's letter in the Nov. 24 
Graphic was not only a thinly disguised 
antisemitic document but also reflected 
considerable ignorance of the factors that 
determined votes in the recent 
mayoralty election. 

Many voters chose Mr. Mann, not 
because of his Jewish heritage, but 
because many factors, other than ethnic 
origin, limited Mr. Harrington’s 
popularity on the south side of Newton. I 
shall enumerate only three. 

One, Mr. Harrington is a member of a 
legislative body that has been tainted by 
scandal during the past two years. While 
Mr. Harrington may not have been 
personally involved in the "kickbacks" 
that permeate Beacon Hill, many voters 
may have rejected his mayorality can- 
didacy in order to express their 
dissatisfaction with the Massachusetts 
Legislature. 

Two, Mr. Harrington has been a 
staunch supporter of metropolitanization 
of the greater Boston school systems. It is 
hardly fair to conclude that voters who do 
not wish to see their school system placed 
in control of a budy like the Boston School 
Committee qualify as "bleeding heart" 
or "limousine” liberals. Many Newton 
residents and their parents fled Boston 
due to the corrupt politicians that 
destroyed the city's school system and 
governmental processes. To vote against 
a candidate who proposes to force 
Newton to delegate control of its schools 
to such a political machine is hardly an 
ethnic vote. 

Three, at a public hearing held on Oct. 


18, Mr. Harrington spoke on behalf of a 
few families who opposed a sports facility 
for Newton South High School. While on 
the surface Mr. Harrington's remarks 
suggested a compromise, Alderman 
Small, Newton South officials, and the 
parents of Newton South students 
recognized that Harrington’s com¬ 
promise represented an attempt to kill 
the facility. 

Given Mr. Harrington's liberal 
credentials, many south side voters may 
have found it hard to comprehend why he 
believed that Newton North should have 
far superior athletic facilities than 
Newton South. At any rate, Mr. 
Harrington's anti-South High stance (not 
Mayor Mann’s Jewish heritage) lost him 
many votes on the south side of Newton. 

In addition to the points enumerated, it 
should be noted that Mr. O’Donaghue 
carefully ommitted any mention of the 
voting habits of non-Jewish voters. The 
election returns indicate that the liberal 
Mr. Harrington had his strongest support 
in the wards with the highest con¬ 
centration of conservative Irish voters. . 

Finally, this writer hopes that Mr. 
O'Donaghue’s letter slandering the 
Newton Jewish community does not 
reflect a new antisemitic campaign by his 
academic institution. Many Jews in the 
surrounding communities remember 
well Boston College’s defense of other 
antisemitic movements in the 1940's and 
1950's and trust that Mr. O'Donaghue’s 
letter does not reflect a return to this type

to defend the city . One example he gave 
was the question a couple of years ago: 
Can the Board of Aldermen cut the School 
Committee budget' 1 

If he had answered with a simple '‘no,” 
which was the prevailing opinion, he 
would have cut the ground out from under 
himself when he was called on to defend 
the Board against a taxpayers'suit after 
the Board had cut the budget. 

A major problem to a municipal law- 
department, Levine noted, is confusion on 
the part of the public about the role of the 
city lawyers. 

He told of irate residents who have 
called him to demand that he give them 
legal advice.He tried to explain that he 
could not give advice to the public, but 
was often told, "Young man, I pay your 
salary!” 

Now there is a list of lawyer-referral 
services kept handy by the phones in the 
Law Department, in an effort 

In some instances, though' to help 
Newton residents who feel they have been 
the victim of some action or inaction of 
the city. Levine explained to people how 
to file a claim and established a fund to 
get prompt payment for minor claims

such as rubbish barrels damaged by the 
sanitation division or tires ruined by 
potholes. 

"I viewed my office always as serving 
the public interest." he said, with the 
emphasis on "public." 

In spite of the changes he accomplished 
in getting the law Department not only 
on a professional basis but also on an 
efficient basis, Levine thinks that to 
maintain the excellence, the city will 
have to start paying the lawyers a higher 
salary. 

"The people there now have all the 
skills and can be developed," Levine 
said, "and they should be paid more to 
retain them." 

"I’ve noticed that it is getting harder 
and harder to attract good new people," 
he added. 

Law Department salaries are a con¬ 
stant source of irritation to the Board of 
Aldermen every winter when budget 
deliberations are going on. It is the only 
department in the city in which almost 
every employee is at a relatively high 
professional level. 

Not too much thought is given to the 
idea that the relatively high salaries paid

to its lawyers may come back a hun¬ 
dredfold in money saved by those 
lawyers. 

One of the reasons Levine decided to 
enter private practice is that he is 35 
years old and the traditional 
"crossroads" were staring him in the 
face. 

He also literally loves municipal law. 

So, finding that municipal and state 
laws are becoming more and more 
complex, and people are becoming 
"more active and vocal” about the 
communities in which they live, he saw 
private practice with the emphasis on 
municipal matters as the best of two 
worlds. 

He see a great need for lawyers to deal 
with cities and towns, he said' especially 
since a new law is coming that will 
abolish municipal Immunity against suits 
from individuals. 

On the subject of laws, Levine com¬ 
mented that when the new open meeting 
law and public-records laws came into 
effect he was "very apprehensive," but 
he now feels that the open-meeting law in 
particular has "worked to the benefit of 
the public and public officials."

Pines urges faster change 
to peak-load electric rates 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines fD-Newton) 
testified this week in support of the 
establishment of peak-load pricing of 
electric rates proposed by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities (DPU). 

In hearings conducted by the DPU 
Pines called for several modifications 
and immediate implementation of the 
program, which is expected to result in 
reduced electric bills for residential 
consumers. 

"Peak-load pricing encourages con¬ 
sumers to shift electricity use to off-peak 
hours by charging less than during peak 
hours. This results in a more even 
demand and thus minimizes the need for 
construction of new plants and the use of 
inefficient "peaker plants" which are 
used only during periods of great 
demand," Pines said. 

Peak-load pricing provides a direct 
financial incentive for consumers to 
conserve energy and will replace the 
declining block-rate structure which 
favors those using the greatest amount of 
energy at the cost of those using the least, 
according to Pines. 

Pines feels that the DPU timetable for 
implementation was unnecessarily 
drawn out. While the DPU will allow the 
selling of peak-load meters to consumers 


in three months, the DPU has allowed 
nine months for a study of "synthetic" 
peak-load rates. Under this system low- 
volume consumers, for whom the cost of 
installing a meter would not be wor¬ 
thwhile, would still gain advantage from 
the peak-load system. Pines believes that 
such a study could be completed within 
three months so consumers could make 
an informed decision as to whether or not 
to incur the expense of Installing a meter. 

Pines has proposed that those large 
industries which might be adversely 
affected by peak-load pricing be given a 
sufficient period of time to modify their 
methods of operation to avoid any hard¬ 
ship. 

Other proposals by Pines Include 
provisions for low-cost "life line” rates 
for low-income elderly, and incentives for 
the development and use of alternative 
energy sources, particularly solar 
energy. 

"Given the high cost and dwindling 
availability of energy, and our region’s 
high dependence on foreign oil, con¬ 
servation and rate reform are essential. 
The recent Congressional decision to 
leave utility reform to the states makes 
all the more urgent swift action by 
Massachusetts," Pines concluded.

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Small boat owners 
need safety gear 

NEW YORK OJPI) — In spite of all the preaching about 
safety on the water, many small boat owners don't carry 
paddles, boathooks and other sensible safety aids. 

Any boat under 20 feet can be maneuvered to safety 
under all but the worst conditions by paddling from the 
bow if the engine conks out. It is criminally stupid not to 
have a paddle aboard. 

A boathook Is useful to push off if you run aground, to 
fend off from pilings or collisions with other boats, to 
retrieve objects or even people lost overboard, and to 
hook to a piling or a dock and pick up your mooring lines 
when they day's fun Is over. 

A small mushroom anchor with a short line may be aD 
right for fishing In quiet, shallow water. But for safety In a 
current or a good blow you need a Danforth-style anchor 
of six to eight pounds, six feet of chain and 50 to 100 feet of 
nylon or polypropylene line. No anchor will hold In a 
current or blow unless the rode is at least six times as long 
as the depth of the water. 

A tow Une Is another safety aid. Fifty feet of three- 
eighths Inch nylon is enough for a small skiff. 

Life jackets and buoyant cushions are required by law. 
The Coast Guard and marine police constantly visit 
marinas to enforce this requirement. 

Because fiberglass and aluminum boats don’t leak, an 
astonishing number of boat owners forget about carrying 
a manual bilge pump. Rain and spray can put a poten¬ 
tially dangerous amount of water In a boat A battery- 
operated electric pump is nice but pretty sure to fail just 
when you need it most I subscribe to the old dictum that a 
bucket in the hands of a scared boater is the best possible 
bilge pump, but a good permanently mounted diaphragm 
type hand pump is a lot less work. 

A small foghorn is also necessary. You blow it when you 
come out of the marina so some character approaching 
the gas dock In the wrong direction ( downwind) won't 
suddenly pop up in front of you. Of course, if fog settles 
down so thick you can't see, you sound the horn frequently 
so other boaters will know you’re there. 

A boat that goes out in the ocean or In a real big lake 
also needs a compass for steering when out of sight of 
land. Be sure to have it compensated by a professional 
after it is installed and have a good light to read it by after 
dark. 

A marine radio also is essential for boats that venture 
offshore to fish. Remember the Coast Guard doesn’t 
monitor the citizens band. If you have only a CB tran¬ 
sceiver you are dependent on some CB bug telephoning 
the Coast Guard or the marine police to relay your appeal 
for help. 

Spare spark plugs and shear pins for the outboard 
motor and a can of drying fluid to spray on the electrical 
wires if they get condensation miseries also are good 
ideas. So are a small Coast Guard-approved fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, a two-gallon thermos jug of drinking water, 
spare tiller cable and clamps, pliers, a couple of screw 
drivers and a first-aid kit, the kind the drugstores sell 
motorists. 

Finally, if you intend to do any swimming off the boat 
you need a swimming ladder if the transom rises more 
than a foot above the water. 

Fireproofing 
tips for home 

NEW YORK OJPI) - Fire is like the weather. Many 
people talk about it, but precariously few do anything 
about it, says Glen E. Jorgensen, whose company is a 
major source of home improvement financing. 

Sixty-two hundred persons died in fires last year, and 
property losses totaled more than $3.5-billlon, said 
Jorgensen, president of CIT Financial Services. The 
company's current customer publication offers these fire 
prevention tips: 

Make certain everyone in your house, Including 
babysitters, knows the location of the nearest fire alarm 
box. Keep the phone numbers of the fire and police 
departments beside the telephone. 

Plan escape routes from all parts of the house or apart¬ 
ment. Tell everyone how to evacuate the building In case 
of fire. 

Install at least two workable home fire extinguishers 
within easy reach. Check them monthly to see they are 
fully charged. 

Screen fireplaces. 

Store refuse in containers made from non-flammable 
material. 

Store flammable liquids in safety cans. 

Avoid multiple connections in wall outlets. 

Keep outside venting ducts clean. 

Keep your basement, garage and other such areas free 
of combustible materials. 

Keep matches out of the reach of children. 

Have your heating plant and chimneys cleaned and 
serviced annually. 

Check for and replace worn out or frayed electrical 
wiring. 

Use fire-retardant curtains and bedding. 

Consider installing a reliable fire or smoke detector 
system. 

Use/uses of the proper amperage for the circuits they 
protect. 

□ear away weeds, brush and other debris around the 
house. 

Keep a box of sand stored in a handy place to fight oil or 
uas fires. 

River Kwai gets 
new movie span 

RIVER KWAI, Thailand (UPI) - The River Kwai has a 
new bridge but it is very shaky and even more temporary. 

Film makers involved in the movie, "The Deer Hun¬ 
ter," have strung a swaying bamboo bridge over the 40- 
yard river, about an hour’s trip by boat upriver from the 
most famous structure. 

The film bridge is the third known span over this muddy 
river that was made famous by a book and a movie about 
the World War II Allied prisoners who built it under 
Japanese guard. 

The original bridge was not used after the war. It later 
collapsed. Only a few pilings can be seen today. 

A second, steel bridge over the river is used by the State 
Railways of Thailand. It carries hundreds of tourists a 
week to and over the river. 

Now the EMI-Universal film starring Robert De Niro is 
going to use a third bridge. 

"The Deer Hunter" is set partly in Vietnam but the war 
scenes are being filmed here in the jungles of Kan- 
chanaburi Province. 

Stars De Niro, Christopher Walken and John SavagY fall 
from the bridge (stuntmen will handle that part) after a 
brief fight with a Viet Cong guard. And that's it for the 
bridge in the movie. 

The bridge will come down afterwards. A clause in the 
production contract requires the moviemakers to return 
everything to its original stale.

How does it feel to grow older? How 
does life change after 60? How do young 
people feel about others who are older? 

How can grandchildren help grand¬ 
parents with the process of aging?

Such factors as loneliness, 
loss of status in a youth-oriented culture, 
separation from one's family, prolonged 
illness or disability, and a search for 
meaningful activity in one's later years 
are issues that need exploration. 

Older citizens are becoming more 
outspoken in their desire for improved 
housing, economic stability in advancing 
years, flexibility of retirement laws, and 
a recognition of their continued 
usefulness and productivity. 

The programs will touch on 
psychology, literature, sociology, 
economics, health, law, career, 
retirement and leisure planning, and 
housing.

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Keough Plan - IRA update

Before the creation of IRA and Keogh plans, only people 
employed by corporations, or other companies with 
v formal pension or profit sharing plans, could look forward 
• to retirement with any sense of security. 

The creation and recent liberalization of both IRA and 
;I>eogh plans now make it possible for any employed 
person to provide for his retirement For individuals who 
must depend principally on social security for retirement 
income, IRA or Keogh plans may be particularly at¬ 
tractive. 

The IRS has estimated that almost half a million people 

1 in Massachusetts are eligible for these plans. By briefly 
examining the characteristics of each plan, an Interested 
individual can determine which plan might satisfy his 
needs. 

KEOGH 

The Keogh or HR-10 Plan created in 1962 and liberalized 
in 1974 is designed for self-employed individuals, partners 
and proprietors of unincorporated business and their 
employees. 

These plans make it possible to set aside for retirement 
up to 15 percent of earnings to a maximum of $7,500 per 
year. The amount contributed to the Keogh plan can be 
taken as a deduction from adjusted gross Income for 
Federal Tax purposes and remains tax-deferred until 
taken as retirement income at a later date. (Similar tax 
deductions are no longer permitted when filing a 
Massachusetts Income tax return.) The source of the 
dollars contributed to the Keogh plan can be existing 
- savings or assets that can be converted to cash prior to the 
contribution. 

The plans are flexible and allow contributions to be 
made at reduced levels or suspended during years when 
profits are lean. By establishing a minimum profit level 
for this profit sharing plan, the employer is given control 
over the level and frequency of contributions to the plan. 

Keogh plans require that qualified employees be 
covered under the plan and contributions be made on their 
behalf, as long as the employer contributes for himself. 
This is an Important fringe benefit which may help stem 
employee turnover problems. Contributions for regular 
qualified employees must be made on a non- 
discriminatory basis; that is, if an employer makes a 15 
percent contribution based on his salary, he must also 
contribute 15 percent of the salary of each qualified 
employee. 

Funds contributed for the benefit of employees are 
immediately vested. That means that they belong to the 
employee and could be withdrawn by him if he leaves, is 
fired, retires, or becomes disabled. Employers who 
. contribute for employees may also make voluntary 

• contributions for themselves up to 10 percent but not to 
exceed $2,500 of compensation. Such contributions do not 
enjoy the tax-deferred treatment of regular con¬ 
tributions; however, earnings are tax sheltered as are all 
earnings on Keogh plans. 

The Keogh plan should be established and nominally 

• funded by the end of the tax year (usually December 31). 
The business person then has the time until the filing of his 
tax return (usually April 15 unless extensions are granted 
by IRS) to make his actual Keogh contribution. This 
provision is a definite advantage because most people in 
business do not know their exact earnings until after the 
close of the tax year. 

One word of caution: excess contributions cannot be left 
uncorrected in a Keogh plan. Funds also cannot be 
pledged as security or collateral. Such violations are 

• subject to harsh penalties and, in extreme Instances, may 
result in plan disqualification for 5 years. 

The purpose of these plans is to build retirement income 
which is taken as distributions from the plan. 
Distributions may begin in the year in which the par¬ 
ticipant reaches age 59%. Minimum prescribed 
distributions must begin in the year in which he attains 
age 70%. At this age, minimum distributions are deter¬ 
mined by IRS-established life expectancy of the par¬ 
ticipant or joint life expectancy of the participant and 
spouee. Contributions may continue at any age so long as 
there is earned income from self-employment. 
Distributions may be made prior to attaining age 59%, in 
the case of a medically certified disability, or at death (to 
pre-designated beneficiaries). Early distributions which 
do not meet these qualifications are also subject to stiff 
penalty taxation and may not, in some cases, be allowed 
by the plan trustee. Qualified distributions may be in 
lump sum or installments. Distributions are taxed as 
ordinary income for the year in which they are received. 

There has been some concern over the amount and 
frequency of reporting and disclosure requirements for 
Keogh plans. The IRS and Department of Labor require 
several periodic reports to be filed in conjunction with 
Keogh plans. Many individuals have shied away from 
Keogh plans for this reason. While trustees or depositories 
will not accept responsibility for the filing of these 
reports, most are quite willing and able to assist plan 
administrators in their preparation. 

IRA 

Individual Retirement Accounts created by the Pension 
Reform Act of 1974 make it possible for any person, 
employed or self-employed, to contribute to a retirement 
plan for his own benefit. However, he may not be an active 
participant in any other retirement, pension or profit 
sharing plan, other than Social Security. 

The maximum annual contribution is 15 percent of 
earned income or $1,500 whichever is less. (With the new 
IRA NON-WORKING SPOUSE ACCOUNTS, limits are 15 
percent not to exceed $1,750 as long as specific 
qualifications are met.) 

These plans make it possible to reduce Federal (but not 
Massachusetts) taxable income by the amount con¬ 
tributed. This tax deferral continues until funds are taken 
as retirement income in later years. Recent changes in 
Massachusetts State tax regulations shelter earnings on 
IRA plans so that interest earned on an IRA is tax 
deferred for both the Federal and Massachusetts Income 
Taxes. 

Regulations now permit the establishment and funding 
of a new IRA and contributions to an eiisting IRA up to 45 
days after the close of the tax year. This means that a new • 
IRA can be started and contributions to existing accounts 
can be made for the current tax year until February 14 of 
the following year. This will certainly remove the worry 
of a forgotten IRA contribution. 

SPOUSAL DU 

A new type of IRA has been established and labeled by 
the IRS as the “IRA Non-Working Spouse Account." This 
account has special eligibility qualifications and new 
higher contribution limits - the lesser of 15 percent of 
earned income or $1,750; or twice the smaller contribution 
for the benefit of the spouse. Briefly, the working spouse 
must be eligible for an IRA and have a non-working 
spouse receiving no earned compensation. After 
establishing this account, contributions may be made 
within the stated guidelines. Contributions must be 
divided equally between the spouses in order to obtain the 
maximum tax deduction. Eligibility and participation in 
the Spousal IRA can be affected by the ages of each 
spouse. Amounts contributed also vest immediately for 
each spouse. Interested individuals should carefully 
examine all aspects of the Spousal IRA to determine if it is 
beneficial for their needs. 

ROLLOVER 

The IRA rollover, which was designed to insure the 


inter-plan portability of pension funds, provides a tax 
shelter for lump sum distributions from qualified 
retirement plans. This can be beneficial for Increasing 
numbers of people who are eligible to retire in their 40'a or 
50'a and for those receiving distributions from terminated 
plans. 

If the exact amount of the lump sum distribution is 
“rolled over" into an IRA within 60 days of receipt, the 
distribution is not federally taxable. The principal and all 
future interest earned will remain tax deferred until 
received as retirement income. 

DISTRIBUTIONS 

An IRA is distributed within much the guidelines as a 
Keogh plan — it may begin at age 59% and must begin by 
age 70%.

The Nonantum Multi-Service Center is 
sponsored by two City of Newton agen¬ 
cies. 

The Recreation Department submitted 
a proposal to the federally funded 
Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act (CETA), which allowed the 
Nonantum Neighborhood Advisory 
Committee to hire six full-time em¬ 
ployees. They are Chuck Karayianis, 
senior administrator; Naomi Davidson 
and Marcia Lovell, social counselors; 
and Robin Dexter and Mark O'Connell, 
outreach workers. There is one counselor 
still to be hired. 


The other sponsor is the City of Newton 
Community Development Program, 
which is providing a temporary facility 
on Silver Lake Avenue for the center. 
Plans are being developed which would 
allow the Nonantum Multi-Service Center 
to build a new facility sometime in the 
near future. 

Immediate plans for the Multi-Service 
Center include a senior citizen drop-in 
center and an after-school program for 
elementary age children. Trips and in¬ 
formal meetings will also be a major 
focus.

Senate OKs Backman bill 
to regulate franchises 


In an effort to encourage and at the 
same time protect business investment, 
the state Senate has given final approval 
to a bill filed by Sen. Jack Backman, 
which establishes regulations for the 
sale, renewal, transfer and termination 
of business franchises. 

The bill will now go to the House of 
Representatives for their approval. 

Specifically, this bill applies to 
agreements by which one person or 
business firm (the franchisee l purchases 
the right to use the company name and 
marketing plan of another person or firm 
(the franisor) 

The bill provides that the purchaser be 
furnished with information as to the 
financial condition and the business 
history of the seller. The legislation 
requires that franchise agreements list 
all the obligations of buyer and seller to 
each other, the conditions under which 
the agreement can be continued or ter¬ 
minated and the conditions under which 
the franchise can be sold or transferred, 


and gives remedies for violation of its 
provisions 

"This disclosure statement," Backman 
said, "gives the potential investor suf¬ 
ficient business and financial in¬ 
formation, so that he can make an in¬ 
telligent decison before investing his 
money." 

"Massachusetts already has laws 
protecting franchised automobile dealers 
and independent gasoline dealers. Many 
other types of businesses are also fran¬ 
chised and they deserve similar 
protection," Backman continued. He 
listed fast food, printing, hotels, 
automotive repairs, tax-return 
preparation, child day care, magazine 
sales and employment agencies as 
examples. 

"This is one important step in turning 
around the Massachusetts economy. 
Successful franchises pay state income 
and local real-estate taxes and provide 
jobs for our citizens and stability to our 
communities," Backman concluded. 


Social-worker licensure 
passed by Legislature 


Senate Bill 1693, landmark legislation 
to require the licensing of social workers, 
has been passed by both houses of the 
legislature and needs only Senate con¬ 
currence on minor amendments before 
being sent to Gov. Michael Dukakis. 

The governor is expected to sign the bill 
into law. 

Rep. David J. Mofenson, the House 
Chairman of the Human Services 
Committee and sponsor of the legislation, 
explained that until now, it has been 
possible for anyone to call himself or 
herself a social worker without any 
training or experience. 

"Licensure will protect consumers and 
give social workers their due recognition 
as one of the major professional groups 
providing human services," Mofenson 
said. 

"In addition to protecting the con¬ 
sumer, licensure will provide the controls 
that private insurance companies and the 
federal government require when they 
provide reimbursement for services 
offered by a profession. Licensure will. 


therefore, lead to increased insurance 
and other third-party coverage for the 
services provided by social workers. By 
broadening access to private insurance 
and federal funds, licensing will 
ultimately help the Commonwealth in the 
financing of social service programs,” 
Mofenson said. 

The bill establishes four different titles 
which identify social workers according 
to the extent of their education and ex¬ 
perience. It also requires that only those 
with the highest level of education and 
experience may practice as private 
practitioners, independent of an agency 
setting. 

"This legislation represents more than 
three years of hard work," Mofenson 
said, "and reflects the efforts of many 
thoughtful and concerned individuals." 
Among the sponsors are State Sen. Jack 
H. Backman and State Reps. Lois Pines 
and A. Joseph DeNucci. 

Over 16 other states, including 
California, New York and Michigan, have 
enacted similar legislation to regulate 
social workers

public access to and use of the river as a 
recreational resource. . 

The Charles River is Massachusetts' 
longest intrastate river system and its 
watershed encompasses the living and 
working space of well over 1,5 million 
residents. As early as the 1890's, the 
Metropolitan Parks Commission 
recommended making a public park of 
the shoreline of the Charles. Documents 
urged that lands be acquired then in 
anticipation of the growth of the 
metropolitan area. In 1975 the Charles 
River Watershed Association began the 
work that no public agency had been able 
to assume before that time. 

With supporting funds from the Mabel 
Louise Riley Charitable Trust, CRWA has 
mapped the entire river at a large scale 
in order to map zoning, protected lands, 
and individual property lines. Working 
with state and federal agencies and 
particularly with conservation com¬ 
missions, CRWA’s Landscape Architect 
Paula Cortes has pursued the goals of the 
Corridor - protection and access - and 
significant additions to the public domain 
have been realized. In addition private 
landowners are encouraged to negotiate 
conservation restrictions on their river 
frontages, restrictions which can but do 
not usually include public access. 

Continued program and financial 
support for the Charles River Corridor 
will be needed for many years to come 
and public and or private interests are 
encouraged in a variety of ways to par¬ 
ticipate in this model of citizen action on 
behalf of a river’s constituents, according 
to the Association. Further information 
on the corridor is available from CRWA 
at its Aubumdale office.

Hanukkah is a family-centered holiday 


Holidays arc a time to draw families 
together In the excitement of shared 
participation in time-honored activities 
that involve everyone. At sunset on the 
evening of Dec. 5, the beautiful Jewish 
Festival of Lights will begin and in the 
Newton home of Marc and Marsha 
Slotnick preparations are already being 
made. 

Hanukkah is an eight day celebration of 
the rededication of the Temple by the 
Maccabees. It commemorates the op¬ 
portunity for Jews to worship freely. 
Marsha Slotnick, who is a fourth grade 
Hebrew teacher at Temple Israel, 
Boston, said that the miracle of 
Hanukkah took place when the oil lasted a 
day's supply of oil lasted eight days. 

In the Slotnick home, the holiday will be 
filled with gift giving and entertainment 
of family and friends. Marsha said that 
they will "light the candles, sing and play 
games." 

One game is involves the "dreldel” or 
top. "The custom grew up in Europe," 
explained Marsha, "and the letter on the 
dreidel mean 'a great miracle happened 
there.’ " In Israel, she said, the letters 
signify "a great miracle happened here.” 

The Slotnicks, who are members of 
Temple Emmanuel, were brought up in 
Newton and met in high school. Marsha is 
on the advisory board of human the 
Human Right Commission. Marc, an 
attorney, is in real estate developement. 

Their family includes Nancy; ten and 
one half; Debbie, 9 and Rebecca 20 
monthes. The Menorah they will par¬ 
ticipate in lighting comes from Israel. 
Marsha pointed out that the candles are 
put "In from right to left and lit from left 
to right., the Menorah should also be put 
in a window." 

The Rabbinical Code instruts Jews to 
"eat and be merry” during Hanukkah. 
The meals are festive and potato pan¬ 
cakes are a tradition. However, Marsha 
pointed out that the original cheese.” 
pancakes were "made of 
The pancakes are fried in oil which is 
symbolic of the oil in the Temple 
Some of the Slotnick family's 
traditional recipes are: 

POTATO PANCAKES 
(Latkes) 

4 large potatoes (or S medium) 

1 large onion 

2 eggs, unbeaten 

2 rounded tablespoons flour 
salt, pepper and garlic powder to taste 
vegetable shortening for frying 
iThis recipe can be made in a blender, 
but Marsha prefers to grate the 
potatoes.) 

Grate potatoes and onion. Pour off 
excess liquid. Add remainder of 
ingredients. Mix well. Fry in hot oil. 
Drain on paper towel and sprinkle with 
more salt, if desired, and serve with 
warm apple sauce. (They may be frozen; 
for best results freeze between sheets of 
paper toweling. No need to defrost. Place 
in 350 degree F. oven until sizzling.) 

BRISKET OF BEEF 
34-4 lb. single brisket 
4 onions, cut up

4 cup chill sauce 

3 tablespoons brown sugar 

1 cop water 

carrots and potatoes, sliced 
Cut up onions and place in roasting pan.

Bake uncovered for one hour at 350 
degrees F. Mix ketchup, chili sauce, 
brown sugar and water and pour on top of 
meat.

For a larger piece of meat, the 
liquids may be doubled. Also this may be 
made one day ahead, sliced and reheated 
the next day at 350 degrees F. 
HONEYED CHICKEN 
(Usually Marsha serves this dish at 
Passover, but it makes an excellent 
holiday main dish.) 

2 3-34 lb. broiler-fryers 
2 eggs 

2 tablespoons flour seasoned with salt 
and pepper to taste (matzo meal) 

4 cup hot water 
4 cup honey 

1 cup orange juice 
vegetable oil for frying 
Heat oil in frying pan. Beat eggs and 
water. Dip chicken into egg mixture & 
then roll in seasoned flour (or matzo meal 
may be used). Brown in hot oil. Remove 
to a Dutch oven or covered roaster. 
Mix hot water, honey and orange juice. 
Pour over chicken and cover. Simmer 
slowly on top of stove or place in a 325 
degree F. oven about 45 min. If placed in 
oven, uncover to brown during the last 15 
minutes.

Pastry shell for 9 inch pan 
1 cup pecan halves 

3 eggs 

1 tablespoon melted butter or 


margarine 

1 cup light corn syrup 
4 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup suagr 
1 tablespoon flour 

Arrange pecan halves in bottom of pie 
shell. Beat the eggs and add butter, 
syrup, and vanilla. Stir until blended. 
Combine sugar and flour. Blend with egg 
mixture. Pour over nuts in shell. Let 
stand until nuts rise to surface. Bake at 
350 degrees F. for 45 min. 

CHOCOLATE MOUSSE-TORTE 
8 oz. semisweet chocolate squares 
1 tablespoon instant coffee 
4 cup boiling water 
8 eggs, separated 
two-thirds cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
4 teaspoon salt 
fine dry bread crumbs 

1. Preheat even to 350 degrees F. 

2. Place chocolate in top of double 
boiler over hot, not boiling water. 

3. Dissolve the instant coffee in the 
boiling water and add to the chocolate. 
Cover and let stand over very low heat. 
Stir with wire whisk until smooth when 


the chocolate is almost melted. 

4. Meanwhile, beat egg yolks until 
thick. Gradually beat in sugar until 
mixture is thick and lemon colored. 

5. Gradually beat the chocolate into the 
yolk mixture. 

6. Beat in vanilla 

7. Beat egg whites and salt until stiff, 
but not dry. Stir 4 of the whites into the 
chocolate mixtures. Fold in the 
remaining whites gently until blended. 

8. Dust a well-buttered or greased 9- 
inch pie plate with dry bread crumbs. Fill 
the plate with part of the mousse mixture 
so that it comes level with the edge. Bake 
25 min. at350 degrees I\ Turn off the oven 
heat and leave in the oven five min. 
longer. 

9. Remove and cool for two hours on a 
wire rack. As it cools, the cooked mcusse 
sinks in the middle to form a pie shell. 

10. Meanwhile cover and refrigerate the 
remaining uncooked mousse. When the 
shell has cooled, fill with the chilled 
uncooked mouse mounding it up like a pie 
filling. Chill two to three hours. 

Garnish, if desired, with whipped 
cream. 


KITCHEN CORNER

If you are looking for a gift for someone special—what 
about a cookbook? In fact two new cookbooks may be just 
what you need to end your search. 

The first is a new book from Reader's Digest entitled 
"Creative Cooking.” It is valuable because it offers much 
more than recipes. 

There Is a section on "Buying for Quality," which in¬ 
cludes a guide to day-by-day marketing and advice on 
how to choose fruits and vegetables, fish, poultry, meat 
and variety meats. 

In addition there are sections on wine and one on how to 
plan and equip a kitchen as well as a guide to freezing and 
buying a freezer. 

Perhaps the most interesting aspect of this book is that 
the recipes are categorized by month and there are more 
than 50 recipes for every month of the year. In the 
November section, for example, there are recipes for 
Halibut Plaki, Bourbon Coffee Chiffon Pie, Crown Roast 
of Pork, La mb Casserole, Orange-glazed Lamb Roast and 
lasagne Verdi al Foma 

As if there wasn't enough, the book contains a glossary 
of cooking terms. It is for anyone on your list—bachelors, 
housewiveves, career women or newlyweds. 

The book sells for about $15 and is well illustrated and 
even has drawings to show the cook how certain 
procedures work. 

Another cookbook which has been published this year is 
Irene Kuo’s "The Key to Chinese Cooking,” published by 
Alfred A. Knopf. 

This is not a cookbook for the newcomer to the art of 
Chinese cooking, but instead for someone who is already 
"into" preparing Chinese food. 

One reason it is not for the novice, is that one should 
have a working knowledge of the ingredients in this book. 

In one recipe that I used recently, I doubled all of the 
ingredients; however, I used the same amount of sesame 
oiL The dish was "Filet Mlgnon Kow" and it was 
delirious. 

In addition to the recipes, this book is simply interesting 
to read for those who have enjoyed Chinese Cooking. The 
writing style is direct, and breezy and contains much 
information about the foods. In talking about the "Filet 
Mignon Kow," Kuo says "it amuses me no end when a 
Chinese dish is endowed with a French title—it’s a dead 
giveaway that the dish was invented abroad. But this has 
become a "classic" Cantonese speciality in all the 
Chinese restaurants in the United States. It's pretty and 
delirious, especially if you like plenty of crisp Chinese 
vegetables." 

She concluded with a tip to the host or hostess, adding 
this recipe "makes an excellent dinner for four preceded 
by soup or appetizers, accompanied by rice and concluded 
with a nice dessert 
The book sells for around $15. 

For the hostess with the "mostest," there is an excellent 
collection of hors tf oeuvres entitled "In the Beginning," 
which is available by writing to Rockdale Ridge Press, 
8501 Ridge Road, Cincinnati, Ohio, 45236. The cost of the 
book is $5.95 plus 75 cents for handling. 

In its fourth printing, the book is going to be available in 
Braille. Here is a recipe 

STUFFED EDAM CHEESE 

1 Edam cheese (7-8 oz.) 

4 cup butter 

4 teaspoon dry mustard 
dash Tabasco 

4 cup green chopped olives 

2 teaspoons minced dehydrated onion 
2 teaspoons dry wine 

2 teaspoons caraway seed 

Cut top from Edam cheese. Scoop out inside and blend 
with remaining ingredients. Pack back into shell. Serve 
with crackers or ice box rye. The red wax shell makes a 
colorful container. No dish to wash. (For easier handling: 
Remove cellophane while cheese is cold. Leave at room 
temperature for several hours before trying to scoop 
cheese out of wax shell.) 



Heidi Wortiel 


Kitchens tell a lot about the cooks who 
putter around in them. 

Heidi Wortzel’s bright, spacious 
Newton kitchen is designed for serious 
cooking. It has plenty of counter work 
space and storage areas, bookshelves 
crammed with 400 cookbooks, including 
100 volumes on Chinese cookery owned by 
her husband, Lawrence, a metal file 
cabinet with rows of recipes, and a food 
processor and coffee grinder at the 
ready. 

"When I moved to Newton nine years 
ago there were no cooking schools to 
speak of,” says Mrs. Wortzel. "I like to 
cook and I like to teach, so I decided to 
start a cooking school in my own kit¬ 
chen." 

This required considerable planning, 
for the Wortzel's house was old and the 
kitchen needed a massive overhaul, 
i Taking the initiative, Mrs. Wortzel 
' decided to publicize her renovation in the 
hope that she might attract students to 
her classes. 

"I wrote to "Better Homes and Gar¬ 
dens” and said I’m putting in a kitchen 
and would they like to write an article 
about it,” she explains. "Better Homes" 
didn't follow it up, but Estelle Guralnick 
heard about it and wrote about it for the 
"Boston Globe”; fifteen readers 
responded and Mrs. Wortzel began her 
classes. 

She offered five-week courses of dinner 
party menus. "The whole premise was to 
get people confident about having a 
dinner party and getting everything 
ready ahead,” she says. 

Occasionally she would give "one-shot" 
lessons in hors d'oeuvres, baking, ethnic 
cooking, etc. But primarily, she explains, 
"I was heavily into French cooking." 

When she had been teaching for two 
years, she became aware that people 
kept asking her, "What are your 
credentials?" So in the summer of 1971 
she and her family rented an apartment 
in Paris and she enrolled in a six-week 
course at the famous Cordon Bleu 
cooking school. 

"I was in a very distinguished class," 


she confides. "Mimi Sheraton of the New 
York Times, the food editor of Newsday, 
and the son of the owner of Antoine’s 
restaurant in New Orleans were all in my 
course." 

She has attended other brief classes in 
Paris, Taiwan, and Brazil as well. "In 
Brazil I learned African-Brazilian 
cooking—dried shrimp, okra and palm oil 
are some of the ingredients used," she 
explains. 

For five years Mrs. Wortzel taught two 
classes a week. "I worked all the time at 
my cooking," she says. "The only time I 
had off was three weeks in the summer." 
Three and a half years ago she stopped 
giving regular classes and began her 
Ph.D. in American History at Boston 
University. She still gives cooking 
demonstrations. 

Mrs. Wortzel offers three recipes which 
will win raves at a dinner party. "Doing 
this kind of cooking once a month—for 
company, not for family—doesn't make a 
difference in your weight," she says, 
anticipating comments about the high 
caloric content of French cuisine. "These 
things are really nice when you want to do 
something special," she adds. 

PIPERADE 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

2 green peppers, seeded, deribbed and 
diced 

3 medium onions, halved and sliced 
paper thin 

3 tablespoons olive oil 

3 tomatoes, peeled, seeded and diced 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

8 eggs 

salt 

freshly ground pepper 

3 tablespoons minced parsley 

8 tablespoons butter 

Pour 3 tablespoons olive oil in small 
saucepan. Add green pepper and onions. 
Stir and cook over low heat until very soft 
and limp, about 8 minutes. Add salt and 
pepper. Drain in strainer. 

In same saucepan pour 3 more 
tablespoons olive oil. When very hot add 
tomatoes and toss to coat them with oil. 
Cook two minutes, then stir in the garlic 
and more pepper. Tuts briefly and pour 


into the strainer with the peppers and 
onions. 

In a bowl beat the eggs and add a little 
salt and pepper. Stir in the parsley and 
strained vegetables. Place a flameproof 
gratin dish over medium heat and add 6 
tablespoons butter. Add the egg mixture 
and stir over medium heat until soft 
curds form. Shake the dish to settle the 
eggs and add two more tablespoons 
butter. Cook without stirring until the 
bottom is well set. Place under a broiler 
to brown the top. Serve from the 
casserole. Serves 8-10. 

POULET SAUTE CHASSEUR 

10 halved, boned chicken breasts 

salt 

freshly ground pepper 

3 tbs. oil 

3 tbs. butter 

5 ripe tomatoes, peeled 

4 lb. mushrooms, sliced 

2 tbs. minced onion 

2 tbs. flour 

1 cap dry white wine or vermouth 

4 cup fresh or canned chicken stock 

3 sprigs parsley 

2 bay leaves 

4 tsp. powdered thyme 

1 tsp. dried crumbled tarragon 

In a large skillet heat the butter and oil 
together until the foam from the butter 
starts to subside. Sprinkle the chicken 
breasts with salt and pepper and quickly 
brown them in several batches to a 
golden brown. Remove from the skillet 
and set aside. 

Peel the tomatoes by dipping them in 
boiling water for 3 seconds then peeling 
the skins right off. Cut them in quarters, 
remove the seeds then coarsely chop 
them and set aside. 

To the butter and oil remaining in the 
skillet, add the sliced mushrooms. Stir 
ovpr medium heat then add the minced 
onion and simmer, covered, for 3 
minutes. Stir in the flour until no trace 
remains then add the vermouth or wine 
and chicken stock. Tie the bay leaf and 
parsley together with white kitchen twine 
and add to the skillet along with the 
chopped tomatoes, thyme, and tarragon. 
Bring to a simmer. Place the chicken 


breasts and any accumulated liquid in a 
large casserole with a cover. Pour the 
contents of the skillet over then., bring to 
a simmer, and cook with a cover for 15 
minutes. Sprinkle with parsley before 
serving, if desired. Serves 8-10. 

POACHED PEARS WITH 
CHOCOLATESAUCE 

Pears 

8-10 fresh pears, slightly under ripe 

4 cups water 

3 cups sugar 

3 tsp. vauilla extract 

4 tsp. salt 

Sauce 

3 tbs. honey combined with 4 cup light 


cream 

112 oz. pkg., semi-sweet chocolate bits 
2 tbs. orange liqueur 
1 tsp. vanilla extract 
1 cup toasted slivered almonds 
Poaching 

Peel the pears but leave the stems on. 
In a 3-4 quart pot, combine the water, 
sugar, vanilla, and salt in a saucepan. 
Bring this to a bod and cook at a simmer, 
for 5 minutes. Add the pears, a few at a 
time, and simmer them for 20-30 minutes 
or until they are tender. When they are all 
cooked, remove the syrup from the heal 
and pour it over the pears in a bowl. Let it 
cool then refrigerate overnight. 


Sauce 

In a 2 quart saucepan, combine the 
honey and cream. Stir over low heat until 
the honey melts. Stir in the chocolate bits, 
liqueur, vanilla, and stir until the 
chocolate bits melt. 

Assembly 

Place the pears in a large crystal bowl 
and discard the syrup. Immediately 
before serving, pour the sauce over them 
and sprinkle with the almonds. The pears 
may be arranged before dinner and 
covered with plastic wrap. The honey and 
cream may be combined but do not heal 
until serving. It will only take a few 
seconds. The combination of cold fruit 
and hot sauce is superb. Serves 8-10.

18-story hotel was 
once city's highest 

NEW YORK (UPI) —The 
St. Regis-Sheraton Ls the 
oldest luxury hotel in New 
York. It was the tallest 
hotel, 18 stories, when it 
was opened by Col. John 
Jacob Astor in 1904. 

The hotel cost $5.5 
million. It was furnished 
with French 18th century 
antiques and reproductions, 
had a telephone in every 
room, the first central air 
conditioning system and the 
first mail chutes. 

Astor’s son, Vincent, 
enlarged the hotel to 540 
roomms in 1927. He opened 
the popular St. Regis Roof 
and Salle Cathay with 
Chinese decor for dining 
and dancing. The Iridium 
Room, which replaced the 
Salle Cathay, featured ice 
skating shows. 

The Iridium Room 
became the King Cole Grille 
that was converted this 
year into the Old King Cole 
Restaurant, featuring 
dinner and dancing. 

The hotel was bought by 
the Sheraton Corp. in 1966.

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Book review 

Remarkable 
Pasteur career 
chronicled 

By PATRICIA MARVIN 

Rene Dubois. • Louis Pasteur: Free Lance of Science." 
New Edition. New York, Charles Scribner's Sons, 420 pp. 
212.50. 

The word and concept of "pasteurization" have become 
part of the international vocabulary. Louis Pasteur, 
however, must be credited with far more scientific 
achievements. 

His patient research and experimentations made him 
the founder of microbiology and the germ theory of 
disease. Just how revolutionary his research and theories 
were in nineteenth century science is discussed by Rene 
Dubois in this extensive biography. It makes exciting 
reading in this age of the atom and concern for public 
health. 

It seems unimaginable that physicians who cared for 
the sick in the latter part of the nineteenth century were 
unaware that they themselves were the carriers of 
disease from one patient to another; that even the basic 
ideas of cleanliness in the spread of contagion were then 
ignored and ridiculed. 

Yet at the Paris Academy of Medicine in 1879 it was 
Pasteur who interrupted a physician speaker on 
"childbirth fever” to tell the disbelieving gathering that 
the epidemic of deaths from this malady were caused by 
microorganisms which he drew on a blackboard "Shaped 
like strings of beads" (which we now know as "strep¬ 
tococcus"). 

Pasteur was a chemist and professor of science by 
profession, a researcher and experimenter by choice. He 
was bom on Dec. 27,1822, in Eastern Franee and died on 
Sept. 28,1895, near the Pasteur Institute, a controversial 
figure who had become a legend in the annals of science. 
He had progressed from a study of crystals while a 
student at the Ecole Normale in Paris to the fermentation 
of wines and lactic acid, to infection (the germ theory of 
disease) and to vaccination. He had discovered the 
structure of the chemical molecule, the role played by 
microorganisms in technology and disease and had 
developed the practice of immunization. 

Through the study of the fermentation of French wines, 
Pasteur developed the process of heating to kill 
microorganisms in wine and milk. Convinced of the 
existence of ever-present microscopic germs in the air 
and in all living matter, he found by studying the diseases 
of silk worms that he was drawn into the problems of 
infectious diseases. 

Experimenting on animals in his laboratory, Pastern- 
studied chicken cholera and anthrax in sheep, and 
discovered the effectiveness of immunization and vac¬ 
cination against diseases. Answering the plea of the 
parents of two young boys who had been bitten by rabid 
dogs, Pasteur tried his method of innoculation with the 
gound-up spines of rabbits infected with rabies. This 
daring experiment on humans was a success and the boys 
lived. (The Pasteur treatment for rabies is still used 
today). 

Honored and reviled in turn, Pateur’s genius and 
dedicated work in his brought him fame and international 
awards. Despite his astoundrg discoveries, he remained 
a believing Christian throughout his life, remarkable in 
» that he lived in an age not only of medical ignorance but of 
widespread atheism as well.

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Happy endings for leftover turkey 


Charles Goode of Hingham, a chef at 
the home office of John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. in Boston, is one of the 
company's resident experts on ways for 
using leftover Thanksgiving turkey. 

While Thanksgiving day is reserved for 
the actual feasting and late night turkey 
nibbles, Goode suggests that on Friday 
morning you begin preparing the turkey 
for use in some varied recipes.

After all the meat has been removed 
from the bones, there are numerous 
dishes which might be prepared. Among 
them are: turkey hash, turkey 
croquettes, turkey tetrazzini, hot turkey 
sandwiches, cold turkey sandwiches with 
stuffing and cranberry relish, turkey 
salad, turkey a la king, turkey chop suey, 
turkey stew, turkey cutlets and turkey 
enchilades. 

Following is Chef Goode's favorite 
recipe for turkey soup: 

Ingredients: 
turkey bones 
water 
2 carrots 
2 celery stalks 
2 medium onions 
4 chicken bouillon cubes 
salt and pepper 
l i cup raw rice 

Put the bones in a soup pot and cover 
with water. 

Add 2 diced carrots and 2 diced celery 
stalks to the liquid. 

Add 2 sliced medium size onions. 

Add 4 chicken bouillon cubes. 

Season with salt and pepper. 

Simmer slowly for 2 hours. Add l 4 cup 
of white rice after stock has simmered for 
l ? hour. Do not boil the liquid, as it will 
become cloudy. 


While the stock is simmering, skim off 
fat from the top. Remove the bones and 
add any meat that was left on them to the 
soup. Adjust seasoning to taste. 

Turkey soup may be stored in portion 
size containers in the refrigerator for 4 to 
5 days or may be frozen up to three 
months. 

For the leftover meat, wrap any 
sliceable turkey well and refrigerate for 
sandwiches during the weekend. Dice up 
the smaller pieces into 4 inch cubes. 
Separate the diced meat into meal size 
portions and freeze in a well sealed 
container. The diced meat can be used at 
a later time for turkey pie. 

Here's Chef Goode's recipe for old- 
fashioned turkey pie to serve a family of 
4. 

Ingredients: 

1 quart of water 
4 chicken bouillon cubes 

1 medium onion 

2 tablespoons flour 

cup water 

3-4 cups diced turkey 

2 large potatoes 

3 carrots 

1 package (10 oz.) frozen peas 
salt and pepper 
pie crust mix 

Make a fricassee sauce by combining 1 
quart of water and 4 chicken bouillon 
cubes with one medium diced onion or use 
the stock from the turkey soup. 

Simmer for 10-15 minutes. 


To thicken the liquid, combine 2 
tablespoons of flour with 4 cup water and 
strain the flour mixture to remove the 
lumps before adding to the simmering 
liquid. 

Add 2 large precooked diced potatoes. 

Add 3 precooked diced carrots. 

Add 10 ounce package of frozen peas. 

Season with salt and pepper to taste. 

Put the turkey mixture into your 

favorite 24 or 3 quart casserole.

Cover with a pie crust (a mix can be 
used) and bake in a 325 degree oven, 35-45 
minutes or until the crust is browned. 

The turkey Die mixture can also be 
ladled over biscuits — delicious! 

For an elegant dinner, here’s a leftover 
turkey recipe for turkey divan to serve a 
family of 4. 

Ingredients: • 

12 slices of white meat 
2 stalks of broccoli or 3 asparagus 
spears 

2 tablespoons of margarine or butter 
2 tablespoons of flour 
2 cups of warm milk 
Optional — 2 tablespoons of wine or 1 
chicken bouillon cube 
4 teaspoons parmesan cheese 
1 tablespoon melted margarine, butter 
or oil 

Use 3 slices of white meat for each 
portion or 12 slices for the dish. 

Use 2 stalks of broccoli for each serving 
or substitute with asparagus spears. 

These can be fresh or frozen but should be 
pre-cooked to use in this recipe. 

To make the supreme sauce, begin by 
making a roux by melting 2 tablespoons 
of margarine or butter in a one quart pan. 

After it’s melted, add 2 tablespoons of 
flour and stir over low heat for about 3-5 
minutes. Add 2 cups of warm milk and 
continue to stir until the mixture is 
slightly thickened. You may also add a 
few tablespoons of leftover holiday wine 
to the sauce or a chicken bouillon cube. 

Add salt and pepper to taste. 

In a glass baking dish with 2 inch sides, 
either square or round, add 4 portions of 
broccoli and separate into servings. 

Cover each serving of broccoli with 3 
slices of turkey. 

Pour about 3 tablespoons of supreme 
sauce over each portion. 

Sprinkle each portion with 1 teaspoon of 
parmesan cheese, a small amount of 
melted margarine or oil and bake at 325 
degrees for 10-15 minutes.

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Coping with winters of yesteryear 
subject of Homestead exhibit 


Have you ever wondered how people 
living in Newton ui earlier days coped 
with winter' 1 

The forthcoming exhibit of the Jackson 
Homestead, "The Joys of Winter," 
illustrates some of the remarkable ways 
they adapted. The exhibit will be featured 
at the Annual December Open House on 
Sunday. Dec. 4, from 2 to 5 p.m. at the 
Homestead, 527 Washington St., Newton. 

The exhibit includes sleds with runners 
worn thin from coasting down hills of 
glistening white, and skates that streaked 
across ponds. Snowshoes and sleighs 
were common means of getting about. In 
George Frost's journal describing the 
Winter of 1854, the 20-year-old Fuller 
Street resident wrote: "It is very good 
sleighing, so we rode to school in the 

sleigh.this forenoon 1 shall have to 

sled home some wood, and this afternoon 
I have been to see them cut and store 
ice." 

Bundled in layers of woolen clothes and 
covered with Buffalo robes, travelers 
were further warmed by soapstone foot 
warmers. Padded clothes were also worn 
indoors since central heating was not 
introduced until mid-19th century. Fine 
examples of clothing of this period, such 
as thick quilted petticoats, elegant 
padded velvet vests, and Kashmir shawls 
will be on display. Also illustrated will be 


bed-warmers which supplemented the 
heat from the fireplace or stove.

Tie Newton South Lions won their last 
game in the *nal seconds, to beat Lincoln- 
Sudbury by a score of 12-6. 

Tiis final Thanksgiving Day game had 
all the makings of a spectacular game. 
Both teams felt they played better 
football than their records of 2-7-0 would 
indicate. Newton and L.S. had many close 
games where one play was the deciding 
factor. 

South had been waiting anxiously with 
a highly disciplined, experienced team, 
looking for revenge after Lincoln- 
Sudtury's 6 straight victories over the 
Lions. Another incentive for the Lions 
was the Danny Mendelsson trophy which 
goes to the winner of the Thanksgiving 
Day game and which South has not won 
since the tradition of the trophy started 


years ago. 

The Warriors are having their worst 
record in years as last year, they were 9- 
1-0 and Dual County League champions. 
Newton dominated the play on both of¬ 
fense and defense. In fact, L.S. never had 
a sustained drive as their lone score came 
on a forty one yard run due to a Lion 
defensive mixup. 

The play calling was done well by 
coachs Kojoyian and Tsuimus and 
executed perfectly by the Lions. They 
mixed the pass and run to the point of 
confusion for the Warriors. The offensive 
line opened huge holes in the Warrior 
defense. While large holes would get 
running backs Girey Jackson, Rich 
Shone, Paul Butters and Scott Buffington 
3-4 yards, they ran hard and earned

All year, South ran behind what may be 
the best line in the D.C.L. In almost every 
game, the offensive line manhandled 
defensive units.

Dallas Morgan, who had 
earlier missed from 31 yards out came 
back to boot a 42 yard field goaL It was 
the sure-footed junior’s longest kick to 
date. 

Newton’s final tally came in the second 
quarter when quarterback Bob 
Ewanowski lost control of the snap and 
Chris Flaherty came in from his cor¬ 
nerback spot to dive on the ball before it 
rolled out of the end zone. Flaherty, 
another key man on Walker’s squad, not 
only picked up the team’s final score of 
the year, but also scored one of the first 
on a long pass completion in a 14-0 victory 
over Framingham North in the season 
opener. Final score: Newton Defense 10, 
Brookline 0 . 

The Brookline offense failed to 
penetrate the Newton walL In fact they 
were unable to make it past the Newton 40 
until a Newton quick kick landed on the 
Tigers 37. From there the Indians moved 
down to the Newton nine. Four con¬ 
secutive stops by Dennis, Flaherty, and 
others forced Brookline to turn the ball 
over.

Worcester loves both Ron Perrys 


BOSTON (UPI) - They love both 
Ronnie Perrys again at Holy Cross. 

The fans of Holy Cross athletics have 
been happy to talk the past year about 
Ronnie Perry Jr. — the highest scoring 
freshman basketball player in the land 
.last season, and an excellent pitcher on 
the Crusaders’ baseball team. 

But the grumblings against his father 
— Athletic Director Ronnie Perry’ Sr. — 
had grown to a roar by the end of last 


week. Crusaders’ fans, seeing the 
prospects of another Holy Cross football 
team being crushed by another strong 
Boston College squad, renewed a call for 
dropping BC from the football schedule. 

However, there’s an emotional factor 
that can be decisive in the 73-year-old 
rivalry, a point the senior Perry made 
after the Crusaders shocked BC, 35-20, 
Saturday in the biggest upset of the New 
England College season. 


"All I can say is that this is the 
highlight of my career at Holy Cross," 
said Perry, who was cocaptain of the 
1954 Crusader basketball team that won 
the National Invitational Tournament. 

"So many people have said for so long 
that we never again would be able to beat 
BC," said Perry, remembering Holy 
Cross’ 10 straight losses to the Eagles 
dating to 1967. "I’ve had to fight very

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) - Recoro- 
setting running back Bill Burnham of the 
University of New Hampshire Monday 
was named the 1977 winner of the Harry 
Agganis award as the top senior football 
player in New England. 

The announcement was made at the 
annual Captains and Awards Dinner at 
Fantasia's Restaurant, sponsored by 
New England Football Writers. 

The 6-foot, 200-pound tailback from 
Boston’s Dorchester section rushed for a 
New England single-season record of 
1,422 yards this season and tied the 
regional mark with 22 touchdowns. He 
also carried a record 281 times, despite a 
congenital problem in his ankles. 

He led the nation’s Division □ runners 
with a 142.2-yard average and in scoring 
with a 13.2-pomt average per game. 

In his three years at New Hampshire, 
Burnham set or tied 10 school records, 
seven major college marks in New 
England, and two Yankee Conference 
standards. 

He set career records with 814 carries 
for 3.773 yards and 49 touchdowns. In that 
span. New Hampshire won a pair of 
Yankee Conference titles and consecutive 
post-season berths in NCAA Division II 
playoffs. 

Two other awards went to Burnham’s 
Yankee Conference rivals at the 
University of Massachusetts, winners of 
the conference crown. UMass Coach Dick 


MacPherson was named Coach of the 
Year and Minutemen quarterback Mike 
Fallon received the Jerry Nason Senior 
Achievment award. 

Others to receive awards include 
former Springfield College Coach Ted 
Dunn, Boston College linebacker Rich 
Scudellari and Middlebury College 
running back Roy Heffernan. 

MacPherson paced the Minutemen to 
an 8-3 record and a berth in the NCAA 
Division II playoffs. He had received the 
coaching award in 1972 for leading 
Massachusetts to victory in the Board¬ 
walk Bowl. 

Fallon, 24, a former Boston Park 
League and junior College performer, 
waited three seasons for his chance to 
start and played well despite a knee in¬ 
jury' suffered in the first game of the 
season. 

Dunn. Springfield football coach for 18 
years, won the George C. Carens award 
for "outstanding contributions to New 
England Football over the years. Dunn, a 
professor of physical education at 
Spingfield College, is on a leave of ab¬ 
sence, studying health education at 
Boston University. He is a former 
chairman of the College Division All 
America team selection committee and 
the Football Coaches Association. 

Scudellari, who missed the final three 
games of the season because of knee 
surgery, was named the major college 


Gold Helmet award recipient for out¬ 
standing week-to-week play during the 
past season. 

Heffernan, a 195-pound senior halfback, 
was among the leading NCAA Division HI 
ball carriers all season. During his three 
varsity seasons at Middlebury he rushed 
for a school record of 2,631 yards and 
scored 19 touchdowns.

We are deeply concerned about President Carter’s tax reform proposals. Things 
are in the rumor stage and formal meetings are set for May and June. Still we think 
that some options suggest a dampening of the incentives and motivation for the 
financial support of charitable organizations with tax deductible dollars. The pon¬ 
dered changes might substantially offset charitable giving. Even more drastic, the 
administration is said to be thinking about eliminating the charitable contribution 
deduction. 

"Hey, Good Buddy” 

Recent court rulings hold that CB radio owners no longer have to pay for a CB or 
amateur radio license. A Federal Communications Commission task force is at work 
on the question of whether those who obtained a CB license for $20. each between 1970 
and 1975 can get a refund.

One month its bank 
stocks, then its casualty insurance, and energy stocks had their day — and so it went 
Well, if you accept the fact that the market is smarter than you are, then you should 
join Wall Street by keeping it simple. Buy income securities. Look for quality, high 
yield, corporate and government bonds and notes. 

IRA-KEOGH Time Again 

You'll be facing IRA and Keogh retirement planning as we near the end of the year. 
Money Matters noted earlier that savings banks and savings and loans institutions 
offer a higher interest on their retirement accounts than the maximum available 
from commercial banks. That is a 7% percent yield versus 7.5 percent Things have 
been changed. The yields have been equalized now so that commercial banks can now 
pay 7*4 per cent Keep in mind, however, that not all commercial banks have gone to 
the 7*4 percent yield. Shop and compare to make sure that you’re getting the 7*4 
percent maximum if you’re IRA or Keogh plan is with a commercial bank. 

Air Travel Ombudsman! 

Tis the season for air traveL With that you can be sure that even under the best of 
circumstances and despite careful planning difficulties may develop. If you’ve never 
been lifted at the gate — literally or figuratively, totally exasperated with your airline 
service, delays or other frustrating events consider yourself fortunate. Indeed, 
somebody up their loves you. And if problems arise It is helpful to know that ycu've 
got someone here on the terra firma to help you. 

The Office of the Consumer Advocate of the Civil Aeronautics Board and Ralph 
Nader's Aviation Consumer Action Project are your angels on earth. The OCA finds 
that there are five major complaint areas: overbookings, baggage, delays and 
cancellations, fares, prices and charges, and, air tours and charters. 

The OCA will hear your complaint. They recommend, however, that you air the 
grievance first with the airline. You should act in as timely a fashion as possible. For 
difficulties while you're still at the airport ask for the passenger service represen¬ 
tative. 

On the spot settlements and adjustments are common. If you're not satisfied for any 
reason, then write to Office of the Consumer Advocate, Civil Aernautics Board, 1825 
Connecticut avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20428 and send a copy of the complaint to 
Aviation Consumer Action Project, Box 19029, Washington, D.C. 20036. 

HOW SAFE IS MY INVESTMENT IN MY HOME? 

Many of us are agonizing over this question. My readers tell me that crazy things 
are happening on the home front. Many have seen the prices of their own homes climb 
ever upward, sometimes at an alarming and incredible pace because there appears to 
be no logic in the price push. 

If you've stepped into the real estate market recently or are considering buying, 
then you've been hit with it right between the ears. A number of us are beginning to 
think’that there's a limit Will the bubble burst? There Is no real answer at this time 
but there are a number of early warning signals that merit your attention: 

4-Prices of new and used homes are rising dramatically. The median price is above 
$50,000. for a new home. While the prices vary according to section of the country and 
include factors such as city, suburban and rural there’s no denying the fact that an¬ 
nual boosts of 10 percent are not uncommon. 

4-Land costs are soaring. Right along with housing prices, land costs are climbing. 

4Labor and material shortages are critical. This year a record 1,400,000 single 
family houses will be started. Shortages of labor and materials pose the question 
whether builders can meet the demand. Should there be a housing shortage this could 
trigger another inflationary spiral. 

-fT here's an uneasy air of speculative buying and selling on some fronts. It appears 
that some of the upward price movement is directly attributed to false supply and 
demand factors. Out for a killing, some people have used the housing market to feed 
the fire, driving prices higher than they should be. 

4Banks and other mortgage lenders are taking a hard look at the trend. A typical 
mortgage transaction takes a down payment of $13,000. and monthly payments of 
$300. to $400., not including the rising real estate taxes. Hence, the lenders are won¬ 
dering whether their borrowers can handle the payments. As lenders become more 
cautious this could lead to a drastic tightening of the mortgage market, coining at a 
time when there is mortgage money aplenty.

Holiday traditions 
survive centuries 

The lights that brighten the coming holidays put us in 
touch with distant ancestors, holding candies at other 
festivals in Mediterranean countries. The pine branches 
that decorate our homes are dolent of Northern European 
forests where pagan forebears in dead of winter saw 
evergreens as a promise of renewed life. 

These are among the holiday customs traced in the 
Christmas Planetarium progam at Boston’s Museum of 
Science. The program runs through Jan 2, 1978. 

Many traditions are related to astronomical events of 
the winter season, the program explains. Even the 
legendary Star of Bethlehem might have been a triple 
conjunction of planets. 

Most important of all is the winter solstice, when the 
sun's position is the lowest of the year for observers in the 
northern hemisphere. 

Occurring this year Dec. 21 at 6:24 p.m. (EST), the first 
day of winter was part of the Roman Saturnalia. Its 
celebration probably arose much further back in pre¬ 
history as an effort to keep the sun from disappearing. A 
lavish use of candles to remind the sun to keep shining on 
the earth is a heritage from those earlier practices. 

In addition to simulating stars, planets, and comets on 
the huge Planetarium dome, the program arranges to 
have St. Nicholas dash across the sky in his sleigh, pulled 
by the eight tiny reindeer. 

This view is also part of the special children’s program, 
"The Winter Wishing Star," to which younsters under five 
are invited. The program describes adventures among 
the stars experienced by Blue Bluster, the North Star 
Fairy, Old Man Moon, and other fanciful characters. 

“The Winter Wishing Star" will be presented at 4 p.m. 
Dec. 9, 10. 16, 17, and 23 and also Dec. 26. 

Times for the other Christmas program are: Mon. 11 
a.m.; Tues.-Fri. 11 a.m. and 3 p.m.; Sat. 11 a.m., 1 and 3 
p.m.; Sun. 12 noon, 2 and 3 p.m.; Fri. night at 8. 

Admission to the Planetarium for either program is 50 
cents above Museum admission. Children under 5 are 
admitted free to their special program.

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Computer replacing crystal ball 


By BRENT RUSSELL 

The computer has 
replaced gypsies and the 
crystal ball for forecasting 
the future, but the picture 
of tomorrow Is still fuzzy. 
Particularly out of phase- 
even with computers—arc 
predictions involving 
highly complex subjects, 
such as the automobile 
industry, which is con¬ 
stantly being changed by 
factors external to it and 
the users of its product, the 
car-buying public. 

Such predictions have 
traditionally taken into 
account technological 
advances, buyer 
preferences, material 
availability and general 
economic conditions. But 
now, added to those, are 
changes dictated by the 
federal government. These 
changes include rules on 
emissions, safety, fuel 
economy and 
damagability. 

Despite the handicaps, 


the U.S. Commerce Dept, 
has taken a stab at auto 
industry prophecy. Here's 
a summary of the 
department’s prognosti¬ 
cation: 

The dLslre and need for 
the personal mobility 
afforded by the automobile 
will remain relatively 
unchanged, at least 
through 1985, and probably 
far longer. The continued 
number of two-car families 
will to grow and the ex¬ 
pansion of mass transit 
systems is expected to 
have little effect on the 
number of new cars sold. 

The average automobile 
will be smaller but its 
price, relative to other 
goods, may grow higher. 
The short-term changes in 
cars, however, will come 
more through redesign of 
existing components. 
Later, this trend will shift 
to the creation of new types 
of power plants and in¬ 
troduction of new 


materials into vehicle 
construction. 

World production of 
vehicles will continue to 
increase but U.S. imports 
of cars will probably 
remain about 15 percent of 
the domestic market. The 
design distinction between 
North American type cars 
and European cars will be 
reduced as the U.S. 
automotive industry 
moves toward smaller 
cars and more cars of 
design are 
in different 


common 

produced 

countries. 


Employment in the 
automotive industry, 
which has ranged from a 
high of 955,000 in 1973 to a 
low of 774,000 in 1975 will 
remain stable. Likewise, 
the average hourly ear¬ 
nings of auto workers, now 
about two-fifths higher 
than other production 
workers, will retain its 
advantage. 

The auto business will 


become riskier and Its 
capital needs will increase. 
This is largely because 
more untried technology 
will be forced on the in¬ 
dustry and there will be 
tremendous risks Involved 
in putting millions of 
warrantable items into 
consumer service without 
adequate experience. 

The report draws no firm 
conclusions, but it does 
point to what its authors 
see as a pitfall for the 
industry. This is what is 
seen as "conflicting 
consequences" of some 
federal regulations. The 
report points out, for 
example, that designs for 
safer vehicles sometime 
increase vehicle weight 
which in turn increases 
fuel consumption, 
likewise, the technology 
available for engine 
emission control can also 
increase fuel consumption. 

This leads the authors to 
an obvious un¬ 
derstatement: "Some 


observers believe there is 
a need for coordination of 
regulation of the 
automobile to achieve a 
better balance of costs and 
benefits to society." 

The study—entitled 
North American 
Automotive Industry—is 
liberally sprinkled with 
computer read-outs. It 
may be the clearest por¬ 
trait of the auto industry 
published in some time. 
It's available from the 
Publications Sales Branch, 
Room 1617, Dept, of 
Commerce, Washington, 
D.C. 20230. The price is $5.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz used to suggest that people who favored far¬ 
ming without reliance on chemicals ought to say which 50 
million people they wanted to starve. 

Butz believed pesticides and herbicides held the key to 
American agriculture’s ability to meet growing world 
food needs. He made no secret of his distaste for go-slow 
environmentalists who questioned the need for 
agricultural chemicals. 

But the change of administrations that moved Bob 
Bergland into the Agriculture Department has altered 
that. The environmental impact of pesticide use is now a 
top priority in the secretary’s office. 

The environmental offensive began with remarks 
Bergland prepared for a meeting of the National 
Agricultural Chemicals Association. He endorsed a move 
away from pesticides and toward more use of natural 
biological methods to control pests on the farm. 

When pesticides began to be used heavily, Bergland 
said, “we did not give enough thought to the eventual 
consequences to the environment and to people." 

"Their side effects and their long-term Impact were 
often unknown or Ignored," he said. "But over the years 
we have learned that there are dangers. Sometimes our 
learning has been painfuL Now, we must adjust.” 

Bergland said some chemicals are essential to 
agricultural production and "the crucial problem Is how 
to get farmers to use these chemicals with the least ad¬ 
verse impact on the environment." 

His remarks give a new boost to a philosophy known as 
integrated pest management — meaning the development 
and use of resistant crops and livestock, biological agents 
and cultural methods, augmented by some biological and 
chemical pesticides. 

The concept involves a more fine tuned approach to 
pestidde usage, integrating the chemicals with other 
procedures such as genetic resistance, biological control 
agents, better understanding of the best planting dates for 
certain crops, better methods of fertilization and soli 
preparation, and the use of certain organic materials. 

Most Importantly, environmental Impact would be a 
critical element of the system. If there were a long lasting 
or serious environmental side effect of a chemical 
deemed critical for crop production, Its usage would have 
to be reduced below the level causing environmental 
harm. Otherwise it would have to be removed from use. 

Integrated pest management Is not a new concept It 
was in its infant stages In the early 1970s and was worked 
on at Agriculture throughout the Butz years. 

John Barnes, a department biologist, said Butz was 


interested In integrated pest management but was con¬ 
cerned about maintaining a proper balance that would 
protect the U.S. food and fiber production levels "with 
minimal adverse impact on the environment." 

The "state of the art” of integrated pest management 
has advanced markedly In the past few years, Barnes 
said, and Butz simply did not have the technology at hand 
to endorse an end to the heavy reliance on chemicals. 

Barnes believes that had Bergland rather than Butz 
been in command during those years, "he probably would 
have come to a conclusion not much different." 

He also said some of the distaste Butz had for environ¬ 
mentalists was due to "several years of a highly ad¬ 
versarial relationship” with the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

During those years, Barnes said, the USDA watched a 
growing tendency of EPA lawyers to "make decisions 
that were the province of science and technology," with¬ 
out adequate environmental and health data, about the 
use of important pesticides. 

The dispute, Barnes said, surpassed politics. 

"Democrat and Republican was not an issue," he said. 
"We would have seen the same adversarial framework 
because of the Issues Involved, not so much because of the 
politics Involved. The Department of Agriculture viewed 
itself as being subject to newly restrictive, unrealistic 
regulations, and the regulations were not being 
adequately implemented, and the basic legislation aa 
passed by Congress was not being well implemented by 
the EPA at that time." 

Due to a "whole series of events” — from Congress 
moving in to steer the EPA toward a better approach to its 
regulatoray activities to improved communications be¬ 
tween the agencies — the situation has vastly improved, 
Barnes said. 

"Without the use of some fertilizers and agricultural 
chemicals, it would be impossible to produce our modern 
food supply at all,” Butz said In an October, 1973, speech 
in Lafayette, Ind. "Throwing away our present 
agricultural technology would turn the clock back at least 
75 years. 

"The food Industry would be out of business because It 
would not be able to use chemicals to make and keep its 
products safe. We wouldn't need supermarkets. What we 
would need would be someone to decide which 50 minion 
Americans would go without food because we would not be 
able to feed our present population, even at subsistence 
levels, without a substantial use of chemicals and an¬ 
tibiotics.” 

In the same speech, Butz said he would "Join 
wholeheartedly with any and all responsible groups” to 


Farmland is too expensive 
for Farmers to finance 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The current asking price for an 
acre of Illinois corn land that will yield 150 to 200 bushels 
ranges up to 84.000. 

"If a farmer has to finance most of that at today’s 10 per 
cent interest cost there’s no way he’s going to make it 
pay,” says Raid Thorp, who handles farmland price 
statistics for the Department of Agriculture. Thorp is a 
native of the central Illinois com belt. 

He points out that prices of farmland In the United 
States spurted by 17 per cent In the year ended last Feb. 1 
and the farmland price index more than doubled between 
1967 and 1974 when calculated In 1967 dollars, Le. in real 
terms. 

The competition to buy American land — farming or 
industrial land — comes from all over the world because 
land that seems expensive to Americans may look dirt 
cheap to Investors from crowded countries with 
inadequate food production. Indeed, foreigners have been 
buying up so much U.S. land, either idle or currently In 
use, that several states, Nebraska for example, have 
passed laws to restrict foreign ownership of land or are 
considering doing so. 

The dramatic rise in the price of American farmland 
takes on a forbidding aspect when it is coupled with recent 
predictions by Chicago’s Continental Bank and Moody’s 
Investors Service In New York that, although farm In¬ 
come likely will reach an all time this year, farm profit In 
real terms may plunge next year to the lowest level since 
1934. 

That was the first full year of the New Deal farm 
policies and subsidies put together by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Henry A. Wallace after the Hoover 
depression ruined hundreds of thousands of fanners. 

Grain and livestock farmers will be most severely 
squeezed next year, Continental Bank said, because their 
operating costs and financial costs are likely to keep right 
on rising in spite of falling prices. 

Continental Bank said the squeeze will not be felt 
uniformly. How it affects the individual farmer will 
depend largely on when he bought his land and how much 
he owes on It and on his farm machinery. And of course 
local weather will play a big role. 

Borrowing too much to pay too high a price for land to 
grow grain or cotton or feed hogs, beef cattle or daii 7 
cows is an old story. Optimism seems to rise eternally in 
the breast of the sodbuker; he always hopes the next two 
crops will make him rich. As long as the banks and the 
seed and feed stores and the farm machinery equipment 
manufacturers will extend him credit, he is Inclined to 
give large rein to his optimistic vision. 

Many years ago a northern banker wandered Into an 
emergency meeting of planters in Memphis called to 
consider one of the recurrent financial crises in cotton 
production. 


"How much does it really cost to grow cotton?” the 
northerner asked a local banker. 

The Memphian laughed and said, “Invariably it costs 
one to two cents a pound more than the previous year's 
crop fetched." 

A considerable part of that Increased cost reflected the 
willingness of the planter to borrow to buy more cotton 
land at higher prices. And at least half the time, the 
gamble resulted In a big loss. 

That is what is happening to many farmers all over 
America right now. 

"The farmer is harder pressed to make a speculative 
investment pay off than Investor-managers in other 
businesses,” Thorp said, “because he can’t shift gears 
and change his marketing strategy to create new markets 
where markets don't yet exist, as leaders of some other 
businesses can." 

In spite of their current high living standards and their 
big cash intake, many farmers say their current 
prosperity is ephemeral and they are worse off in reality 
than their grandfathers, who produced less, lived much 
more frugally but often had considerably more security. 
At a recent protest meeting of grain farmers, one little 
fact was raised to dramatize this situation. It was stated 
— and government statistics bear It out — that in 1914 a 
farmer could exchange one bushel of wheat for a pair of 
shoes. Today it takes 10 bushels. 

Moody’s Investors Service, while agreeing that farm 
Income probably will take a drastic nosedive In 1978, is 
more optimistic about the American farmers’ long-range 
financial outlook. 

Moody’s said that for the long view, considering the help 
they can count on from government and the growing 
world demand for American farm products, the farm 
Industry is basically sound and most Individual farmers 
look like good risk to financial Institutions. 

But that may prove cold comfort to the farmer who has 
paid too much for too much land at a too high interest cost 
if the price of his crops plummets next year, because 
already many bankers are showing a reluctance to ex¬ 
pand or extend farm loans. 


fight needless pollution and protect the nation's resour¬ 
ces, but he opposed what he called "crisis reaction.” 

In 1974, in a speech to the Western Agricultural 
Chemicals Association. Butz said that when there are 
"potentially harmful side effects (and) where either 
human or animal health is clearly In danger,” the uses of 
such chemicals or processes should be "carefully 
regulated and, in some cases, prohibited." 

But he added, "Society must determine if it always 
wants to pay the full price for absolute safety. In some 
cases, I am sure we will want to take a little risk. Absolute 
safety frequently comes to a higher price than we want to 
pay or can afford to pay." 

However, Bergland, in his speech to the chemical 
association, said the USDA has a "special responsibility" 
to answer the environmental concerns outlined by 
President Carter and those of the American people,' 'for it 
is their worries he is reflecting." 

He said the department must take environmental 
concerns Into account because it oversees nearly 188 
million acres of federal forests and 350 million acres of 
cropland, both of which are major users of pesticides. And 
he said the USDA has "a continuing concern for the 
health, wellbeing and safety of those socalled ‘non-target 
species’ that must be protected from potentially harmful 
pesticide residues." 

Bergland quoted the president's environmental 
message in which he said "if we ignore the care of our 
environment, the day will eventually come when our 
economy suffers for that neglect." 

"If we didn’t already have good reasons for doing what 
we're doing," Bergland said, “that would give us another 
one." 

Tom Sand, Bergland's press secretary, said with Carter 
“leading on the environmental side” and Bergland’s past 
sound record on environmental issues, the department 
thinks it can succeed in controlling the use of pesticides. 

Also, he said, the “strange new phenomenum” of 
agencies such as the USDA and the EPA talking together 
will give new importance to environmental concerns. 

But the real key, Sand said, is that farmers themselves 
have discovered an economic motive for a change away 
from pesticide and chemical use. 

"We’re getting it from farmers time and time again. 
They’re sick and tired of pouring all that stuff on their 
land for four or five years and then ail of a sudden, it 
doesn’t do any good any more and they have to turn to a 
new one. It's an economic rather than an environmental 
factor, but it does create that kind of atmosphere that 
leaves farmers very open to integrated pest 
management," Sand said.

"For Colored Girls Who Have Con¬ 
sidered Suicide-When the Rainbow Is 
Enuf" is a wonderful blend of the 
aesthetics: beauty, art, dancing, poetry, 
drama. 

The play shows an emotional side of 
life, those events that contribute to the 
evolution of the modern black woman. 
Though the darker side of life can be quite 
cruel, subjects such as abortion and 
rejection are not presented in a bitter 
statement that might have set as well 
with the audience as a dagger in the 
heart. Rather, the seamier aspects of 
black girls' lives are rendered sym¬ 
pathetically. 

Many of the scenes are universal in 
nature, in that the situation can be 
identified with by all women. Often the 
men in the audience must sit back and 
take it on the chin. 

However, the show is not a dismal 
emotional display, but quite the opposite. 
"For Colored Girls," in a way, is a 
celebration of life. Most importantly, the 
black girls' spirit was indomitable. No 
matter what the world deals, they will go 
on. 

"For Colored Girls" is presented as a 
series of 21 vignettes. Each of the seven 
performers is dressed in her own 
distinctive color. They are not given 
names, for what the characters portray 
are not experiences that are theirs alone. 

One vignette, "toussaint," tells of an 
adolescent girl's love and search for the 
proud black 19th century Frenchman, 
Toussaint L’Ouverture, a man who would 
not shrink before Napoleon and others. 

"I Used To Live in the World” has a

Review 

'Henry IV' 
lacks polish

The Boston Shakespeare Company's 
latest production is "Henry IV Part 
One." 

"Henry IV" is the first history to be 
presented by the Boston Shakespeare 
Company. The production is a good one, 
but bereft of the polish attained in earlier 
comedies. 

The best performance is given by Paul 
Dunn as Hotspur. He is ready to fight or 
love with equal ferocity. 

Sterling Swann appears uneasy as 
Prince Henry, except for the soliloquies, 
and can’t seem to balance his per¬ 
formance between the serious and the 
comic. 

Richard Moses shines again, most 
majestically, this time as King Henry IV. 
While Spiro Veloudos is amusing enough 
as Sir John Falstaff, his exaggerations 
and excessive manner grows wearisome 
by the second act. Often, he and Swann 
cannot grasp effectively the comic lines 
which pass unnoticed. However, they do 
provide some fine belly laughs. 

Deadpan Terry Rabine plays Thomas 
Percy like a lump on a log. Forceful as 
ever, Ramon Ramos plays Hotspur's 
father, Henry Percy. Will Lebow, as the 
banished Edmund Mortimer, gives a 
very good performance. Karen Crawford 
and Janet Buchwald play Lady Percy and 
Mistress Quickly respectively. Director 
Bill Cain gives some fine graphic 
comedy, as usual, but neglects to em¬ 
phasize some of the more subtle comedy 
in the script. The gramatic moments are 
fine. The lighting, by Paul Tampone, was 
woefully inadequate everywhere but 
centerstage. 

"Henry IV Part One" does not measure 
up to some of the Boston Shakespeare 
Company's recent productions, but is still 
enjoyable enough to be recommended. It 
plays at the Boston Shakespeare Com¬ 
pany Theater at the corner of 
Marlborough and Berkeley Streets in the 
Back Bay. 
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home): "I used to live in the world, but 
now I live in Harlem." 

"No More I,ove Poems No. 4" is very 
deep. 

"Somebody Almost Run Off wit alia My 
Stuff" tells of a girl whose "stuff" is in 
the possession of her man who has run 
off. The intriguing conclusion to watching 
this scene is that what the girl’s missing 
Ls not stuff of a material nature. Her love 
is hers to give, but how can she give it 
when he’s got it? 

"Sorry" is a hilarious mixture of tales 
told by the girls of the various ways in 
which a man will say he’s sorry after he 
has cheated on them. The girls' lovers are 
portrayed as a series of jivin’ and 
struttin’ cats. The ways to say "I'm 
sorry" simply put the audience on the 
Door. 

The evening's crescendo next leads to 
"A Nite with Beau Willie Brown." A girl's 
lover hangs their two children out the 
window and threatens to let go unless she 
marries him. 

The most dramatic moment of the show 
occurs in this scene. At one point, there 
isn't a word being said nor a person 
moving upon the stage and the audience 
is totally silent for about 60 seconds. That 
is how powerful an impact this scene 
lends. Quite appropriately, the girls' exit 
in the show's finale is a happy, prancing 
one. 

The cast is outstanding overall. The 
girls certainly maintain an "I've to dance 


to keep Irom crying-dying" attitude. 
"Someone Almost Run Off wit alia My 
Stuff" got its sparkle from the Lady in 
Orange, Barbara Alston. Lady in Pink, 
Beverly Anne, was consistently funny, 
and excels in "Toussaint." 

Trazana Beverley, the Ividy in Red, got 
the biggest laughs with her dry por¬ 
trayals and had the best dramatic scene 
with "A Nite with Beau Willie Brown." 

Paula Larke, who may be recognized 
from a past Boston success, "Don’t 
Bother Me, I Can't Cope," rendered one 
of the most intense of the evening with 
"No More Love Poems No. 4." 

As the Lady in Yellow, Jonette O’Kelley 
is always full of life. Gloria Calomee and 
Brenda J. Davis round out the cast as the 
Indies in Purple and Green, respectively. 

I consider "For Colored Girls” to be art 
in its highest form, though perhaps of 
limited mass appeal. The show presents 
life as it is. And what is art but a 
reflection of life? It deals with life in¬ 
tellectually, poetically, emotionally, 
physically, and humorously. One would 
be hard-pressed to find another art form 
with all of these elements that carries 
them off so well. Kudos are due to 
director Oz Scott, who orchestrated the 
girls beautifully. 

Author Ntozake Shange deserves 
praise and commendation for a show 
well-conceived and well-written. "For 
Colored Girls" radiates humanity. It is 
playing at the Shubert Theater.

In a brief meeting Monday night the 
Board of Aldermen disposed of some 
current business and referred many 
items to the new Board that takes over 
Jan. 1.

Donahue murder case 
whisked out of Newton 


The man accused of stabbing to death 
Robert Donahue of Newton pleaded In¬ 
nocent again in Middlesex County 
Superior Court Monday hours after a 
grand jury had returned indictments 
against him. 

Peter J. Grealy, 25, of 11 Spruce Lane, 
Duxbury, repeated his plea to the charges 
of murder and assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon, a knife. 

Donahue, 18, of West Newt°n, died after 
a fight between the occupants of two cars 
on Nov. 20. 

A probable cause hearing was 
scheduled to be held In Newton District 
Court Monday at 1 p.m., but just minutes 
before then the district attorney's office 
in Cambridge called the courthouse to 
announce that the grand jury had 
returned the indictments. 

Defense attorney Thomas Troy of 
Boston argued at length for Newton 
District Court Judge Monte Basbas to 
proceed with the scheduled hearing so 
Troy could present an affirmative 
defense and examine the evidence that 


the prosecution would present at a 
hearing. 

Troy repeatedly criticized District 
Attorney John Kerry’s orfice for 
preempting the probable causz hearing, 
saying in court, "You can't assume 
anything but that the district attorney's 
office overcharged the defendant in this 
case." 

The lawyer said Kerry's office must 
have assumed that if there had been a 
hearing, the grand jury would only have 
returned an indictment for manslaughter 
at the most. 

District Attorney Kerry said Tuesday 
that this case was assigned to the Priority 
Prosecution Unit to bring it into Mid¬ 
dlesex County Superior Court as soon as 
possible. 

Kerry said the case was assigned to this 
unit because it has been highly 
publicized, has created a “volatile" at¬ 
mosphere in the City of Newton, and 
because a popular young man in the 
community was killed. 

He also said that the special unit is 


called in when youths are involved in a 
case to prevent them from experiencing 
unnecessary trauma in the judicial 
system. 

Kerry said that a trial date in Superior 
Court will be set in 30 days after motions 
are heard in the case and after a con¬ 
ference with lawyers involved. 

Troy said in court that he was "assured 
that there would be a probable cause 
hearing” by the district attorney’s office 
on the day of the Newton arraignment 
Nov. 21. 

Kerry, after consulting with his 
assistant Roanne , Sragow who handled 
the first arraignment, denied that there 
was any guarantee of a hearing. 

Grealy appeared in Newton District 
Court Monday with a large cast on his 
right wrist. After the arraignment later 
Monday afternoon in Cambridge he was 
again released on the same $1000 cash 
bail.

Basic skills test to 


A national basic skills test designed 
partly by two Newton school 
professionals will be given in Newton to 
eighth graders in the spring. 

Vincent Silluzio, director of research 
and planning for the School Department, 
Is chairman of the consortium of 380 
school districts around the country that 
has put together three 50-minute tests of 
basic skills. 

Silluzio said the tests, published by the 
Educational Testing Service in Prin¬ 
ceton, N.J., will help determine which 
students need help in school, and is not 
designed to set up a ranking of students 
by their ability. 

Mary Lanigan, head of the English 
department at Newton North High 
School, was a member of the committee 


that developed the reading and writing 
sections of the test. The third section 
covers math skills. 

Silluzio said the test is designed to 
cover the skills needed for living in 
America, not the skills needed to advance 
in the educational system. 

The State Department of Education has 
proposed that such a test be given to all 
students in the state by 1979. 

The subjects covered in a sample of the 
Basic Skills Assessment Test for reading 
are understanding a medicine label, a 
table of contents, a Social Security form, 
a bus schedule, and a simple com¬ 
prehension test from an essay. 

The writing skills test is multiple choice 
as all three sections are, and calls for 
identifying misspelled words and im- 


be given 

proper punctuation, choosing gram¬ 
matically correct phrases to complete a 
sentence, and choosing the clearest 
sentence from a list of four. 

The writing skills test also asks 
students to correct a letter mailed to a 
company by someone requesting in¬ 
formation, and to choose correct con- 
juntions for combining two closely 
related sentences. 

The math test includes the four basic 
math skills plus reading a thermometer, 
a meter, and a graph, computing electric 
rates from a rate schedule, and an¬ 
swering questions about store sales in 
newspaper advertisements. 

Silluzio said the results from the 
Newton students will be known in late 
spring. 


Plan for hiring more women, 
minorities OK'd by U.S.

Newton's affirmative action plan , 
which will more than double the number 
of black and other minority employees 
and increase the number of women 
employees has been accepted by the 
federal Office of Revenue Sharing. 

Newton was among 10 communities in 
the state that were citedB for violation of 
federal revenue sharing regulations 
against job discrimination. The penalty 
for continued noncompliance could have 
been the loss of federal funds. 

The city's affirmative action plan was 
submitted to the federal Office of 
Revenue Sharing in October. Bernadine 
Denning, ORS director , notified Mayor 


Theodore Mann that the plan “is 
adequate to constitute compliance” and 
that “the procedural elements of the plan 
are adequate to accomplish its purpose 
and the goals are satisfactory within the 
timetable provided." 

An updated report is due to be sent to 
the ORS on Feb. 1. 

According to the ORS, Newton's goal 
should be to have 6.9 percent minority 
employees and 42.4 percent women 
employees, since that ratio represents 
the makeup of the labor market in the 
Boston area. 

The handicapped are now protected 
against discrimination on the basis of 
their handicaps. 

As of September, 1977, minority em¬ 


ployees accounted for 1.4 percent and 
women for 27.6 percent of the staff of the 
all city departments except the School 
Department. 

The ORS crackdown applied strictly 
only to city departments that receive 
revenue-sharing funds — police, fire, 
public works, human services, recreation 
and library — but the new affirmative 
action plan includes all departments. 

In addition to discrimination, the ORS 
called for elimination of sex-restrictive 
job titles and improved procedures for 
recruitment of employees. 

One major obstacle to hiring members 
of minorities has been Civil Service 
requirements, and a request by the city to

McDonnell's view of the presidency 
after the beginning of a Board is as a 
presiding officer who can “harmonize 
different interests" and give fair treat¬ 
ment to all factions.

McDonnell is an ardent advocate of 
public housing and most liberal causes;

Phoebe Bell leaves 
after half a century

"When Phoebe Bell leaves, we're going 
to find out who really runs the School 
Department," Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said on the eve of his 
secretary’s retirement. 

Phoebe Bell has worked 50 years and 
nine months in the School Department, 
and will be leaving on Dec. 16 to enjoy her 
health with her two sisters in their 
Newton home. 

For the past 25 years Miss Bell has 
worked for four superintendents: Eric 
Dennard, Charles Brown, James Laurits, 
and Aaron Fink. 

She said, "Each one was different, but 
all were very good to work for. I had no 
difficulty adjusting one to another." 

What are superintendents like after a 
School Committee meeting when their 
proposals areshot down? 

"No superintendent has ever come in 
and complained about what went on at 
the School Committee, not to me anyway. 

"I don't think superintendents fret 
about the School Committee,” said the 
veteran observer of superintendents. 

Phoebe Bell is a native of Newton, 
having first lived on Ivanhoe Street 
where her father worked on an estate 
which has been divided up into house lots. 

She and her two sisters and three 
brothers went to Underwood School for 
grades K-2, Bigelow School for grades 3-8, 
and then on to Newton High School. 

Miss Bell started working as a 


secretary in Newton High School in April 
1927 while she was still attending classes 
She had graduated the year before but 
returned for more business training. 

"She was probably the first work-study 
student," Superintendent Fink said. 

"I was the youngest person working in 
the office at the time," Miss Bell said, 
and in those days there were only six to 
eight secretaries in the whole school, 
compared to the 25 there now. 

One change in the working conditions 
she has noted is that since World War II 
the schools have not been open on 
Saturdays for the staff to come in. She 
used to work every second or third 
weekend. 

After four years in the high school, she 
transferred to the Technical High School 
next door and worked there for 21 years 
before moving into the superintendent's 
office. 

She is a charter member of both the 
state and local educational secretaries' 
associations, and has served as president 
of both units. She also served on the 
national executive board. 

"In Newton," she said, "1 don't think 
there has ever been a lacking of respect 
for secretaries." 

She sets up the hot water pot each day 
for the superintendent, but doesn't mind. 

“I’ve never seen Mr. Fink do it, but I’m 
sure he could," she said. 

Mr. Fink has a lot of faith in Miss Bell, 
too.

Drinan charges footdragging 
on comprehensive tax reform 


Legislation to require insurance 
policies to be written in easily understood 
language has been signed Into law by 
Gov. Michael Dukakis. 

The law gives Massachusetts the 
strongest readability standards in the 
nation. It applies to all types of Insurance 
policies including life, accident and 
health, auto and homeowners. 

According to the law's author, State 
Rep. Lois Pines of Newton, “There Is 
overwhelming evidence that millions of 
consumers are unable to understand or 
interpret their insurance coverage 
because of the unnecessarily technical 
and legalistic language in insurance 
policies sold In the Commonwealth." 

The bill requires Insurance policy 
forms to be printed In type large enough 
to be easily read. In addition, each policy 
form must achieve a minimum score of 50 
on the Flesch readability test, widely 
used by educators and others to measure 
the difficulty of reading materials and 
documents. A score of 50 Indicates that 
the document should be comprehensible 
to an Individual reading roughly on a high 
school graduate level. 

The bill also governs other factors 
affecting readability Including width of

Fourth District Congressman Robert 
F. Drinan (D-Mass.) charged today that 
the Carter administration may be 
abandoning its commitment to com¬ 
prehensive tax reform. 

"President Carter’s confirmation this 
week that he has assigned tax reform a 
low legislative priority is very disturbing 
news to American taxpayers," Drinan 
asserted. "Time and time again 
throughout his Presidential campaign, 
Jimmy Carter called our tax laws 'a 
disgrace to the human race.’ Now he tells 
us that this may not be so bad after all" 

Congressman Drinan said that while a 
tax cut should be seriously considered as 
an offset to increased Social Security 
taxes and as a spur to the economy, there 
is "no reason why Congress cannot also 


begin hearings on fundamental reform of 
the tax system." 

"Our goal in tax reform should be 
simplicity and equity,” explained 
Drinan, who has received a 100 percent 
rating from Taxation with Represen¬ 
tation, a leading tax reform group. "We 
must move immediately to adopt a more 
equitable system by closing loopholes, 
lowering rates, and ending 
discrimination against income from 
wages and salaries." 

"We must insure that all taxpayers 
have confidence in the basic fairness of 
the tax system," Drinan said. "That 
confidence will come only when we revise 
the tax code and make the fundamental 
changes which candidate Jimmy Carter 
espoused before he entered the White 
Haise.”

Policy forma presently approved will 
remain In force until July 1, 1979. New 
policy forms filed after July 1,1978, would 
have to meet the requirements of the 
legislation. Policies written for business 
professional or governmental purposes 
are not included in the bill. This was one 
of several amendments proposed by the 
Senate, the rest of which were Improved 
or eliminated by Pines In the final bill. 

"We must renew the efforts to include 
policies sold to businessman and 
professionals,” Pines said. They should 
be afforded the same right as any other 
Individual to comprehend their Insurance 
policies, policies which in many instances 
are absolutely essential to the operation 
of their business. The Speaker and I in¬ 
tend to file such a proposal for next 
session," Pines said. 

According to Pines, the legislation "in 
no way affects the kind of coverage of¬ 
fered. It merely requires that the 
coverage be described In language an 
average person can read and not the 
confusing legalese consumers are now 
faced with."

Open space better than 
houses at Peabody site 


If objections from Oak Hill residents 
prevent the reuse of Peabody School for 
multifamily housing, the Conservation 
Commission would favor demolition of 
the building and leaving the land open. 

Demands of some Oak Hill residents at 
a recent Finance Committee meeting 
that the 12 acres be used for single-family 
houses has already caused the Finance 
Committee, which is responsible for 
setting a minimum selling price for city- 
owned surplus land, to refer the whole 
problem to the new Board of Aldermen. 

Under the zoning regulations, 22 houses 
could be built on the land. 

A committee set up by the mayor to 
determine use for surplus buildings 
decided that the land, much of which is on 
a steep slope, is unsuitable for single¬ 
family houses and that remodeling of the 
existing former Peabody School building 
into 22 apartments would be preferable. 

Failing that, demolition of the building 
and replacement with new construction 
within the outline of the building was 
considered acceptable. 

The Conservation Commission believes 
that a maximum of seven houses could be 
built on the top of the hill a nd none should 
be built beloeaw, but prefers the reuse of 
the Pbody School. 

The principal objection is drainage 
problems, which the commission feels 
would affect surrounding houses and the 
new houses themselves. 

The commission is also concerned with 
preservation of crabapple trees planted 
on the land, which one commission 
member identified as the first crabapple 


trees in the country to be brought from 
Japan. 

The rest of the Oak Hill site is occupied 
by the historic Bigelow House, which will 
be sold to the Newton Historic Preser¬ 
vation Association and possibly con¬ 
verted to four or five condominium 
apartments. The crabapple trees and 
other plantings were done by the owner of 
the H.H. Richardson-designed house. 

There are several complications to the 
sale of the 12 acres to a developer, ac¬ 
cording to commission member Thelma 
Fleishman, peabod 

Because the land was the playground 
for the Peabody School and dedicated to 
open space, the state Legislature will 
have to approve the sale. And according 
to terms of the Peabody will, money 
received from any sale of the land must 
go to “educational purposes," Mrs. 
Fleishman said. 

Alderman-elect Cynthia Creem of Oak 
Hill told the commission that in her 
opinion there is a "tremendous objection 
to multifamily use” of the former school 
among residents of the area, and she 
doubts that the requisite zone change 
would get through the Board of Alder- 
mea 

She said that she had no objection 
personally, because the exterior ap¬ 
pearance of the property would stay the 
same. “If it always looked the same, and 
people bought their houses with it there, 
what difference does it make?" she said. 

The Conservation Commission will 
forward its opinion to the new Board of 
Aldermea 


Factfinder recommends 6.5 
percent raise for custodians 


A state-appointed factfinder has 
recommended that the Newton School 
Custodians be given a 6.5 percent raise 
retroactive to July 1 when the current 
contract expired. 

That figure was the suggested com¬ 
promise between the School Committee's 
offer of between about 1 to 2.4 percent and 
the custodians’ demand of $1000 per 
employee. 

The custodians and members of the 
administration will be meeting later this 
week to review other recommendations 
in the report which are sometimes dif¬ 
ficult to understand. 

Factfinder Mark Santer also recom¬ 
mends that the day after Thanksgiving be 
full holiday instead of the half day before, 
and that Martin Luther King Day should 
be a holiday written into the contract. ‘ 
■ One recommendation states, "There 
should be a method to examine overtime 
more frequently than annually, and, if 


necessary, to bargain over it." 

This appears to be one of the points that 
both sides will have to further discuss. 

The factfinder supported fully the 
custodian's union's proposed language 
for reduction in force which calls for 
layoffs in order of reverse seniority, and 
recalls of those laid off in order of the 
layoffs. 

Both sides made arguments about the 
School Committee’s ability to pay a 
contract settlement,and the factfinder 
Committee’s stand. 

He found that while the tax rate rose in 
Newton, the value of the property rose at 
a faster rate. 

In the past four years, the report says, 
custodians received the equivalent of 
about a 7 percent raise per year. 

Santer also recommended that the 
union be allowed to collect an agency fee 
from all custodians to cover the cost of 
negotiating the contract.

specific areas. 

Phyllis Monderer, enrichment 
program coordinator, will act as 
moderator. This series of programs, 
initiated by students Jacqui Fishman, 
Chris Melville, Dinah Longson, Ruth 
Berggren and Carol Hauer, all members 
of the Enrichment Program, is based on 
the expressed needs of students at South 
High to explore the issues. 


The group was assisted by Dr. Joseph 
Massimo, chief psychologist for the 
Newton schools, who aided them not only 
in formulating and clarifying program 
areas, but also in suggesting resources.

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Sidney Hill expansion request 
at Land Use hearing Monday 


Sidney Hill Country Club has petitioned 
the Board of Aldermen for permission to 
expand its parking and membership and 
to increase the intensity of use of its 
building. 

The requests will be heard Monday 
night at a public hearing to be held before 
the I-and Use Committee. 

The club, at 77 Florence St., Chestnut 
Hill, needs to enlarge its membership 
from the present 900 members for 
financial reasons, manager Macy 
Goldman said this week. 

It cannot expand its membership 
unless it is allowed to use some now 
unused rooms in the basement that have 
been designated for storage’ and also 
charge for parking when there are large 
parties or other events at the club, 
Goldman said. 

He explained that since the Board of 
Aldermen revoked the club’s right to 
charge for parking, the club has lost 
$18,000 a year on the parking — $12,000 
yearly to pay attendants and the $6000 
that a parking firm used to pay the club 


for the parking concession. 

According to city ordinances, if use of 
the building and the number of members 
increase, the requirement for off-street 
parking spaces will also increase, but 
there is nowhere to put additional 
parking. 

Macy said there are now about 300 
parking spaces. 

The club, built in 1955, has a long 
history of alterations, new construction 
and new outdoor facilities without per¬ 
mission of the Board and in some cases 
without a building permit. 

Most of the illegal construction and use 
were eventually legalized by the Board of 
Aldermen, though not without some 
penalties, such as the removal of com¬ 
mercial shops, strict controls on the club 
for the future. 

The new ownership of the club has 
apparently taken the approach that it is 
better to do things legally and has gained 
the confidence of the Board. 

The club is in FTivate Residence zoning 
district on 320,000 square feet of land.

Police Chief William Quinn is 
requesting all homeowners to avoid piling 
snow on sidewalks and to arrange with 
whoever clears their snow to avoid 
creating mounds that a sidewalk plow 
cannot move. 

Throughout the city in the past, and 
particularly last year, the mounds of 
snow were so great that sidewalk plows 
could not get through or broke down 
trying to get through, according to Quinn, 
As a result, children on the way to and 
from school either were forced to walk in 
the street or met mounds of snow on the 
plowed routes and had to walk on and off 
the sidewalks. 

The chief is requesting PTA officers 
and members to survey their own 
neighborhoods and ask neighbors for 
improved snow removal. 

The chief also requested that rubbish 
be placed in driveways rather than 
blocking the sidewalks, as has been 
prevalent in the past. Any improvement 
will benefit our children. 

In addition the chief also announced 
that thousands of warning cards have 


been placed on cars parking overnight in 
the streets, in many cases on sidewalks or 
overhanging sidewalks. 

According to Quinn, the overnight 
parking ban was passed in order to 
facilitate street plowing. Joining Chief 
Quinn in stressing the importance of 
cleared streets, Chief Harvey Preble of 
the Newton Fire Department indicated 
that fire trucks have difficulty in 
traveling over streets which are not 
properly plowed. 

A final message from Chief Quinn to 
holders of senior citizen parking stickers: 
They do not include parking overnight in 
parking lots. All cars must be removed. 

The Chief request voluntary com¬ 
pliance before a ticketing drive begins.

Against secret 
police arrests 

Secret police arrests are abhorrent to 
almost all of us. They echo an eerie era 
when arrests were made in the dead of night 
and records were locked away as secretly as 
the person who was swept into a distant cell. 

But secret police arrests are still with us. 
And they exists in some communities in this 
area. 

Under current state law, disclosures of 
arrests is left to each individual police chief. 
Some chiefs view their department’s daily 
logs as public records open to public inspec¬ 
tion. But other chiefs say that arrest lists 
and other data contained in the daily police 
logs are none of the public’s business. 

The dangers inherrent in secret police 
logs are obvious. 

The secrecy may change. We hope it does. 
There is a bill currently coming up for ac¬ 
tion that would make police records 
available as public records. The bill was 
filed by Representative Angelo Marotta of 
Medford. * 

Secrecy is no friend to Marotta, especially 
when it came to dealing with the public’s 
business. When he was mayor of Medford he 
instituted open negotiations with the school 
contract negotiators. The result of this 
openness, according to Marotta, was far 
faster negotiations and financial 
settlements that were much more in the in¬ 
terests of that city's taxpayers. 

That was Marotta’s first push for 
openness. The police records bill that he 
proposes has won him far wider recognition. 
House members have made him their expert 
on legislation that would open police and 
court records. 

Marotta's bill on open police logs is 
currently coming up for action in the House. 
It would make all police records in the log 
available as public records. The bill was 
amended by the sponsor from Medord with 
language provided by the department of the 
Attorney General. 

In effect it gives access to day by day 
police and court records. We believe this 
openness is of vital concern to the public and 
it much improves a system that permits dis¬ 
closure up to the whim of any one official. 

If you agree, please contact your local 
representative to the state legislature. If the 
matter comes up in the last hectic weeks of 
the current session your views will have 
special meaning on how he votes.

Whatever is the military coming to? 

Air Force officials have announced that 
women enrolled at the Air Force Academy 
will no longer be routinely discharged if they 
become pregnant. But the academy is 
retaining its ban on married students. 

The hassle about students, or other 
military personnel, as prospective parents 
didn't really become an issue until a few 
years ago when feminists challenged in 
court the automatic discharges of pregnant 
women. There had been a practical reason 
for differentiating between men and women 
simply because a prospective mother is 
much more obvious than a prospective 
father. 

So regulations were reworded. West Point 
and Annapolis encourage students who 
become pregnant or "have caused pregnan¬ 
cy'' to resign. The Air Force isn't going to 
be so picky anymore. 

Yet the reasoning is a bit specious. 
Pregnancy is called only a "temporary dis¬ 
ability” while marriage is a "permanent 
condition.” The former is therefore allowed, 
while the latter is not. 

And this in a country with a divorce rate 
of one out of four marriages?

Too many'yes'

WASHINGTON - The Immediate upshot of the Lance 
affair, we heard at the time — although not from the 
White House — was that Jimmy Carter would reach out 
and bring in some people with wider horizons. 

What has happened, instead, is that the circle has 
narrowed. Bert Lance may be out of government, but he is 
not out of favor. He is always welcome in the Oval Office. 

He has, with White House intervenUon, retained his 
diplomatic passport Lance's deputy, Jim McIntyre, 
another Georgian, has been kept on as acting director of 
the Office of Management and Budget and Carter has no 
inclination to replace him. 

At his last press conference, the president bridled at the 
suggestion that his staff is "overloaded with Georgians." 

His close associates do not run the departments, he said 
huffily. John Kennedy "brought large numbers of people 
from Massachusetts to work intimately with him." 

Jimmy Carter, in other words, likes to have familiar 
voices and familiar accents around him, but no more than 
any other president. 

Jody Powell and Hamilton Jordan, his companions in 
the long march from the South to the Oval Office, still see 
him more than anyone else. If the Cabinet members have 
their say, they still have the last word. Charles G. Kirbo, 
the Atlanta sage, still comes to town periodically to give 
counsel and warn J immy that he's working too hard. 

No question he's working hard. But the question comes 
up, how well? A recent Harris poll found that 57 percent of 
those interviewed answered yes when asked if they 
wondered if Jimmy Carter, although well-intentioned, has 
the "basic competence for the job.” 


men with Georgia accents 


That's a devastating finding for a man who persuaded 
the American people that he was an excellent manager. 
Only 32 percent did not agree with the premise of the 
question. 

It is a little soon for the voters to be questioning his 
basic competence. 

Robert Strauss, the former chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, who is now the president's chief 
trade negotiator and lately has been granted access to the 
throne, was asked by reporters if the president might 
need some new advisers. 

Why, he protested, it was a little band of brothers down 
there, everyone so friendly and kind, none of the pettiness 
and backbiting of other courts. There was recently con¬ 
siderable discussion about the wisdom of acquiring a chief 
of staff. It was a point of pride with the White House guard 
that they resisted the notion of bringing some order into 
the decision-making process. 

The view from the inside may well be that harmony is 
super. But the view from the outside is that what is needed 
more is a fresh eye, and a little size. 

In the energy stalemate, in the Middle East develop¬ 
ments, the president seems to be in the grip of provincial 
advisers and provincial prejudices. 

His energy bill is stuck in the House-Senate conference. 
He refuses to intervene. His whole strategy seems to be to 
wear down the conferees, just as in Georgia a governor 
dealing with a legislature composed of farmers and 
businessmen impatient to go home simply had to outwait 
them. He seems to be saying that he doesn't much care 
what's in it as long as he gets something he can call an 
energy bill. 

As for the Middle East, Carter seems to be the only 
American who did not send up a cheer when Anwar 
Sadat's plane put down in Jerusalem 


The White House sat on its hands for the entire 
weekend. Jimmy Carter had been rejected. You d have 
thought it was the night of a primary election that he had 

It musthave been a disappointing moment for Carter in 
purely personal terms. Two small countries had taken 
matters into their own hands without regard for his future 
as a world statesman. ' 

The Soviets thought it was a terrible mistake, the PI-0 
thought it was a terrible mistake, and so, apparently, did 
Jimmy Carter. The administration sulked and nattered 
about Geneva. 

Maybe Jimmy Carter thought it was unfair that U.S. 
interventionism should have been dealt its rudest blow in 
the first year of his administrate But at some time 
during those hours, someone should have come in and said 
to him, “There's only one thing to do— clap." 

It seems, instead, that his intimates, finding him 
resentful thought it was their duty to reflect and en¬ 
courage his resentment. 

The second phase - Sadat’s invitation to Cairo to the 
Israelis — found no improvement in his mood. For several 
days, a kind of disapproving silence emanated from the 
White House. 

Finally, Carter gathered himself together and in his 
press conference hailed “an historic breakthrough" and a 
"tremendous accomplishment" It was a bit late in the 
day. And it was followed by the news that Carter had tried 
behind the scenes to persuade Sadat to postpone the party. 

He doesn’t seem to know when to say no - to Russell 
Long on energy — and yes — as to Sadat and Begin. His 
trouble may not be that his staff is "overloaded with 
Georgians," but that it is short of people who don’t think 
it's sacrilege to tell the boss he's wrong.

The small twin-propellor plane was approaching the 
rural landing field, and suddenly it began to shake. 
Everything inside the fuselage was bumping and 
vibrating, and then we dropped suddenly and a large 
patch of woods was directly beneath us. Rod Stewart, a 
rock-and-roll singer, reached over and grasped my hand. 
Terror filled his eyes. "Watch the trees!" he shouted. 
"Watch the bloody trees!" 

From the back of the plane someone shrieked, "We're 
going to die! We're going to die!" 

And then just as quickly the airplane lurched upward, 
cleared the trees by several feet, and struggled unevenly 
down onto the dirt field. We were in South Carolina, alive. 
In five hours there would be music. 

This was in the early days of Rolling Stone magazine — 
back when you had to unfold the thing tw ice to get past the 
second of its two front pages and inside. I was on 
assignment for the magazine, doing a story about 
Stewart Rolling Stone was magic then. It seemed to be 
the only publication in the country that was covering the 
things that really mattered, the things that were changing 
the texture of American society. Noone knew quite how to 
describe it at the time. Was it a newspaper or a 
magazine? Was it about music or about politics? Was it 
underground or overground? The very fact of its 
existence was p uzzlin g The only thing that was certain 
about it was that it was essential; if you truly wanted a 


handle on what was going on in the United States, Rolling 
Stone was necessary reading. 

This week Rolling Stone is celebrating its 10th an¬ 
niversary with a special, glossy-covered issue. The very 
fact that it has lasted and prospered over 10 years is 
surprising, or would have been had you predicted it in 
1967. And even though it has prospered — perhaps 
because it has prospered — Rolling Stone, while still a 
quality publication, is no longer essential, no longer 
necessary reading. More on that in a moment, though. 
First some thoughts about what it was, and what made it 
so essential. 

Rolling Stone came along at a time when American life 
was in the throes of such cultural and political changes 
that the mainstream publications were simply not able to 
cope. The old wire-service formulas used by newspapers 
and television news broadcasts were not serving their 
audiences. It was not just that the old-style stories were 
reported and written in too constricted a manner; often, 
the stories themselves weren’t even about the right 
things. The real news was being formed in the streets, not 
in the legislative chambers. A new generation was taking 
its ideas from the poetry of phonograph records, not 
philosophy books. For better or for worse there was a 
drastic upheaval in the way we lived, and no one seemed 
ready to report it to the people who were living it 

Then there was Rolling Stone. It was an irony in itself — 
in the electronic age, the most exciting and significant 
new medium of journalism was once again something 
fashioned from ink and paper, run off on printing presses. 


It somehow knew what was needed. And instinctively, a 
body of readers picked it up and said to themselves: 
someone understands. The hand-to-hand passing of the 
magazine was astonishing; first there were thousands of 
readers, then hundreds of thousands, then millions. 

Initially it was a generational thing. Rolling Stone was a 
letter from home, not in the literal sense, but in the sense 
of millions of young Americans feeling a kinship with one 
another and with the changes that were overtaking the 
land. But before long, Rolling Stone also became must 
reading in the editorial offices of the major metropolitan 
newspapers, and the national news magazines, and the 
network news organizations. The editors of these main¬ 
stream media began to realize that Rolling Stone was 
speaking in a legitimate and important way, and so the 
mainstream media, taking their cue from Rolling Stone, 
began to change also. 

In style and in substance, the old media slowly In¬ 
stituted many of the changes that had come because of 
Rolling Stone. Whether Rolling Stone's effect was 
voluntary or subliminal is open to question; the one sure 
thing is that the mainstream media did indeed change, 
and so many of the changes were in the mold of the early 
Rolling Stone. 

Which is why Rolling Stone itself is no longer, strictly 
speaking, essential or necessary. Because it was so good 
to start with, and had such an effect on other media, those 
other media are now offering many of the same things 
that Rolling Stone does. 


Unannounced, the bureaucrats are taking over in D.C. 


Analysis by Rowland Evans and Robert Novak 

WASHINGTON — While the public is not fully aware of 
it, federal bureaucrats are confounding President Car¬ 
ter’s campaign promise of close-to-the-people govern¬ 
ment by transferring authority from the field back to 
Washington in a major new centralization of power. 

That unannounced process is far advanced in the 
Departments of Housing and Urban Development (HUD), 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) and, less clearly, 
Labor. Judging from his campaign emphasizing his non- 
Washington base and extolling government closer to the 
people, voters expected that one distinctive Carter label 
on the federal leviathan would be less, not more, cen¬ 
tralization. 

This represents neither broken promises nor changed 
principles by the President Rather, ensnarled in the 
details of office, Mr. Carter simply has not come to grips 
with what his administration should stand for. While 
nobody doubted, for better or for worse, the direction of 
Richard M. Nixon's presidency after ten months, the 
Carter presidency has neither set nor sought a theme. 


The Washington bureaucrats have leaped to fill this 
void with a vengeance, tightening federal regulation and 
devising new plans for federal direction of the nation's 
affairs. But their successful drive to concentrate all 
power in Washington is most significant, considering the 
lingering belief of long-time Carterites that regionalizing 
power still ought to be a dominant Carter theme. A glance 
at what is happening at Labor, HUD, and HEW: 

Labor: All regional directors have been eliminated, 
bringing field offices directly under Washington super¬ 
vision. Department officials say the regional directors 
never had much power in the first place so the change 
does not mean much, but White House staffers say cen¬ 
tralization is undeniable. 

HUD: There is no argument about more centralization 
here. Not only have the number of field offices been 
reduced but their authority has been sharply cut back. 
"The feeling is we had to return the full decision-making 
to Washington," one high official in HUD told us. 

HEW: A reorganization in July removed program 
responsibilities from regional directors, returning them 



directly supervised by Washington instead of regional 
offices. Office of Education employes in the field are 
being brought back to Washington HEW spokesmen say 
Secretary Joseph Califano wants "central respon¬ 
sibility." 

Joe Califano leads the vanguard of bureaucrats 
triumphant in the first year of the Carter administration. 
Reluctantly selected for his post by Mr. Carter at the 
urging of Wasliington insiders i headed by Vice President 
Mondale i, Washington insider Califano has emerged as a 
cabinet slar in the President's opinion t but not in the 
opinion of his White House staff). 

That is remarkable in view of Califano's personification 
of more spending, more regulation and more cen¬ 
tralization. It is explained by other administration of- 
ticials not as a conversion in Mr. Carter’s philosophy but 
us his turning in relief to one member of a generally un¬ 
distinguished cabinet who has his work completed on time 
and his department under controL 
Califano's triumph as a master bureaucrat is not 
isolated. Officials who believe in more, not less, govern- 
ment dominate the administration. Many are graduates 
o the Ralph Nader school of consumer protection, but 
more reflect the archetypal bureaucrat predating Ralph 
ader by centuries. In the words of one relatively con¬ 
servative cabinet member: "This administration is filled 
with people who like to regulate other people."

However, none of those incumbents 
campaigned vigorously enough, and 
more or leflss relied on their incumbency 
and Campaign ’75 to attain vicotory.

What I deplored most about CONCERN 
was their snobbish attitude and campaign 
practices. Aspiring candidates (other 
than VOICE candidates) appeared before 
a "select committee" to be evaluated; 
and if this "select committee” felt that 
the candidates were qualified to be 
running for this elective office, they 
received support from CONCERN. Bear 
in mind that all (other than VOICE 
candidates) would have this marvelous 
opportunity. 

Later CONCERN published en¬ 
dorsements and endorsed only three 
candidates—Howard Spergel, Sandy 
Fleishman and Kathy Jones. Of course 
there was a lot of dissatisfaction among 
supporters who felt that CONCERN 
should have endorsed other candidates. 

Dennis Becker, Ward 2 School Com¬ 
mittee candidate, wrote a letter to the 
editor stating how he had not been given 
an opportunity to appear before CON¬ 
CERN and felt they were unfair and 
biased and certainly didn’t exemplify 
their intentions. 

Another example of snobbery and 
affectation was the mailing list (com¬ 
puter printouts) provided for the can¬ 
didate at a cost of $60. This list was 
numerically coded to indicate the various 


professions of the voters, eg. No. 4 in¬ 
dicated an educator, No. 5 indicated a 
salaried professional; and others in¬ 
dicated, lawyers, doctors, blue-collar 
workers, senior citizens.

I don’t know how much influence 
CONCERN may have upon the School 
Committee-elect, but you can be sure I 
will be aware of committee activities. 

I just hope the School Committee-elect 
does not interpret its victory as a man¬ 
date to exercise carte blanche. 

The present School Committee, 
although obnoxious at times, did ac¬ 
complish something. One ac¬ 
complishment was . to interview school 
coordinators and department heads as to 
their roles and responsibilities and the 
Committee did take some of the "free 
spending" programs away from the 
administration. Hopefully, the School 
Committee-elect will judiciously effect 
sound educational programs.

Hammond 

Street 

To the Editor: 

As residents of Newton, we are writing 
to register our views on the Hammond 
Street traffic problem and to offer a 
suggestion for its solution. 

As we understand the problem, the 
level of traffic that currently traverses 
Hammond Street may be so great that it 
compromises public safety and spoils the 
character of the community. Fur¬ 
thermore, this level of traffic is expected 
to increase further unless the city takes 
steps to limit it. 

One solution that has been proposed 
and tested is to prohibit traffic in one 
direction along Hammond Street Un¬ 
fortunately, this solution creates nearly 
as many problems as it resolves. In 
particular, many motorists are in¬ 
convenienced to varying degrees by this 
prohibition. 

In addition, depending on the 
placement of the traffic barrier 
necessary to implement this solution, 
unaware motorists turning around at the 
barrier create an additional hazard. 
Finally, and perhaps most importantly, 
the solution proposed does nothing to slow 
down traffic moving in the one allowed 
direction. In fact, making the street one 
way effectively widens it, thus en¬ 
couraging higher speeds. 

The resulting traffic, half as 
voluminous as before, but moving faster, 
may be more dangerous. 

Another solution to the problem would 
be to place artificial bumps (well- 
marked, of course) at frequent intervals 
along the road. 

This would reduce traffic speeds and 
thereby promote safety. It would also 
reduce traffic volumes by encouraging 
motorists to use alternative routes on 
trips where such alternatives are nearly 
as good. Finally, it would inconvenience 
only slightly those motorists who find 
alternative routes too roundabout 

In short, it achieves all the objectives of 
the proposed one-way solution more 
efficiently and with less impact on the 
motorist 

We hope that the Traffic Commission 
will seriously consider this alternative. 
But should you reject it, we urge you to 
reject also the solution you have tested 
over the past several weeks.

There were no other visible 
injuries to the victim at the scene, police 
said. 

The two 10-foot sections of wooden 
fence knocked down were owned by 
George Thibault of 176 Grove St., and a 
city "no parking" sign was knocked 
down. 

10th anniversary 
of Murray Road 
commemorated 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
proclaimed Tuesday Murray Road School 
Day, in recognition of one of the oldest 
public alternative high school programs 
in the United States. 

Students and teachers at the West 
Newton school observed the occasion of 
the school's 10th anniversary with an 
open house featuring folk dancing and 
refreshments. 

Founded in September, 1967, the school 
had already been in operation for several 
years before the term "alternative 
school” was coined and the alternative 
school movement gained national at¬ 
tention. The school, a division of Newton 
North High School, has served about 500 
students since it was organized. 

In his proclamation the governor 
declared that "the Murray Road 
program provides students with an option 
for creative and innovative education,” 
and "an option to participate in the 
designing and executing of their own 
education.” He noted that Murray Road 
"has exceeded the short life expectancy 
of most other public alternative schools.” 

A teacher at the school, Ronald Bamdt, 
observed that the recognition from the 
governor was a result of student 
initiative. "In connection with a social 
studies project, Alisa Israel, one of our 
students, learned of the process by which 
the governor makes proclamations," said 
Bamdt "She proposed to his office that 
the school’s anniversary was worthy of 
his recognition. We were all surprised 
. when the governor agreed.” 




CETA job training will teach 
skills to low-income mothers

If you have no skills and are eligible, 
get into a training program, Charline 
Abbott, senior outreach worker for the 
Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA), 
urged mothers attending the regular 
meeting of the Newton Head Start 
program last month. 

Although CETA public service em¬ 
ployment provides a regular job, the job 
is temporary, and the opportunities under 
this program for those with no skills arc 
limited, she said. "If you meet the 
eligibility requirements, take advantage 
of the training," she said. 

On-the-job training pays a regular 
salary equal to that paid for similar jobs 
in the private company, and often leads to 
permanent employment with the training 
company. Skill training programs pay a 
stipend, and are often combined with a 
paid work experience, she said. 

Acknowledging that lack of available 
adequate day care for children is a major 


barrier for mothers who want to work, 
Abbott told the women that a list of day¬ 
care centers which accept low-income 
and AFDC children is kept on file at the 
CETA office. Counselors will help the 
mother place her children in approved 
day-care facilities, she said. 

Another item of interest to the mothers 
was a new program for youths 14 to 21 
years. One portion of the program is 
geared toward teenagers who are still 
enrolled in high school, and another is 
directed toward the unemployed high 
school dropout. 

The Newton Head Start program Is a 
federally funded program sponsored by 
Communities United, which operates 
Head Start programs In Brookline, 
Waltham, Watertown and Arlington as 
well as Newton. Thirty children are 
enrolled in this program that runs from 
8:30 a.m. to 1 p.m., five days a week. The 
program is free to qualified low-income 
families.

Allen House, Library awarded grants 


The Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities has awarded small 
historic-conservation grants to two 
Newton organizations. 

The Allen School and House Preser¬ 
vation Corp., a nonprofit group, was 
awarded $150 toward restoration of 
papers of Nathaniel Topliff Allen, a 
leading abolitionist and educator of the 
19th century. 

The Allen House preservation group is 
working toward restoration and reuse of 
the building. 


Newton Free Library was granted $130 
toward restoration of an assorted 
collection of books, records, and 
illustrations of historical importance to 
the City of Newton. 

The Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities is an agency of state 
government established by the 
legislature to stimulate and encourage 
the practice, study and appreciation of 


the arts and humanities in the public 
interest. 

Other council programs include 
providing free Tuesday evening ad¬ 
missions at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. 


Returning to the office after years 
spent rearing a family can be a terrifying 
experience. To help allay the fears of 
these women and others who have been 
away from the working world for some 
time, the Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
and Acquinas Junior College, Newton, 
are offering "New Directions," a six- 
week course running from Jan. 3 to Feb. 
10 . 

"This course should be especially 
valuable to the woman who now needs to 
support herself, but is uncomfortable 
going back to work. This program can 
increase her confidence through reac¬ 
tivating her skills and introducing her to 
new office machines," Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann, chairman of Newton Area 
CETA, said. 

"Every effort will be made to obtain 
permanent employment for those who 
successfully complete the program," 
Mann added. "We expect about 80 per¬ 
cent of our CETA training participants to 
be placed.” 

The program is designed to allow 
maximum flexibility for each participant 
to increase specific skills already in 
hand. Each day is divided into five 
segments, each lasting about an hour- 


and-a-half. Three to five options are 
available during each segment 

Options include shorthand I, shorthand 
enrichment, a seminar In office orien¬ 
tation, survey of law, introduction to data 
processing, medical assisting I-A, 
medical assisting I-B, typewriting I, real 
estate today, and career planning. 
Consumer education, refresher CPR, 
first aid, and woman in American society 
will also be offered.

DeNucci bill signed to raise 
earning ceiling of disabled 


A bill to help disabled retiree's was 
signed into law at the State House last 
week. 

The legislation, sponsored by Rep. A. 
Joseph DeNucd (D-Newton), allows 
retired disabled persons to earn $3,000 a 
year over their basic benefits. Currently 
they can earn only $1,000, a figure which 
has not changed since 1958. 

"This bill will not add any additional 
cost to any retirement system,” said 
DeNucd. "It will help older retiree’s who 


have been seriously hurt by inflation.” 

"If there are extra earnings by the 
pensioner over the amount allowed, it will 
be returned to the retirement system.” 
DeNucd said, "Additional taxes may 
even be realized in some cases.” 

Louis N. Collella of West Newton, state 
dee president of the Massachusetts 
Retired Police and Firefighter’s 
Association, praised DeNucd, saying, "It 
was through his major efforts that this 
bill passed through the legislature."

Griffith may 
have last laugh

HONOLULU fUPI) - Nobody in 
baseball, not even Charlie Finley, has 
been hit harder than Calvin Griffith, but 
you don't catch him crying at all and in 
the end, he could wind up laughing at 
everybody. 

Over the last two years, Finley has seen 
11 of his Oakland players go to other clubs 
• as free agents. Griffith has watched 12 
leave his Minnesota Twins for more 
money. 

Last year, he lost his ace relief pitcher, 
Bill Campbell, to Boston. This year, he 
; lost his two hardest hitting outfielders, 
Larry Hisle, to Milwaukee, and Lyman 
Bostock to California, because they made 
better deals ®r themselves. Griffith 
nearly lost his manager, Gene Mauch, 
also, but he saved him at the last minute 
with a shoestring catch, 
i For someone who has absorbed so 
much and taken as many body blows as 
he has, the Twins' owner shows no out¬ 
ward marks or bitterness at these 
baseball meetings. 

On the contrary, he looks good, he talks 
optimistically about his club’s chances 
for the coming season and claims he still 
has "the best ballplayer in America" in 
six-time batting champ and MVP Rod 
Carew. 

Prevailing attitude in baseball today is 
buy now, pay later, when it comes to 
signing free agents. The last time the 
owners took out their pocket calculators 
and figured out how much they owed the 
players in deferrals, the total came to 
more than $107 million. Nobody ever 
figured out where all that money was 
ever going to come from, and some of the 
players' agents are beginning to wonder 
about that themselves, but you know how 
that is - buy now, pray later. 

"The way I look at it, some of the clubs 
are going to have to go into bankruptcy," 
says Griffith. "A lot of ballplayers are 
getting $ 100,000 a year deferred for 20 
years. Some of them are getting it for 25 
years. That money has to be added to 
your payroll every year, and the owners 
can’t keep raising their prices for tickets 
year after year. People only have so 


much money to spend, and necessities 
like food and shelter take priority over 
what they’ll spend on sports." 

A couple of ballplayers have said 
Griffith has “no feeling" for them, and 
that’s one charge that rankles him. 

"Hell," he says, “if it wasn’t for them, I 
wouldn't be in business. Don’t you think I 
know that? Some of them forget that 
when there were only seven $100,000 
players in the American League, I had 
two of them — Tony Oliva and Harmon 
Killebrew. 

“Naturally, I wasn't happy over losing 
Hisle and Bostock. It was something I 
didn't relish, but who in hed are they to 
get me out of baseball? If I paid them 
what they were looking for, they'd be mil¬ 
lionaires and I'd be out of baseball 
looking for a Job." 

Griffith is glad Mauch will be back as 
the Twins' manager even though he had 
shown a strong desire to go with the 
Angels, who wanted him. Griffith refused 
to let Mauch go without compensation 
from the Angels. 

"I can't blame Gene," says the Twins' 
boss. “If I were a manager and had the 
opportunity to go with an organization 
only a few miles from home so I could see 
my children and grandchildren more 
often, I would be interested in that, too." 

At first, Mauch said he didn’t care to 
come back to a club that had let a couple 
of players like Bostock and Hisle go. Then 
he reconsidered and decided to return — 
without any raise in pay. 

“We’U carry on without Bostock and 
Hisle,” Griffith says. 

"Remember how fellows like 
Killebrew, (Bob) Allison, (Earl) Battey 
and i Jimmie) Hall retired with us? We 
missed them, but we did okay. We won 
the pennant in '65, went right up to the 
last day of the season in '67, and won our 
division in '69 and 70. 

"We've got this new young outfielder, 
Jesus Rivera, now. Hit .302 and had 95 
runs batted in and 17 homers with Den¬ 
ver. They tell me he's ready to take 
Hisle's place right now. 

"Everything considered, we’re In 
pretty good shape. I'm not depressed." 


Slowdown in fishing industry 


GROTON, Conn. (UPIi - When 
America's 200-mile fishing limit went into 
effect last spring, it touched off an in¬ 
vestment boom in the nation’s fishing 
industry. 

But Sen Lowell Weicker, RConn., says 
the sudden expansion appears to have 
slackened. 

Weicker. ranking minority member of 
the Senate Small Business Committee 
and a cosponsor of the legislation that 
extended the former 12-mile limit, held a 
hearing today in Groton to determine the 
reasons for the investment slowdown and 
what the government can do about it. 

He called the industry "vitally im¬ 
portant to the well-being" of the nation. 
Commercial fishermen and seafood 
pro<;essers from Rhode Island, Con¬ 
necticut and Massachusetts were ex¬ 
pected to attend the hearing along with 
business and financing representatives. 

"Commercial fisheries are a vitally 
important contributor to the economic 
and national wellbeing of this nation," 
Weicker said in remarks prepared for the 
session. 

"Despite the fact that we are blessed 
with the world's fourth largest coastline, 
and the third largest continental shelf, 
tlie conunercial fishing industry has 


failed to grow over the past 25 years," he 
said. 

When the 206-mile limit became law in 
March, Weicker said the slumping fishing 
industry, spurred by new investments, 
reportedly increased threefold. 

However, he said, recent information 
indicated financing of the industry has 
dropped off. 

Weicker said he is particularly in¬ 
terested in determining whether new 
investment capital is available to small, 
as well as large, fishing interests. 

Long Island vet

be able to bypass these was turned down 
by the Equal Employment Opportunities 
Commission, but revised Civil Service 
procedures have eased the situation 
somewhat. 

As of Sept. 6, Newton employed 16 
blacks full-time and two part-time, two 
Hispanic persons (both in the Fire 
Department), and one American Indian. 

Two more blacks and one Asian were 
employed part-time. 

The total number of full-time em¬ 
ployees was 1251; part-time, 318. 

Under the affirmative action plan 
submitted to the ORS, in January, 1979, 
there should be a total of 33 minority 
employees employed full-time and 16 
part-time. 

In September there were 201 women 
employed full-time, more than half of 
them in office and clerical jobs. By 1979 
the city hopes to have 214 women em¬ 
ployed full-time, but of the increased 
number seven will also be office and 
clerical help. 

There are three women department 
heads. 

In addition to employing more women. 


the affirmative action instructions 
require that women not be employed only 
in low-paying, low-level jobs. 

In the implementation of the af¬ 
firmative action plan, each department 
head will be responsible for his or her own 
department, but there are certain 
guidelines that apply to all departments. 

Civil Service regulations' which cover 
most city jobs, have been relaxed 
somewhat in the past six months, so that 
if no minority or woman's name appears 
on the list sent out for a specific job, an 
alternate list may be requested which 
does contain such names. 

When a job that is not under Civil 
Service is open, the city will advertise as 
an "Equal Opportunity Employer — M- 
F’" and advise organizations serving 
protected groups of the job openings. 

Members of minority groups and 
women are to be "considered and 
selected" for employment for any job 
openings for which they . are qualified, 
and any tests for hiring, promotion, or 
transfer will be designed not to 
discriminate against women and 
minorities. 


.Frompagei Retirement 
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When entering into contracts for goods 
or services, but not construction of 
buildings or streets, the city will ask for 
evidence of the supplier's affirmative 
employment policies in regard to women 
and minorities. 

The city may either not award a con¬ 
struction contract to a bidder whose past 
employment record does not meet 
Newton's affirmative action 
requirements or may even terminate a 
contract and bar that bidder from further 
contracts until it establishes an ac¬ 
ceptable affirmative action plan. 

Newton's affirmative action plan was 
developed by Wilma Klass, the city’s 
affirmative action officer, who was hired 
through the CETA program several 
months ago. 

Her job is limited to one year's 
duration. 

Monitoring the progress of im¬ 
plementing the affirmative action plan 
will have to be done over the next few 
years at least, but no decision has been 
made about whose responsibility this will 
be, according to Jane Pitt. 


"She’s really a professional, in every 
sense of the word. She's more of an ad¬ 
ministrative assistant than a secretary. 
She can write and edit," he said, and 
often corrects minor mistakes made in 
dictating before she types the first copy. 

‘i've never seen her flustered, even 
under the extreme pressure," Fink said 
this week. 

Her ability to handle many of the 
routine problems that arise has also 
allowed the superintendent to spend "a 
considerable amount of time” outside of 
his office, Fink noted. 

Some of the most frantic mornings in 
the superintendent’s office are after a 
snow storm, said Miss Bell. 


"People complain because they think 
we either should have closed when we're 
open, or should have stayed open when 
we closed." 

"It averages out pretty much," she 
said. 

Another busy day was back in the 1960s 
when It was announced that Newton 
would be the recipient of Ford Foun¬ 
dation grants to experiment with new 
curriculum. A lot of reporters from 
across the country called, and she 
referred them to the superintendent. 

Miss Bell plans to spend her time at 
home with her sisters Margaret and 
Elizabeth who are also both secretaries. 


She has started a course in rugmaking 
at the Uncoln-Eliot Community School, 
and will probably read a lot in her free 
time. 

She also belongs to the Zonta Club, a 
group of women from different 
professions in Newton who raise money 
for various charities. 

"I really have enjoyed the 50 years, 
I've enjoyed them very much," she said, 
sitting at her neat desk on a quiet Friday 
afternoon in the Education Center. 

Miss Bell will be the guest of honor at a 
dinner party next Thursday at the Copley 
Plaza, and then she will have just one day 
left to work.

classroom personnel. He made no 
recommendation that the teachers accept 
the offer, he said, feeling they could get a 
better contract later. 

The concessions made to the factfinder 
proved to be to much to accept in a 
contract, Adams said. 

The NTA did not have any assurances 
from the members of the new School 
Committee, the president said, and he did 
not raise any hopes that there would be a 
better contract, although "obviously our 
members wanted us to try again." 

Members of Unit B negotiating team 
which represents administrators, 
department heads, coordinators, and all 
but the top 10 persons in the School 
Department, will meet with the Fact¬ 
finder Pinkus on Dec. 20. 

After that meeting the Committee and 
the teachers will file briefs for what they 
want in a contract with both units A and 
B, and then the factfinder has 30 days to 
make a recommendation for a set¬ 
tlement. 

That means the next negotiating 


meeting would not be until February, 
unless the new Committee meets with 
teachers before the factfinder’s report. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said the rejected offer would 
have given Newton teachers the "second 
best salary scale in the northeast, if not 
the whole United States' being second 
only behind Cambridge." 

The package would have cost the city 
$1,040,000 this year, $311,000 of which was 
put into the school budget for incremental 
increases along the salary scale. 

Mandell said, “If I were a casual ob¬ 
server, I’d say they (the teachers) are 
putting the new School Committee in a 
bad position, because it seems they're 
looking for a payoff for the support the 
teachers gave them at the polls. 

"There is only so much money in 
budget reserve, and we offered them 
more than what is in there," he said, 
referring to money reserved in the city 
coffers for contract settlements after the 
fiscal year has begun.

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salary scale for learning disability 
teachers and more benefits for physical 
education teachers. Mandell said he 
made some concessions in these areas. 

The Committee had language in the 
offer which would have left up to ad¬ 
ministration’s discretion whether or not a 
substitute teacher would be hired for a 
one-day absence of a high school teacher. 

Adams said the contract probably lost a 
lot of votes from high school teachers on 
the basis of that clause alone, but 
members of the Student Advisory 
Committee to the School Committee have 
for two years suggested such a policy. 

Mandell said the option to hire these 
substitutes was one way of saving on an 
expensive contract, in addition to acting 
on a good suggestion from the students. 

Finally, the contract proposal would 
have made only a minor change in the 
reduction-in-force clause. The teachers 
wanted to revert back to the strict 
seniority system, but the current contract 
allows the Committee to consider 
professional performance, evaluations, 
training, and prior experience in the case 
of laying off any tenured teachers. 


No action was taken on the new com¬ 
mittees, now probably settled at seven 
instead of the current 11, nor on changes 
in the rules of the Board. 

These were scheduled to be presented 
to and voted on by a caucus of the 
aldermen-elect this week, when they are 
also expected to elect a president of the 
Board. 

Other major business included a 
rejection of the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee's recommendation to use all the 
Claflin Hall building and land at 
Washington Park and Walnut Street.

'automatic opposition,' " according to 
Norman Wolfe, a member of the NCIA 
steering committee. 

"We would like the golf course to 
remain as much open space as prac¬ 
tical," he said, "and we want the 
developer to consider the whole 
neighborhood, not just the club members 
and bondholders." 

Wolfe added that the neighborhood is 
looking forward to meeting with 
Carabetta people to learn exactly what 
Carabetta has in mind, and hopes for 
"priority consideration" from the 
Newton Planning Department.

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New England no longer a basketball wasteland

BOSTON OJPI) - Little New England, 
that provincial and parochial 
nowhereland of college sports, Is starting 
to teach the big city kids and the over¬ 
sized farmboys a lesson. 

That lesson, learned by the University 
of Louisville and Ohio State last week is: 
don’t dribble north of New York City 
expecting an easy win. 


College basketball Is no longer a one- 
horse operation In New England. Time 
was when Holy Cross was THE team In 
New England — the squad that produczd 
Bob Cousy, Tom Heinsohn, Ronnie Perry 
Sr. and others. 

Then Providence College, led by 
George Mullaney and later Dave Gavitt, 
took over. From the Friars’ teams came 
Johnny Egan, Lenny Wllkens, Jimmy 
Walker, Ernie DiGregorlo, Marvin 
Barnes and a number of other pros. 


Campbell UPl 's top 
college grid player 

NEW YORK OJPI i — Earl Campbell, unbeaten Texas 
University's 220-pound running back with an explosive 

second effort” reminiscent of Jimmy Brown, was 
honored today as the United Press International’s college 
football player of the year. 

The 22-year old native of Tyler, Tex., whose relentless 
pounding at rival lines enabled Texas to finish the season 
as the only perfect-record team in the country and made 
him the favorite to win the Helsman Trophy, was a 
runaway winner In the annual post-season voting by 
sports writers and sports casters around the country. 

Campbell received 36 votes compared to five for run¬ 
ning back Terry Miller of Oklahoma State and three for 
tight end Ken McAfee of Notre Dame. 

Similar In build to former star Jimmy Brown, the 6-foot, 
'.-inch Campbell displayed the same ability to "make a 
second effort’’ in the language of football. He made some 
of his most spectacular and Important runs after 
seemingly being stopped at the line of scrimmage or for a 
short gain by maintaining his balance and jolting forward 
a second time 

Campbell’s season statistics show that he carried the 
ball 287 times In 11 games and gained 1,744 yards for an 
average of 6.5 yards per carry and 158.5 per game while 
scoring 18 touchdowns. Charles Alexander of Louisiana 
State University finished second in the final NCAA 
rushing statistics with an average of 153.3 yards per game 
and Oklahoma State’s Miller was third with an average of 
152.7. 

’There are two big factors you'll find in Earl Camp- 
oell’s home,’ said Darrell Royals, the Texas coach, who 
recruited and signed him One is pride and the other is 
love. Those are two strong factors to start any basics from 
and they’ve got an abundance of both.” 

Royal also recalls Campbell’s reaction when the coach 
was attempting to recruit the Tyler High School star - 
the bestknown high school football player In the state at 
•the time. 

‘I told him I didn’t want to buy him,'’ recalls Royal. 1 
told him I just hoped he would come to Texas University. 

He looked me right in the eye," Royal continues, "and 
3aid, My people were bought and sold when they didn't 
have a choice nobody is going to buy Earl Campbell." 


But in the last few years the region has 
been bursting with talented basketball 
teams — teams that have proven to be 
sometimes as good as the more highly 
touted clubs of the Atlantic Coast Con¬ 
ference, the Big Ten or the Pac 8.

Massachusetts, which has moved Into 
the Eastern Eight, has dropped all 
vestiges of its former Yankee Conference 
Image and Is playing a tough national 
schedule. Many say the Minutemen have 
the best talent in the region. 

Also making noise is the University of 
Rhode Island, a team with awesome but 


unpredictable talent The Rams were 
clubbed by Michigan last week In the 
Syracuse Classic but came back to beat 
up LeMoyne In the consolation game. 

"We wanted to show them that we 
weren't as bad as we looked against 
Michigan," said Rhode Island center Irv 
Chatman, a Junior college transfer who 
feels the Rams will surprise powers like 
Hawaii, San Francisco, South Carolina 
and Wake Forest — all on this year's' 
schedule. 

Receiving little notice nationally Is an 
undefeated Fairfield squad, a regional 
tournament participant last season. The 
Stags, led by hot-shooting Joey DeSantis, 
play Duquesne, South Carolina and St 
Bonaventure's as well as Holy Cross. 

Connecticut is rebuilding after three 
years of leaning on Tony Hanson but the 


Huskies also face their share of talented 
opponents. 

But the surprise of the early season is 
taking place in a the hockey haven of 
Burlington, Vt. The University of Ver¬ 
mont, a school that fell from the view of 
the sports pqblic after droppini football 
in 1974, knocked off Ohio State last 
weekend. The Catamounts also arc 
hosting the Vermont Classic later this 
month, inviting the University of Florida, 
George Washington and Colgate Into the 
snowy woods for a North Country 
shootout. 

Boston College, trying to get back to its 
early 60s glory, called in basketball 
surgeon Dr. Tom Davis, the new head 
coach who led Lafayette to a 21-6 record 
last season. 

Even Harvard, that Ivy League no¬ 


account in basketball for eons, Is moving 
back to respectability. Frank McLaugh¬ 
lin, who helped Digger Phelps fashion 
Notre Dame's retqrn to prominence, has 
the Crimson craving for basketball this 
season. For the first time in many years, 
all 1,400 seats and standing room In the 
Indoor Athletic Building were jammed 
with people as Harvard scared 
Massachusetts In the season opener. 

The years of domination by Cincinnati 
and UCLA are gone. Basketball talent 
has spread nationwide, even as far as the 
New Englwnd wilds. 

Can a Nej England team hope to be a 
national champion? Well, the chances of 
such a happening have increased tenfold 
over the past few years.

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Nine Newton women create dolls

Monday afternoons are specially 
marked on the calendar of nine elderly 
women in Newton. For them, It is a time 
of laughter, a time of socializing, a time 
for creation. 

Every Monday at 1:30 p.m. these 
women, known as the Newton Doll Group, 
gather at the Hyde Drop-In Center for the 
elderly in Newton Highlands to make 
dolls and repair second-hand dolls. Their 
tasks include doll making, doll dressing 
and doll repairing for charity. 

Each week, the women collect used 
dolls from yard sales and the Salvation 
Army. They clean up the dolls so they can 
be used again. "We wash them, cut and 
curl their hair, and make clothes for 
them," says Barbara Simmons, one of 
the group members. "We just love doing 


it for the children, who are sick or who 
can't afford to buy dolls." 

The other members of the group are: 
Ann Proia, Helen Kenney, Pam 
Mederios, Dorothy Davenport, Ethel 
MacDonald, Ruth Colton, Miriam 
Sawyer, and Edith Busfo, all of Newton. 
"We all sit around two large tables and 
sew snapa, cut patterns for dresses, coats 
and shoes, and even make the dolls 
diapers," Mrs. Simmons says. They also 
restring some of the dolls and fix their 
eyes. 

All of the group members contribute 
materials needed to make the dolls. Some 
of the doll’s clothes are from old baby 
dresses or loose fabric pieces. They also 
receive material, such as lace and beads, 
from a local bridal shop to make wedding

gowns for the bride dolls. "We even buy 
fake fur and make them little fur 
jackets," says Mrs. Colton. "I often make 
doll shoes out of old kid gloves or felt," 
she adds with a proud smile. Whatever 
type of material or accessory is offered, 
they try to find a use for it. 

They use dress patterns to fit the dif¬ 
ferent size dolls. The easiest dolls to fit 
are the Barbie dolls, because toy com¬ 
panies make styled patterns for that 
particular doll. 

"There Is one doll In particular we’ve 
become attached to," says Mrs. Sim¬ 
mons. "We call her Maggie. She sits on 
the piano while we work. Oh yes, Maggie 
i3 two-feet tall wearing a lovely little 
baby dress. 

Mrs, Colton specializes in making dolls 
from scratch out of ceramic. "I learned 
how to do this when I took a correspon¬ 
dence course in doll making and 
repalrlnq a while ago," she explains. 

The Newton Doll Group make other 
items besides dolls. After collecting old 
doll furniture that is given to the center, 
the women make little bedspreads, 
pillows, canopy tops, cradle covers and 
tablecloths. Then, whenever possible, 
they place dolls in the furniture for a 
more realistic affect. Little decorations 
such as furry animals made out of yam 
are created by the women to add to the 
setting. 

"All the girls look forward to meeting 
each week," Mrs. Colton says. The at¬ 
mosphere is very sociable and easygoing. 
"We really enjoy getting together with 
our friends. It is a time to relax when we 
can accomplish everything we plan to 
do." Mrs. Colton explains, "We feel it is 
important to make and repair the dolls 
for the needy children of charity groups." 

The Newton Doll Group is directed by 
Human Resources Department in 
Newton. It is also a workshop group 
sponsored by the Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program (RSVP) of Newton. 
The RSVP center serves Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston and is a division of 
the federally-funded public service 
agency, ACTION.

Ultimate 

simplicity

The difficult rhetoric of sensation of T. S. Eliot and 
Wallace Stevens is not to be found in the poems of Douglas 
Worth. This, his second collection, generously fulfills 
Denise Levertov's prediction that he was "one of the most 
gifted and accomplished of younger poets, having that 
care for the art of poetry that distinguishes the serious 
artist from the temporary self expresser." 

Worth's style and form are of the utmost simplicity, yet 
it is astonishing to observe what, mysteriously, a few 
mere words or lines can accomplish. 

He strives for transcendance over familiar objects 
surrounding him in an almost guileless manner. Austere, 
natural, classic, these verses resemble in subject and 
structure the “Odas Elementales" of Pablo Neruda, 
especially Worth’s "The Task:” 
one day the clear task 
unfolding, dazzling, immense 
vision piercing the heart 
of a horizon so vast even death 
would be a kind of success 

then months, years of this slogging 
through piled snow, leaves, where the path 
keeps losing itself In brambles, and whatever 
that voice up ahead is calling, it is not 
the sea! the sea! 

Intense and brief statements often contain emergently 
complete meanings. The concrete, the real, the minute - 
devoid of symbolism - become representations of per¬ 
manence in the momentary. 

"Transfiguration" examines the fragmentation ex¬ 
perienced in modem life. The lines contain images one 
might perceive while flipping through a magazine: 
the debris 
of days, rotting 
scraps of information 
sifting, dissolving 
elephants, fashions, philosophers 
toppling 

whole cities crumbling... 

The poem shifts to an astronomical image of a world 
crumbling in black space; then a beginning, a light, a

Vlveca Undfors and her 24-year-old 
son, Kristoffer Tabori, are costarring In 
an intriguing literary collage, "My 
Mother...My Son.” 

One can’t complain about the authors, 
for among them are James Joyce, 
Bertholt Brecht, Philip Roth, Dylan 
Thomas, William Shakespeare, Anton 
Chekov, Marcel Proust, Edward Albee, 
Carson McCullers, Noel Coward and 
Edna St. Vincent Millay. 

Each literary selection Is acted out to 
reveal various dimensions of mother-son 
relationships. Quite a variety, from birth 
a la Lamaze to a mother answering her 
little boy’squestions, to Hamlet, is 
presented in a warm, poignant, 
sometimes amusing manner. The poetry 
of the evening is not only In the script 
Watching the Interaction between mother 
and son, both triumphant in their love and 


respect for each other, evokes beauty and 
radiance of a nonphysical nature. 

Viveca Lindfors Is a delight to watch. 
She uses her body most fluidly to express 
her thoughts as well as her character. In 
tandem, the script and her gestures 
convey what is beneath the character.

THE 1977 TAX ACT 

Your 1977 year-end lax planning moves mean that you 
wiU have to acquaint yourself with the 1977 Tax Reduction 
and Simplification Act ("TRASA"). On May 23rd 
President Carter signed into law the House-Senate con¬ 
ferees'final agreement. This new tax law came only after 
much political in-fighting and compromise. 

TRASA'S POLICY 

TRASA is designed to stimulate the economy and to 
simplify individual income tax returns. Higher consumer 
spending is the motive behind increasing the standard 
deduction for most individual taxpayers. The logic is that 
tiiis will reduce individuals’ taxes, thereby allowing 
consumers to spend what they save in taxes. In addition, a 
new jobs tax credit should encourage business to hire 
additional new employees. And the Act materially eases 
the burden of individuals by simplifying the filling out of 
Uieir 1040's. En route to enactment, however, a number of 
items fell by the wayside, including the impolitic but 
popular $50 refund of 1976 taxes for each individual tax¬ 
payer and dependent. 

FLAT STANDARD DEDUCTION 
The familiar standard deduction of 1976 and prior years, 
that is, the minimum low income allowance and the 
percentage standard deduction, has been eliminated. In 
fact, the term "standard deduction” no longer appears in 
the law. The result is a flat standard deduction amount 
which is called "zero bracket amounts". 

1977 

Tax Status Flat S.D. Amount 

Single Taxpayer or Heads of Households $2,200. 

Married taxpayers, filing jointly $3,200. 

Married taxpayer, filing separately $1,600. 

Surviving Spouse $3,200. 

Since these flat standard deduction amounts are build 
into the tax tables and rate schedules as zero (no-tax) tax 
rate brackets this benefits married couples filing jointly 
with tax table incomes of $40,000 or less and other in¬ 
dividuals with tax table incomes of $20,000 or less, 
whether or not they itemize their deductions. If your 
itemized deductions exceed your flat standard deduction 
you are permitted to deduct only the excess from adjusted 
gross income. 

LOWER TAX RATES 

TRASA also adopted new rate schedules that are to be 
used mostly by higher income taxpayers and directed the 
IRS to prescribe new tax tables for 1977 and 1978 that are 
to be used by taxpayers below a certain income level. The 
effect of these changes should be to lower the tax liability, 
especially of low to middle income taxpayers. 

GENERAL TAX CREDIT AND 
EARNED INCOME CREDIT 
The general tax credit and the earned income credit has 
been extended through 1977. The general tax credit 
("GTC”) provides that an individual is entitled to take a 
tax credit in an amount equal to the greater of either (1)2 
percent of the first $9,000 of taxa ble income or (2) $35. for 
each personal and dependency exemption. The TRASA 
version of the GTC modifies the Tax Reform Act of 1976 by 
enabling a taxpayer to include exemptions for age and 
blindness and by requiring a married taxpayer who files 
separately to use the $35 per exemption method. The 
earned income credit remains at an amount equal to 10 
percent of the first $4,000 of earned income or adjusted 
gross income, with the credit being phased out as earned 
income or adjusted gross income, whichever is larger, 
rises from $4,000 to $8,000. Thus, the earned income credit 
favors the low income taxpayer, and it is of no avail to 
those taxpayers making above $8,000 in earned income. 

CORPORATE INCOME TAX RATE 
The higher corporate surtax exemption ($50,000) and 
the lower normal tax rate on the first $25,000 of corporate 
taxable income have been extended through 1978. The 
present corporate tax rates are as follows: 

20 percent on the first $25,000 of taxable income.

48 percent on taxable income above $50,000. 

REDUCED WITHHOLDING 
For wages paid after June 1,1977 the new law provides 
that new withholding tables apply. These tables provide 
for withholding tax at a reduced rate in line with the new 
law on overall tax rates for individuals. 

SICK PAY EXCLUSION AND 
RETIREMENT INCOME CREDIT 
For tax year 1976 only the sick pay exclusion and the 
retirement income credit is reinstated. This had other¬ 
wise been phased out Those taxpayers who qualify for 
either the sick pay exclusion or the retirement income 
credit should file an amended 1976 return — 1040X — and 
claim the exclusion or credit. 

BUSINESS USE OF RESIDENCE 
TRASA modified the "exclusive use” test of the Tax 
Reform Act of 1976. The new law would allow business 
deductions for the use of a personal residence on a regular 
basis in the trade or business of providing day care ser¬ 
vices to children, handicapped individuals and elderly 
individuals. The deductible expenses are limited to the 
business gross income in excess of the allowable portion 
of certain expenses. 

JOBS TAX CREDIT 

Businesses are provided with a new jobs tax credit 
under TRASA. The maximum credit is equal to 50 percent 
of the first $4,200 of wages paid to a net new employee, 
that is, $2,100 if the wages meet a percentage limitation. 
The employer's deduction for the wages paid would have 
to be reduced by the amount of the credit claimed. Wages 
on which the credit is based are limited to total wages 
paid during the year in excess of 105 percent of total 
wages paid during the preceding year. The maximum 
credit allowable is $ 100,000 per year. 

An additional 10 percent bonus jobs tax credit, with 
certain limitations, is also available to employees for 
hiring all new handicapped (physically or mentally) 
individuals who have received vocational rehabilitation. 

INTANGIBLE DRILLING COSTS 
For 1977 only, TRASA has beneficially modified the oil 
and gas intangible drilling costs tax preference. The 
minimum tax preference would be reduced by the tax¬ 
payers net income from oil and gas properties. 

CHARITABLE CONSERVATION CONTRIBUTIONS 
For contributions and transfers of remainder interests 
in real property exclusively for conservation purposes, 
made after June 13, 1977 and before June 14, 1981, 
deductions are allowable. This is a limited extension of 
the Tax Reform Act of 1976 provision and it applys only 
where the lease, grant, option or easement is made in 
perpetuity. 

Alas, we’ve run the gamut From the high sounding 
principles of the 1977 Act’s title, with its particular em¬ 
phasis on lowering taxes and simplifying preparation of 
the 1040, TRASA includes a hodge podge of special 
features. I've catalogued the most important ones for you. 
It goes without saying that Congress and the President 
literally went to the dog track with TRASA.

Pagliaro UPl's major N.E. college player of the year 


BOSTON (UPI) - In voting for his 
bruising fullback John Pagliaro, Carmen 
Coiza said it best. 

"Pagliaro was UPl’s New England 
Player of the Year In 1976 and had an 
even better year In ’77. 

Cozza’s assessment was shared by a 
number of other coaches who voted 
Pagliaro UPI Major College Player of the 
Year in New England season. 

The only player in the history of Yale 
football to gain 1,000 yards two years 
running, Pagliaro topped his 1976 total of 


1,023 yards by rushing for a school record 
1,159 yards in 1977. The senior from 
Derby, Conn., playing only two full 
seasons, also set Yale marks with 204 
career points and 34 touchdowns. He 
finished his career by rushing for more 
than 150 yards in his final five games and 
by setting a total of seven Yale career 
marks. 

Yet at 5 feet 10 and 190 pounds, Pagliaro 
hardly appears to be the type of runner to 
rank fifth in the nation with an average of 
128.8 yards per carry. 


"There are kids at every school who 
can run as fast wk John Pagliaro," said 
University of Connecticut assistant Larry 
Landini, whose club had to face both 
Pagliaro and Ner Hampshire tailback 
Bill Burnham this fall. “But Pagliaro has 
such intensity and runs so hard that, one 
way or the other, he’s going to get the job 
done.” 

Cozza, who has coached Calvin Hill and 
Dick Jauron at Yale, added that Pagliaro 
"Is not a real natural back. He’s not 
really a shifty back or a fancy back. He’s 


just a hard running kid, a great com¬ 
petitor and the most durable back I’ve 
ever had. 

"An awful lot of yardage he makes 
comes because his legs never stop 
churning. Once he gets into the secon¬ 
dary, he gets those legs up high, which is 
the sign of a good back." 

Careening into enemy lines like a 
runaway truck, Pagliaro averagad 5.3 
yards on a record 239 carries while 
leading Yale to an 8-2 record and the Ivy 
League title.

$7-billion a 
Expense Account

NEW YORK (UPI) — On the bar car of the New Haven 
Line's 5:33, highballing out of Grand Central for the quiet 
bedrooms of Rye, N.Y. and Greenwich, Conn., three Big 
Time Operators from Manhattan’s garment center were 
laughing about eating and drinking on Uncle Sam's tab. 

"Hell,” said the man with the blow-dried silver hair and 
fresh Florida tan. "At work I bet I don’t eat five lunches a 
year that aren’t tax deductible, and that’s when we dip 
Into petty cash (business expenses) and send the 
secretary out to the deli for roast beef and pastrami." 

Ironically, the U.S. Supreme Court had ruled that same 
afternoon that state police In New Jersey must pay 
federal income tax on money given them to buy meals on 
the road. 

The businessman’s expense account lunch Is something 
else. 

It’s a $7 billion a year industry, now threatened by 
President Carter’s proposal to cut In half the amount that 
can be deducted from income tax as business expense. 

The three executives on the commuter train joked about 
the "three-martini $55 lunch," as often deplored by 
Carter, a born-again Christian teetotaler. 

They dug into their wallets for credit card receipts to 
show they were not that kind of big spenders. Each said he 
had picked up the tab for a guest that day, as usual, and 
had had "maybe one drink.” 

One receipt read $17.20, another $15.80, and the third 
$13.50. 

Even in America's most extravagant dty it's hard to 
find the businessman who eats a $55 martini-blurred 
lunch, though, of course, many spend that much and 
more 


Year in 

Lunches at Risk 

It is just as hard to find the businessman who dines for 
$3.93, which the National Restaurant Association claims 
is the national average for expense account lunches. 

The average lies somewhere between the $1.95 blue 
plate special at a truck stop in Haines City, Fla. and 
dinner at The Palace in New York where the prlx fixe is 
$65 per person, not including drinks or the 23 percent 
gratuity. 

Americans apparently are pikers up against Japanese 
executives who think nothing of writing off $100 to $150 
apiece for a sake-soaked lunch, perhaps ending several 
hours later in a bathtub at a geisha house. 

The restaurant industry also claims only three out of 10 
expense account diners order alcoholic beverages, in¬ 
cluding beer and wine. 

The search for the threemartlnl $55 luncher described 
by Carter led to New York’s cozily snobbish "21” Hub. 
While not the most expensive of the Big Apple’s 27,000 re¬ 
staurants, it has a cachet that attracts high rollers. 

' The menu bears the slogan, "In vino veritas.” In wine 
there Is truth. 

Here the NRA's $3.93 won’t even get you a cup of clam 
broth ($2.50) when you figure In the $1.50 lunchtime cover 
charge, plus Up. 

“Our customers range from the very, very rich to the 
man or woman striving to achieve,” says Jerry Bems, 
one of the owners. “They are from the arts, advertising, 
publishing, sports, management You. name It” 

Berns surveys his lunchtime patrons, seated at tables 
along the walls of a clubbish, soft-ht room. He knows most 
on sight 

“At least 80 percent are regulars,” he says. "Here we 
expect people to call and tell us if they’re not coming.” 

He also knows what they spend.

Books 

As regular as Christ¬ 
mas is the flow of glossy, 
oversized — and often 
overpriced — books of 
dance photographs. 

Such a one is Danseur, 
the Male In Ballet, by 
Richard Philp and Mary 
Whitney (McGraw-Hill 
$19.95). While such a book 
could serve as a useful 
counterbalwnce to the 
many books that dote on 
ballerinas, the choice of 
pictures here and the non- 
critical adulatory text do 
not support the writers' 
claim that it is a serious 
study of the male dancer. 

Danseur pays lip 
service to the great 
dancers of the past, but 
dwells mostly on the cult 
figures of today: Mikhail 
Baryshnikov. Rudolf 
Nureyev, Peter Martins, 
Anthony Dowell, Richard 
Cragun. It will appeal 
mostly to the noisy 
partisans of these dan¬ 
cers. 

A far different type of 
work is The Russian 
Ballet, Past and Cresent, 
by Alexander Demidov 
i Doubleday, $12.95). 
Although it depends on 
the camerawork of often 
indifferent Soviet photo¬ 
graphers, it provides — at 
a reasonable price — a 
rare glimpse of Soviet 
dancers never or seldom 
seen in the West. 

The text, by a leading 
Soviet theater critic, is 
informative, though far 
from critical by Western 
standards, about com¬ 
panies, choreographers 
and dancers. But it is the 
photographs that matter. 
Though many are static 
there are enough that 
clearly show the style of 
some of the younger and 
less known Soviet dan¬ 
cers. 

On the ballet list Is one 
book without a single 
illustration: After-Im¬ 
ages, by Arlene Croce 
(K"6pf, $12,951. Ms. 
Croce is dance critic of 
the "New Yorker” and 
founder-editor of the 
magazine “Ballet 
Review." While she may 
not be what the dust 
jacket calls "America's 
most important dance 
critic," she is intelligent 
and knowledgeale and 
unafraid to attack any 
establishment or in¬ 
dividual when necessary.

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Trust your 
car to 
yourself

HOUSTON (UPI) - 
Trusting your car to the 
man who wears the star, 
or even his competitors, 
may be more difficult In 
the not-so-distant 
future. It’s not that 
they’ll be less trust¬ 
worthy — they'll just be 
harder to find. 

William Olcott, editor 
of National Petroleum 
News, says the trend In 
retail gasoline 
marketing is toward 
more and bigger non¬ 
service stations of the 
kind already dotting the 
nation’s major 
highways. 

"The small dealer is 
going to die out," Olcott 
said, predicting a 
doubled market share 
for self-service stations 
in the early 1980s. 
"Right now it’s roughly 
30 percent. We're going 
to have that double to 60 
or 65 percent.” 

Olcott said self- 
service stations — 
where washing your 
own windshield is; 
almost Impossible 
unless you bring your 
own cleaner and cloth — 
will grow even 
impersonal. 

"We're going to have 
a large piece of land, 
with maybe 10 islands, 
all self-serve," he said. 
"At one end, will be a 
little kiosk In which sits 
the moneytaker. I 

"The pumps even 
could be overhead so 
that as the car drives 
over the parapet it will 
trigger this gadget that I 
will somehow lower this I 
pump, which could be a 
long tube coming down 
from above." 

There might not even 
be a moneytaker. 

"One of the things the 
companies have been 
thinking about is a card 
that would be put in a 
pump and unlock the 
flow of gasoline. You 
could take what you 
want, electronically 
recorded in a central 
billing place." 

The oil companies 
already are interested 
in phasing out the 
personal service of their 
own credit cards, he 
said. They would prefer 
bank cards, which 
somebody else has to 
process. 

The reason for all this, 
Olcott said, is economic. 
Margins of profit for the 
small-volume gasoline 
dealer, and the small- 
volume jobber who 
serves several stations, 
are shrinking. Costs are 
rising. 

Olcott said growth of 
the "big pumpers" will 
leave a service gap that 
increasingly will be 
filled by specialists, a 
trend already visible. 
He said this is what will 
save some of the 
neighborhood dealers. 

"Those 100 million 
cars must be serviced 
by someone," he said. 
"What we’re going to 
see is that service 
service stations that 
don’t go into self-serve 
will go more heavily 
into service. 

"And more and more 
of these nonpetroleum 
people are getting into 
the service business. 
Eaton, for example, a 
manufacturer of truck 
axles and hard parts, 
they are getting into the 
service business. They 
see the vaccuum.”

The Massachusetts Energy Office this 
week advised residents considering the 
purchase of a wood-burning stove to be 
aware of the safety factors involved in 
burning wood. 

“Wood is a valuable, renewable 
resource," said Henry Lee, director of 
the office. "We strongly support its use as 
a supplement or alternative to other fuel 
sources." 

Whether a homeowner can actually 
reduce his or her heating bill by burning 
iwood depends on many variables, Lee 


noted, including the quality and price of 
wood, the efficiency of the fireplace or 
wood-burning stove and the amount of 
insulation in a home. 

The Energy Office director emphasized 
the need for the proper installation and 
operation of stoves. 

"There is an unsettling parallel 
nationally between the increase of wood- 
burning stove sales and the incidence of 
home fires," Lee said. 

State Building Code regulations require 


stoves to have a seal of approval from a 
nationally known testing agency such as 
Underwriters Laboratories. And a 
building permit must be issued before a 
fire can be lit in the stove, according to 
the code. 

The array of stoves on the market and 
their sizes and construction dictate their 
uses. Stove manufacturers usually rate a 
stove by the area of cubic feet it is 
capable of heating. Different metals have 
specific heating qualities. Sheet metal 
stoves, for instance, are relatively 


inexpensive, but may have a shorter life 
span than plate steel or cast iron stoves, 
which heat up more slowly but retain the 
heat longer. 

There are many publications available 
on the subject. The Massachusetts 
Energy Office is offering one such 
manual, "Burning Wood,” to the public 
throu'gh the Energy Phone at Clark 
University in Worcester.

Those with station wagons should 
have a means of covering up such gifts to 
avoid either temptation or opportunity to 
thieves.” 

For merchants, the chief advised, 
"Destroy all register slips that are not 
accepted by customers. Last year, one 
retailer just threw them in a basket and 
they were seized by a flim-flam artist 
who matched the slips with merchandise 
and demanded a cash refund." 

i The Chief concluded that increase 
awareness and prudence could deny the 
thieves among us, and avoid loss or 
sadness during the holiday season.

Fessenden recovers from staff arrests 


The Fessenden School in West Newton 
has recovered from the stunning news 
last week that two of its teachers were 
allegedly involved in child molesting 
ring, and the school is now “just a bunch 
of happy boys waiting for Christmas 
vacation." 

Headmaster Robert Coffin Jr. 
described the atmosphere that way 
Wednesday noon, about a week after the 
news broke of a former assistant to Coffin 
and a current teacher being among the 24 
men indicted in a boys-for-hire 
homosexual ring. 

James Dallman, 35, an English teacher 
at the private boys school, was arrested 
for rape at his apartment on 272 Waltham 
St., West Newton. 

Arthur P. Clarridge, 49, of 215 
Albemarle Rd., West Newton, resigned 
from the school for “personal reasons" 


on Nov. 10. Headmaster Coffin said 
Clarridge was an assistant to him in 
charge of scheduling and taught one math 
course at the school when he resigned. 
Coffin said Clarridge did not tell him why 
he resigned. 

Since news of the indictments from the 
Suffolk County grand jury broke last 
Thuursday, Coffin said, he has nothing 
but calls of support from parents of the 
320 students at the school. 

The headmaster said the school has 
received ‘‘thousands of dollars" in 
contributions. 

The response has been “tremendously 
uplifting," Coffin said. 

"It has solidified the school, and I think 
we're going to emerge as a stronger 
school.” 

The announcement of the arrests was 
made to the Fessenden students in grades 


4 to 8, but the younger children were not 
told by the school officials. 

Coffin said it was made clear that none 
of the students were involved in the 
sexual affairs of the ring. 

Assistant Suffolk County District 
Attorney John Gaffney said Wednesday 
that Clarridge, who was charged with 
three counts of committing unnatural 
acts and one count of indecent assault and 
battery, "played an important role" in 
what was called a Revere-based ring that 
has been operating for three years. 

The district attorney, said of Dallmann, 
“Some people claim that he was a 
photographer." 

As many as 63 boys who were from 
broken homes were reportedly bribed 
with marijuana, obscene movie shows, 
beer, and from $5 to $15 to pose for pic¬ 
tures and entertain men. - - 


Dallmann and Clarridge pleaded in¬ 
nocent at the arraignment as did the 
other 15 men charged in the ring. Seven 
more men have been indicted by the 
grand jury, and the district attorney said 
more idictments may be sought. 

On Saturday morning shortly after 
midnight a Fessenden teacher was 
assaulted on the school grounds by three 
men as he was walking to his apartment. 

Police said he was knocked to the 
ground by the heavy-set men who slashed 
his face with a knife or razor blade. 

He was taken to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital by another teacher at the school. 

Daniel Senecal, development assistant 
to the he headmaster, said the attack 
seemed unrelated to the arrests. 

Senecal also said the response from the 
parents was “refreshing," and added 
that Dallmann and Clarridge were 
“excellent, dedicated" teachers. 


Jefferson to be next president of Board

A caucus of the 24 aldermen-elect 
Tuesday night chose Matthew Jefferson 
to be president of the Board of Aldermen 
for the next two years. 

David Cohen was elected vice 
president. 

Jefferson was nominated by Joseph 
McDonnell, who threw last week’s caucus 
into disarray when he announced that 
because of the pressures of his law 


practice he had decided not to seek 
reelection as president. 

The election of the president, which 
normally would have taken place at the 
earlier caucus, was delayed by the eight 
newly elected aldermen, whose tactics 
McDonnell said did not "bode well" for 
the conduct of the new Board. 

The eight freshmen refused to vote on a 
president until each presidential can¬ 
didate’s slate of committee appointments 
was known. 


McDonnell eloquently and passionately 
defended the right of a president-elect to 
make his committee appointments and 
assign chairmanskips without presenting 
them for prior approval. 

But the bloc of eight, with the aid and 
support of Aid. Terry Morris and Susan 
Schur, maintained their position and 
disregarded both parliamentary 
procedure and the urging of experienced 
aldermen to let the election proceed. 

In the week after the first caucus, the 


group was prevailed on to yield to 
tradition, and at Tuesday night’s caucus 
the voting went smoothly. 

Jefferson and Robert Tennant were the 
two nominees for president, although 
Susan Schur had openly said earlier that 
she was a candidate after McDonnell 
removed himself from the running. 

Alderman-elect Robert Sandman 
moved for a secret ballot. He said he 
thinks that with a secret ballot “the

Utilizing art as a learning tool

An innovative program, run in cooperation with the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts and the Newton School 
System, is providing special needs children with a 
broader experience in the community while utilizing art 
as a learning tool. 

Possibly the only program in the country like it the 
project was largely made possible by people like Maida 
Abrams of Newton who works coordinating half time art 
programs for special needs youngsters in the Newton 
Schools. 

It is also possible because "cultural institutions have an 
expanding awareness of working with non-traditional 
audiences and have a real interest in making these 
programs happen—they have an Interest in the kind of 
program that makes sense—that is not for entertainment 
but for the group to get something out of it and have a nice 
time," said Linda Sweet, dean of the department of public 
education at the museum. 

Initially many felt as Bacha Snyder, a MFA ddocent, 
that such a program 2"was a colossal waste;" however, 
after participating in the program Mrs. Snyder and others 
agreed it is indeed worthwhile. “You have to see it in 
action," Mrs, Snyder said. 

Watching the class uickly dispels doubts. The teachers 
and Mrs. Abrams work at an even pace establishing the 
atmosphere and maintaining the flow of information. 
What at first seems totally impossible takes form as the 
class proceeds. 

During a recent lesson at the museum, each child in the 
classroom was handled a color card—theirs for the day. 
The children came from Hamilton School Newtoa After 
talking about the color cards, the children watched slides 
of painting-in this instance abstract paintings. The 
colors were bright and bold and the children were in¬ 
terested. 

The slides remained on the screen as the children were 
asked to identify the colors and as they successfully did 
so, they beamed with pleasure and pride. The lesson was 
skillf ully repetitive and afterwards, the children visited a 
gallery where they saw the paintings they had just seen on 
the screen. 

Before they left for the gallery, Mrs. Abrams told they 
them they were going "to look for colors." She explained 
they could talk, but they "couldn’t touch because we must 
protect and keep these paintings safe.” 

It was difficult at times within the classroom to assess 
what information was being retained yet within the 
galle ry the teachers made it work. The children were 
rwponsive and the lesson was reinforced while a new 
dimension was introdiced-learning shapes. 

The student who seemed least likely to abeorb the 


material became calm in the gallery and was receptive to 
identifying colors, doing so perfectly. 

For these children taking the classroom to a major 
institution was a new way of approaching basic learning. 
Abrams said it was also a way for the children to show 
what have learned, and was a social experience because 
they were in a setting with so many other people. Parental 
participation in this program has been high, noted 
Abrams. 

This program was begun during Arts for the Han¬ 
dicapped Week. The other aspect of the program is an arts 
or crafts lesson and during Arts for the Handicapped 
Week, students’ works were displayed in the museum. 
The program was coordinated by Karolina Illigen and 
Abrams. Illigen is a workshop instructor at the MFA. 

The curriculum for this program was designed by Mrs. 
Abrams who kept the cost incredibly low. "The museum 
relies on individual cities and the school systems to help 
fund these types of programs," said Sweet. She added that 
the MFA also looks to federal programs to help fund these 
types of programs. 

Recently the MFA received a small grant from Boaton 
schools to "work with children of special needs,” and will 
use the program Abrams designed as a prototype. 

Abrams delights in working with the class and has been 
working with special needs children since she was in 
college at Sarah Lawrence when she was drawn to these 
childrea Ironically, the mother of two daughters recalled 
that it was recommended that she not receive a teaching 
degree because she was "too sensitive". She did receive a 
hachelor’s degree. 

She has received a master’s degree in art therapy from 
Leslie College. Mrs. Abrams taught at Newton Com¬ 
munity Center developing a program for special needs 
children teaching art the mildly retarded, art for the 
socially maladjusted and art for the head-start childrea 

Among the Interesting programs she has worked on has 
been teaching photography to retarded children, a 
program made possible through a Polaroid grant. These 
children, Abrams said, "may not be able to articulate who 
they know and what they do during the day, but hand them 
a camera and they will take pictures for you which have 
all that information." 

Currently, she is developing another program at 
Newton South High School relating shapes in ar¬ 
chitectural structures. Students will see slides and work 
with a color wheel which has 20 colors which they will 
identify in great works of art such as "La Japonaise." The 
students will also make collages and a diorama 
representing the Impressionist gallery at the Museum c i 
Fine Arts, has became a reality, at least in Newton. It is 
possible anywhere.

PW equipment 
funds too late 
for snowfall 


The pressing need for snowfighting 
equipment did not seem pressing in July, 
but with little debate last week the 
aldermanic Finance and Public Works 
committees acceded to a $750,000 bond 
issue for the Public Works Department. 

DPW Commissioner Gene Larson « 
pointed out to the committee, which was 
complaining about snowplowing and 
sanding during the recent and present 
snowfalls, that he had been trying to get 
money for equipment since last spring. 

Larson had first asked for $3 million, 
which was slashed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to $1.25 million. Mann wanted to 
bond the entire amount, and the bonding 
became a campaign issue. 

The Finance Committeee, during 
deliberations on the bonding that went on 
from midsummer, criticized the items to 
be bonded, and finally persuaded the 
Board to allow bonding of $750,000, with 
$400,000 surplus funds to be put into 
budget reserve. 

The only snow equipment that could be 
bought this year, after all the delays, was 
seven sidewalk plows, three 
snowblowers, and a front-end loader for 
loading the sanders. 

This equipment was bought recently 
with $190,000 released from the $400,000. 

But, considering the time for writing 


specifications on some vehicles plus the 
bidding time and delivery time, "It is too 
late for snow equipment," Larson said 
last week. 

Nevertheless, the first vehicles Larson 
intends to buy are four sanders , which 
will be available for next year’s snow 
season. Other equipment includes con¬ 
struction trucks, street sweepers, pavers 
and water-sewer vehicles. 

The mayor’s office has promised that 
$500,000 will be included in the budget 
annually for new equipment.

Former Mayor Gibbs 
dies in New Hampshire 


Three-term Newton mayor Donald L. 
Gibbs died this week at his home in 
Peterborough, N.H. 

A memorial service will be held for the 
former mayor,*who was 73, Saturday,

Dec. 17, at 2 p.m. in the Congregational 
Church on Concord Street in Peter¬ 
borough. In lieu of flowers, contributions 
to the Peterborough Fire Department 
Ambulance Service or Monadnock 
Hospital in Peterborough would be ap¬ 
preciated. 


Mr. Gibbs, who came to Newton to live 
as a child to live, was mayor from 1960- 
1965. A lifelong Republican, he also 
served four years as a state senator, 
three years as a member of the House of 
Representatives and nine years as a 
member of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1959, he defeated former alderman 
Leo Cannon and Norman Moore, former •• 
State Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission member for mayor. He was 
reelected without opposition in 1961 and 
1963. 

During his terms as mayor, Mr. Gibbs 
reduced the city's bonded indebtedness 
and managed to hold the line on spending 
enough to lower the tax rate twice, once 
by 60 cents and once by $3.40 per thousand 
of assessed valuation. 

His administration saw the planning of 
the city incinerator, the acquisition of the 
Peabody Home for use as a school for 
retarded children, and construction of a 
city pool in Newtonville. He also con¬ 
solidated the fire department and 
established the station at the comer of 
Washington Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue. 

Mr. Gibbs was a former chairman of 
the Republican City Committee, former 
vice chairman of the Newton Chapter of 
the Red Cross, and was associated with 
the United Fund, NewtonWellesley 
Hospital and the Salvation Army. 

He was a member of the Rotary, the 
Masons, Shriners, Elks, the Skating Club

New Hammond St. 
barrier voted for trial 


Another restriction against northbound 
traffic on Hammond Street, Chestnut 
Hill, was voted by the Traffic Com¬ 
mission Tuesday after a motion to return 
the street to full use failed. 

The new 45-day trial will prevent 
vehicular traffic going north on Ham¬ 
mond Street from proceeding beyond 
Middlesex Road. The barrier on Ham¬ 
mond Street at Chestnut Hill Road will be 
moved. 

Cars will be prevented from going to 
the Chestnut Hill trolley station from the 
direction of Route 9. 

At first the Traffic Commission wanted 


to extend the 45-day trial of the barrier in 
the same location but were wary of legal 
complications of merely extending the 
same conditions. The new location is 
about 200 yards south of the first location. 

The traffic change has caused in¬ 
convenience to many residents of the 
area, who have been vociferous in their 
objections, despite the claim by the 
Planning Department and the Traffic 
Commssion that there are too many cars 
for the street. 

Since the trial period, which will be 
over Dec. 15, began’ the traffic count for

Committee discusses 
school closings, budget

Members of the old and new School 
Committee discussed class sizes' school 
closings, and pupil-teacher ratios with 
few conclusions being made at Monday 
night's sparsely attended meeting. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
submitted three pages of questions 
which, depending on how they would be 
answered by the new Committee, would 
make significant changes in the school 
budget that he is preparing. 

There was a sense of the meeting to 
have the superintendent keep as close as 


possible to the pupil-teacher ratio of 
23.4:1 in the elementary schools. 

Committeeman Paul Ash persuaded 
the new members to stand by this figure 
after pointing out it was the one 
suggested by the Citizens Advisory 
Committee on Declining Enrollment and 
later approved by the School Committee. 

It was also the figure Fink used in 
planning for the current school year, but 
because students do not distribute 
themselves equally in all grade levels and 
in all schools, the actual ratio was sup¬ 
posed to be 23:1.

Sidney Hill Health Club will probably 
have to wait fx the next Board of 
Aldermen to learn whether its request fx 
expansion will be approved 

Lack of specific information aboutS to 
what use the club wants to put some 
subbasement space is one reason fx the 
Land Use Committee's not dealing with 
the matter Monday night at its last 
regular meeting of the year. 

But even more disturbing to the 
committee was an opinion steted by the 
dub s lawyer, Neil Glazer, about com¬ 
pliance with a Conservation Commission 
order to dean up Hahn Brook, which runs 
through the rear of the property. That 
xder is under appeal with the state. 

Glazer feels that since the plan fx 
building indoor tennis courts was 
scrapped, and the unauthorized 
alteration to the brook was discovered 
only when the plans were submitted, 
there is no compulsion to restore the 
brook. 

He also feels that the question of ex¬ 
pansion of club facilities within the 
existing building and the request for 
permission to increase dub membership 
to more than 900 should be treated 
separately from the other issue. 

The dub also requests permission to 
charge nonmembers of the club for 
parking. Nonmembers are not allowed to 
use the dub except when accompanied by 
a member, except in the case of large 
parties x other events held by members. 

The Planning Department has argued 
that it must know exactly what new uses 
the dub has in mind for the unused space 
so that it may figure out bow many mxe 
parking spaces are needed. The increase 
in membership also binges on the 
availability of enough parking. 

The Sidney Hill dub has had hard times 
financially and has undergone three 
changes in ownership- in the past few 
years. The first owner sold the dub, 
which opened in 1955, in 1973 and reluc¬ 
tantly repossessed it in 1976. 

The owner. Leo Allen, says the only- 
way to keep the dub going is to decrease 
the current $875 membership dues, in¬ 
crease the membership, and try to have 
the club used mxe. 

The dub is losing $100,000 a year. Alien 
said. 

One neighbor, Arthur Framson of 
Tanglewood Road, whose property abuts

the club, commented at the public 
hearing, "The fact they're not making 
money is a non sequitur." 

He called the public hearing a 
• perennial play we put on almost every 
year.” 

Michael Moskow of Dudley Road, 
another abutter, said neighbors have 
been subjected to "unremitting 
press-ore" over the years fx expansion of 
the dub and asked the aldermen to 
continue enfxcement of the conditions of 
the previous permissive use. 

Another petition that may have to wait 
is that of the Tina Seamore Learning 
Center, which wants to conduct a com¬ 
bination day care center and learning 
center at 150 Eastbourne Rd.. Newton 
Centre. 

The head teacher, Sandra Tan- 
nenbaum, is a part of the corporation, 
which previously operated the center in 
an Aubumdale church. 

Ms. Tamentaum said the corporation 
is a nonprofit organization and filed the 
petition fx site plan approval as an 
educational organization, which is 
exempt from zoning laws. 

The Eastbourne Road house is in 
Residence D district. 

Ms. Tannenbaum plans to use the lower 
flow fx the learning center and the 
second floor as her living quarters. 

Ms. Tannenbaum claims that she is not 
governed by state regulations for day 
care facilities, but Building Com¬ 
missioner Allan Fraser has used those 
regulations in determining that the 
number of children permissible in the 
house at any one time should be 16. 

Ms. Tannenbaum is seeking permission 
for a maximum of 20 children, between 
ages 5 and 12, for after-school care, 
tutoring, and socializing. She would also 
take children on holidays and “snow 
days." 

A number of parents spoke on behalf of 
Ms. Tannenbaum personally and in favor

of the concept, which they said fill* a need 
not met by any other child-care 
arrangement or school. 

The learning center is recognized by 
the Office for Children and another social 
agency fx referral purposes. 

The center would have Ms. Tan¬ 
nenbaum and one other teacher when 
needed, with education students or 
teacher aides as necessary. 

The charge would be from $1 an hour to 
$2.15 an box, depending on the frequency 
of the child's attendance. Attendance 
does not have to be on a regularly 
scheduled basis. 

Neighbors opposed the location of the 
center on Eastbourne Road, although 
Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen repeatedly pointed out that the 
Board of Aldermen can deny only the site 
plan, not the right of the center to 
operate. 

According to the Planning Department, 
there is no need fx off-street parking, 
and the landscaping and fencing of the 
property were details that could be 
worked out to everyone's satisfaction, the 
Land Use Committee agreed. 

The exterior appearance of the house, 
which had been neglected for several 
years before Ms. Tannenbaum bought it, 
is now of concern to neighbors. She said 
she will have the house painted and 
repaired within the next year. 

The Land Use Committee will act on 
the petition Monday night before the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen if it 
can get clarification from the Building 
Department about the number of children 
allowed. 

A member of the Planning Board' 
which offers advisory opinions on land 
use petitions, questioned the nonprofit 
status of the organization and wondered 
whether the certificate of incorporation 
had been looked at. 

The possible tax-exempt status has not 
been reviewed. 


$15,000 asked for 
private upkeep contract 


Because the Newton Public Works 
Department is unable to maintain some 
131 axes of land under the jurisdiction of 
the Conservation Commission, the 
commission has turned down an offer 
from the administration for $7500 
"backup” money and voted last to ask for 
$15,000 in the 1978-79 budget. 

The commission wants to be able to 
hire its own contractor to maintain the 
land, which has had nothing done to it 
since the spring of 1976. 

Last year around this time, when the 
1977-78 city budget was being prepared, 
Mayor Theodxe Mann said he wanted 
the work done by the Public Works 
Department, even though the public 
works commissioner had said some time 
earlier that his department is not 
equipped for the work. 

The Conservation Commission controls 
eight parcels of land ranging in size from 
a half-acre to 110 axes (the Webster 
Conservation Area). 

The work that needs to be done 
regularly, according to commission 
secretary' Helen Heyn, is principally- 
keeping trails cleared and the footpaths 


maintained. Now the bridges built in 1975 
by CETA employees in the Webster 
Conservation Area need attention, too, 
she said. 

The "backup" money was offered by 
the mayoral administration to be ap¬ 
propriated in case the Public Works 
Department cannot do the job next year. 

Since DPW Commissioner Gene Larson 
has already said his department is not 
suitable fx the work, and none of the 
work has been done, the commission 
wants to go back to the practice of hiring 
a landscape contractor. 

That arrangement has many benefits, 
Mrs. Heyn believes. The contractor's 
employees work a full day and are 
knowledgeable about trees and shrubs. 
The last contract with the commission 
provided two men, a truck, a chipper and 
a supervisor of the project who did not 
stay at the site for $275 a day. 

If the commission is successful, the 
ordinance putting Conservation Com¬ 
mission land maintenance under the 
DPW will need to be changed, which will 
need the approval of the Board of 
Aldermen.

Two fires battled in freezing weather 


More than $20,000 worth of damage was 
done to a three-story house in West 
Newton late Saturday night by a fire that 
is selieved to have been caused by an 
electrical problem. 

Another fire was fought in below 
freezing weather at about noon Monday 
at 302 Watertown St., Nonantum, where a 
smokey fire was started by a plumber 
warming a pipe with a torch. 

Saturday night’s fire was in the home of 
John A. Carroll of 170 Cherry St. The first 
alarm came in at 11:35 p.m., and a 
working fire and a second alarm were 
sounded within 10 minutes. 

Two of the four hydrants in the 
- neighborhood were frozen when 
firefighters arrived, Assistant Chief 
Edward Reilly said Tuesday. Waltham 
firefighters dropped a line from a 
hydrant in their city which provided a 
continuous flow, the chief said. 

One of the two Newton hydrants was 
discovered to have a broken stem and the 
other frozen one was defrosted in a 


matter of seconds with a special hydrant 
thawer. 

Firefighter Francis Carvelli pulled his 
groin muscles when pulling plaster from 
the burning house, Chief Reilly said, and 
was taken to Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

While the fire was being fought the 
owner arrived on the scene. Firefighters 
had earlier rescued the other occupant of 
the house, a dog, from the second floor. 

The whole house appeared damaged by 
the flames, and Chief Reilly could not 
speculate on whether it could be refur¬ 
bished. 

The fire in the basement of Palace 
Pizza on Watertown Street broke out 
about half an hour after a plumber was 
thawing a pipe in the basement with a 
propane torch’ Chief Reilly said. 

When the plumber left he thought 
everything was all right, but a fire broke 
out at 11:33 a.m. and the shop, an office, 
and five apartments above the first floor 
were evacuated without injury. Smoke 
damage was reported on the first floor, 


but the fire was contained in the 
basement. 

The all out for the working fire there 
was sounded at 1:30 p.m., the chief said. 
Engines 1, 2, 4. 5, and Ladders 1 and 3 
responded. 

At the Cherry Street fire Engines 1-6 
responded as did Waltham Engine 1, and 
Newton Ladders 1 and 3. Apparatus from 
Waltham, Watertown, and Weston 
covered at Newton firehouses during the 
fires. 

Firefighters also responded to 30 to 40 
calls to help with frozen and broken water 
pipes and leaking oil burners from 
Saturday to Tuesday, Chief Reilly said. 


Newton will get more than $2 million in 
federal funds for its community 
development program next year — more 
than triple the last year's amount — and 
the Planning Department wants to know 
how the money should be spent.

Newton Highlands, which has been on the 
fringe of being a target area and has been 
promised some aid, may not qualify for 
community-development funds next 
year, according to Planning Director and 
Community Development Coordinator 
Charles Thomas. 

The amount budgeted from last year's 
community development funds will still 
go to Newton Highlands, Thomas said. 

Federal regulations, which still are in 
negotiations, will probably tighten up on 
the use of the federal funds to focus more 
on the low- and moderate-income 
population, Thomas said. 

Improvements and services paid for 
with community development money will 
have to be strictly located in low- 
moderate-income areas, the planning 
director said. , 

Most transportation services, unless 2 
geared to a specific low-income area, 
social services, and land acquisition will

Emergency medical technician 
course given through CETA 


An Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT) training program has recently 
been announced by Aquinas Junior 
College and Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA). 

The 13-week course, which begins Jan. 
16, will be held two nights a week from 
6:30 to 9:30 p.m. The course will prepare 
participants for the National Registry 
examination. EMT training certification 
is required for all ambulance personnel. 

"As more communities comply with 
the state’s mandatory ambulance law, 
job openings for people with EMT 
training will expand significantly," 
Newton Mayor Theodore D. Mann, 
chairman of the Newton Area CETA, 
commented. 

The comprehensive course is deesigned 
to train people in the skills needed to 
provide prompt and effective emergency 
medical care. 

In addition to the 26 three-hour 
classroom sessions, the course will 


provide 10 hours of field work in a 
hospital emergency room and a six-hour 
Heart Association cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation course. Those who complete 
the course will receive a Heart 
Association CPR certificate, an Aquinas 
Junior College certificate, and six college 
credits. 

To be eligible for the course, persons 
must live in one of the communities 
served by Newton Area CETA, such as 
Newton, Waltham, Brookline, Needham, 
Bedford, Lexington, Dover, Lincoln, 
Weston or Wellesley. They must also 
have been unemployed at least 30 days 
and meet certain federally determined 
low-income guidelines. Newton Area 
CETA serves those most in need on a 
priority basis.

Thomas expects the emphasis of 
Newton’s next three-year segment of the 
community development program to be 
strongly on Newton Comer, Nonantum, 
and West Newton.

Not dear cut 


Bellotti's embarrassment: Judge Bonin 


At a time when the Communist Chinese 
are reinstating examinations and discoun¬ 
ting manual labor as a requirement for 
entering institutions of higher learning, the 
trend in Western Europe is exactly the op¬ 
posite. 

There has been concern among some 
European educators about the prestige im¬ 
age of academic institutions. Even more 
important has been the fact that a far 
smaller percentage of students come from 
poor families. In most European systems, 
students must make an early choice 
whether to head toward academic in¬ 
stitutions or toward those strictly for 
vocational and technical training. Family 
background and income appears to have a 
lot to do with the decisions since most 
European higher educational facilities of 
every kind are relatively inexpensive. 

Sweden now reserves 20 per cent of un¬ 
iversity courses for students who are 25 or 
older and have had four years of work 
experience. France mandates some 
manual labor requirements in secondary 
school. A recent study in Britain deplored 
the low number of students from poor 
families enrolled in high level academic 
programs. Sweden includes “housework, 
taking care of small children and military 
service” as qualifications for the four-year 
work experience requirement. 

„But there is another side to the coin. 
Anthony Quinton, a fellow of New College, 
Oxford University, warned that extreme 
egalitarianism “can only lead to stagnation 
or. quite probably, the installation of a new, 
political elite that will use its absolute 
power to determine in the future, in terms of 
its immediate political purpose, what is to 
count as excellence.” This has obviously 
happened in the Soviet Union. There is a 
similar threat to a smaller degree in this 
country. 

No one can determine how well a student 
will do in higher education until he is trying 
it. The gap between the wealthy and the 
poor, even minimized in this country 
through the progressive income tax, distur¬ 
bingly matches to a large extent the 
difference between higher academic 
education and vocational or none. 

In many other states, there are special 
efforts to improve opportunities for the dis¬ 
advantaged by both public and private in¬ 
stitutions. There remain disputes about the 
value of examinations, especially the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test, alleged to make 
things more difficult for other than white 
Americans. The Baake case, now before 
the U.S. Supreme Court, may determine 
whether special standards on the basis of 
race can be applied to rectify social in¬ 
equalities. 

In both the United States and Canada, 
the extensive efforts made to encourage 
students from low income families to enroll 
at universities have had little effect, accor¬ 
ding to the Canadian government and the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development. It is discouraging that 
social and economic barriers have not been 
broken down. Yet it would be disastrous for 
an academic determination of excellence 
to be discarded. 

Higher education, at least in the United 
States and other parts of the Western 
world, has immense responsibilities. It 
must preserve the past for present 
generations and seek to influence the 
future. That’s a big order. It is not sur-^ 
prising that the means and methods are 
not clear cut.

Francis X. Bellotti, Massachusetts’ best attorney 
general in modern times. Is under fire In some quarters 
because his former top assistant, Superior Court Chief 
JusUce Robert M. Bonin, became embroiled in con¬ 
troversy. 

The Bonin appointment to his ranking judicial post was 
controversial to begin with nine months ago, but he has 
increased the controversy by his own actions — actions 
now under review by the Committee on Judicial 
Responsibility, and in the forum of public opinion. 

Without question, these disclosures have been an em¬ 
barrassment to both Governor Michael S. Dukakis, who 
appointed Bonin, and to Bellotti, under whom he served 
with distinction for two years. While serving as Bellotti’s 
aide, Bonin also was receiving $1000 a month from an 
outside legal client. 

Bellotti critics — critics few in number but including a 
powerful Boston newspaper — are implying that Bonin’s 
client relaUonship while first assistant attorney general 
violated BeUotti’s campaign pledge he would have a 
fulltime staff. But does it? 

Even the attorney general’s few critics concede his 
operation has been remarkable — tough, productive, 
imaginative and, above all, crony-free. Even Bonin was 
unknown to Bellotti when he was tapped as top aide. 
Nonetheless the mushrooming Bonin controversy now 
imperils the credibility and reputation that has been so 
well earned. 

Should it? Has Bellotti's past approval of Bonin's fee 
setup in actual fact violated Bellotti's campaign pledge on 
this subject? Consider: 

Bellotti’s pertinent rule is: "All appointed attorneys, 
whether designated deputy assistant attorney general or 
assistant attorney general or chiefs of division bureaus, 
will devote their entire time during ordinary business 
hours to their respective duties and shall not engage 
directly or indirectly in the practice of law. 

"Any appearances in criminal cases or cases involving 
agencies or authorities of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts shall be immediately withdrawn. 
Appearances in other pending matters may be main¬ 
tained to allow for an ordinary transition. However, there 
may be no physical court appearances in these matters. 

"Similarly, non-business hours may be devoted to 
meetings or conferences required for the disposition of 
private legal matters. No new private legal matters may 
be undertaken by any attorney with the exception of non- 
compensated matters relating to the attorney's im¬ 
mediate family. Even in the case of family matters there 
may be no court appearance." 

The three paragraphs above clearly state the rule — a 
rule, incidentally, totally unprecedented in the attorney 
general's office — and the Bonin client relationship was 



known to the screening committee which helped choose 
Bellotti’s assistants. The Bonin legal representation, in 
other words, was known, was not a secret and fully 
complied both with Bellotti’s campaign pledge and the 
rule subsequently enforced by him for his aides. 

Anyone familiar with legal cases realizes that attorneys 
have obligations to their clients, especially in complicated 
cases where heavy money is involved. Bonin was granted 
his exception — as were a few other assistants on 
Bellotti's office — because the case he was connected with 
involved some quarter of a million dollars. How ethical 
would any lawyer be if he dropped a client in such cir¬ 
cumstances to take another job? 

Prior to Frank Bellotti’s arrival as the state's chief law 
enforcement officer, attorneys routinely practices under 
every other attorney general. In the Bonin situation, it 
was clearly not unlawful, and there was no case, a check 
revealed, of Bonin's before Bellotti’s office or any 
business with his office. 

Ironically, it is Bellotti’s own insistence on such high 


standards that leads to the current criticism. If he hadn't 
mqde the rule, this question would not even be raised — 
but he was insistent upon higher standards, he set them, 
and he insisted that his appointees live within them; 
something Bonin and all others had to live with, and did. 

There is no reason to believe, of course, that the current 
brouhaha stemming from Bonin’s woes will impair in any 
manner Bellott’s prospect of winning, and winning big, in 
his re-election fight next year. The unfortunate part is 
that the charges against Bonin, as regards his tenure 
under Bellotti, are misleading and therefore, inevitably, 
damaging. 

With three years under his belt as attorney general, 
Frank Bellotti has written one of the political surprise 
stories of modern times in Massachusetts. His ad¬ 
ministration surprised and dumfounded his critics and 
delighted his friends and supporters. He’s proven a great 
attorney general, and done more to de-politicalize this 
sensitive office than most had thought possible. 

Nothing in the Bonin case can, or should, change that. 


A Vermont Senator's suggestion: 

Congress should look after it leaps

If Congress is not going to look before it leaps, Sen. 
Patrick Leahy, D.-Vt., believes that it should, at the very 
least, look after it leaps... At the request of Sen. Leahy, 
the General Accounting Office has come up with a plan 
which would require the federal bureaucracy to report 
regularly to Congress on how legislation is working out in 
real life. As it stands now, this lack of appropriate ac¬ 
countability leaves Congress with no way of checking on a 
program without commissioning costly, individual 
evaluation reports. 

Sen. Leahy will introduce the new GAO-designed ac¬ 
countability process early next year. Says the senator: 

“One of the basic problems right now with federal 
programs Is that there is little communication between 
the people who create them and the people who put them 
into practice. We have no way of insuring that a program 
is going to have anything to do with the reasons Congress 
enacted it. Often they don’t. We will be getting away from 
the mindset which says tha t if we throw lots of money at a 
problem, the problem will go away, regardless of the 
quality of program being funded with that money." 

One of the important areas which this new ac¬ 
countability process should examine closely is the cost to 
the private sector of federal regulatory programs. A lot 
has been said and written about the cost of government 
red tape, but how many Americans really appreciate 
just how expensive these rules and regulations are? These 
are expenses, incidentally, which are ultimately borne, 
not by business, but by consumers themselves. 

A new study, titled "Public and Private Expenditures 
for Federal Regulation of Business,” authored by Robert 
DeFina, a research assistant in the Center for the Study of 
Business at Washington University, shows that the cost 
imposed on the U.S. economy by federal regulatory ac¬ 
tivities in 1976 totaled a whopping $65.5 billion. This 
estimate is comprised of $3.2 billion in administrative 
costs and $62.3 billion in compliance costs. 

The study examined the annual cost of federal red tape 
in the areas of consumer safety and health; job safety and 
working conditions; financial regulation; specific in¬ 
dustries, and paperwork. 

Not included in this study, because there Is no data 
available, are the costs of federal regulatory activities in 
the Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service; Packers 
and Stockyard Administration; Department of Housing

and Urban Development; Antitrust Division; Drug 
Enforcement Administration; Federal Railroad 
Administration; Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms; Customs Service; Consumer Product Safety 
Commission; National Transportation Safety Board; 

Mining Enforcement and Safety Administration; 

Department of Energy; Federal Maritime 
Administration; Commodity Futures Trading Com¬ 
mission; Nuclear Regulatory Commission; Comptroller 
of the Currency, and the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. 

In order to understand just how much the consumer 
pays in government red tape costs every year, some 
comparisons are useful. The $65 billion devoted to 
meeting federal regulatory requirements in 1976 was 
equivalent to: 


Judge Garrity will not let 


BOSTON - When federal District Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity Jr. on Nov. 29 made clear that he - not the elected 
Boston School Committee - will ultimately decide which 
schools close here, he continued the judicial overlordship 
that has driven half the city's white students out of the 
school system. 

What makes this remarkable is that the school com¬ 
mittee is no longer the bastion of bitter-end anti-busers. 
Its chairman, Kathleen Sullivan, provides moderate 
leadership that accepts the inevitability if not the wisdom 
of court-ordered busing She led all candidates for 
reelection Nov. 8, when Boston's voters elected the 
committee's first black (a moderate) and defeated its 
foremost anti-busing zealot. 

But the new school committee is treated no differently 
than the old school committee by Judge Garrity. He and 
what Miss Sullivan calls "those crazy experts of his" are 
not surrendering controL That suggests continued white 
exodus from the system, where Garrity's rule brought 
soaruig per-pupil costs without improving educatioa 
"The victims are the kids," Miss Sullivan told us. 

This is Stage II of Boston’s busing. Violence and 
demonstrations have ended, and .one-issue politicians are 
driven from office. But liberals elsewhere make a 
mistake if they interpret this as approval of busing. "The 
people don't go out and chant slogans," Miss Sullivan told 
us. "They merely creep out of the system." 

Unable to lick the judge, they escape him. Since 
Garrity’s busing order in June 1974, white school 
enrollment dropped from 58,000 to 29,000. Experts had 
predicted a normal yearly loss of 3,000 whiles, thanks to 
population patterns - 12,000 over the last four years. So, 


an additional 17,000 white students have left the system 
because of busing In a city where the black population is 
only 20 per cent, the black school population is nearing 60 
per cent. 

A classic case is the Morris School in the West Roxbury 
section, which in November 1974 had an all-white 
enrollment of 347. A 1975 "Masters Panel" of 
distinguished citizens (appointed by Garrity) recom¬ 
mended, as part of a citywide plan, 260 whites and 70 
blacks at Morris, But Garrity rejected the whole plan and 
redrew school boundaries to insure a 50-50 racial mix. The 
result: current enrollment at Morris is 23 whites and 123 
blacks. The whites have disappeared 

Nor has the exodus concluded. A Garrity-ordered school 
reassignment last summer (later suspended) led many 
white liberals finally to give up and put their children in 
private schools. Garrity’s resistance to the special 
program for gifted students has lowered another possible 
barrier to flight from city schools. 

The decline of the Morns School enrollment, down from 
347 to 146 in three years, is no extreme example. Unlilled 
schools, along with busing costs, have boosted costs per 
pupil to over $3,000 (and $5,500 at embattled South Boston 

High). 

To Mayor Kevin White, the tragedy is that high costs 
have produced education no better and likely worse than 
it was. But Garrity, and his chief expert, Boston 
University Dean of Education Robert A. Dentler, have 
fought school closings as a covert attempt as 
resegregation. 

When we interviewed Miss Sullivan and Dean Dentler 
on television in September 1976, Dentler steadfastly 


— 3.6 percent of the Gross National Product; 

— $307 per person living in the United States;

— Twice the amount that the federal government 
spends on health; .. 

— 73 percent of the amount Uncle Sam spends on 
national defense, and 

— Over one-third of all private investments in new 
plants and equipment. 

Sen. Leahy says of his suggested congressional ac¬ 
countability law: 

"This process will give us a good chance to catch and 
change bad legislation and make sure that good laws turn 
into good programs.” 

Such a law is long overdue. The Congress should make it 
a matter of top priority when it returns next year.

denied any white flight. “It was then for the first time," 
Miss Sullivan told us more than a year later, "that' I 
realized how little those people understood what was 
going on.” 

Ignorance of political realities is characteristic of 
colonial rule by overlords who do not live in the political 
unit they control. Garrity lives in suburban Wellesley, 
Dentler in Lexington. 

Garrity obviously regards Boston's politicians and 
people with intense suspicion. Although he may relinquish 
school control in about two years, Garrity exhibits a 
paternalistic need to protect Bostonians from Themselves 
- another colonial characteristic. So, at the Nov. 29 
hearing on school closings, Garrity gave no support for 
Miss Sullivan’s hope that the Nov. 8 elections would in¬ 
duce the judge to "get-out of the business of running the 
schools.” 

The constitutional scholar Raoul Berger, in "Govern¬ 
ment by Judiciary" (Harvard University Press), con¬ 
cludes: "The judges might begin by curbing their reach 
for policymaking power, by withdrawing from extreme 
measures such as administration of school systems - 
government by decree - which have disquieted even 
sympathizers with the ultimate objectives. Such decrees 
cannot rest on the assertion that the Constitution demands 
busing, when in truth it is the justices who require it in 
contravention of the framers’ intention to leave such 
matters to the states." 

For Garrity to take that advice would be welcome news 
for Bostonians and their elected school committee, who 
want nothing more than to run their own affairs without 
the good judge’s protection.

Bus stop signs 


To the Editor: 

It is the understanding of the Newton 
Highlands Neighborhood Area Council 
that the MBTA has received, or soon will 
receive, funds that are earmarked for 
purposes of installing bus stop signs and 
other informational displays and for the 
installation of bicycle racks at transit 
stations. 

We respectfully submit some 
suggestions on the nature and location of 
these new facilities as they affect the 
service area of the council. 

Bus stop signs have for too long have 
, been been almost entirely absent, and 
schedule information is available only at 
the expense of a determined effort on the 
part of the user. 

We therefore ask the mayor to insist 
that the MBTA place distinctive signs 
visible from a distance of at least 500 feet, 
at each bus stop in the Highlands area. 

The signs should contain, in addition to 
the words “Bus Stop," the following: a 
clearly legible and unmistakeable logo, 
the route number(s) of the buses at that 
stop, bus destination and some in¬ 
termediate points, frequency of operation 
and days of the week, a telephone number 
for further infomrmation. 

In the Newton Highlands shopping area 
at Lincoln and Walnut streets the same 
information should be posted, plus a 


detailed schedule. There also should be a 
schematic map of the bus routes and all 
other lines the route crosses, as well as a 
schematic of the Green Line and rapid 
transit system. 

These need not be huge signboards like 
those in the subway station; rather, the 
scale should be in keeping with that of the 
area in which such a sign is placed. 

Bicycle racks would be an important 
addition to the Newton Highlands Green 
Line station. These racks should be fully 
enclosed to discourage vandalism, and 
should be available at no charge to the 
user, who, however, ought to be required 
to provide his or her own lock. 

There should be some kind of enclosure 
or protection for the lock to make it 
difficult to reach with a tool for the 
purpose of forcing it open. The location of 
the racks should be on Station Avenue, 
close to Walnut Street, where there is a 
good deal of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic. 

Since the Area Council has recently 
developed design guidelines for the 
business area, we would wish to be 
consulted on the design and location of 
the bicycle locking facilities as well as the 
design of posted information.

Fortunately, we have nuclear power, 
which, although I agree Is currently a 
controversial method in some areas, has 
proven to be safe, clean, economical and 
reliable. 

If she would review the record of the 
Yankee Rowe plant in operation in the 
western part of our state for 17 years, she 
will find that it has won all kinds of 
operational awards proving these points. 

Another point she brought out was that 
as a monopoly, Boston Edison must 
function with care and be scrutinized 
more carefully. As far as functioning with 
care, I do not believe she has taken the 
time to review the facts concerning 
Edison’s improved efficiency, and I 
would be happy to furnish her with 
statistics if she does not have them. 

However, there are costs over which we 
have no control; for example, local 
property taxes for Boston Edison rose 250 
percent in 10 years from J28 million to $71 
million. Fuel costs rose 530 percent 
between 1967 and 1976. 

Therefore, I know she will find, after 
she gets the facts, that our cost of 
operation has risen not from lack of ef¬ 
ficiency but because of other un¬ 
controllable factors. 

As far as being "scrutinized more 
carefully," I think our DPU and and 
federal regulatory agencies scrutinize all 
our operations very thoroughly. 

Peak load pricing, which I know she 
strongly advocates, is and has been under 
study and consideration. There are ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages to such a 
system. As you know, oftentimes 
theoretically a system sounds good but is 
not practical. In our recent rate increase 
request we included a proposal to adopt 
peak load pricing. This indicates we are 
not in opposition to this concept, but are 
suggesting it be tried. 

Finally, as far as her theory on Lucolux 
lighting, I do not think she is speaking for 
the people in Newton. Such lighting has 
limited use, such as in congested business 
areas or in entrances and exits for super 
highways. It is not lighting that would be 
accepted in a residential area. 

Therefore, when the company is not 
installing these in residential areas, it is 
not being "irresponsible," as she says, it 
is not putting “short-term profit ahead of 
long-term economic interests," as she 
says, but it is trying to be fair to the 
consumer and practical, knowing 
residents will not live on surburban 
streets with lights that bright. 

I hope she will find time to think about 
and further investigate some of these 
points. The problems today facing Boston 
Edison and the electric utility industry in 
general are very complex and require in- 
depth study. However, I can assure her of 
some things that will happen if Boston 
Edison does not receive a rate increase. 

We will have higher electric costs, we 
will have declining service with 
brownouts, and we will find that our area 
will be considered a bad one in which to 
do business. I do not think that she would 
want any of these for the people she 
represents.

Declining enrollment was greater than 
expected planned for this year and the 
ratio went down even more to 22.3:1 
which is the average now for all 
elementary schools. 

Members were a bit reluctant to 
discuss education in such cold numbers, 
but the superintendent asked what ratios 
he should plan with. Chairman Alvin 
Mandell estimated that a change by one 
half of a student in the ratio amounts to a 
difference in the salary account of about 
*500,000. 

Member-elect Sandy Fleishman 
suggested the superintendent look into 
further reducing the staff in the 
Education Center since all the ad¬ 
ministrative offices have been in one 
building for a year and ways to reduce the 
staff may have become evident 

Some of the newly elected members 
Joined in Manuel Beckwith’s request to

Despite Larson’s statement in the fall 
that all equipment for snow control had 
been repaired and was ready to go, the 
old equipment fell apart during its first 
real test last week, and Larson found 
himself with all but two sanders out of 
commission at one point. 

Since then, repairs have been made so 
that by Tuesday all 12 sanders were on 
the road. 

Asked for the "snow and ice policy" by 
the Public Works Committee, Larson 
answered, "Get rid of it as fast as you 
can." 

There are 27 functioning "bom¬ 
bardiers," Larson said, 24 to plow each of 
the city’s sideewalk routes to schools, and

Newton professor 
says even skeptics 
conserve energy 


few months, and Fink said that it would 
be all right if a decision was made after 
the budget is completed. 

The 15 persons in the audience also 
heard Fink and the members discuss 
class size in the junior and senior high 
schools. 

Fleishman said she had received 
complaints about very large classes in 
the high schools and wondered if the 
pupil-teacher ratio had been increased. 

Fink explained that the ratio has gone 
down slightly at both high schools, but 
some large classes result from problems 
in scheduling and specialized classes with 
few students. The average ratio at 
Newton North is 16.6:1 and at Newton 
South is 15.5:1. 

As an example of how scheduling 
problems effect the size of some classes, 
Fink noted that the same English class at 
Newton North meets during several 
periods to accommodate the students who 
must take it, and has from 14 to 29 
students in the sections. 

More important that the number of 
students in a class, Fink said, is the 
number of students a teacher has in the 
total number of his or her classes, which 
averages about 80.

three to plow the walks on the school 
grounds. 

The DPW has 66 snowplowing vehicles 
and 30 scoops under contract to sup¬ 
plement the city’s own 36 plowing 
vehicles and eight scoops. 

A blitz of ticketing of cars obstructing 
the sidewalk plows caused complaints 
from residents of Waban, and Police 
Chief William Quinn said officers now are 
knocking on doors to inform residents 
that cars must be moved. If the cars are 
not moved soon , then tickets are issued. 

Larson stuck to his policy of not 
plowing or sanding church or funeral- 
home parking lots, but said he will have 
snow removed from the street in front of 
houses where there has been a death. 


Robert Perlman of Newton Highlands, 
a professor of social welfare at Brandeis 
University, has coauthored a recent book 
called “Families in the Energy Crisis." 

The results of survey on which the book 
is based snow that while President Carter 
fights to steer his embattled energy plan 
through Congress, half of the households 
surveyed in three major cities still do not 
believe there is a real energy shortage in 
the United States. 

The book was written by Perlman and 
Roland L. Warren, the Lester and Alfred 
Morse Professor of Urban Studies at 
Brandeis University’s Florence Heller 
Graduate School for Advanced Studies in 
Social Welfare. 

The study by the two Brandeis 
researchers focused on 1,440 American 
families in Mobile Ala.; Salem, Ore.; and 
Hartford, Conn. They surveyed a 
carefully chosen representative sample 
of families, learning their views following 
the energy crisis of 1973-74 and the one 
last winter. 

The study, supported by the National 
Science Foundation, assesses the 
economic impact of the crises, their ef¬ 
fect on family life style and the attitudes 
of Americans concerning the energy 
situation. 

The researchers found that 49 percent 
of the households they surveyed in 1977 
still do not believe there is a real energy 
crisis, despite the widespread reports last 
winter of natural gas shortages forcing 
schools and factories to close. 

A high proportion of these families felt 
the shortages were contrived simply to 
raise prices. Most disbelievers blamed 
the U.S. Government and the oil and gas 
companies, not the Arab countries, for 
the long gas station lines of 1973-74 and 
the natural gas shortages last winter. 

Despite the widespread belief both 
crises were contrived, the study found the 
conservation behavior of skeptics 
remarkably similar to those who believed 
there was a genuine crisis. 

The researchers estimate that families 
surveyed saved on the average 12 percent 
of the energy they had used for heating, 
driving, and in-house purposes compared 
to the year before the 1973-74 Arab oil 
embargo. 

Ironically, it was one of President 
Carter’s predecessors, according to the 
researchers, who may have harmed the 
energy-saving cause. 

"Within a few months after the Arabs 
lifted their oil embargo in 1974 and 
President Nixon announced an end to ’the 
crisis,' there occurred measurable 
erosion in the conservation practices of 
many families," write Perlman and 
Warren. 

To illustrate this backslide in energy 
saving behavior, only six of 10 families 
were cutting down on the use of their cars 
in 1977 compared to the eight of 10 
families who said they did so at the height 
of the 1973-74 crisis. Also, the 68.8 degrees 
average in 1977 for the 1,440 families' 
homes represents an almost im¬ 
perceptible drop from their 1974 tem¬ 
perature. 


Based on this and other data, say the 
authors, the impact of the first energy 
crisis was relatively minimal despite the 
long lines at gas stations and repeated 
warnings by political leaders that the 
country was running out of energy. 

"Half to three quarters of the families 
surveyed did in tact take steps to con¬ 
serve energy in 1973-74 by reducing their 
use of cars, their temperatures at home, 
and their use of electricity. For the most 
part these changes in mobility and 
comfort did not materially affect the 
health, welfare or life style of most 
families,” they said. 

Those most adversely affected, 
Perlman and Warren report, were the 
poor and elderly. "The lower Income 
families — including a substantial 
proportion of black families and 
households headed by someone over 65 
years old — were caught in a “price vise’ 
between steeply rising energy prices and 
increases in the cost of food and other 
necessities." 

Higher income families, who use three 
to four times the energy used by poor 
families, were locked into a high level of 
energy consumption — at least in the 
short run — since they owned larger 
homes and bigger cars and made greater 
use of appliances. 

The two Brandeis University 
professors concede it will be difficult to 
convince an overwhelming majority of 
Americans that a crisis in energy does 
exist But they offer a number of major 
recommendations based on their unusual 
study. These include: 

— Policies should be directed at those 
households that have not yet begun to 
conserve and at those that have slipped 
back to pre-crisis cornsumption patterns, 
though it should be recognized that 
further conservation will be difficult to 
achieve. 

— Policies should be aimed at affluent 
households since middle and upper in¬ 
come families consume far more energy 
than low income households and can 
therefore more easily absorb cutbacks in 
their standard of living. 

— Reliance on price increases to 
promote conservation exacerbates the 
economic strain on low income families, 
already hard pressed by steadily rising 
prices for both energy and other 
necessities. (President Carter’s proposed 
energy plan does call for much higher 
energy prices coupled with tax rebates). 

— Clear information and leadership, 
especially from the President, is needed 
to bring home to Americans the serious 
and longrange nature of the energy crisis. 
From the study came evidence of public 
confusion as a result of mixed signals 
from national leaders, especially in 1973- 
74. 

— The nation's leaders and households 
must confront the necessity for 
significant changes in the standards of 
living to which they have been ac¬ 
customed. This entails sweeping changes 
in the design and operation of homes, 
cars and even curtailment of new energy¬ 
using devices that are brought onto the 
market 
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Hammond Street has decreased from 
13,000 to about 7000 cars a day, according 
to Planning Director Charles Thomas. 

The neighborhood seems to be divided 
into three factions — those who object to 
the inconvenience of having to use 
Hammond Pond Parkway to go north 
from Route 9, those who feel the new 
traffic pattern can never be made safe, 
and those who believe the diversion of 
northbound traffic off Hammond Street 
has worked and is essential to pedestrian 
and vehicular safety. 

According to Traffic Commission 
Chairman Edwin Wlest at the meeting 
Tuesday, letters to the commission have 
been evenly divided in favor and against 
the barrier. 

Street Traffic Committee Chairman 
Robert Tennant said that in his opinion 
the neighborhood is about evenly divided 
on the basis of mail he has received. 

The Street Traffic Committee will 
consider the Traffic Commission’s 


recommendation Thursday night (Dec. 
15). Tennant thinks the committee may 
try to put an end to the current and 
recommended trial periods and return 
Hammond Street to full use. 

Tennant is waiting for an opinion from 
the Law Department about whether the 
committee is bound by the recom¬ 
mendation of the Traffic Commission. 

The ordinance on the Traffic Com¬ 
mission says that by a two-thirds vote the 
Board of Aldermen may rescind any 
action of the Traffic Commission but does 
not deal with committee rights over the 
commission. 

Therefore the full Board of Aldermen, 
which meets Dec. 19 for the last time this 
year, may vote to remove any barrier 
and allow full use of Hammond Street. 

There are various political pressures 
upon aldermen, especially those from 
Ward 7, that may make them reluctant to 
overrule Traffic Commission actions, 
however. _

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Snow regulations aimed 
at pedestrian safety 


Chief William F. Quinn of the Newton 
Police Department and Emil G. Larson, 
Newton commissioner of public works, 
have issued a Joint announcement on 
snow problems and snow removal. 

"After a citywide drive to reduce 
overnight parking to facilitate 
snowplowing, we are left with a related 
problem of some cars being left either on 
the sidewalk or overhanging the sidewalk 
to the point where sidewalk plows cannot 
get through," Quinn said. 

"Some of these cars overhang because 
of inclined driveways or because the 
householders have more cars than the 
driveway can hold, and the end result is 
that the Public Works Department 
plowmen call for the Police to tag ($15) 
and tow ($25)." 

The Chief added, "We must clear 
sidewalks on school routes to provide the 
safest routes for our children to travel to 
school.” 

Commissioner Larson has committed 
the Public Works Department to plowing 
both sides of major streets and one side of 
secondary streets, and each 
neighborhood knows of the number of 
children using its sidewalks. 

Residents should clear their sidewalks 
voluntarily, where possible, and those 
having private plowmen should instruct 
them not to deposit snow on sidewalks 
needed by children. 

In addition, neighbors should agree on 
where to instruct their plowmen to push 
the snow. Plowmen may push snow only 
onto private property. 


"Last year’s experience was un¬ 
fortunate because all pedestrians were 
forced to walk in the streets for most of 
the winter; we should commend our 
drivers for the courtesy and caution that 
they exhibited," Quinn said. "We again 
ask all drivers to show the same con¬ 
sideration." 

Quinn and Larson reiterated a request 
to all residents to keep a close eye on 
sidewalk routes and suggested they 
encourage one another to clear and 
maintain school walking routes and 
school bus stops. 

Aaron Fink, superintendent of schools, 
has stated, "As in other years following 
storms, radio advisories will keep 
parents abreast of school closings during 
inclement weather, but parental 
discretion should always be used in any 
areas where the safety of the children 
may be questionable.” 

Commissioner Larson stated that 
under ordinary circumstances his forces 
should have all sidewalks completed 
within 36 hours after a heavy storm. 

The commissioner also advised mer¬ 
chants that they are responsible for 
clearing sidewalks of snow and ice within 
24 hours after the snowfall.

"We now have our own budget office and 
budget committee to analyze all 
legislative proposals. The budget office is

Drinan said Congress is now asserting 
itself as a positive force in foreign poicy 
as well. "For example, we are doing all 
that we can to make President Carter live 
up to his very lofty rhetoric on reducing 
arms sales," Drinan said. "At the present 
time our nation sends about $12 billion a 
year worth of weapons around the world, 
and in many cases we are endangering 
the lives of innocent people by these 
massive arms sales. Congress has been 
able to use its own foreign policy ex¬ 
pertise to question, delay, or halt arms 
sales to nations such as Iran and Saudi 
Arabia.” 

"While the Vietnam War and 
Watergate were tragic episodes in 
America’s history," Drinan told the

Land exchange 
provides link in 
river pathway 

A bill to authorize a land exchange at 
the Cordingly footbridge over the Charles 
River, located near the Newton-Wellesley 
I-ower Falls line has been signed into law, 
according to State Rep. David Mofenson 
of Newton. 

The bill had the support of the Newton 
Conservation Commission because ac¬ 
cording to Commission Secretary Helen 
Heyn, "the parcel at the end of the 
Cordingly footbridge forms a link in 
Newton's Charles River Pathway which 
crosses the footbridge into Wellesley at 
this point and returns to the Newton bank 
of the river at the Washington Street 
(Route 16) bridge over the Charles." 

Mofenson noted that the acquisition of 
2095 square feet involved had been a goal 
of many Newton residents since 1963. The 
acquisition is important, Mofenson ex¬ 
plained, not only for flood control but also 
for recreational access to what is con- 
i sidered to be one of the most scenic 
waterfalls in the Boston metropolitan 
area.

added, "In Congress Democrats always 
vote for party whips in secret ballots." 

"The Democratic convention (of 1974) 
does call for open ballots," said Chester 
Atkins, State Democratic Committee 
chairman and Harvard state senator, 
later he added, "If you hold an election 
in violation of your national charter and 
the loser takes the matter to the state 
committee, it can remand you to rehold 
the election properly." 

"How come the law in nonbinding on 
the Congress?" Regal asked. 

"It's an entirely different set of rules,” 
Atkins said. "One is a party law; the 
other is not" 

In adherence with its party’s laws, the 
city committee voted 42 to 11 for an open 
ballot. It subsequently voted 31 to 21 for 
Theodore N. Gross as its treasurer with 
Helen Bronstein Berger running in op¬ 
position to Gross. 

In other matters, the Harvard senator 
said the state party is >40,000 in debt He 
added, it hopes to have a telephone again 
as soon as it can pay its past phone bills 
and plans to hire an executive director 
when it is financially possible. 

The chairman said his agenda also 
includes informing Democratic city ward 
and town committees of their legal 
responsibilities to report contributions 
properly. According to Atkins, many of 
them are in violation of the law. 

As possible financial relief to the state 
committee, the chairman said he is 
hoping for a state check off law. This 
would allow taxpayers to give $1 of their 
state taxes to the party of their choice. 
Atkins said a bill for such legislation was 
recently filed. 

"Would the money come back to the 
city and town committees? Would you 
support putting that in the legislation?" 
Peter Harrington asked. 

Atkins said he would support returning 
the money to local Democratic com¬ 
mittees. He added, however, he would 
rather see it done through the party's 
charter than by legislatioa 

TheState Democratic Committee plans 
to hold its charter convention in June 
1978. The state party will then write and 
adopt its charter laws to replace its 
present bylaws. 

According to the chairman, the charter 
may also help the Democrats have more 
influence on their officeholders. 
"Originally the purpose of the party was 
to get Democrats elected. But when the 
Democrats hold almost every important 
office, the problem becomes how to 
control the officeholders," Atkins said.

EdCo program passes 
to help potential dropouts 


The School Committee approved a 
collaborative program Monday night that 
will be run by two agencies to keep 
disinterested students in school and train 
them with skills In a work-study 
program. 

The EdCo Education and Employment 
Program, referred to as Triple E, will use 
>149,000 in federal CETA funds to work 
with 50 youngsters In six school systems. 

Program director Alan Weisberg told 
the School Committee that the program 
would begin in February for up to 10 
Newton students and students from 
Bedford, Brookline, Lexington, Lincoln- 
Sudbury, and Waltham. 

Students from both Newton North and 
Newton South will be eligible to par¬ 
ticipate. The program is designed for 
students who are at the brink of dropping 
out or who have already dropped out of 
school and want to rejoin for job training 
and the diploma. 

Career training will begin after the 
students age 16 to 19 have taken one 
month of high schoBol courses. 

Students will be trained in working with 


the handicapped, technology careers, 
health services, environmental con¬ 
servation, alternative energy source 
development, and day car services. 

Students will be paid for up to 20 hours 
of work per week after they are placed 
with employers, and they will be en¬ 
couraged to continue in school after the 
program ends. 

The students will work full-time in the 
summer. 

Dan Malia, director of technical- 
vocational education In Newton, will 
serve on the ste Triple E ering committee 
along with the two high school principals. 

An evaluation of the program will be 
done by the Department of Labor. 

Superintendent of Schooly Aaron Fink 
responded to questions from the School 
Committee and said he did not think it 
would difficult for Newton to adapt such a 
program in the regular school budget. 

EdCo, the Educational Collaborative 
that receives state funds for programs 
involving more than one school system, 
will provide one teacher and one coun¬ 
selor for each 20 students in Triple E.

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Microwaves 
are a source 
of controversy 

~ an approved but not yet 
pubUshed consumer pamphlet on microwave oven 
radiation, the Food and Drug Administration faces the 
safety issue. 

Excerpts from the "cleared’' text obtained by United 
Press International follow: 

— "All microwave ovens manufactured after October 
1971 must meet standards set by the Food and Drug 
Administration. Based on the understanding of scientists 
... these assure that the ovens present no radiation hazard 
under normal conditions of use." (Some scientists 
disagree but the pamphlet makes no mention of their 
opinions.) 

"It is known that microwaves, by producing heat, can 
burn just as any other source of heat can bum. The body’s 
natural defense against bums is to send blood to cool the 
area being heated. Some parts of the body have little 
blood circulation. Because of this, the lens of the eye is 
more susceptible than any other body organs to 
microwave radiation, just as it is to any other source of 
heat. If the lens of the eye receives too much heat, it can 
develop a cataract. Also, the testicles require lower than 
normal body temperature. When the testicles are subject¬ 
ed to any dramatic increase in temperature, Including 
that caused by microwaves, sperm can be altered or 
killed, producing temporary sterility or even genetic 
defects." 

— "What is not completely understood yet is how ex¬ 
posure to low levels of microwave radiation affects 
people. Experimental animals have displayed an 
avoidance reaction. That is, they tried to get away from 
the microwaves when they were exposed to small 
amounts. 

— "Temporary behavioral changes such as lrritlability 
and nausea have been reported in people when they were 
occupationally exposed to low levels of microwaves for 
long periods of time. 

"Unfortunately, scientists don’t yet know how to fit 
these two pieces together If the avoidance reaction of 
animals related to the temporary behavior changes in 
people?" 

— "Another effect shown in animals exposed to low 
levels of microwaves is an immune response. That is, 
lymphocytes in the blood, which are part of the body's 
natural defense against diseases, are produced as if 
responding to an illness. It’s not known exactly what 
ramifications this kind of response might have for the 
organism. Nor is it known whether or not a similar 
response might occur in people.” 

— "Given the understanding of the effects of 
microwaves and the fact that much is not yet known — it’s 
clearly important that government agencies control the 
unnecessary or hazardous exposures to microwave 
energy." 

— "Microwave ovens are designed with a number of 
safery features required by the Food and Drug 
Administration to make sure that people won’t be exposed 
to levels of accidental exposure to high levels of 
microwaves.” 

— “A bum from microwaves would feel the same as a 
burn from any other source of intense heat. However, it is 
virtually impossible to get burned by microwaves from a 
microwave oven since microwaves will not be generated 
if the door is open " 

There have been claims of microwave radiation-related 
injuries from microwave ovens but the Food and Drug 
Administration says in the pamphlet none of these have 
been substantiated upon investigation. 

Dr. Milton M. Zaret, a Scarsdale, N.Y., opthamologist 
has done studies for the government on the health of 
persons exposed to radar. He found work-connected cata¬ 
racts. 

The associate professor of clinical opthamology at New 
York University, in an interview said: 

“We need an honest investigation of the microwave 
problem. The danger is present and growing. 

"I wouldn’t evacuate planet earth but I would recom¬ 
mend that we establish ethical standards for the people 
dealing with the problem. 

"It has to come out of the office of President Carter — 
the investigation. The problem is that bad. 

"The President ought to get a few people and ask them 
to level. If the President knew, I don’t think he would 
stand for the coverup that is going on or the sordidness.” 
Sordidness? 

What does Zaret mean? 

"For example," he said, 'I know of two Air Force 
colonels whose job it is to deal with this problem. Each 
came to the conclusion that more and better research was 
needed. Their careers were suddenly terminated." 

Zaret formerly was a consultant to the Central 
Intelligence Agency on Project Pandora, a secret project 
dealing with the medical investigations of persons who 
worked at the American embassy in Moscow. 

"The authorities involved in the microwave problem 
have known the needs for years — the need for better 
research and for better safety,” he said. 

Asked about microwave ovens, he said: 

"I wouldn’t own one. You’d have to live in ‘Alice in 
Wonderland' country to believe they're safe. 

"The ovens are allowed to leak. There’s no question in 
my mind a child could get hurt if he looked into the win¬ 
dow a couple inches away a number of times to watch a 
cookie blow up.

US studies resettling refugees 

“We are going to be 
talking to the Congress in 
January about a long-term 
policy on refugees and we 
hope that we will get an 
agreement on solving the 
problem of these people 
who are fleeing," State 
Department spokesman 
John Trattner said. 

Most of the refugees in 
Thailand fled overland 
from Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia, but hundreds 
fled by boat to be picked up 
at sea by ocean-going 
vessels. 

Captains of some vessels 
are bypassing refugees at 
sea because some countries 
— fearing the influx of new 
refugees — deny landing 
permission to ships bearing 
refugees. 

The 4,700 refugees who 
fled by boat and are the 
subject of State Depart¬ 
ment consideration for 
immediate entry are 
stranded all over Asia, | 
including Malaysia, Hong 
Koi\g, Indonesia, Japan, 
India and the Philippines. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The United States, the new 
home for some 165,000 
Indochina refugees since 
the end of the Vietnam War, 
is studying the possibility of 
helping resettle more than 
100,000 additional refugees 
stranded in Thailand. 

Immediate admission to 
the United States is being 
considered for some 4,700 
refugees who fled Vietnam 
or Cambodia by boat, the 
State Department said 
Monday. 

Special U.S. entry per¬ 
mits are under con¬ 
sideration until the Carter 
administration and 
Congress develop a com¬ 
prehensive policy for the 
remaining refugees, it said. 

A variety of programs 
could be developed to 
handle the 100,000 refugees 
crowded into camps in 
Thailand, including U.S. 
financial assistance to 
Thailand, money to help 
resettle the refugees! 
elsewhere or admission of 
some of the refugees to the 
United States

Vandalism on three buses 
results in pass system 


An estimated $1000 worth of damage 
done to three buses at Newton North High 
School has resulted in the distribution of 
bus passes that will restrict who boards 
those buses. 

Newton North Assistant Principal 
Atwood Dunham said this week that the 
second step in the School Committee’s 
policy to deal with bus behavior problems 
began Monday. 

Tickets printed in the high school have 
been issued to students who ride the two 
buses to the Bigelow Junior High School 
area and the one bus that serves the 
Allison Park area. 

James Cameron, assistant director of 
Support Services, said some students that 
have been riding these buses after school 
have torn and ripped the seats, pulled 
them out of floor, and have pushed out 
windows. 

Assistant Principal Dunham said that 
the damage may have been done by the 
many students who have been riding 
these buses to get to popular comers or 
hangouts instead of to go home or to 
work. The passes will try to eliminate 
these students from riding. 

Students received blue tickets for the 
ride home if they live more than 1 Vj 
miles from the school, and pink passes 
will be given to students who live in the 
area of the bus stops but less than 1 h 
miles from the school. 

The School Committee policy has been 
to allow students who less than 1 Vj miles 
from the school to walk away from the 
school to catch the bus. 

Last September the Committee passed 
a four-step process to limit student 
ridership when there was a problem of 
students jumping off the rear of buses. 

Step three in the process would be to 
allow only students with blue passes on 
the buses going home, and step four 
would be to issue photo ID cards to the 


students with the blue passes and allow 
only them on the bus. 

Principal Richard Mechem said that 
photos are already on file for students. 
Pictures are taken of every member of 
the sophomore class for the students' 
personal files, and an extra one is taken 
at the same time. 

The second one is either kept by the 
school or given to the student if requested 
in an ID card which can be used for 
student discounts’ or in this case for a bus 
pass. 

Mechem said, "under no cir¬ 
cumstances would the identification card 
be required in the school or at a school 
event," although he agreed that it would 
make it easier for the student to identify 
himself at student dances. Students can 
also identify themselves by a driver’s 
license or by being known by a someone 
at the dance, he said.

sophomore class this year to begin a bank 
of photos that will be kept in a central 
location if a need arises to identify a 
student, such as at a dance. 

The money for the third picture comes 
from the general funds allocated for use 
in the school by the School Committee, 
the principal said. 


The School Committee requested the 
PTA Council to furnish a list of activities 
sponsored by PTAs that have taken place 
in the schools for the past three years. 

Two months ago the the Committee had 
asked the Council to outline where it feels 
the PTAs’ activities should stop and 
where the School Committee should begin 
to take over programs in the school. 

The Council last week voted to keep 
things as they are, with the PTAs con¬ 
tributing to building projects, school 
equipment, and after-school art 
programs.

Committeewoman Honora Kaplan said 
the Council "takes a very appropriate 
role” when it picks up programs that the 
School Committee fails to provide for in 
an era of fiscal restraint 

Kaplan said though that the PTA 
acitivities may be an abrogation of the 
School Committee and also reduce the 
Committee's responsibility to the com¬ 
munity. 

Committee member-elect Sandy 
Fleishman said she would like to see the 
responses of the individual PTAs to the 
School Committee’s initial request. 
Member-elect Nancy Mann suggested 
requesting a list of what the PTAs have 
done in the schools for the last three 
years, in order to assess the size of the 
problem.

Congressmen join Backman 
in battle against workfare 
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Christmas plants need special 
attention, horticulturists say 


Tips on the selection and proper care of 
Christmas trees were given recently by 
experts at the annual Christmas Fair 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Hor¬ 
ticultural Society, at Horticultural Hall in 
Boston. 

A basic rule of thumb is to shy away 
from specimens whose needles drop when 
stroked. This is a telltale sign of dryness. 

The Massachusetts Christmas Tree 
Association, a major participant in the 
Christmas fair, classifies trees in three 
divisions: pines, firs, and spruces. 

"The needles or the pine," says the 
association vice-president, “generally 
tend to be long, flexible and quite soft in 
effect. Needles on spruces usually are 
sharper, stronger and more porcupine- 
like, and the firs have short, but flexible 
needles." 

After purchasing or cutting your own 
tree, you can insure its freshness by 
sawing off a half inch of the butt from the 
bottom of the trunk, placing the tree in a 


bucket of water for moisture in a cool 
area, such as a garage or breezeway. 

Do not bring the tree indoors until you 
are ready to enjoy it to prevent drying 
caused by the warm environment Use a 
stand with up to a two gallon capacity to 
nourish the tree, making sure the water 
line never dips below the bottom of the 
stem. 

Be sure to consider the appearance of 
the four "faces," or sides, of the tree 

The handle, the distance from the 
ground to the first row of branches, 
should measure 10 to 12 inches. 

If you want a living tree to spice up the 
Christmas celebration, dig the hole where 
it is to be planted before the ground 
freezes. Keep the tree in the house for as 
short a period of time as possible. 

And don't take the tree from the house 
directly outside — - it should have a 
conditioning period in a mid-temperature 
room, such as a garage. For best results 


consult your supplier for specific in¬ 
structions. 

The poinsettia, the most popular 
Christmas plant, should be kept in a cool 
environment, though not below 55 
degrees nor in a draft-prone location. Be 
careful not to let children or animals eat 
poinsettia leaves, as they can be toxic. 

The following greens are all protected 
specimens and should not be picked 
except on your own property: American 
holly, mountain laurel, ground pine, 
princess pine, and partridge berry. 

A note about fresh holly: don’t expect 
this green to last more than three or four 
days after being cut, though it might stay 
alive for up to a week if it’s kept in water. 

And when working with pines, 
especially white pine, watch out for the 
sticky pitch which can damage walls, 
tablecloths and ribbons, etc. This can be 
melted off cones by placing them on 
aluminum foil in a warm (200 degree or 
below) oven for 10 minutes

Four Massachusetts congressmen, 
Robert Drinan, Joseph Moakley, Silvio 
Conte and Michael Harrington, have 
joined State Sen. Jack Backman's (D- 
Brookline) battle against a state 
workfare program, according to 
Backman. 

The congressmen outlined their op¬ 
position to workfare in a letter to F. Ray 
Marshall' secretary of Labor and Joseph 
A. Califano Jr., secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Backman said. 
In their letter to the two secretaries, the 
congressmen noted that one of the federal 
requirements is approval of workfare by 
an Institutional Review Board, but that 
no such review board exists in 
Massachusetts. 

"The failure to proceed with this 
program in an open and public manner 
with appropriate review has given rise to 
questions and doubts about the soundness 
and merit of the state's plan,” the 
congressmen stated, adding, “We have 
seen little if any information which 
supports the premise that the 
Massachusetts plan would indeed be a 
training program. 

"At the heart of our concern is the lack 
of equity in the program. With AFDC 
fathers working side by side with public 
employees who will be performing the 
same tasks at the prevailing wage ac¬ 
companied by other benefits, we are 
forced to question the basic fairness of 
the plan,” the congressment wrote. 

The congressmen join Backman who 
has opposed the Governor's workfare 
plan for the past year, and who has sent 
numerous documents to Washington 
pointing out the illegalities in the 
workfare plan. The Department of Labor 
solicitor has ruled that the 26-week work 
period called for in the plan is illegal, and 
a new proposal is now required.

In his own letter to HEW Secretary 
Califano in which he noted the many 
attempts of the state to develop a legal 
program, Backman said, "I urgently 
request that the 'current' proposal either 
be turned down or that an advisory 
directive be sent to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Welfare, that no 
new submission be made by it until ap¬ 
propriate public notice is given, there is a 
public hearing, an Institutional Review 
Board is established and consideration 
and approval are given by an 
Institutional Review Board." 

Backman also told Califano, "I have 
devoted 10 years of my life in good part 
toward achieving meaningful welfare 


reform on a state and national basis. I am 
discouraged, dismayed, saddened and 
frustrated at spending my time on 
fighting these unimaginative, punitive 
and ineffectual actions in my beautiful 
state instead of having the opportunity to 
work on the creative plans of national 
welfare reform as enumciated by 
President Carter." 

Backman has also written to U.S. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill 
requesting his opposition to workfare. 
Backman has already received the 
support of Sen. Edward Brooke (R- 
Mass.) who has written to Secretary 
Califano urging a full public hearing in 
Massachusetts.

Dedham teenagers star in a film

An unusual filming crew la on location In Dedham 
capturing a lifestyle typically Invisible...the life of 
teenagers after school hours. What makes this film dif¬ 
ferent Is that the actors and actresses are all Dedham 
teenagers. 

The original script was written by Eld O’Brien, a street 
worker with the Dedham Youth Commission. O'Brien Is 
producing and directing the film which Is being done on a 
volunteer basis by himself, the youngsters and the 
cameraman, Scott Chamberlain. 

Some Initial funding, |100, was provided by the Youth 
Commission, and the youngsters will be fundraising. 

Those who donate money will be listed In the credits at the 

end of the film. 

Entitled "Hurt,” the film Is about a youngster who gets 
in deeper and deeper trouble. Because of his problems, he 
ends up committing a vicious crime. Troubled, but ap¬ 
pealing, the boy comes to the attention of a guidance 
counselor who works with him, but Just as they are 
making progress, the youngster slips back. 

Lonely and socially rejected, the boy leaves school with 
a new buddy who asks what he will do during vacation. 
The boy answers with characteristic bravado that he Is 
going to “party." He is trapped by the lie because the 
friend asks him where he will party. The outcome of this 
episode is that the two new friends break into a neighbor's 
home and invite in a gang from Riverdale. These 
sequences were filmed in the home of Marie Malek of 
Dedham who is the secretary to the Youth Commission. 

A brutal ending concludes the film. The gang schedules 
a "Beat up a Fink Day," and the youngster puts a ham¬ 
mer through the head of another youngster. 

On Christmas Eve, the guidance counselor seeks out the 
youth finding him at home and discovering for the first 
time that the boy’s father is an alcoholic. 

Included in the film will be a sweet, poignant song with 
the lyrics written by O'Brien and the music by Jimmy 
Fiumedora. 

The film is bound to be controversial because it is about 
street life and street people, a part of life unknown to 
many. The actual filming is slow and arduous as the 
teenager’s attention drifts and O’Brien struggles and 
works with them as a unit 

Distracted by a reporter’s presence on a recent 
Saturday afternoon, they were more high spirited than 
usual. Before the filming began in early October, O'Brien 
said that many were a bit scared and most thought that 
the work would be easier. They didn’t realize the kind of 
discipline and skill involved in acting. 

Some had never been in front of a camera before and 
one young man said when he actually saw himself in some 
unedited clips, his first thought was "I want to be on a 
diet." 

Others worried that their peers would think they were 
"showing off," while some hoped the film would make 
them "famous." While one of the stars in the film said 
"others have no gall to try something like this,” the 
teenagers also didn’t want people to think they were 
"snobs,” just because they were in a film. 

Acting in the film has provided them with many insights 
and they admitted they have a better understanding of 
how teachers and guidance counselors feel. "We can see 
what it's really like." 

In addition to their new found insights, many saw the 
film as a vehicle to help make people understand what 
they were like, and that teenagers who had been labelled 
“troublemakers," would now have a chance” as people 
saw them in a new light 

Possibly, said one youngster, people may see Dedham 
differently, and make more opportunities like this 
available. They looked upon the experience as an op¬ 
portunity and Chamberlain said their "excitement has 
been contagious.” The filming crew began with roughly 
onehalf dozen teenagers and now includes over 30...and 
they are still accepting people. 

O'Brien and Chamberlain, who said they will try to sell 
the film as a educational tool, stressed “we’re not trying 
to be 'Welcome Back Kotter,’—we’re Just trying to film a 
fictional film about school life in Boston." When it is 
finished, sometime this spring, the movie will be shown in 
Cambridge and at Dedham High School.

The Christmas holiday season seems to bring out 
creativity as well as an even deeper appreciation of our 
friends and family tics. A fun way to Involve the entire 
family Is making Christmas tree ornaments. Easy and 
fast, let your imagination soar. Just use cookie cutlers or 
make your own designs from cardboard patterns — both 
work equally well. 

Everyone can enjoy cutting out their favorite shapes 
and then painting them to suit their own creative fancy. 
Just follow the simple step-by-step instructions and you’ll 
be on your way to having a beautifully decorated tree that 
uniquely expresses Christmas for your family. 

Ingredients and Materials 
24 cups All-purpose flour 
1 cup Salt 
1 cup Water 

Cookie cutters or cardboard patterns 
Glass pizza plate or plastic microwave plate 
Needle and a small straw 
Water color paints and lacquer 
Yarn, ribbon or ornament hangers 


Holiday ornaments 


In large mixing bowl, combine all ingredients; flour, 
salt, water. Mix thoroughly with spoon until all the flour is 
moistened. Turn dough out on lightly floured surface. 

Knead dough until smooth, about 10 minutes. Shape into 
a ball, then return the dough to the bowl. Keep dough 
covered with a damp cloth or paper towel until ready to 
use. 

Before using, check the consistency of dough. If dough 
is sticky, add a small amount of flour. If dough is too stiff, 
knead in additional water by teaspoons. 

Divide dough in half. Keep one-half covered in bowL 
Roll half on floured surface to 4 inch thickness. Cut with 
cookie cutters or cut around your cardboard pattern. 
Repeat the process with your remaining dough. 

Use excess dough to add 3-dimensional trim to or¬ 
naments. Make sure to moisten trim pieces with water 
and then press trim, moistened side down, firmly to or¬ 
nament. 

If using a microwave oven, place ornament on 
ungreased glass pizza plate. Prick in several places with a 
needle to allow steam to escape. Use a skewer or small 
drinking straw to make hole in top of ornament for 
hangers. 

Cook at HIGH in microwave oven for 3 minutes, giving 
dish half turn once. Check to see if ornaments are firm 
and not wet on bottom. Add more cooking time in 1-minute 
segments if ornaments are not dry enough. Cool on rack. 
If baking in oven, bake at 350 degrees F. Tor 30 minutes or 
till dry and firm. 

Paint ornaments with water colors to make desired 
designs. When paint is thoroughly dry, spray with lacquer 
or, for an extra shiny appearance, paint with lacquer. 
These are not edible. 

Insert colored yam, ribbon, or ornament hangers 
tnrough the hole In the top of the ornaments. You may use 
the ornaments to decorate trees, wreaths or holiday 
packages. This recipe makes about 3 dozen ornaments. 


KITCHEN CORNER 


‘Midst the tinsel, glitter and sumptuous 
holiday dinner, nothing is so welcome as 
the light but elegant dessert Appetites 
demand it and homemakers like making 
something in advance far the big meaL 
Eggnog lends the traditional touch to 
both Nesselrode Cheesecake and Orange 
Eggnog Souffle. Both are a gelatin-based 
dessert with the eggnog taking the place, 
conveniently, of a cooked custard. That 
means, of course, that they can and 
should be made in advance of the busiest, 
merriest day of the year. 

Nesselrode Clieesecake, made with 
both the nog and cottage cheese, has the 
slightly porous and light texture of the 
unbaked cheesecake. It is important to let 
the cottage cheese whirl in the mixer so it 
can contribute to the fluffiness of the 
cake. Rum extract, red and green can¬ 
died cheeries add their festive notes. 

Popping high above the souffle dish 
with the help of a foil collar, Orange 
Eggnog Souffle looks as though it were 
baked, but, of course, it’s not The gelatin 
mixture actually would overflow the dish 
in which it sets, were it not for the collar. 
But that’s the traditional way with the 
unbaked souffle. Its simple garnish of 
whipped cream and twist of orange slice 
provide an elegance to this finale for 
holiday feasting. 

NESSELRODE CHEESECAKE 
12 Servings 

Crust: 

14 cups graham cracker crumbs 
4 cup sugar 
Vs cup melted butter 
Filling: 

1 cau (1 lb. 4 ox.) crushed pineapple in 
syrup 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 


4 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
Dash salt 

14 cups dairy eggnog 
2 eggs separated 

1 tablespoon rum extract 

2 cups cottage cheese 

4 cup chopped red and green candled 
cherries. 

V« teaspoon cream of tartar 
V« cup sugar 
14 cups whipping cream 
4 teaspoon rum extract 
Red and green candled cheeries 
For crust, combine crumbs, sugar and 
butter. Press firmly onto bottom and part 
way up sides of 9-inch spring form pan. 
Chill while preparing filling. 

For filling, drain pineapple; reserve 
syrup. Soften gelatin in 4 cup reserved 
syrup. Combine sugar, cornstarch and 
salt in saucepan. Gradually add eggnog, 
stirring until smooth. Cook over medium 
heat, stirring constantly until mixture 
boils. Boil and stir 1 minute. Beat egg 
yolks slightly. Add a little of the hot 
mixture to egg yolks, return all to 
saucepan. Cook 1 additional minute. Do 
not boil. Add softened gelatin and rum 
extract Cool to lukewarm Stir In drained 
pineapple. Beat cottage cheese on high 
speed of mixer 5 minutes. Add to 
pineapple mixture along with chopped 
candied cherries. 

Beat egg whites with cream of tartar 
until frothy; gradually add sugar and 
beat until soft peaks form. Beat 1 cup 
whipping cream until soft peaks form. 
Fold egg whites and whipped cream into 
pineapple mixture. Pour into pan. Chill 
until firm. Before serving beat remaining 
4 cup cream until stiff peaks form; fold 
in V« teaspoon rum extract Pipe rosettes 


of cream on top of cake; garnish with red 
and green cheeries. 

ORANGE EGGNOG SOUFFLE 
8 servings 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 

V« cop sugar 

V« teaspoon salt 

5 eggs, separated 

1 cup water 

V« cup frozen orange juice concentrate 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 

2 cups dairy eggnog 

1 tablespoon nun extract 

4 teaspoon cream of tartar 

4 cup sugar 

2 cups whipping cream 

Orange slice 

Mix gelatin with 4 cup sugar and salt. 
Beat egg yolks with water and orange 
Juice concentrate. Add to gelatin mix¬ 
ture. Stir over low heat until gelatin is 
completely dissolved, 5 to 8 minutes. 
Remove from heat. Add orange peel, 
eggnog and rum extract Chill, stirring 
occasionally until mixture mounds 
slightly when dropped from a spoon. Beat 
egg whites with cream of tartar until 
frothy; gradually add remaining 4 cup 
sugar and beat until soft peaks form. Fold 
In gelatin mixture. Whip 14 cups cream 
until soft peaks form; fold into gelatin 
mixture. Pour into 1 quart souffle dish 
with collar. (See note.) Chill until set at 
least 6 hours. Remove collar. Whip 
remaining 4 cup cream until stiff; 
garnish with whipped cream and orange 
slice. 

Note: To make collar for souffle dish, 
tear off a piece of foil 4 inches longer than 
the circumference of the dish. Fold it in 
thirds lengthwise. Place around top of 
dish and tape it together so that It fits 
snugly.

Privacy laws questioned 
in wake of child sex ring 


BOSTON (UPI) — Massachusetts 
officials, following discovery of a 
nationwide prostitution ring involving 
boys in the care of the state, have moved 
to revamp privacy laws so potential 
foster parents can be screened for past 
sex offenses. 

Four bills filed in the Senate Tuesday 
would give officials charged with caring 
for children the right to examine state 
criminal files to find out if applicants for 
foster children had been convicted of 
such crimes. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Bulger, D-Boston, who filed the bills on 
behalf of Suffolk County District Attorney 
Garrett H. Byrne, said they would be 
considered in the next session of the 
Legislature, which begins Jan. 3,1978. He 
said he expected early action. 

Several of the boys victimized by the 
ring were wards of the state, said Byrne. 
While none of the 24 men indicted were 
foster parents, a state agency had placed 
one child in the home of a person later 
allegedly involved in the operation. 

“I want not only to allow, but compel all 
— state agencies to conduct a thorough and 
vigorous investigation before a child is 
placed in a state foster home," Byrne 
said. 

Blast closes 


WATERFORD, Conn. (UPI) - The 
Millstone nuclear complex was shut down 
today as federal investigators sought the 
cause of two explosions that injured one 
worker and allowed a “puff of radioac¬ 
tivity" to escape. 

The accident brought renewed 
criticism from critics of nuclear power 
but officials of Northeast Utilities, which 
operates the complex on Long Island 
Sound, pointed out the accident was "a 
chemical explosion." 

The 1 p.m. explosion was preceded by a 
smaller one about 10 a.m. that apparently 
was set off by a spark from electrical 
equipment. According to a Northeast 
spokesman, a small amount of 
radioactive material leaked through 
seals in the gas treatment system but was 
contained to the reactor building. 

A Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
spokesman in Washington said the first 
type of explosion has "not been totally 
uncommon in the past" at other atomic 
reactors but the second blast was 
unusual. 

A workman injured in the explosion, 
Robert A. Griswold, 31, was in 
satisfactory condition at Lawrence and 
Memorial Hospital in New London with 
head injuries and leg abrasions. Griswold 
was exposed to a small amount of 
radioactivity but suffered no radiation 
poisoning, the spokesman said. 

The Northeast spokesman said there 
was a minimal discharge of radioactivity 
accompanied by "a very slight 


He said privacy law now protects 
criminal records of would-be foster 
parents who may “have convictions for 
Child abuse crimes or any crime 
detrimental to the moral fiber of young 
children placed in the home.” 

Albert Halprin, counsel for the state 
Security and Privacy Council, said Byrne 
was wrong. “Mr. Byrne knows, or should 
know, the criminal offender record in¬ 
formation law was amended this year to 
deal with this type of situation," he said. 

"The only requirement for providing 
information about foster parents’ past 
sex offenses or other convictions which 
jeopardize foster children outweigh the 
privacy interest involved," said Halprin. 

Seventeen of the 24 men indicted by a 
grand jury last week have been arraigned 
or are in custody in Massachusetts or in 
other states. Seven still are being sought. 
The charges ranged from rape and 
sodomy to indecent assault. 

The indictments, which capped a probe 
of several months, alleged as many as 63 
young boys — between 8 and 13 years old 
— had been involved in a sex ring 
working out of a private home in the 
Boston suburb of Revere and attracting 
"customers" from around the country.

momentary puff of radioactivity." He 
said the the incident posed “no danger of 
contamination to anyone outside the plant 
site," and no evacuation plans were 
necessary. 

The spokesman said the No. 1 plant 
went to half power after the 10 a.m. blast 
in the stack area, and the entire complex 
was shut down after the second explosion. 
The No. 2 reactor had been down for a 
scheduled refueling. 

NRC spokesman Frank Ingram said, 
"As a consequence of the first explosion, 
a valve that circulates radioactivity into 
the 370-foot stack apparently blew off and 
releases radioactivity into a building. 
This afternoon the second explosion, 
believed to have been caused by a 
reaction of air and hydrogen, blew off the 
door to the building.” 

A Ralph Nader-organization in 
Washington, The Critical Mass energy 
project, criticized the NRC for not setting 
up standby evacuation plans, and said the 
accident demonstrated mechanical 
failure, human error or sabotage can 
cause problems at nuclear plants. 

"As more reactors come on line, this 
type of accident will repeat itself over 
and over again," said Richard Pollock, 
director of Critical Mass. “It proves once 
more than no nuclear facility is accident 
free." 

The company said the second explosion 
shook houses in East Lyme and was 
heard across the Thames River In 
Groton.

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Laser light treatment developed 
for port wine birthmarks at BI

Plastic surgeons at Beth Israel 
Hospital are using a laser to treat certain 
kinds of disfiguring birthmarks. The 
treatment is done on an outpatient basis, 
using local anesthesia, and usually 
results in a significant improvement in 
the appearance of the birthmark. 

The birthmark involved, called a 
hemangioma, most often appears on the 
head and neck. Because of its reddish- 
purple color, it is commonly referred to 
as a "port wine stain.” 

Usually present from birth, it results 
from an excess of small blood vessels in 
the affected area, causing apparent skin 
discoloration. It is believed that about one 
out of every 75 Americans over 5 has such 
marks, which are normally benign and 



not related to other disorders. Three 
times as many women have them as men. 

The laser procedure was originally 
developed at the University of Cincinnati 
by Dr. I^on Goldman. Beth Israel is the 
third hospital in the country to adopt the 
technique for regular outpatient treat¬ 
ment, and the only hospital in New 
England to do so. In charge of the 
program are Dr. Robert M. Goldwyn, 
head of plastic and reconstructive 
surgery, and Dr. Joel M. Noe, plastic and 
reconstructive surgeon. In addition to 
their staff positions at Beth Israel, both 
men are on the faculty of Harvard 
Medical School. 

At Beth Israel, a highly focused beam 
of blue-green light from an argon laser is 
directed at the affected area. Because the 
birthmark consists of tiny blood vessels, 
the red blood in them absorbs the blue- 
green laser light which is then tran¬ 
sformed into heat. The surrounding tissue 
and the skin above are unaffected. The 
excess blood vessels react to the 
produced by the lasser light and 
gradually close up, reducing the blood 
flow through them and the resultant 


reddish color seen through the top layer 
of skin. 

Most of the birthmarks thus treated are 
substantially lightened in color, and over 
the five years during which the technique 
has been used, there have been no serious 
complications or side effects. 

Because the benefit of the procedure is 
often primarily psychological, patients 
receive an initial psychological 
assessment and follow-up consultations 
during treatment. If the patient and 
physician decide to go ahead, a tiny two- 
centimeter-square area of the mark is 
exposed to laser light to determine its 
effectiveness in that particular case. 
Complete treatment may then take from 
one to four or five visits, depending on the 
size of the birthmark. 

Before the development of laser 
treatment, port-wine stains were either 
left alone or treated by surgery, skin 
grafting, tattooing, cryotherapy 
(freezing the blood vessels), or radiation. 
All of these approaches could have 
serious side effects or result in significant 
scarring. 


Psychologists to be given right 
to privileged communications

A bill to extend the right of privileged 
communications to the patient- 
psychologist relationship has been 
enacted in the Massachusetts legislature. 

Sponsored by State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House chairman 
of the Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs, the bill would amend the 
current law by including licensed 
psychologists among those included in 
the privilege of the existing law, such as 
psychiatrists. 

"Effective psychological treatment is 
based upon trust between the client and 
the psychologist,” said Mofenson. "In 
order to establish this trust, a client must 
be assured of the confidentiality of in¬ 
formation he or she discloses.” 

Mofenson, who is also chairman of the 
Legislative Commission on Privacy, 
explained that safeguards having to do 
with the protection of other individuals or 
society are included in the existing law as 
well as in the code of ethics which is 
legally binding upon all licensed 
psychologists in Massachusetts. 

Under the ethical standards of the 
American Psychological Association, 
according to Mofenson, safeguarding 
information is a primary obligation of the 
psychologist. Information received in 
confidence is revealed only after most 
careful deliberation and when there is 
clear and imminent danger to an in¬ 
dividual or to society, and then only to 


appropriate professional workers or 
public authorities. 

"This legislation will give persons 
treated by psychologists the same 
protections as persons treated by 
psychiatrists," said Mofenson. “In 
passing this law, the Massachusetts 
Legislature has taken an important step 
in strengthening the right of privacy for 
clients receiving psychological treat¬ 
ment."

Lakers' Washington 
gets maximum penalty 


NEW YORK (UPI) - NBA Com¬ 
missioner Larry O'Brien levied one of the 
stiffest penalties in sports history 
Monday, fining Kermit Washington 
110,000 and suspending the Los Angeles 
Lakers’ forward for at least 60 days for 
punching Houston’s Rudy Tomjanovich 
last week. 

The suspension is the longest ever in 
NBA history and the fine is the maximum 
permissable under league rules. Wash¬ 
ington may apply for readmissioo at the 
end of the 60-day period but the suspen¬ 
sion could be extended for the rest of the 
season. 

The action continued the strict policy 
against violence set this year by O’Brien, 
who earlier in the season fined Kareem 
AbdukJabbar, also of Los Angeles, $5,000 
for punching Milwaukee Bucks' rookie 
Kent Benson. 

Neither the Lakers nor Washington had 
any immediate comment Monday night. 
After learning of his suspension, 
Washington left New Orleans, where the 
Lakers had a game Tuesday night 
agauist the Jazz, and returned to Los 
Angeles. 


Washington, a powerful 6-foot-6, 230- 
pounder, will miss at least 26 games. He 
will not be paid and is prohibited from 
taking part in any team action. 

Tomjanovich, who had been trying to 
break up a fight between Washington and 
Houston’s Kevin Kunnert when he was 
struck, remained in intensive care at 
Centralia Hospital in Ingel wood, Calif., 
with a broken jaw and nose plus a con¬ 
cussion. 

"The stringent penalty reflects the 
severity of Washington’s actions on the 
court," O’Brien said. “A careful review 
of two video tapes of the game, reports 
from officials and statements from 
witnesses persuaded me to take this 
action." 

Tomjanovich, trying to act as a 
peacemaker between Washington and 
Kunnert, ran toward the fight with a 
group of players when Washington sud¬ 
denly turned and sent him a ashing to the 
floor with a right hand punch. Tom¬ 
janovich was bleeding from the nose and 
lip and had to be helped from the court 
The split lip required nine stitches.

Newton woman learns 
70 wpm typing at CETA 


Barbara Kellaway of Newton recently 
completed the Newton Area Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act (CETA) office skills program. 

The highly individualized program 
includes typing, filing, office procedures, 
and operation of a number office 
machines. 

‘This is one of our most effective 
programs,” Newton Area CETA Director 
Richard V. Moynihan said. "Jobs 
requiring office skills have offered good 
employment opportunities even during 
times when the area unemployment 
figures were at their highest," he said. 

The program uses an audiovisual 
system of instruction, and participants 
can achieve typing skills in half the time 
used in conventional methods, often 
attaining speeds of 35 to 45 words per 
minute during the 15-week program. 

Barbara Kellaway achieved a speed of 
70 words per minute in the course. 

This classroom training is combined 
with part-time public service em¬ 


ployment so that participants can use the 
skills they learn in a work situation. 

New students can enter at any time’ 
Moynihan said. 

To be eligible for this and other CETA 
training programs, applicants must have 
been unemployed at least 30 days and 
meet certain federally determined low- 
incane guidelines. 

Special consideration is given to those 
with specific job-related handicaps, such 
as a physical or mental handicap, being a 
member of a minority group, an older 
worker over 45, a household head with 
dependents, an offender, a high school 
dropout, a person with limited English- 
speaking ability, a recently discharged 
veteran, a welfare recipient, or 
economically disadvantaged.

Suddenly the parents spot fire and 
smoke which has enveloped the station 
wagon's interior and discover that Lisa

and Peter have tumbled headlong into the 
fiery comforter. There is no way of 
knowing how the fire started. All we can 
say is that the children's hands and faces 
were burned and, as a consequence, 
scarred for life. 

HAPPY LEGAL ENDING. In the case 
of Lisa and Peter the only item I failed to 
mention was that there was a successful 
legal conclusion. After five years of legal 
proceedings the family was awarded |1.4 
million. 

Hie winning attorney based his case on 
the legal doctrines of product liability. He 
sues both the maker of the comforter and 
the manufacturer of the fiberfill, 
claiming that the fiberfill melted and 
acted like napalm in addition to the fact 
that the comforter hadn't been treated 
with flame retardants and carried no 
flammability warning. 

TYPICAL PRODUCTS LIABILITY 
CASES. A sampling of products liability 
cases includes the following: 

. - A housewife was blinded when a can 
of chemical drain cleaner exploded. 

- A16 year old girl was seriously burned 
when her pajamas ignited upon contact 
with a stove. 

- A plug flew out of a construction drill 
housing and struck the operator in the left 
eye. 

- An engineer was killed when a man- 
lift elevator fell 100 feet. 

- An innoculation of Sabin Polio vaccine 
caused paralytic polio to a woman. 

- Hie driver of a tractor trailer was 
killed and his passengar injured when the 
right tire blew out and the truck swerved 
out of control. 

Back in 1968 when I.isa and Peter's law 
suit commenced, product liability law 
was still in its infancy, it took super 
lawyers like Edward M. Swartz to 
represent the family. Since then others 
have developed and refined the law. More 
importantly, however, is the fact that the 
public is, at Last, coming to recognize that 
these cases do not involve mere accidents 
or “Acts of God” for whom no one is to 
blame or at fault. 

Instead we see that the law gives us 
rights. Rights that entitle the injured 
parties to sue for damages. 

PRODUCT LIABILITY EQUALS 
PRODUCT RESPONSIBILITY. Products 
liability law imposes a strong respon¬ 
sibility on manufacturers and others in 
the chain of sellers to the ultimate con¬ 
sumer who act so as to put defective and 
harmful products into the stream of 
commerce. The legal result is that a 
manufacturer is required to rid his 
product of any potential harm or defect. 
This responsibility, quite legally, then 
also attaches to others into whose hands 
or control the product passes. 

While insurance companies are crying 
that products liability has become a 
business nightmare, take a look at the 
facts. Each year defective and injurious 
products are responsible for no less than 
30,000 deaths and 20 million personal 
injuries. These are only the ones we know 
about. 

Twenty years ago the concept of 
product liability was emerging and only a 
dozen or so cases were in the courts. By 
1963, it is reported, the number had grown 
to 50,000 cases annually. In 1975, we are 
told, there were an estimated 320,000 law 
suits totalling |1.34 billion in loses. 

CONSUMER PRODUCT SAFETY 
ACT. A moving force behind the product 
liability wave ws the Consumer Product 


Specifically excluded consumer 
products are tobacco, motor vehicles, 
economic poisons, aircraft and aircraft 
parts, boats, drugs, cosmetics and foods. 

Any person may sue a manufacturer 
under the Act, and certain provisions also 
apply to retailers and distributors. Any 
person who knowingly, including 
willfully, violates the Act is subject to 
civil damages of up to 82,000 per violation 
and $500,000 in total, plus the cost of the 
law suit including, at the court's 
discretion, reasonable attorney's fees. 
Criminal penalties may also be available. 

THREE LEGAL DOCTRINES. 
Products liability cases involve one or 
more of three common law legal doc¬ 
trines: negligence, strict liability based 
on warranty-contracts law and strict 
liability based on torts law. Negligence is 
a tort doctrine that pins liability to those 
who are at fault - "wrongdoers” in having 
breached the duly or standard of 
reasonable care they owe to the public 
regarding the injurious product. 

Strict liability in warranty-contracts is 
premised on the motion that the contract 
of sale between the buyer and the seller 
contains certain expressed or Implied 
warranties that the products will prove 
suitable for the uses to which they are 
intended to be applied. 

Strict liability in tort requires two 
elements: first, that the product is in a 
defective condition and unreasonably 
dangerous and second, that the injury 
occurred through the proper and 
reasonably foreseeable use of the 
product. 

To these cases certain defenses may 
apply depending on the particular doc¬ 
trine, such as contributory negligence . 
and asumption of the risk. 

PRODUCTS LIABILITY 
TOMORROW. From all trends it appears 
safe to predict that products liability law 
will continue to mushroom. There are at 
least five primary causes. 

One, the numbers. More consumers 
buying more products from more 
manufacturers means there is a greater 
probability of losses through defective 
and injurious products. 

Two, under the great consumer 
movement the public is becoming more 
sensitive and aware of their rights and 
other's responsibilities. 

Three, recent litigation such as the 
Consumer Products Safety Act is fixing 
high standards regarding consumer 
products. 

Four, the courts and the lawyers are 
applying the doctrines of products 
liability to an ever widening field and the 
end is not yet in sight. 

Five, an expanding social philosophy 
has nullified the maxim of "Buyer, 
beware!" Now it is "Seller, beware!’* 

Still, the products liability law we've 
seen is developed on a case-by-case asis 
over many years. Where matters of 
personal safety, health and welfare is 
concerned we must have speedier action. 

Legislation is one approach. Another is 
consumer education and high concern for 
safety. Then, if all else fails, and injuries 
result remember your legal rights. The 
motto of plaintiff’s attorney's is • "Sue 
For Safety!” This is predicated on the 
idea that proper products liability law 
suits will promote safer products.

Tips to prevent fire 
during the holidays 

Chief Harvey D. Preble and Capt. Joseph T. Fitz¬ 
simmons of the Newton Fire Department wish to take this 
opportunity to bring out some of the problems that the 
department will be faced with if you as a homeowner do 
not take precautions to prevent fire and turn the joy of this 
holiday season into a sorrowful one. 

Selecting and caring for the tree 

If you are purchasing a natural tree make sure it is not 
already beginning to dry o jt When you select the tree 
bump the tree on the groum. and watch for needles falling 
off. This is a sign that the jee will quickly dry out when 
brought into the home. 

When you get the tree home store it in a cool place and 
set it in a bucket of water with a little sugar added to 
replace the moisture in the tree. Before setting up the 
tree, make a straight cut about an inch above the bottom 
of the stump. Place it in a tree stand that contains water. 
Never locate the tree where it will block an exit. Keep it 
away from all sources of heat. Do not use lights that have 
frayed cords or broken sockets. 

Each day check the water in the stand. Chief Preble 
suggests assigning this project to one of the older children 
in the home, thus giving them a full part in the Christmas 
hustle and bustle in the home. 

Never place electric trains or other electric toys around 
the bottom of the tree - they may look pretty but they can 
cause a fire problem or life hazard [f they should short 
circuit. Metal artificial trees should never have string 
lights on them. Use a rotating colored spotlight for the 
best showing of your tree and decorations. 

Selection of toys 

When purchasing toys for the children make sure that 
they are safe and as fire resistant as possible. The Fire 
Prevention Bureau warns against purchasing electric 
toys that have not been approved by a recognized testing 
laboratory. 

If you purchase model airplanes, cars, or other toys that 
use a flammable fluid, use extra vaution and make sure 
that they are only used outside where there is little or no 
danger of fire. 

The Fire Prevention Bureau also warns of purchasing 
toys for small children that have many small parts that 
they may put into their mouths and swallow them. 

Decorations 

The Fire Prevention Bureau reminds us all to check the 
lights being used on the tree and for outside lighting. 
Never leave the lights on when you leave your home 
unattended. 

Wrappings 

All wrappings should be placed in a large bag or carton 
and removed from the home to a safe place as soon as all 
of the gifts are unwrapped. 

Fireplaces 

Never, under any conditions, bum branches cut from 
your Christmas tree in the fireplace or wood-burning 
stove, as they create a very hot fire and emit sparks. 

Smoking 

As always, smoking is a principal cause of fire but it 
becomes more dangerous at this time of year with the 
additional flammable materials in the home. Make sure 
that there are enough ashtrays of the proper type in all 
areas. Never allow smoking in the area of the tree. 

Again, when thinking of a gift for the family, think of 
giving smoke detectors. The gift that works 24 hours a day 
everyday and is one of the best means of savini a life in 
case of fire.

Kemp tells of the time 
he was on a construction 
crew in New Hampshire’s 
White Mountains and he 
got wind of an old truck 
behind a farmer’s bam in 
a nearby town. That night 
he went up to take a look 
at it. 

"The trees had grown 
up so much around it 1 
couldn’t see it. I went up 
the next night with the 
owner and bought it. It 
was a 1928 Mack with 
hard rubber tires and 
wooden spoke wheels," 
Kemp said. 

Kemp's most unusual 
truck is a 1949 Stirling 
four-wheel drive snow 
plow with chain drive. 


Despite tne tact few of 
that model ever were 
made, and even fewer 
survive today, Kemp 
doesn't think they should 
be put out to pasture yet. 

“I went out and played 
around with it last winter 
and plowed my door yard. 
Across the street there 
was four feet of snow on 
the level. 1 wanted to see 
how she would go in that. 
No problem,” Kemp said. 

Parts are sometimes a 
problem. You can't just 
drive down to the local 
auto store and tell the 
man you want a part for a 
1937 Mack truck. He 
probably wouldn't have 
one. Actually, he 
probably wouldn’t even 
know what one looked 
like. So Kemp makes 


some of the smaller parts 
and attempts to buy two 
trucks of the same vin¬ 
tage and use one for 
parts. 

While many people 
might have thought Kemp 
was strange when he 
started his hobby, he 
reports thousands now 
flock to his home each 
summer to see his 
collection. 

"They come here from 
every state in the union. 
I’ve had them here from 
Canada, England, Cyprus 
and Puerto Rico," Kemp 
said. Some are old truck 
collectors like himself 
and are engaged in a 
"hobby that caught on."

Pines acts to ensure 


privacy of bank records 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D-Newton) 
has introduced two major pieces of 
m leg islation for the 1978 session intended to 
protect the privacy of an individual’s 
bank records. 

The bills are Pines’ response to what 
she believes is an ever-increasing threat 
to privacy created both by new 
technological advances and by a 
Supreme Court decision holding that the 
privacy of bank records was a legislative 
rather than a constitutional matter. 

The first proposal would strictly limit 
the access of third parties to bank 
customer information. Under the Federal 
Bank Secrecy Act of 1970, banks are 
required to keep bank and credit card 
information for five to seven years. 

The Supreme Court in 1974 ruled that 
those records belong to the bank, not to 
the individual. There is currently no state 
law which prohibits a bank from 
disclosing an individual's bank records to 
any third party. 

The legislation would prohibit access 
by a third party except where the 
customer has given his consent; legal 
process has been served on the bank; or 
information is released consistent with 
the Federal Fair Credit Reporting Act. 

The bank would in most cases be 
required to inform the customer 
whenever such information is sought or 
released. 

The second proposal would create 
consumer safeguards in the operation of 
Electronic Funds Transfer Systems 
(EFTS). The VAC and Money-One plans 


represent the major efforts in 
Massachusetts to establish such a 
system. When fully developed, EFTS are 
intended to allow consumers to conduct a 
variety of monetary transactions such as 
bill paying and cash checking through 
terminals located at convenient spots 
such as supermarkets. 

"While such a system would ideally 
eliminate substantial paperwork and 
save consumers time and effort, there 
are, at present, no safeguards to protect 
the rights and privacy of those using the 
systems,” said Pines. 

The EFTS bill, filed by Pines with B.C. 
Professor William Willier, former head of 
the Mass. Consumers Council, and the 
Boston College Law Seminar, sets up a 
statutory framework for the operation of 
the system. 

Its major points include: 

— Guarding against the unauthorized 
use of one’s account by others. 

— Insuring the privacy of records. 

— Establishing procedures for con¬ 
testing billing errors. 

— Requiring that certain information 
be periodically presented to consumers. 

"The ability to accumulate and 
disseminate information on an individual 
is running far ahead of our ability to 
control it. The extraordinary amount of 
information which banks gather can 
provide a virtual blueprint of one's life. 
These bills are a critical first step in 
guaranteeing that access to such in¬ 
formation is adequately limited to insure 
our right of privacy,” Pines stated.

Hammond Street was restored to full 
two-way use Tuesday after the Traffic 
Commission acceded to an opinion of the 
city solicitor that another trial closing off 
northbound traffic would not bfe per¬ 
missible. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night 
could not agree to approve an ordinance 
designating Hammond Street between 
Middlesex Road and the MBTA station as 
one way, an order permitting another 45- 
day trial' or an order to remove all 
restrictions on the street. 

It did pass a resolution asking the 
Traffic Commission to remove the one¬ 
way restriction and to undertake another 
study of the area from the point of view of 
where the diverted traffic goes.

Cabdriver kidnapped 
in armed robbery 

A Boston taxi whose driver was kid¬ 
napped at gunpoint Tuesday night was 
recovered Wednesday in Waltham after 
being used to leave the scene of an armed 
robbery of the LiT Peach store on 
Washington St., Newtonville. 

The suspect was still at large. 

According to police’ the robber played 
Russian roulette with a revolver against 
the driver’s head on the trip from 
Brighton Center, where the passenger 
entered the cab, to the LiT Peach. 

The robber escaped with less than $100, 
according to police. 

Citizen band radio reports after the 
robbery, which occurred about 9:15 p.m.

Pike and later on Route 3 
near Burlington, but these reports were 
proved wrong. 

The suspect, described as a white male 
in his late twenties or early thirties, first 
wanted to go to Watertown, then changed 
his mind, according to early reports.

Schools close 
when travel 
is hazardous 

Schools were closed Tuesday morning 
because there was a "serious hazard for 
kids in getting to school,” Superintendent 
of Schools Aaron Fink said Wednesday. 

Superintendent Fink said he consulted 
with the the Public Works Department 
and the U.S. Weather Service and heard 
the sidewalks would not be cleared when 
all schools open, and there would be 
hazardous travel conditions in the early 
morning hours. 

Fink said buses start rolling to pick up 
children between 6 and 7 a.m. 

“It’s a Judgment call, just like with the 
Patriots," he said. 

Fink said whether the parents will be 
home with the children is something "I 
can't deal with." 

He has to deal just with deciding if it 
will be a serious hazard for children to get 
to schooL 

Four years ago the superintendent got 
a lot of flack when he kept schools open 
and pedestrians and cars were sliding all 
over the roads because of a storm.

Sandwiches to be tried at breakfast 


Students may be offered sandwiches 
for breakfast in the latest move to im¬ 
prove the state-mandated breakfast 
program in eight of Newton’s schools. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius told the School Committee 
Monday night that a trial will begin of 
serving cheese sandwiches and peanut 
butter on raisin bread sandwiches before 
school. 

Hot oatmeal will also be served on one 
morning, and Sugar Frosted Flakes will 
be available only one of the two mornings 
that cereal will be the main part of the 
meal. 

Among other suggestions made for 
breakfasts included a heated salami 
sandwich and some kind of egg dish. 

Cornelius said the program will con¬ 
tinue to include milk and some kind of 


juice each morning, but a "super 
doughnut" which is highly enriched may 
be substituted for a main dish. 

Committee member-elect Nancy Mann 
said that discipline problems that some 
schools have had during lunch periods 
have decreased since the breakfast 
program started. 

Students can buy the breakfasts for 20 
cents' 10 cents if they qualify for a 
reduced price, and receive them free if 
they qualify for such under federal wage 
guidelines. 

Cornelius added that the sampling of 
the unusual breakfast foods did not ap¬ 
peal to nutritionist Ernestine Hooper, but 
the students at F.A. Day Junior High 
School “loved them." 

The breakfasts are served before the 
school day begins. 


The School Department began the 
breakfast program this year by offering 
parents the choice of selecting a 
breakfast of either sugared or non- 
sugared cereals for breakfast 

The city physician and nutritionists in 
the School Department working with the 
Learning for Life project objected 
strongly to the limited selection about two 
months ago. 

Last month Cornelius agreed to stop 
offering all sugar-coated cereals but 
Sugar Frosted Flakes, eliminating ones 
that had up to 60 percent sugar. 

The Learning for Life personnel, 
cafeteria managers’ and principals will 
be watching ‘he program and the new 
offerings for the next two months before a 
final menu is decided upon. There are 214 
students in the program this month, 
Cornelius said. 


Neighborhoods tell 
development plans

With about 50 people in attendance, the 
Planning & Development (PD) Board 
heard proposals Monday night from six 
neighborhoods and three social service 
groups for next year’s community 
devlopment program. 

The city, which has participated in the 
federally funded program for three 
years, is expected to receive next, year 
about $2.1 million—nearly triple the 
amount received in 1977-1978. However, 
according to PD Board Chairman 
Margaret Smith, the proposed new 
federal regulations may tighten up on the 
city's use of its allotment She explained, 
they may require at least 75 per cent of 
the monies be used in areas where there 
are low and moderate income people. 

Speaking for Newton Comer, Ralph 
Tolbert said previous funding for the area 
has only been " a Band-Aid approach”. 
He added, "We felt we had to demon¬ 
strate to the people of the area that 
something was being done.” Included in 
neighborhood proposals for next year's 
funding are continuation of the housing 
rehabilitation program, new sidewalks, 
consideration of the area’s economic 
development, expansion of the youth 
programs, and a multi-service center. 

Nonantum neighborhood proposals 
called for side waft and street lighting 
improvements, a land use and planning 
study, a permanent multi-service 
building, improved store signs and 
facades, as well as removal of overhead 
wiring. 

During its meeting, held following the 
public hearing board members asked if 
program funds could be used to remove 
overhead wiring 

Juris Alksnitis from the Planning 
Department said such work could be done 
with the funds if the area is blighted and 


has low and moderate income people 
living there. He added, the cost is very 
expensive; it runs about $100 a foot 
Relocating utility lines and poles was 
also proposed by representatives of the 
Newton Highlands association. Other 
proposals from the Highlands include 
street and sidewalk repair, continuation 
of the neighborhood beautification 
program, a day care center, expansion of 
a teen drop-in center, and upgrading 
store fronts and signs. 

Speaking for West Newton, Joseph 
Cosgrove called for finishing the 
beautification program in the com¬ 
mercial area, solving the parking 
problem, and helping with elderly 
housing. 

In Upper Falls, according to Brian 
Yates, the neighborhood is concerned 
about the depot and the building across 
the street. The depot is .presently owned 
by the Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority. 

Yates would like to see both buildings 
bought by the city and put to economic 
use. "They’re useless and ugly," he said. 

Speaking for Thompsonville, running 
along Route 9 from Jackson Street to the 
Brookline boundary, Pamala Taglienti 
said water pressure in part of the area is 
dangerously low. She called for im¬ 
provements in the traffic pattern along 
Route 9 and for improvements in the 
commercial area at the Langley Street 
and Route 9 intersection. 

Following the hearing, board member 
Ellen Lipson said, “I find it hard to justify 
those few stores (at the Langley Street 
and Route 9 intersection) as a village 
center. 

Sterling Hale of the Planning Depart¬ 
ment said Thompsonville is a neigh¬ 
borhood especially to those who live 
there. He added. "Although it doesn't

Board Joseph McDonnell, president of 
the for the past two years, paid tribute to 
the best qualities of the eight outgoing 
aldermen, some of whom responded 
emotionally and movingly about their 
experience on the Board. 

Not returning are Andrew Magni, 
Thomas Concannon, Richard Bullwinkle, 
John Stewart’ James Miller, Sidney 
Small, Joan Saklad, and Eliot Cohen. — 

McDonnell, who did not run for the 
presidency for the 1978-79 term of the 
Board, thanked the Board for the "honor 
and privilege" of serving the city and 
working with each of the aldermen. 

McDonnell will be succeeded by 
Matthew Jefferson as president. Jef¬ 
ferson, who has served as vice president, 
will be succeeded in that position by 
David Cohen. 

In the last-meeting business of the 
Board, Aid. James Miller postponed 
further action on a request for a $50 
monthly car allowance for Health 
Department nurses. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small felt that the nurses, who go from 
school to school during the day, should 
get no more than the 12 cents per mile 


received by other city employees who use 
their own cars. 

Miller’s "charter objection" left the 
matter in limbo, since no one knew 
whether the matter automatically is 
referred to the next Board. 

The Board of Assessors was given a 
boost in the form of a $14,500 ap¬ 
propriation to hire a part-time clerk and a 
consultant. 

Also approved was a resolution that 
would give Assistant Treasurer George 
Stiglich a bonus for serving as treasurer 
for more than a year after Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi resigned in 1975. Scafidi 
returned to his job. 

The bonus, which will apply to all 
people appointed acting department 
heads, gives them 3 percent of the 
department head's salary for each 90 
days served, up to a maximum of 10 
percent. 

A petition for site plan approval for a 
"learning center" at 150 Eastbourne Rd., 
Newton Centre, was approved for a totai 
of 19 persons, including teachers. 

Petitions for expansion of New Sidney 
Hill, Inc., and for permission to revise 
landscape plans for the Chestnut Hill 
Towers were referred to the new Board. 

The first meeting of the new Board will 
be Jan. 3. 


A special elite: gifted child grows up

When Merrill Wolf was 4 months old, 
his mother one day waved his hand for 
him and said, as mothers do, "Say, ‘Bye- 
bye, Daddy.' “ 

He did. 

And it went on like that for years. 

The Newton Centre resident of some 16 
years is now a neuroanatomist and 
neuropathologist, and worked in a 
professional piano career along with his 
medicine. 

Bom in Cleveland in 1931, Merrill Wolf 
had, by current standards, an unusual 
childhood. 

After his parents got over the shock of 
hearing their 4-month-old say "bye-bye, 1 ’ 
they realized this baby was different. 

He was given alphabet blocks to play 
with and flash cards, and one of his 
birthday presents when he reached the 
age of one year was a first-grade reader, 
which he could read. 

One of his earliest memories is of a 
nursemaid taking a book away from him 
in bed because he was supposed to be 
going to sleep. 

A player piano fascinated young 
Merrill, who by age two showed an ability 
to play and an interest in music. 

After he showed his immense talent for 
music, he was discouraged from par¬ 
ticipating in sports because of the 


possibility of injuries to his hands. He 
learned to ride a bicycle a few years ago 
and is a long-distance swimmer. 

Merrill’s mother and father did not 
push him as a young child but let him 
progress at his own pace. 

His own pace got him into Western 
Reserve University, now Case-Western 
Reserve, in Cleveland, at the age of 10, 
after being tutored privately. 

He either doesn't know or doesn't want 
to tell his IQ because, he says, "IQs have 
less precision at the extreme ends of the 
range.” 

By this time, Dr. Wolf had lost some of 
his wariness about being interviewed and 
began talking about his music. 

His eyes light up even now when he 
discusses the piano, and he wants it made 
very clear that he is a professional 
pianist. “I never relinquished it." 

He was a serious student for many 
years before he went to medical school. 
After leaving Western Reserve for Yale 
he studied with Paul Hindemith and then 
Artur Schnabel. 

He gives piano recitals at schools and 
colleges and has recently started giving 
organ recitals. He especially enjoys play 
other ing withprofessional musicians. 

Why did he not pursue music as his only 
career? A single career would have been 
"too restrictive,” he says, and besides 
that, "I would rather teach scientists 


than musicians.” 

Some times a glimmer of regret about 
some aspects of Dr. Wolf’s childhood 
creep into the conversation. 

Childhood can be somewhat lonely for 
an extremely gifted and talented child' 
although his parents made every effort to 
find friends for Merrill that were not 
adults. The friends usually were older 
children. 

There was a professor of English, Dr. 
Wolf relates, at Western Reserve who 
vowed that at age 10 or 11 he 

should not be allowed to take English 
courses at Western Reserve, even though 
English was required for graduation. 

A Yale University graduate at age 12 
with a B.A. in music, Merrill Wolf 
switched to medicine after a few years 
and returned to Western Reserve Medical 
School, from which he was graduated in 
1956. 

"The first time I was really ever in step 
was when I entered medical school," he 
says. That was in 1952, when he was 21 
and most other medical school students 
were around the same age. 

He went into medicine because he is 
interested in the biological sciences but 
never had a desire to "to go out and be a 
great healer." 

Dr. Wolf teaches neuropathology at 
Harvard but his main job is at the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 


School in Worcester, where he teaches 
anatomy and does research in 
neuroanatomy. 

His own precocious brain development 
did not lead Dr. Wolf into studying brain

structure from that point of view. 

"All my patients are mice with 
inherited brain disease," he explained. 

Even with a superlative intellect, 
Merrill Wolf admits that math has never 
been a strong point with him, and is 
grateful that his specialty uses more 
words and pictures than numbers. 

He is also not good at languages, he 
claims, and speaks a "vile German." His 
father, who was bom in Russia and 
emigrated to the United States in the first 
decade of this century, was gifted in 
languages, according to his son. 

Dr. Wolf is greatly concerned about the 
decline in federal funding of brain 
research, which took a perilous dip in 1977 
but is looking up now. 

"We had the finest biomedical research 
establishment in the world," Dr. Wolf 
says, "and I found it outrageous that 
political considerations should endanger 
it." 

The political considerations include the 
failure to raise the budget for scientific 
research enough to keep up with inflation. 

The Nixon-Ford regime also moved 
money from basic research to targeted 
research where "targeted research is not 
ready to be done."

Timing of development 
meeting discussed

A complaint about the timing of the 
public hearing for the community 
development program Monday night 
concerned a member of the Planning and 
Development & Development (PD) 
Board. 

Patrick O’Reilly, chairman of the West 
Suburban Council for Children and a 
Newton resident, said the public hearing 
was held in the middle of the holiday 
season and on the same night as the last 
aldermanic meeting of the year. He 
suggested to get the widest possible 
participation, the board should hold two 
meetings—one during the day the other at 
night. According to O’Reilly, a daytime 
meeting would allow more elderly to 
attend. 

PD member Carol Robinson said, at a 
board meeting held following the hearing, 
she was concerned about O'Reilly’s 
complaint. "It looks like we have a 
hidden agenda," she said. “Can’t we start 
these hearings earlier." 

Sterling Hale of the Planning Depart¬ 
ment said, "No, because we only have so 
much time." He added, even at this stage 
the planners are only working with 
proposed regulations. 

Member David Lurensky said the 
hearing was heavily advertised. "People 


won't come out unless it affects their own 
pocketbook," he said. 

'Tm talking about other groups who 
are less organized than those here 
tonight. Those who are unheard, but need 
money," Robinson said. 

Juris Alksnitis from the Planning 
Department said neighborhood meetings 
were already held in target areas. He 
added, 10,000 leaflets were distributed 
throughout the city with 3000 of these 
going to Newton Comer alone. In addition 
the planner said the hearing was ad¬ 
vertised every day for two weeks in the 
newspapers. 

"I felt the newspaper advertisements 
were extravagant for the numbers who 
turned out (about 50)Lurensky said. He 
added, "All groups have difficulty getting 
people out. I don’t know what we can do 
short of telephoning them directly." 

Alksnitis said the Planning Department 
is very accessible. "If people want to they 
can write the board after this meeting 
until the first week in January,” he said. 
Then if anyone feels left out, he can come 
to the next hearing on Jan 11 to discuss 
the proposed three year plan, Alksnitis 
said. 

He continued, "Theoretically, they can 
make additions until the final proposal is 
submitted to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development" But the later 
one submits a proposal, the planner said, 
the less chance it has of getting funded.

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Insufficient facts' 
to convict teacher 
accused of assault

Newton District Court Judge Monte 
Basbas found insufficient facts to make a 
finding of guilty in the case of a 
Meadowbrook Junior High School 
teacher charged with assault and battery 
upon a student. 

Bryon Findlay, a Fulbright-Hayes 
exchange teacher from Edinburgh, 
Scotland, had his case continued without 
a finding until June 1,1978, at which time 
Judge Basbas said he would dispose of 
the case. 

Jeffrey Casler, a ninth grade student at 
Meadowbrook in Newton Centre, said 
under oath in court Monday afternoon 
that his teacher "put both hands around 
my neck and squeezed hard for about 
three to four seconds" on Oct. 4 during 
the school day. 

The courtroom full of students’ parents, 
and teachers heard Findlay give a dif¬ 
ferent version of what happened during 
the morning after the chemistry class. 

Assistant District Attorney Neil 
Hassenstab called the student to testify 
first. 

Casler said that he was in Findlay’s 
chemistry class from 9:50 to 10:40 a.m., 
and with 15 minutes left in the class he 
and two or three other students “were 
laughing and joking around.” 

Findlay had asked them to stop it at 
that time’ Casler said, and after the class 
Finlday asked to see Casler for a 
moment. 

The teacher said, ‘“Come with me,"’ 
Casler said, into an office that is between 
two of the science labs. 

The student then said the teacher 
"shut” both doors in the room, and stood 
about one foot away from Casler and 
said, ‘“If you want to bring this down to 
physical violence, we can."’ ‘ 

Casler started to say something at that 
time, but Findlay then grabbed the 
student’s neck, and the student ap¬ 
parently blacked out and fell to the floor, 
according to Casler. 

When Casler was laying on his back on 
the floor, Findlay put his knee on the 
boy’s chest and said, “something like, 
‘Do you ever want this to happen again,"’ 
Casler testified. 

Casler said, “I just yelled, ‘Get off me,’ 
and he did. 

When Casler got up, Findlay said, "‘I’ll 
forget about what happened in the 
classroom if you forget about what 
happened here,”’ Casler said. 

The student said yes, and then left the 
room. 

Casler said he went to his locker and 
told some students, “Mr. Findlay just 
beat me up,” and they suggested he 
speak to another teacher, Robert 
Maloney. 

Defense attorney Howard Levine, the 
former city solicitor who was hired as 
special counsel for this case, called 
Maloney. 

Maloney, Jeff Casler’s math teacher 
and a team leader for one third of the 
teachers in the school, said Casler saw 
him on Oct. 4 in his classroom and told his 
story. 

Maloney was told by Casler that Fin¬ 


dlay" grabbed him from behind, put him 
in a headlock,"using his hands and arms, 
Casler then blacked out, was thrown on 
the floor, and then “Mr. Findlay sat on 
his chest’" Maloney said in court. 

Bryon Findlay said he did call Casler in 
to the office between the two labs, but he 
did not close the door to the other lab 
because it doesn’t hang right on its 
hinges. 

Findlay also said he spoke to a teacher 
in the other room and asked him “to give 
me a couple minutes." 

Findlay said he turned around to the 
center of the office and saw Casler sitting 
on the counter "very casually,” which he 
did not feel was "an appropriate position 
or attitude." 

"I said, ‘Jeffrey, get down from there,' 
and he just sort of grinned and looked the 
other way with his eyes'" Findlay said. 

Answering questions from Levine, 
Findlay said he repeated his order to 
Casler in a firmer voice without 
screaming, and at the same time put his 
right hand on the student’s left shoulder 
and “tugged him down." 

“Did you get his flesh when you 
grabbed him?" Levine asked. 

"No," Findlay said. 

The student then said, “'You can’t do 
that. You can’t touch kids here,"’ Findlay 
said. 

The two then had a three- to four- 
minute conversation in the room about 
Casler’s behavior in Findlay’s class and 
in other classes that Casler was in, 
Findlay said. 

Findlay is Casler’s homeroom teacher 
and house advisor, which means that he 
keeps attendance and helps with 
scheduling administration’ and keeps 
track of the student’s academic and 
behavioral performace in school. 

Findlay had had problems with Jeffrey 
in his class, and had a note from another 
teacher who said she "had some trouble" 
with Jeffrey in class, Findlay said.

Thousands of dollars worth of new 
sinks, toilets, and carpets were removed 
from consideration in the next school 
year's capital improvement request that 
was passed by the School Committee 
Monday, This was the last action by the 
outgoing majority of the Committee. 

The $150,000 package that was 
recommended to the be included in 
mayor’s budget for the city allows for 
many new electrical outlets to be in¬ 
stalled in older schools and calls for some 
major changes and improvements in 
some large school rooms. 

The capital outlay program that was 
passed represents a combined, 
“reprioritized" listing of the items called 
for in the Nine School Study and the 
capital outlay requests that were made 
last month but not voted on. 

The School Committee did not discuss 
or take action on what the administration 
submitted as a "major improvement 
project” to upgrade various schools at an 
estimated 1979 cost of $1.2 million. 

That amount is about the same as the 
cost would have been from for completion 
of the Nine School Study. All the work in 
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EVERY DAY 
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both lists was approved by the School 
Buildings Advisory Committee, a citizens 
group of architects and engineers that 
reviews the plans with the school and city 
administration. 

New toilets, sinks, carpeting, and 
acoustic ceilings account for a large part 
of the improvements in the schools on this 
list that are Angier, Cabot, Carr, 
Emerson, Franklin, Hamilton, Hyde, 
Iincoln-Eliot, Mason-Rice, Oak Hill, 
Ward, Williams, and Warren. 

All buildings will receive some of the 
capital outlay money except for Day 
Junior High, Bowen, Countryside, and 
Memorial-Spaulding schools. 

Original plans were to ask the mayor 
and the Board of Aldermen to approve the 
$1.3 million for the Nine School Study, and 
then have specifications drawn for the 
work and then probably advertise for bids 
and post a bond for the cost. 

The future of the major improvement 
project, which was substituted for the 
Nine School Study, will remain in the 
hands of the new School Committee.

Court secrecy 

Newspaper people throughout 
Massachusetts are waiting with keen in¬ 
terest to learn what action, if any, the State 
Supreme Court will take on a formal com¬ 
plaint about the action of Superior Court 
Chief Justice Robert M. Bonin in clearing 
his courtroom and sentencing an alleged 
young woman bank robber in secrecy. 

If no action is taken by the Bay State's 
highest judicial tribunal which, in effect, 
superintends the propriety of all state courts 
in the Commonwealth, a move may be made 
on Beacon Hill to strengthen the Open 
Meeting Law and expand it to cover all court 
actions. 

Some School Committees have been 
flagrantly violating the Open Meeting Law. 
creating the impression that for reasons of 
their own they are reluctant to have the light 
of publicity and public attention focused on 
certain of their actions. 

Now Justice Bonin's disregard for at least 
judicial tradition has caused the 
Massachusetts Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, which represents 37 daily and 16 
weekly newspapers, to challenge his action 
in ordering a secret session at which he 
placed on probation a young woman who 
allegedly took part last March in a holdup of 
the South Shore National Bank in Wellesley. 

Justice Bonin took the case away from 
another judge in October shortly before the 
young woman and two men were scheduled 
to go on trial on bank robbery charges. What 
prompted the protest by the newspaper 
organization was Bonin's action in ordering 
two reporters and all spectators out of his 
courtroom before he sentenced Rita Land- 
man, the young woman in the case. 

Rita Landman is the daughter of a 
wealthy New Jersey physician. At the time 
of the holdup she was a junior at Hampshire 
College in Amherst. She was placed on 
probation for four years by Judge Bonin. 
Two men involved in the $9000 holdup were 
given prison sentences. 

K. Prescott Low. president of the 
Newspaper Association, in a letter to 
Supreme Court Chief Jastice Edward F. 
Hennessey, protested violation of the princi- 
. pie involved in Justice Bonin’s action in 
sentencing Landman in the secrecy of a star 
chamber session. 

"Such action seems hardly consistent 
with the general principle of publicity of 
court proceedings in Massachusetts,” Low 
maintained. 

Courthouse observers were mystified by 
Bonin's action in ordering the secret session 
since he issued a transcript of the closed- 
door proceedings immediately after they 
were held. Low's complaint was based sole¬ 
ly on Bonin's exclusion of the press and 
public from the sentencing. 

Supreme Court Chief Justice Hennessey 
had copies of Low's letter distributed to the 
other justices in his court. “The court ap¬ 
preciates your expression of concern for the 
principles involved.” Justice Hennessey 
wrote to Low. 

Judge Bonin is a former top assistant to 
Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti. His 
appointment by Governor Dukakis as chief 
justice of the Superior Court created a con¬ 
troversy because chief justices usually are 
picked from other judges of the court. 

Open sessions, whether a judge or a 
School Committee is involved, are sought 
for the protection of the public and to sustain 
the right of the people to know.

Dukakis' next campaign promises

Three years after his solemn pledge to establish ‘‘the 
best government Massachusetts ever had," Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis is buffeted from the political left, the 
right and, judging from most observations, has a vastly 
confused middle grouping of voters. 

Despite all this, the chief executive continues to ride 
high in the polls, although in the very latest, conducted by 
U.S. Rep. J. Joseph Moakley, Dukakis's favorability 
rating declined five percentage points since May, from 
53.2 percent to 48.2 percent. 

This poll, taken in the Ninth Congressional District, 
showed that President Jimmy Carter and Massachusetts 
Atty. Gen. Francis X. Bellotti are more popular with 
voters here than any other Democrats. Each posted a 72.7 
percent favorability rating followed by Senator Edward 
M. Kennedy’s 70.9 percent. 

Dukakis, of course, steamrollered into office over ex- 
GOP Governor Frank Sargent on a host of campaign 
promises, the most infamous of which was his flat “ NO 
NEW TAXES" PLEDGE. In a speech at Suffolk 
University on Oct. 22, 1974, the governor said 
unequivocally: "I give you a lead pipe guarantee of no 
new taxes. I will veto legislation that would Increase local 
property taxes.” 

The big question now is: How will voters react to 
similar promises prior to the Democratic primary next 
September, and-or the final election in November? 
Campaigning in 1974 as the classic "outsider,” Dukakis 
convinced the Bay State electorate of both his sincerity 
and his ability to provide "the best government 
Massachusetts ever had” Clearly, the record refutes the 
above-stated pledges. 

Candidate Dukakis blamed the poor state of 
Massachusetts’ economy back then on his Republican 
predecessor; telling the Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce on Aug. 28, 1974: “It’s not Mr. Nixon or the 
complexities of the international monetary economics 
that have done us in. It is the utter failure of state 
government to manage itself effectively and respon¬ 
sibly.” 

In his campaign for re-election, will Governor Dukakis 
remain consistent and blame Massachusetts' current 
economic woes on the incumbent chief executive at the 
State House .. . himself? 

In the vital area at utility and fuel costs, candidate 
Dukakis, commenting on the Fuel Adjustment Clause on 
April 30, 1974, observed: "The Department of Public 
Utilities (to) "begin immediately to review and 
restructure our overall electric rate structure; the DPU

to become a full-time agency; more intensive, regular 
audits of utility spending conducted by the DPU, etc.” 
Will voters - looking at their ever-mounting "fuel ad¬ 
justment" utility increases, their higher telephone bills, 
etc. - react as kindly and favorably to such pledges 
again? 

In the vital area of transit, Candidate Dukakis on Oct. 5, 
1974, promised the Mass. State Building & Trades 
Council: "We can put thousands upon thousands of con¬ 
struction and other workers on the job, and provide this 
state with a public transportation system we can be proud 
of." 

Ask the “hard hats” today how they have "progressed” 
under the Dukakis Administration and the disastrous 
policies instituted under Transportation Secretary 
Frederick Salvucd, and you’ll understand how hard put 
Dukakis will be to defend the present situation - a 
situation blamed three years ago upon the governor he 
succeeded. 

Dukakis insiders and the governor himself are banking 
upon the notorious short collective memory of the voting 
public; they insist, with some Justification based upon 
past events, that the voters will forget all about those 


broken campaign promises (of which the above constitute 
just a few). 

Yes, the voters likely will even forget those two massive 
tax hikes pushed through by the governor shortly after he 
was safely elected. As Boston Herald American financial 
columnist Warren Brookes noted on a recent day, the 
governor has squirreled away upwards of 1200 -milllon in 
budget surpluses - money that will be doled out 
strategically during next years campaign with the bold 
message that Mike Dukakis, indeed, is a miracle worker. 

When that happens, who then will believe Dukakis 
pities who will point out that this money represents the 
broken promises made for the needs of the poor? 

Yes, Dukakis will be threatened from the political left 
( Harrington, Hatch et al) and the political right (both Ed 
Kings et al) but the confused middle grouping of voters - 
those politically unsophisticated and with short memories 
of past broken promises - will probably be swayed by

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One million and a half have turned off the TV

You’ll never see it, but television has a new game show 
that’s No. 1 on all three networks. It’s called "find the 
missing viewers.” It’s not one of those fun things where 
bells ring and people dress up in crazy costumes. This is 
deadly serious stuff; the prize could be survival. 

Because, somewhere out there in videoland, a lot of you 
have done the unthinkable: you have turned off the boob 
tube. Almost a million and a half of you, in fact. And that 
just won’t do. 

What you don’t seem to realize is that when you stop 
watching, all kinds of things begin to happen: ratings go 
down...networks lose money...and bright young 
executives get fired. 

Never mind that this year’s season is the worst in years. 
Maybe even the worst since way back there when Unde 
Miltie was dressing up in women’s clothes. That was when 
television was brand new and audiences were hypnotized 
by the mirade that anything moved at all. 

Now the home screen is in its third decade and we have 
reached the point where the top ten indudes goodies like 
"Laverne and Shirley," "What’s Happening," "Charlie’s 
Angels" and “One Day at a Time." 

Prime time is, as the kids would say, the pits. And 
nighttime audiences have dwindled by four percent. 


Even more alarming is the drop in daytime viewing. 
Can the world still turn when a million housewives kick 
the soap habit? Not in TV land, it can’t. That’s a 12 per¬ 
cent drop and it could cost the networks millions. 

In television, bodycounts translate into big bucks. 
Sponsors pay for a guaranteed audience (the 18-to-49 age 
group is the one they’re after) and when the numbers 
decline, so does the price for commerdals. 

Every one-roint drop in the ratings means a loss of 
roughly $36 million in gross revenues for the season. 

ABC, CBS and NBC are currently in the middle of the 
fiercest ratings war in history, spending almost a billion 
dollars to lure you into twisting the knob their way. 

And that’s why the loss of 1,460,000 viewers has sent 
them scurrying to find out where they’ve gone. 

Is the housewife who used to weep over her daily quota 
of rape, murder, unrequited love, faithless husbands, etc., 
etc., etc., now bending over a hot typewriter instead of a 
stove? 

Are the video games taking over? 

Are people changing their living habits? Maybe even 
(gulp) reading a book instead of staring at the tube? 

Was it a mistake to shift away from blood-and-guts 
violence into sex? Are audiences really ready for im¬ 
potence, incest and homosexuality? 

Is the decline in the birthrate beginning to show up in 


fewer children for the screen to mesmerize- with sugar- 
coated commercials? 

In a frantic fever to fix things, the networks are can¬ 
celing shows right and left, firing presidents and program 
executives, and pouring more millions into their courtship 
of regular viewers. It’s not that they don’t have the 
money. Actually, each network is loaded. ABC, NBC and 
CBS are forecasting record earnings for the year of over 
$100 million each. 

But they’ve already spent almost fl billion on the 
current season, pitiful thing that it turned out to be, and 
splurges like this are beginning to make investors twitch. 

Wall Street is wondering if the feverish scramble to win 
ratings is worth the price. With production costs up 
anywhere from 16 to 20 percent, the money boys are 
worrying that profit margins will be squeezed. 

The big question in the stock market is how long the 
networks can keep buying ratings with outlays like $14 
million for the "Godfather" shows, )8 million for the 
"Washington” series and $125 million for the Olympics 
coverage. 

What’s going to happen to the stock in a network that 
winds up with bad ratings? How does a bottom spot in the 
big three affect the bottom line? 

Stay tuned in, folks. The biggest soap opera on TV these 
. days is on Wail Street.

Country club land 


To the Editor: 

Recently there have been a number of 
articles on the proposed sale of the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club In which 
references were made to the position of 
the Newton Conservators, Inc., regarding 
that piece of land. 

These references do not appear to be 
wholly consistent with one another, so 1 
would like to describe what I think is our 
current position on the golf clubs 
generally and on the Chestnut Hill Club in 
particular. 

First of all, our recommendations are 
set out in our 1974 Open Space Plan, p. 7, 
under Conservation restrictions where 
"...We recommend conservation 
restrictions on all the golf courses, 
coupled, as we said earlier, with an option 
for eventual purchase." 

Later, on page 8 under Golfing, we said, 
“...Newton might consider someday the 
purchase of one of the large golf courses, 
either Charles River or Brae Bum, as 
city golf facilities" Finally, we said, “By 
recommending that the city negotiate 
conservation restrictions with the private 


golf courses, we hope that certain public 
uses might be agreed upon." Among the 
possible uses mentioned were cross 
country skiing, ice skating, hiking trails, 
picnic sites and one-day-a-week public 
golfing. 

So far as I can tell, we said nothing 
further on the subject until February, 
1977, when we issued a summary of our 
positions on various open space issues In 
Newton and repeated the earlier 
recommendations. 

Obviously our recommendations have 
not be followed and a new development 
will likely be proposed for the Chestnut 
Hill Club. 

We intend to examine the proposals and 
offer further recommendations if ap-' 
propriate. Our principal concern In this 
area will remain the same That is: to 
preserve in this area a substantial parcel 
of open space that is open to a variety of 
public recreational and conservation uses 
and which will be secure for these uses 
for the foreseeable future.

Publicizing robberies 


To the Editor: 

I am writing this letter in reference to 
an unfortunate incident that happened to 
me Thanksgiving weekend. 

My husband and I arrived home on 
Sunday evening to find our home 
burglarized. He immediately called the 
police; and within two minutes, two 
police officers and a detective arrived 
and were just marvelous at handling a 
devastating situation. 

After thanking all of them for their 
invaluable help and concern, 1 asked for 
their names and secifically mentioned 
that I wanted NO publiciy of the robbery 
given out to any newspaper. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 30, I received a 
telephone call from a friend informing 
me that a detailed report ahput the 
robbery was printed in the Newton 
Graphic. To make matters worse (a 
robbery can be quite traumatic) I 
received several phone calls in the 
middle of the night from pranksters and 
wierdos. 


The point I would like to make is that 
publicizing a robbery and identifying the 
victims should not be considered news. It 
is bad enough to have to cope with all the 
headaches involved with the robbery 
itself; but to have to contend with seeing 
it in print and to be startled by phone calls 
at 2 a.m., is tome not only frightening but 
completely unnecessary. 

Nothing can be done about OUR rob¬ 
bery after-effects, but I really hope in the 
future this kind of unpleasantness can be 
avoided so that other people unlucky 
enough to have a robbery will not have to 
even ask a policeman not to give any 
information to a newspaper. 

To me it was not just a question of 
freedom of the press but a complete in¬ 
vasion of our privacy. 

I hope this letter may cause both the 
Newton Graphic and the Newton Police 
Department to re-think their policies on 
providing and publishing such detailed 
stories and identifications.

have a readily defined center, there are a 
significant number of low and moderate 
Income people living there. In numbers, 
he said, it scored very high, just below 
Upper Falls. 

Turning to traffic, board member 
David Lurensky asked If those who ex¬ 
pressed concern over traffic problems 
are aware the community development 
program cannot help. 

Smith said, “Neighborhood areas such 
as Newton Comer are being very 


sophisticated about the matter by asking 
for wider sidewalks, which the program 
can fund.

Application for firefighter 
exam deadline Jan. 18 


The Massachusetts Division of Per¬ 
sonnel Administration will be ad¬ 
ministering an open competitive 
examination under Civil Service for the 
position of firefighter on Feb. 18, 1978. 
The last date for filing applications is 
Jan. 13. The examination is held to 
establish lists of people qualifying to be a 
firefighter. 

To be eligible, an applicant shall have 
reached his 19th birthday by the date of 
application and must not have reached 
his 32nd birthday. Proof of date of birth 
must be submitted with the application. 

Any Vietnam veteran who at the time of 
entry into the service was of proper age to 
qualify for the examination will be 
eligible for four years after the date of 
discharge or release from the Armed 


Forces regardless of his age, according to 
State Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci. 

To claim veteran's preference, an 
applicant must file a copy of discharge or 
release (DD214) at the time of 
examination. For disabled veterans, a 
release of medical record form will be 
furnished at the time of examination to 
expedite the processing of claim. 

Applicants may, upon request, visit 
with the local fire chief or his designee for 
answers to any further questions relative 
to any other local requirements or con¬ 
ditions of employment Application cards

advice of City Solicitor Daniel Funk that 
another trial would not be legal, the 
commission found that it had no choice 
but to remove the barrier. 

The prohibition against northbound 
traffic between Rte. 9 and Chestnut Hill 
Road began Nov. 1 to see whether the 
number of vehicles that use Hammond 
Street dally could be reduced. 

The Traffic Commission believes that 
the street cannot wtth safety either to 
pedestrians or drivers accommodate the 
13,000 vehicles. 

The neighborhood was bitterly divided 
on the question of the northbound 
prohibition. 

Several observers noted that cars 
frequently went around or over the 
barrier, which was constructed of rubber 


hose so that emeregency vehicles could 
go over it. 

The street allowed northbound traffic 
to enter from side streets north of 
Chestnut Hill Road. 

The whole problem was brought to the 
fore when residents of the Hammond 
Street area began complaining that the 
three-year-old closing of Reservoir Road 
Bridge In Brookline had caused an un¬ 
bearable Increase in Hammond Street 
traffic and traffic on surrounding 
residential streets. 

Brookline opposes the reopening of the 
bridge, which it feels funnels traffic into 
Brookline. 

The state Department of Public Works 
is expected to make a decision shortly on 
the reopening of the bridge.

Kathy Jones suggested that more 
collaborative programs for special 
education students from surrounding 
towns may be established to save tuition 
costs of sending about 250 students to 
private institutions. 


Footprints along 
tracks lead police 
to Lynn man 

Footprints in the snow along the 
Riverside MBTA tracks led police to a 
suspect Tuesday morning who was 
charged with stealing a car. 

Officers William Whalen and James 
Burke saw a car in the parking lot of 
Temple Mishkan Tefila and soon found 
out it was stolen from Saugus the day 
before. 

There was no one in it, but footprints 
led to the rear of the temple and down to 
the MBTA tracks near the Woodland 
station. 

Officer Whalen followed the tracks to 
the Riverside station and saw a man slide 
down the hill into the praking lot near the 
bridge over Grove Street. 

Arrested in the station was Joseph A. 
Ciampa Jr., 23, of 686a Boston St., Lynn. 

He was charged with larceny of a motor 
vehicle, malicious damage to personal 
property over $15, possession of 
burglarious tools, and possession of 
ammunition without carrying a firearms 
identification card. 

The last charge stems from possession 
of a .22 caliber tear gas gun which does 
not shoot a projectile but is considered 
ammunition under state law. 


Sending the students to these schools to 
meet the requirements of Chapter 766 will 
cost $600'000 this year, and the State Rate 
Setting Commission has allowed about 15 
percent rate increases for next year.

Kaplan's request that Superintendent 
Aaron Fink submit different plans for 
what may be a resumtption of a 
publication like "Inside View." 

Member-elect Jones said such a 
publication is "extremely important" for 
distribution inside the city and across the 
nation. 

Committee Chairman Alvin Mandell 
added that he thought the best In-house 
publication would project the image of 
the schools to persons in other parts of the 
country. He added that the “Inside View" 
was "very self-aggrandizing" and 
thought that specialized articles about 
some programs would be better off in 
specialized education journals. 

Member-elect Nancy Mann made the 
strongest suggestion about the purchase 
of any new equipment. She wants to hold 
off on that until the a decision is made on 
school closings, while some members 
would allow some desperately needed 
equipment to be budgeted. 

Mandell suggested charging the 
maximum amount allowable under state 
law for continuing education classes at 
the high school, which the state recently 
allowed to be increased by $20 to $25 per 
course. 

Howard Spergel suggested having local 
schools be allowed to put their own in¬ 
serts into any city-wide publication. 

He also was concerned that the staff is 
being isolated by not traveling enough 
throughout the state and country to 
examine what goes on in other schools. 

Spergel also want to make sure 
psychological services are adequate and 
suggested a resource center for the 
teaching of what he called "esoteric 
languages" such as Latin and Chinese. 

Mayor Theodore Mann asked the 
School Department to investigate in¬ 
cluding the school crossing guards in the 
school budget which might make the city 
eligible for some state reimbursements. 

Most members agreed with keeping the 
per-pupil allocation for books, supplies, 
and materials in the schools.

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New England 
horizons 

AGAWAM, Mass. (UPI) — Massachusetts is gearing up 
to pump $5 million into an effort to preserve the state's 
vanishing farmland. 

The Legislature acted after studies showed most of the 
state's agricultural acreage would vanish within 25 years 
is out unless something was done to stop the slide. The 
lawmakers earmarked the $5 million for a one year trial 
project to pay farmers who sell development rights to 
their land the difference between the agricultural worth 
and what a developer would pay. 

Henry Walas, a Belchertown vegetable farmer, may 
pick up $85,000 by taking advantage of the new legislation. 
He is considering selling the state his development rights 
to 58 acres of prime farmland in the rural college com¬ 
munity of Amherst. 

He said if he could get $117,000 for the land by selling it 
outright to private business that could build a shopping 
center or homes on it. As farmland alone it would be worth 
about $32,000. Walas came up with the three figures by 
having the land appraised when he tried without success 
recently to sell it to the town. 

. "My family has no interest in continuing the farm," 
Walas said. "And due to health reasons, I can’t do the first 
class Job I was used to doing. So I’ve decided not to do it at 
all." He moved from the farm to Belchertown three 
months ago from the farm he inherited from his parents In 
1948. He only works the land to keep it healthy now rather 
than raising crops. 

“I’m even willing to take a little loss between both 
prices as long as it remains a farm," he said. There have 
been no final arrangements. 

If his deal with the state is completed, he would keep 
title, but the development rights would remain with the 
state and the land remain dedicated to agriculture no 
matter who owns the land. 

Albert Christopher, a vegetable farmer in this small 
western Massachusetts town, feels the state has moved 
too late. The new law, he says, will "just prolong the 
agony." 

Agawam lost more than half its agricultural land 
between 1951 and 1971. The number of developed acres in 
the town of roughly 23,000 residents increased at about the 
same rate. 

Statistics for the state are Just as foreboding. Farmland 
in Massachusetts has decreased since World War n from 
over two million acres to about 575,000 acres. 

Christopher, a vegetable farmer most of his 57 years, 
has watched the good, fertile acres give way to housing 
tracts and highways. He worries nothing can be done to 
reverse that trend. 

He began as a young man with 12 acres inherited from 
his father and worked up to 200 acres. He sold 50 acres to 
the Bethany Church in Springfield last year because there 
were bills to pay and no cash to pay them with after four 
years of "one disaster after another.” The church plans to 
build a church and educational wing on the land. 

Like farmers nationwide, Christopher complains he 
isn’t paid enough for his crops' 

"The rate of income is nowhere near the cost of 
producing a crop," he said. "Years ago if you made a 
little you could survive. Today you can’t survive on a 
little." 

Part of his land won’t qualify under the new law. The 
soil is good for farming but bad for development because 
it's near the river — flood plain. Yet he vows he'll buy 
more land before turning over his last patch of earth. 

That’s despite the reality Christopher may be the last of 
his line to farm. 

"My son and son-in-law told me two years ago that when 
I die they’re not going farm," he explains. "You have to 
really enjoy farming to make a go of it. It’s got to be in 
your blood." 

Herbert Morris, 53, a neighbor and also a vegetable 
farmer, has refused offers from developers for his 60 
acres, hoping one of his four sons might want to continue 
as a fourth generation farmer. 

Though Morris is less pessimistic about the law than is 
Christopher, he too believes benefits will be limited from 
the state plan. 

He might profit by selling his development rights, 
Morris said, but he’s afraid his children or grandchildren 
might be left with land they couldn't afford to farm, yet 
couldn’t sell to anyone but another fanner. 

"The state could buy it outright. But how much of that 
can they do?" he asked. 

Buying land outright could be very expensive. Prime 
farmland goes for abou $ 1,200 per acre and even bad land 
can command $500 per acre. 

Both Morris and Christopher said whatever money they 
would make selling the development rights would be 
eaten up right away by expenses because of the high cost 
of farm equipment and supplies. 

One county agriculture official said Morris and Christo¬ 
pher "have voiced some logical concerns." 

"Some farmers think is the greatest thing that ever 
happened," said John Howell, regional vegetable and 
tobacco specialist for the extension service. "Some think 
this is ridiculous." 

"But I do know a couple of people who can't wait for it to 
come through. They want to sell their land and retire, but 
they want to keep It in fanning." 

Walas, the retiring Belchertown farmer, said he could 
understand why Morris and Christopher doubted the long 
term impact of the legislation. 

"It’s true this isn't the real answer," he said. "And In 
another 10 years, we will have a real problem. But you 
see, there's more to it than just the food farmers produce. 
"It’s preserving rural New England."

During the past decade, more than 10,000 men and 
women in uniform have made such calls courtesy of the 
largest entertainment union in the world.

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Focus 78: 

Carter vs Congress 
— round two 

WASHINGTON lUPIl — If, looking ahead toward 1978 
President Carter sees similarities with the year tost oast 
it is not an illusion. He appears headed for another rough 
tune with Congress. ^ 

In fact, the second session of the 95th Congress could 
pose bigger problems than the first as Carter moves to the 
midway mark of his presidential term. 

He has to deliver on some of his campaign promises. To 
do that. Carter needs congressional cooperation. 

But. with the exception of retirees, all 435 House 
members and 33 of the 100 senators must face the voters in 
November. The votes these lawmakers cast will more 
likely be geared to their own political needs than the 
desires of the White House. 

Presumably, Carter will have shed those nagging 

"mistakes" that plagued him in the first year and which 
critics and supporters generally attributed to a lack of 
experience on his part and on the part of the White House 
staff 

Sen. Alan Cranston, the assistant Democratic leader 
said the errors - notably a lack of advance consultation 
on legislation and a shortfall of contact with the people on 
Capitol Hill who can help his programs — "have been the 
mistakes of bei inners who are still learning how to run 
the White House and the executive agencies. " 

Presumably also, Carter will refrain from what Sen. 
Edward Brooke, R-Mass.. calls a policy of "entrench and 
retrench" which several times in 1977 left those whose 
support Carter needs stranded with a proposal or position 
abandoned by the administration. 

To fare well. Carter still needs in the Senate what he has 

in the House — a strong partisan leadership willing to go 
down the line for his programs. 

Speaker Thomas O'Neil] provides Carter with that in 
the House. 

But Senate Democratic Leader Robert Byrd has 
adopted a much more independent stance. There also is 
some question whether Byrd has yet acquired the clout to 
deliver votes on a major issue. 

Carter also needs other allies, especially in the Senate, 
who can argue his programs on the floor, in committee, in 
the corridors and the cloakroom. 

Slightly more than midway through his first year, 
Carter was having dinner with Sen. Ernest Hollings, D- 
S.C., at the White House. Holldors and the cloakroom. 

Slightly more than midway through his first year. 
Carter was having dinner with Sen. Ernest Hoewspaper 
about the "giants" of the Congress and was fascinated by 
it. 

"You know who makes giants in Congress," Bollings 
asked. Carter said he didn’t and Hollings replied "you 

do." 

Hollings told Carter that the "giants" are those who 
have direct contact with the president - both ways. He 
told Carter to find some friends on Capitol Hill. 

Hollings also reminded his fellow southerner that there 
were a number of senators who had also sought the 
presidency only to be beaten and were not averse to the 
Georgian being a one-term president. 

And it is in the Senate where two major foreign policy 
Initiatives meet their test in 1978. 

For them to go into effect, the Senate must ratify the 
two treaties which eventually would turn the Panama 
Canal over to the Panamanians. And should agreement be 
reached, the the Senate must approve any new Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty. 

Should the Senate reject either the agreement with 

* Panama or SALT, it would be a devastating blow to 
Carter’s foreign policy leadership. 

If the canal treaties are approved. Carter should thank 

* Byrd. It was the Senate Democratic leader who put his 
foot on the brakes and decided that no action would be 
taken until late February or March. 

It was Byrd — not Carter — who realized that a vote on 
the treaties before the end of 1977 would have meant 
certain defeat Even so, the administration will have an 
extremely hard fight to win approval, especially in an 
election year. 

There are indications that a simlliar fight is shaping up 
over SALT II and the man that Carter has to reckon with 
is Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash. Jackson is regarded not 
only as the most knowledgeable man in the Senate on 
strategic arms but also a man supremely distrustful of the 
Russians. 

Carter needs Jackson on this one. SALT n conceivably 
could win approval even if Jackson says “no" but it would 
be much easier if the Washington senator lent his support. 

Domestically, Carter has pretty much already in¬ 
dicated what he would like Congress work on in 1978. 

Charged with trying to do too much too fast. Carter has 
agreed to slow down the avalanche of legislation that last 
year almost buried Capitol Hill 

There is enough major legislation already before Con¬ 
gress or promised for 1978 to keep the Senate and House in 
session up to election night and beyond. 

But the economy is going to force Carter into action 
early on a step he hoped could be put off until later — a tax 
cut. 

With unemployment still running around seven percent 
and Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal and Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur Bums projecting an economic 
growth rate of only 4.5 to 5 per cent. Carter has to provide 
the economy with a stimulant 


He also has to compensate taxpayers, wage earners as 
well as corporations, for the extra money they will have to 
pay under the new Social Security financing program. 

The answer appears to be a proposed tax cut and it is 
expected early in the session. Sen. William Prounire, D- 
Wis., has urged Carter (o propose a $20 to $25 billion tax 
cut, two thirds for Individuals and a third for business. 

Proxmire said the tax cut should be accompanied only 
by reforms that are generally acceptable and would not 
jeopardize or delay passage of the cut. 

In effect, Carter is much in the same position as when 
he took office. His first move was to send up legislation to 
stimulate the economy. He dropped a proposed $50 per 
person tax rebate but other parts of the package were 
adopted. 

By proposing an early tax cut, however, Carter may be 
undermining hopes of major tax reform. The consensus is 
that reform and reduction must come together for real 
reform to have a chance. 

Another major Carter goal was welfare reform, for 
which his proposals already are before Congress: Jobs 
and supplemental income for poor persons in place of the 
present system of family welfare payments, food stamps 
and aid to the disabled. 

It has stirred more opposition than interest. Part of the 
reason is that Carter’s $31.1 billion plan would not go into 
effect until 1981. 


Under the prodding of Sen. Daniel Moynihan, D-N.Y., 
who is expected to play a leading role in welfare reform, 
Carter has agreed to a plan under which states and 
municipalities would get some relief in the next three 
years. 

Moynihan feels that this has helped the plan s chances 
of passage. A special House Welfare Reform sub¬ 
committee is expected to draft a new bill, probably after 
making substantial changes to increase the number of 
public service Jobs. 

Carter also is expected to send Congress a proposed 
national health insurance program in the spring but there 
is no indication yet of its scope or the date it would go into 
effect. That was also a campaign goal.

Islanders fall 
out of love 
with Navy 

VIEQUES, Puerto Rico 
fUPI) — It might almost 
have been called a love 
affair, the way the 
residents of this small 
island felt about the US. 

Navy. 

. For 37 yean, the island 
of Vieques east of Puerto 
Rico was delighted to have 
the U.S. Navy occupy 
about four-fifths of all its 
land. 

Swabbles and Marines 
using the military facilities 
spent freely in the town. 

Local notables hobnobbed 
with officers at the base 
dubs. And the money from 
land expropriations bound 
many families over for 
years. 

Vieques businessmen 
liked the Navy so much 
that once, after a senes of 
fights between Marines 
and locals, they formed a 
committee to ask the camp 
commander to reinstate 
leaves and let the ser¬ 
vicemen out into the town 
again to spend their 
nwoey. 

Some of the same people 
on that committee are now 
on the committee to get the 
Navy out The love affair is 
dearly at an end. 

For the Navy has 
drastically cut back its 
manpower, which once 
numbered 5,000, on Vie¬ 
ques. And the ex¬ 
propriation money is long 
gone. What's more, the 
Navy doesn’t seem to have 
much use for Vieques — 
except for target practice. 

The residents' dear John 
letter, if it can be called 
that was hand delivered 
Saturday, Nov. 12. 

Several hundred of the 
8,000 permanent residents, 
including several 
Americans, rode in a 
motorcade from the 
island’s main town of 
Isabel Segunda to a 
soldiers’ bar five miles 
down the road and then 
walked from there to the 
gates of Camp Garcia, a 
Marine base on navy 
property. 

They registered their 
opposition to the U.S. Navy 
and, for that matter, said 
they don't want the West 
German, British, 

Canadian, Dutch, 

Venezuelan and Brazilian 
navies around either for 
planned war games. 

Administratively, 

Vieques is a municipality 
of Puerto Rico — It lies 
about 20 miles east of the 
main island — and the 
island has the same 
political parties as Puerto 
Rica 

In a rare show of 
political unity, the leaders 
of the four political parties, 
from the back of a flatbed 
truck, agreed they wanted 
the Navy to leave the 26,000 
of the island's 33,000 acres 
it now occupies. 

"This is not an anti- 
American movement," 
said Mayor Radames 
Tirado of the prostatehood 
New Progressive party. 

"We are proud to be 
'American citizens but we 
believe that the pursuit of 
happiness of the people of 
Vieques should be placed 
above all military needs. 

The military should be 
under civilian control." 

Tirado also complained 
it is hard to promote 
tourism on an island that is 
potentially beautiful but 
whose best beaches are 
practice grounds for ship- 
toshore missile firing. 

While camouflaged 
planes of the Puerto Rican 
Air National Guard flew 
overhead on a training 
exercise, Ismael 
Guadalupe of the Puerto 
Rican socialist party said, 

“When a bomb falls, it kills 
a statehooder just the 
same as it kills a 
socialist." 

Viequenses, as the 
1 islanders are called, 
complain that the navy has 
stifled development by 
enforcing a ban on all 
construction over three 
stories high because it 
might interfere with low- 
flying warplanes. 

They also grumble that 
the Navy has all the fresh 
water wells on its land, 
leaving the island’s 
civilian population only 
foul-tasting brackish 
water. 

The Navy tries to thwart 
criticism on that point by 
leaving a tank truck full of 
good drinking water from 
its owrn wells parked at the 
gate of Camp Garcia for 
anyone to fill up at. Even 
the anti-Navy demon¬ 
strators drank to their 
heart's content.

A daring formula for success 


Several monthes ago, Elinor M. Bickley of Dedham 
began her career as a switchboard operator and today she 
is president of Cary Productions, a company she founded 
in September, which employs 15 people. Her meteoric rise 
was accomplished without ever having been to business 
school and without any banking or legal experience. 
Bickley's success is due to an impressive letterhead, a 
well-written business letter, imagination, chutzpah and a 
desire to achieve. 

For her first business venture, Bickley landed a con¬ 
tract with the Dedham Mall where her company is 
currently taking Polaroid pictures of children and adults 
with Santa Claus. 

Elinor Bickley has been a housewife for the past 18 
years. Although she has a degree in archeology and a 
master's degree in art history, she never worked, staying 
home to raise her three children. When she finally made 
the decision to re-enter the Job market, she was so ner¬ 
vous, she had to have a friend make the appointment for 
the interview. Despite that, she got the job. 

Sometime after, she read a magazine article and 
became intrigued with the idea of earning extra money by 
taking Polaroid greeting card pictures. In her mind, she 
formulated a company adding an extra touch. Why not 
tape the children's voices talking to Santa? 

That evening she informed her husband, a Harvard 
Business School graduate, that she was going into 
business. He was pleasant, but politely disbelieving. 

By morning, she came up with a company name and the 
next day had stationery printed. It read “Cary Produc¬ 
tions," had her address and included the information 
"Instant Pictures, Convention Recordings." It hardly 
mattered that she didn’t even have any equipment. 

She contacted Liz Mickson, promotion director for the 
Dedham Mall and explained that she had a new business 
. and was interested in contracting for the photographic 
work for the Christmas season at the mall. 

Bickely followed up with a letter stating "because we 
are based in Dedham, it would be a completely local 
operation and we feel we can do an outstanding job for 
• you." Not only did she promise an "outstanding job," but 
she also added "we offer a highly mobile, fast-moving 
service with guaranteed customer satisfactioa..people 
are able to see what they are getting on the spot with a 
free retake if dissatisfied This creates excitement, good 
will and word of mouth advertising.” 

She got the contract. 

But that meant showing up at the mall with a contract 
and she didn’t have one or even know where to begin. She 
stayed up all night researching’ with the help of an en¬ 
cyclopedia, what a contract was and drawing up a form. 
The next day it was signed. 

Landing the contract left her family speechless, but 
sent her off searching for a camera and tape recorder. 
She had a lot of knowledge to absorb in a short amount of 
time. She also had to raise some money quickly. 

To raise the capital, she mortgaged her car for J3'000. 
Her appearance at the bank was timely for “the law had 
just passed prohibiting discrimination to women in loans 
and a woman bank officer got it through for me, and was 
very nice." "Ten years ago," she mused, "this all would 
not have been possible for a woman." 

_Bickley was “determined to go for broke, because I 

knew if I didn’t do it now, I might never get another 
chance." She bought the equipment, two Polaroid Special 
Events Land Cameras and a heavy duty recorder. 

Not only was she continually coming up with ideas, she 
was also able to enlist support. Peter Scott, president of 
Security Photo, the firm which had been taking the pic¬ 
tures at the mall for 11 years, "spent an afternoon of his 
time with me to help us be prepared for the many possible 
difficulties.” She used any and all resources available to 
her calling the Polaroid "hot line” and making inquiries 
at the Secretary of State’s office. 

By asking questions, she discovered she could in¬ 
corporate herself for a fee of J125 and saved a lawyer’s 
fee. That did cause a minor problem because she was 
unaware she needed a sales tax number, a situation she 
quickly remedied. 

' The business was not without some obstacles. A small 
house had to be erected at the mall but that turned out to 
be helpful becuase she because she could utilize it as a 
dressing room. She had to get liability insurance, learn 
bookkeeping, make costumes and had to wash the beard 
and white gloves each night 

The woman who feared her first job interview now had 
to hire staff. She had employee applications printed up 
and decided to that people would work in four hour shifts 
so they wouldn't get irritable. 

Her husband and children pitched in with the various 
tasks and her husband has even filled in for Santa Claus. 
In the beginning, it seemed as the though the business 
would simply break even, but now Bickley estimates she 
will emerge with a modest profit. 

She is successfully launched into business and has 
proven she can deliver. As for the future, well, Bickley 
wears a medallion imprinted with the saying "failure is 
impossible."

Your kitchen may not have an open fireplace and 
chimney for Santa Claus, but chances are someone will 
give you a Christmas present for your kitchen. 

With luck, you will know what to do with it. It will be 
something you have really wanted. Or, even better, 
someone noticed the can opener was tired or the electric 
mixer blades were wobbling, and you needed new ones. 

, Generally, there are three broad classifications d 
: kitchen gifts: gifts to be read — cookbooks, subscriptions 
to magazines, hand-written personal recipes; gifts to be 
displayed and used — eatables, china, silver, crystal, 
stoneware, jars, herb gardens; and finally gifts to be 
studied — new appliances and kitchen gadgetry. 

Even if it is an appliance you have yearned for and have 
secretly been hiding recipes to try on it, you need a 
breaking-the-ice period to get to know it. 

Like a new bom babe, it is an occasion of Joy, but you 
i must remember it also requires paperwork — if a 
; warranty is included, fill it out as instructed and return it 
to the manufacturer.

KITCHEN

These Yule Logs, as they were called, 
burned on Christmas Eve, or a small 
portion was set aflame each night during 
Christmastide. The light from the log 
symbolized hope, and the deliverance 
from both spiritual and physical 
darkness. 

Today cakes often symbolize yule logs. 
You make these holiday "logs” feather- 
light and fill them with a rich creamy 
center. Rolled and decorated with a 
chocolate frosting as bark, they resemble 
the limb of a tree. The French call the 
yule log “Buche de Noel." 

Our version makes a sensational 
climax to any holiday party. The cake, a 
combination of enriched flour, eggs and 
spice, is a light encrustment for the rich 
filling. This outer portion adds not only to 
the holiday spirit but also to your dally 
need for the B-vitamins — niacin, thiamin 
and riboflavin — plus the mineral, iron. 
With all the holiday feasting, it's good to 
know that these luscious foods are 
beneficial as well. 


The rich filling carries a delicious 
coffee flavor. Chocolate frosting, swirled 
to look like the bark of a tree, provides the 
finishing touch. We recommend 
sprinkling powdered sugar on a cloth 
towel and rolling the cake up in the towel. 
When the cake is cooled, it is easy to 
unroll, spread your filling and reroll — 
without the towel, of course. 

YULE LOG 
(1 cake roll) 

1 cup enriched flour+ 
h teaspoon baking powder 
H teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
1 eggs, separated 
4 cup sugar, in two parts 
COFFEE FILLING 
CHOCOLATE FROSTING 

Stir together flour, baking powder, salt 
and nutmeg. Beat egg yolks until thick 
and lemon colored; add half the sugar 
and beat until very thick. Beat egg whites 
until foamy; gradually add remaining 
sugar beating until shiny peaks form. 
Fold egg yolk mixture into egg whites. 
Add flour mixture a third at a time, 
folding in gently but thoroughly after 
each addition. Pour into greased and 


wax-paper lined jelly roll pan. Bake in 
preheated 350 degree F. oven 15 to 18 
minutes or until lightly browned. Remove 
from pan immediately. Place on towel 
lightly dusted with confectioners' sugar. 
Roll up jelly roll fashion starting with 
narrow end; cool. Unroll, fill and frost. 

COFFEE FILLING:

Review 

Cheaters' funniest play of the year

James Brough. "The Ford Dynasty: An 
American Story." New York, Doubleday 

352 pp. 

Henry Ford, whose assembly line 
techniques and mass production of 
automobiles revolutionized the world, is 
the first of three Fords examined in this 
multiple biography. 

Henry's only son Edsel Ford, long a 
mystery to many, and his son Henry Ford 
II, are almost as fascinating as the old 
man himself, whose vision of a cheap 
automobile for every American family 
was fulfilled. 

After several false starts, Henry Ford 
sold the first utilizing Model T in 1908; six 
years later, assembly line production, 
750,000 “Tin Lizzies” were turned out by 
the Ford Motor Company. Henry has 
become a millionaire who began hob¬ 
nobbing with Thomas Edison and 
crusading for-Prohibition. Two years 
later in 1916 when his only son Edsel was 
married in a modest home wedding, 
Henry served grape juice to his guests! 
called his wife Clara "Mother," and gave 
Edsel a million dollars. 

When Edsel joined the company, 
Henry, always lonely and still unlettered, 
pitted the corporation executives against 
him for championing such "useless" 
ideas as hydraulic brakes and 
mechanical windshield wipers. Thus 
thwarted, Edsel and his family lived

separate lives, amassed a great art 
collection, and managed to establish the 
Ford Foundation. Sensitive and forward- 
looking, Edsel suffered his father's 
tyranny by having stomach ulcers, and 
died in his late forties of cancer. 

General Motors, especially Chevrolet, 
was Henry Ford's closet competitor. It 
was the late twenties before Henry, 
pressed by the newer styles of com¬ 
petitors, would agree to stop the un¬ 
changed production of Model T and turn 
to the Model A. He had relied on cutting 
prices (the Tin Lizzie sold for as little as 
$345 at one time) for increased sales. 

Henry’s views on labor relations and 
working conditions were similar. He was 
the first to give his workers $5 a day in 
wages and a 40 hour week. When Walter 
Reuther attempted to organize a union in 
the Ford shops, Henry hired armed 
guards and goon squads. When the union 
won its contract, Henry had a cerebral 
hemorrage. 

Henry Ford bought a newspaper in 
Dearborn, Mich, and printed anti-semitic 
banner headlines. The resulting lawsuit, 
which ran on for years, forced a printed 
apology on his part. 

Edsel’s son Henry Ford II was a poor 
student in school and barely squeaked 
through his four years at Yale. He 
became a Catholic convert to marry Anne 
McDonnell; and after three children were 
grown, the marriage ended in divorce in 
order for Henry to marry Maria Cristina 
Austin in 1963. Against his grandfather’s 
wishes Henry II learned automobiles and 
the business at the Rouge plant in Detroit. 

After service as an ensign in World War 
II, and a period of apprenticeship in the 
company, Henry II became president of 
the multi-billion dollar corporation, again 
against his grandfather’s wishes. It was 
his widowed mother, Eleanor, who forced 
power into his hands, and he left nobody 
in doubt over who was running the Ford 
Motor Company. 

This is a no-holds-barred story of an 
American dynasty, of three generations 
of the family that pioneered the 
automobile industry and thus changed 
the quality of life of all Americans.

"Cheaters" is the funniest play to hit 
Boston this year. It blends a well-known 
cast, hilarious script, and insane plot into 
an evening of constant laughter. 

The first scene opens with a middle- 
aged couple in bed. The conversation 
soon turns to ridicule and Howard tells 
Monica that he's going home to his wife. 

The second scene is one more of 
mischief and merriment because another 


middle-aged Sam and Grace, are each 
couple, self-consciously having their first 
extra-marital affair. 

The third scene shows a young couple, 
Michelle and Allen, who have been living 
together for 18 months. The girl decides 
that it’s high time they decided whether 
they are going to marry or not. They 
mutually agree to split for a day so each 
can determine on his—her own what they 
should do concerning marriage. This 
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means going home to their respective 
Moms and Dads. 

So ends the first act. 

Act II brings us to the parents’ homes. 
Each child discusses the situation with 
the parents. Seems reasonable enough. 
However, what you don't realize is that 
Allen has gone home to father Sam and 
mother Monica! And, yes, Michelle has 
gone home to none other than her 
parents, Howard and Grace. Intriguing. 
One realizes that Armaggedon is 
inevitable, and as the second act unfolds, 
Michelle calls Allen to say that her 
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parents have invited him and his parents 
for dinner. 

The parents, naturally, have never 
met So ends the second act. 

During the intermission between Acts 
II and III, I have never heard such 
buzzing in the lobby. Everyone greatly 
anticipated the climactic third act where 
friends and lovers meet sweetly once 
again. Act III, and the entire play for that 
matter, was terrific. 

AH six performers were excellent. Lou 
Jacobi (Howard) and Jack Weston (Sam) 
live up to every expectation 


Bible still 
- Christmas 
favorite 

NEW YORK (UPI) —Tht 
Bible still is a favoriti 
Christmas gift in Americi 
and Bible publisher; 
currently are enjoying i 
boom. 

Ronald Haynes 
executive vice president o: 
Zondervan Corp. of Granc 
Rapids, Mich., a leading 
Bible publisher, estimate; 
publishers' sales tota 
between $45 million and $6( 
million a year with retail 
volume twice that. Industrj 
figures are not tabulated. 

Handsome Bibles in 
genuine leather bindings 
retail at $16 to $45. More 
expensive hand finished 
Bibles for the church altar 
can run to a lot more. 

The ordinary volume and 
special children's editions 
sell from $1.98 to $10 or so at 
retail. 

Haynes said 65 percent of 
all Christian Bible sales are 
for gifts. "Bible publishers 
count on the Yule season for 
the best share of their 
annual sales,” he said. 

He said the growth of 
Bible sales has been 
marked in the past five 
years but could give no 
percentages because no one 
keeps the records. 

Bibles account for about 
24 percent of Zondervan’s 
sales, which have grown 
from $17.2 million in 1972 to 
upwards of $40 million this 
year. This percentage • 
reflects the fact that, 
despite the healthy growth, 
Bibles are a rather small 
part of total sales of 
Christian religious books, a 
flourishing market for 
many inspirational writers 
of prose and verse and for 
illustrative artists. Zon¬ 
dervan estimates this 
market was well over $500 
million in 1976 and said it is 
growing at a rapid rate. 

"There are more than 
3,300 bookstores in the 
country that handle 
religious books exclusively 
or nearly so and the sales of 
these stores approached 
$375 million last year," 
Haynes said. "Other 
bookstores and department 
stores sell religious books 
and an army of door-to-door 
salesmen sells them."

Anthropologist 
disputes idea 
humans are 
innatelyaggressivc 

WASHINGTON >UPIi - Anthropologist Richard 
l.eakey disputes the oft-proposed idea that humans are 
born with an innate drive to kill each other. 

On the contrary, I.eakey and Dr. Roger Lewin, a 
biochemist and science editor of the British journal New 
Scientist, contend that the evidence suggests that we are 
more cooperative than aggressive. 

Leakey and Lewin, writing in their just-published book 
' Origins", said there is no doubt that aggression and 
territorial struggles are part of modern life but they argue 
this behavior is the product of our environment, not our 
genes. 

"Anyone who argues for inbuilt aggression in Homo 
sapiens must see aggression as a universal instinct in the 
animal kingdom," they wTOte. "It is no such thing." 

But Leakey, son of famed anthropologist Louis I-eakey 
and director of the National Museums of Kenya, and his 
coauthor do not claim that humans are of naturally good 
natured toward one another. 

"It is culture that largely weaves the patterns in human 
societies.” 

Looking at lower animals to explain the behavior of 
humans. I^akey and Lewin note that territorial claims 
are widespread among different species. But not all 
animals are territorial. 

"That territoriality is flexible should not be sur¬ 
prising," they said. "It is. after all. a biological adaption 
to environmental conditions so that the species may 
survive through sufficient access to food supplies and by 
unhampered reproduction. 

"If food resources and space are scarce, then almost 
certainly there will be conspicuous territorial behavior. It 
is likewise inevitable that some individuals will fail to 
secure sufficient food or a place in which to rear a brood. 

• These individuals are, of course, the weakest, and this is 
what survival of the fittest through natural selection 
really means. 

■Territorial behavior is therefore triggered when it is 
required and remains dormant when it is not." they 

. wrote. 

"We can say therefore that territoriality and aggression 
are not universal instincts as such. Rather they are pieces 
of behavior that are tuned to particular life styles and to 
changes in the availability of important resources in the 
environment." 

As far as war is concerned, lxakey and Lewin contend 
that wars are planned and organized by leaders intent on 
increasing their power over people and resources, and 
that it lakes cooperation among people to wage war. 

"Powerful leaders have found more and more to fight 
about and increasingly effective ways of achieving their 
ends. 

"We should not look to our genes for the seeds of war; 
those seeds were planted when. 10,000 years ago. our 
ancestors for the first time planted crops and began to be 
farmers. The transition from the nomadic hunting way of 
life to the sedentary one of fanners and industrialists 
made war possible and potentially profitable.” 

leakey and Lewin said what has transformed the 
possible into reality is the same factor that has made 
human beings special in the animal kingdom — culture. 

"It is social and political ideologies, and the tolerance 
or lack of it between them, that brings human nations to 
bloody conflict."

Time cannot erase 
superstar's image 

Elvis Presley was so entrenched in popular music that 
he could have kept singing into old age. 

Once an unage is created time cannot erase it although 
the years may change it. During his later years, A1 
Jolson's range diminished, but he was a real pro who 
could still put a song over. Bing Crosby also managed to 
stay in tune in his seventies although the voice of the 
crooner had long been gone. Only George Bums defies 
vocal gravity. 

Presley was slowing down. His extra poundage made it 
difficult for him to gyrate in the manner of the Elvis of the 
1950s. Yet he retained a vitality that endeared him to his 
millions of loyal fans. 

It is interesting to compare the Presley of 1977 with the 
Elvis of 1954 and 1955. 

Listen to "Elvis in Concert" iRCA APL2-2587), a two- 
I P album made up of the soundtrack recording from the 
CBS-TV special and some songs recorded by Presley 
during his tour last June, and "Elvis — The Sun Sessions" 
RCA APM1-1675I, an anthology of 16 numbers recorded 
by Presley as his career was beginning. 

The TV soundtrack and the June tour songs reveal a 
mellowing of Elvis' tones and perhaps a slight reduction 
in range. The numbers Elvis recorded for the Sun label 
showed a raw talent that needed promoting. 

Elvis fans have their own favorite songs — "Heartbreak 
Hotel," or "Blue Suede Shoes," or "Hound Dog," or 
"I.ove Me Tender." So there may be difference in 
preference for the Sun songs, but it is almost certain that 
Baby. let's Play House" was the kind of tune that made 
Elvis the king of rock and roll. 

Merle Haggard's goodbye to Presley is "My best to you, 
Elvis, on your journey to the Promised Land." 

That is Haggard's postscript to an album Utied, "My 
Farewell to Elvis" i MCA Records MCA-2314). He has put 
together a selection of songs associated with Presley, 
such as "Jailhouse Rock," "Love Me Tender," "Heart¬ 
break Hotel." "That's All Right," "Don't Be Cruel." 

Blue Suede Shoes." and "In the Ghetto." Haggard opens 
lus tribute with one of his own compositions, "From 
Graceland to the Promised land " 

Haggard is accompanied on vocals by Dottle De 
U'ombus and laverna Moore and is supported on guitar 
by Dave Kirby, Red lane, Roy Nichols and Ronnie Reno. 
Hie basil' arrangements were fashioned by Haggard and 
Kirby

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Revised standard Bible: 

25 years and 
still controversial 

WASHINGTON (UP!) — In the offices where the affairs 
of the Revised Standard Version of the Bible are con¬ 
ducted, there is a blackened coffee can containing the 
ashes of one of the first editions of the RSV. 

The ashes are a reminandard Version of the Bible arc 
conducted, there is a blackened coffee can containing the 
ashes of one of the first edit Bible — when it was first 
published 25 years ago in 1952. 

Although there had been two other new English versions 
before, the RSV was the first major challenge to the 
preeminence of the King James Bible, first published in 
1611 and still believed by some to be the way God really 
wrote the Bible. 

The National Council of Churches, under whose aus¬ 
pices the RSV was produced, is marking the anniversary 
this month by publication of “The New Oxford Annotated 
Bible, with the Apocrycha." 

The new publication means that for the first time since 
the Reformation, Protestant, Roman Catholic and 
Eastern Orthodox church members are all able to use the 
same edition of the Bible and have all the books 
recognized as authoritative by their churches. 

While many of the early controversies surrounding the 
RSV have since been muted, new ones continue to pop up. 

The early controversies — which resulted in several 
public burnings of the RSV by fundamentalists — included 
characterizations of the translation and its translators as 
"communists" and charges that it was written to subvert 
the United States and classical Christian doctrine. 

Sometimes, according to J. Carter Swaim, an executive 
of the national Council of Churches' Division on Education 
and Ministry, which holds the RSV copyright, the op¬ 
position created "hilarious situations." 

He recalls being told during a speech on behalf of the 
RSV that "We have to be extremely careful in this 
community because there are known to be 33 card- 
carrying communsts in our city."' 

"Whereupon," Swaim says, "another gentleman arose 
and said, 'If there are, I shall certainly lose my job. I am 
the FBI agent, and I don't know any." 

A new controversy around the RSV involves feminists 
concerned with the "masculinebiased language" of the 
Bible. 

The 24-member NCC Revised Standard Version 
Committee, which includes Jewish and Roman Catholic 
scholars unaffiliated with the council as well as 
Protestant and Eastern Orthodox experts, has agreed to 
eliminate, in a new edition of the RSV, "masculine ex¬ 
pressions that are not in the original but have been intro¬ 
duced by translators." 

But the new edition will retain masculine usage found in 
the original Greek and Hebrew manuscripts. 

Father George MacRae, S.J., Harvard Divinity School, 
who worked out the compromise position, said "This may 
seem not to meet the concerns of some for 'affirmative 
action,’ but I am concerned to avoid faddishness even in a 
good cause." 

Those who favor striking all masculine-oriented 
language argue that it is more important to affirm that 
the Christian community is open to everyone than to have 
a translation accurate in every detail. 

“We are producing a Bible for people to use, not a Bible 
to put in a museum," said one church educator. 

Supporters of the compromise, like Dr. Bruce Metzger, 
Princeton Theological Seminary, chairperson of the 
translation committee, maintains that "passages that — 
reflect a historical situation of ancient patriarchal and 
masculine-oriented society" cannot be rewritten to 
eliminate masculine-biased language 'without com¬ 
mitting violence to the text." 

An example of where change could occur is the passage 
in Rev. 3:20, which reads in the King James: "Behold, I 
stand at the door and knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to him and sup with him 
and he with me." 

According to Metzger, the Greek text of the passage has 
no word for "man” so the first RSV version translated it 
as "If anyone hears my voice" while leaving the rest of 
the passage untouched. 

To eliminate the masculine passages, along with the 
antiquated "behold" and "sup," the RSV translators are 
considering rendering the passage as: "Listen: I am 
standing at the door knocking; if you heag my voice and 
open the door, I will come in to you and eat with you, and 
you with me." 

A place where the committee is not likely to change the 
translation is in Psalm 1: "Blessed is the man who walks 
not in the counsel °f the wicked, but his delight is in the 
law of the Lord." ’ 

"In ancient Judaism," said Metzger, "only men could 
constitute a quorum to establish a synagogue, and women 
were not encouraged to study the Mosaic law. 

"Should not the historical situation be conveyed in the 
translation rather than importing another orientation into 
the text?” 

The story of the Revised Standard Version begins in 
1929 when a group of Protestant educators and publishers 
agreed on the need for a new translation of the Scriptures. 
But work did not begin in earnest until 1939 when a 
translation committee, began laboring regularly over the 
task. 

At present the 24-member committee meets annually, 
sometimes for as long as 10 days, to propose any changes 
that need to be made. Changes are voted on by two sec¬ 
tions — one for the Old Testament and one for the New 
Testament. 

Changes in English usage dictate some revisions: the 
translators want the book to be understandable to modern 
readers. Others are required by discoveries about the 
original Greek and Hebrew of the Bible. 

An example involves the Hebrew word "pint," which at 
the time of the King James Version was known to occur 
only in 1 Samuel 13:21. Translators thought it meant a file 
for sharpening tools. 

Later discoveries suggested that a "pirn" was a 
monetary unit — the amount that the Philistines charged 
to sharpen certain tools. 

The new edition of the RSV also will incorporate in¬ 
formation from the Dead Sea Scrolls, the early portions 
the Old Testament that were just coming to light when the 
original RSV was published. 

"Because we are a committee, we usually end our 
discussions by taking a moderate position on issues of 
translation and literary style," Metzger said. "We want to 
retain as much of the flavor of the King James Version as 
possible while improving its clarity for readers today." 

Despite the attacks on the RSV when it was first 
published, it has proved to be an immensely popular and 
influential translation. 

In the first two weeks after it was published two million 
copies of the new version were sold and sales have now 
passed the 30 million mark. 

Dr. Krister Stendahl, dean of the Harvard Divinity 
School, speaking at a National Council of Churches dinner 
marking the anniversary, summed up the RSV's con¬ 
tinuing influence us an "all-purpose" Bible. 

"It is not as elegant as the older King James Version, 
nor as chatty, quamt. verbose or even as trivial as some 
new translations," he said. "But it remains a living Bible 
of a living church."

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Neighborhoods riddled with abandoned homes just one problem for committee 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Fifteen more members, in¬ 
cluding two New Englanders, have been appointed by 
President Carter to a National Commission on 
Neighborhoods designed to combat urban decay. 

Commission chairman Joseph Timilty, a 
Massachusetts state senator, Monday said new members 
of the group met in the White House. 

''Meeting here in the White House is symbolic of one 
thing — this is the first time I know of that the 
neighborhood movement has been given license to speak 
for itself,” Timilty said. 

The commission, which will study experimental 
neighborhood programs across the nation for about a 
year, is expected to focus on problems of mortgage and 
insurance redlining, racially changing neighborhoods, 
federal housing programs that have left neighborhoods 
riddled with abandoned homes, and related problems 
such as crime and the pullout of businesses from declining 
sections. 


Another slaying 
investigated in /?./. 

WARWICK, R.I. (UPI) — The case of Cesar M. I^dda, 
whose blood-spattered body was found jammed into the 
trunk of his black Cadillac, has been added to the list of 
mob slayings and disappearances under investigation in 
Rhode Island. 

Ledda, described by police as an underworld enforcer 
and a minor figure in one of the state’s crime factions, 
was found Monday. He was shot in the head, his body 
sandwiched behind a spare tire in the trunk of his car. 

Police also found a handgun and a table leg in the car, 
which had been parked for five days at the Yankee Motor 
Inn on Post Road. 

The motel register showed Ledda was not a registered 
guest, leading police to believe the car was driven to the 
motel by his killer or killers. 

"It is definitely underworld," said Police Chief John F. 
Coutcher. "We know he had at least one shot in the head." 

"We generally know who is involved in these things. 
Proving it is the hard part,” Coutcher said. 

Ledda, 35, operator of Atwells Electronics in 
Providence, was last seen alive on Dec. 14. His wife 
reported him missing the following day. 

Coutcher said Ledda "positively” was an associate of 
Gerard Ouimette, reputed leader of an organized crime 
faction in the state who was released from prison in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The Ledda case is the latest in a series of slayings and 
disppearances in Rhode Island which organized crime 
investigators think are mob-related. 

They include the September slaying of Gerald D. Christy, 
whose mutilated body was found in the Boston area, and 
the disappearance of four Johnston men and several other 
crime figures within the last year. 

When Providence police put out a teletype report 
seeking the whereabouts of Ledda and his car, a Warwick 
detective remembered seeing the car parked for several 
days at the motel on Post Road. 

"We came down, popped the trunk, and there he was," 
Coutcher said. 

When asked if Ledda was involved in organized crime, 
the chief said: “It's been the opinion of most law enforce¬ 
ment officials who were there that that would be a fact." « 

■ In 1970, Ledda was acquitted of charges that he mur- 1 
dered Comrado G. Manglicomot and Rudolph A. ^ 
DeLaRosa, two servicemen stationed at the Newport 
Naval Base. 

He was convicted this year of a gambling offense and 
earlier served 18 months for breaking and entering.

Redlining is the term applied to the refusal of lending 
institutions or insurance companies to grant home loans 
or insurance policies in geographical areas considered to 
be high risks. 

Gale Cincotta, leader of the Chicago-based National 
People's Action that has led the fight against redlining, 
was among those appointed to the 20-member com¬ 
mission. 

"We’re not going to go looking for the problems," 
Timilty said during a picturetaking session. "We know 
what they are and in fact the members of the commission 
have been either living with them or dealing with them for 
a course of years. Our strategy is to find those things that 
are happening in a positive way and get the federal 
government to implement them throughout the country."

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New England cracks down on holiday speeders, drunk drivers

The six New England states will Join 
forces for a "major crackdown" on 
speeders and other traffic violators 
during the upcoming holiday season, 
Governor Michael Dukakis has an¬ 
nounced. It is the first regional hlghwar 
safety enforcement effort in the nation. 

“Let potential violators be put on 
notice," the governor said. "Our roads, 


and the roads of our neighboring states, 
will be heavily patrolled this Christmas 
and New Year's season. Together, the 
New England states will do everything 
within their powers to assure that holiday 
travelers reach their destinations safely. 

"Speeders and drunken drivers have 
brought tragedy to too many families, 
especially during the holiday season. 


With a concerted effort, we think this 
holiday season will be the safest one of 
all.” Dukakis said. 

As part of the effort, radar patrol teams 
from each state will patrol the main 
entrances and exits to their states, 
meeting periodically at the border with 
patrolmen from neighboring states to 


coordinate activities and provide high 
visibility for travelers. 

If a speeder crosses into another state, 
he can be quickly apprehended by a 
nearby patrolman from the adjacent 
state. Previously, state police had to go 
through an elaborate communications 
process to know if there was a problem 
just over the border. 


"Too many drivers have a tendency to 
step on the gas once they cross the state 
line," Governor Dukakis said. "With all 
six New England states coordinating 
their efforts, it will be difficult for anyone 
to do any sustained speeding into another 
state." 

Within Massachusetts, there will be a 
50 percent increase in the number of state 


troopers who normally patrol the major 
high-accident and heavily traveled 
highways during peak travel hours. 
Radar, breathalyzers and aircraft will 
also be used extensively in the en¬ 
forcement program.

Troop Emphasis On Physical Training 


There’s more emphasis on physical conditioning. Troops 
are on the rifle range as often as four times a year. GI’s 
take a test on military knowledge each year and com¬ 
manders say they are seeking to make field exercises 
more demanding' 

Uve ammunition is often used, with artillery sometimes 
fired "danger close” a few hundred yards away to create 
as much as possible of the feel of actual combat. In one 
incident last year a group of several officers was ac¬ 
cidentally wounded by mortar shrapnel. 

Everyone agrees that was too close, but the idea is to 
"get away from the flagpole" and push the extra mile for 
realism. "The field is most important and if they know 
what they're doing out there, I won't bug them too much in 
garrison," says a senior officer. 

Some things don't ever change in the Army despite the 
new look. Standing in line. Hurry up and wait. The feeling 
that what you're told to do is just so much "rinky-dink.” 

Spec. 4 Aubrey Butts, 19, of Elizabethtown, N.C., makes 
a wry face on learning he’ll spend the afternoon picking a 
zigzag course through the woods to find small stakes 
planted in the ground with only a compass as his guide. 

"It’s repetitive, it’s boring," complains Butts. "I've gone 
through this thing three times in the last year." 

Boredom is what some commanders regard as their 
worst enemy. Arthur sees it as no coincidence that his 
battalion's AWOL rate tripled to about 6 per cent during a 
slack period last summer. 

Sgt. James Pinnix, 27, of Pittsburgh. Pa., thought when 
he joined up he was headed for an advanced carpentry 
school that would have put him in line for faster 
promotions. Instead he’s in the woods with a rifle, his face 
daubed with black and green camouflage paint. 

"I guess the recruiter handed me some bull," said 
Pinnix But he's made sergeant in his first three years — U 


used to take about twice that long - and is thinking about 
reenlisting when his hitch is up next year. 

"It's all in playing the game," he said. "Do as you're 
told. Be where you’re supposed to when you're supposed to. 
And the money’s not bad after you get some rank." 

A 21-yewr-old Spec. 4 — the same thing as a corp°ral — 
agrees. "You can leave the Army with money In the sank 
and a good car," he says. 

But if you’re low-ranking wtd have a family, like about 
onethird of today's enlistees, the raises that have helped 
higher ranks move abreast of civilian pay in the last six 
years don’t help much. 

Pfc. John laFavor, 19, of Tampa, Fla., grosses about $750 
a month, including allowwices for housing and food. After 
income taxes, rent of $135 for a house trailer off the post, 
gas, electricity and other monthly bills, he and his wife 
have about $200 left to eat and live on. 

LaFavor’s eight-year-old car has just given up and he 
can't affoi d the $35 deposit for a telephone he's supposed to 
have so he can be called in case of an alert. He’s been 
married six months and doesn't have children, but if he did 
he might be on such welfare assistance as food stamps, as 
some GI's are. 

Barbara, his wife, isn’t very happy about Army life 
although she convinced her husband to enlist. 

"John couldn't kzec on at the technical school he was en¬ 
rolled in and he didn't have much of a steady j°b, so there 
really wasn't much choice," she says. 

Lt. Gen. Volney Warner, who commands all the troops at 
Fort Bragg, says the VWmy is going to face stiffer com¬ 
petition for personnel, particularly if the economy im¬ 
proves. Warner and other Army commanders are urging a 
package of benefits aimed at keeping young people: “I've 
had too many yoqng soldiers tell me they can’t afford to go 
the second three years.”

Problems Beset Small Boat Owners 


By LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK i UPI i — Electrical troubles cause owners 
of small boats more grief and lost boating pleasure than 
anything else. 

This is less true of outboard than inboard because the 
outboard engine is properly wired at the factory, has 
magneto ignition and even big outboards can be cranked 
by hand if need be. Nevertheless, outboard motors are 
subject to electrical miseries caused by condensation, 
corrosion, fraying of cables and fuel pollution that fouls 
sparkplugs. If the magneto ever gets thoroughly soaked in 
salt water and is not immediately cleaned up and "run 
dry” for several hours, the motor may be ruined. 

Inboard engines are subject to these and more 
dangerous electical perils. Except for very tiny units, 
modern inboard engines have no hand cranking facility 
ar\d are too big and too inconveniently mounted for 
handcranking. They are dependent on the battery, and 
that means that lives of the yachtsman and his family 
depends on the battery. 

Most small yachts and skiffs are equipped with what is 
L-alled a marine battery but most are just slightly 
modified automobile batteries. The blunt truth is they 
aren't good enough. True marine batteries, the kind used 
on ships and large yachts, are built of much more rugged 
materials and cost more. They are not sold everywhere, 
vou have to hunt for them. But they may save your 
faniilly's life and they’ll give you a lot more boating time. 

A diesel engine has no electric ignition but unless it is 
any enough to be cranked by hand it also is dependent on 
lie battery as are your radio and perhaps your lights. 

Because gasoline fumes are heavier than air and sink in 
he bilge it is always necessary to ventilate an inboard gas 
ngioe compartment thoroughly before starting the 
notor In an open boat, lifting the engine box is enough, 
)ut if the engine is below deck, there must be a properly 
noun led Coast Guard approved electric blower. Failure 
o ventilate the engine compartment properly could blast 
mu into kingdom come. 


Marine batteries should be as close to the engine and as 
far from the fuel tank as possible. They should be housed 
in heavy plastic containers with deep lids and holding 
straps and should be wedged firmly in place. The ter¬ 
minals should be painted with a special anticorrosion 
compound made for just this purpose. Unless you use the 
boat more than once a week, it's a good idea to have a 
trickle charger to use dockside power for recharging. If 
your boat is kept on a mooring instead of at home or in a 
marina, you may have to lug the battery ashore in your 
dinghy now and then to have the charge built up at a 
garage. 

Everything electrical on a boat takes a worse beating 
than the electrical system of your car from condensation, 
corrosion, heating up and fuel pollution. 

There even have been a few disastrous boat fires caused 
by the emission of flammable hydrogen below decks from 
a bank of malfunctioning batteries 

You just have to be eternally vigilant about everything 
electrical on a boat. 


Heavy Losses In Explosion 

NEW DELHI, India, (UPI) — A series of explosions 
ripped through the government-owned heavy water plant 
near Baroda city Saturday night and set a converter on 
fire, Saniachar national news agency reported. 

The national news agency said heavy losses were feared 
but no official estimate of casualties was immediately 
available. 

The blasts also rocked a nearby fertilizer factory, an oil 
refinery and a village, the agency said. 

The fire in the plant was brought under control within 
one hour by a fire brigade which was rushed to the site 
from Baroda, 245 miles north of Bombay.

Cosmonauts Link In Space

MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union's Soyuz 26 cos¬ 
monauts linked their space capsule to the orbiting Salyut 6 
laboratory Sunday and moved in to begin a program of 
space research. 

Radio Moscow interrupted a Sunday morning program 
of music to report the docking, which came two months 
after failure to dock forced the Soyuz 25 cosmonauts to 
abort their mision. 

"Today at 6:02 Moscow time (11:02 p.m. Saturday EST i 
there was a linkup of the station and the spaceship,” 
Moscow Radio said. "The systems are working normally. 
The cosmonauts feel well," it said. 

The cosmonauts will study physical processes and 
phenomena in space and the earth’s surface and its at¬ 
mosphere to gather information for Soviet industry, the 
report said. 

They also will carry out medical-biological research 
and technical experiments and test the stations onboard 
systems and apparatus, including a docking device with 
which the Soyuz 25 failed to link up. 

Two cosmonauts made an unsuccessful attempt in 
October to link their Soyuz 25 craft with Salyut 6 and the 
flight was aborted 48 hours after liftoff. 

Western space experts estimated that Soyuz 26 had only 
until dawn Monday to dock and if it has not done so by 
then, it would have reached its safety margins on fuel 
consumption and would have had to return to Earth

Year in review 

1977

Election fever hit the City of Newton 
during 1977, with new people claiming 
they had new solutions to the city's woes. 

But the problems remained while the 
campaigns began. 

School closings, land development 
proposals’ and taxes provided continuous 
fuel for long discussions, and even 
Mother Nature got us riled up with a few 
surprises. 

Here are the highlights of the year 
Newton was an All-America City. 

JANUARY 

A plan to reduce the House of 
Representatives from 240 to 160 members 
in the 1978 elections resulted in the loss of 
one state representative for Newton. 
Districts for Lois Pines and David 
Mofenson will be expanded, and the ones 
that Peter Harrington and Joseph 
j DeNucci hold will be merged into one 
' with part of Waltham. 

The Paramount Theater was fined 
1 $3000 in Newton District Court for 
showing X-rated films. 

Assessor Philip Waterman was the 
second assessor to resign in the face of a 
political squabble over how to deal with 
revaluation. 

The School Committee voted to close 


Three deer that lived in the city-owned 
Deer Park are dead this week following 
an attack by two dogs from Brookline on 
Monday afternoon. 

Two deer were killed immediately by 
the attacking dogs at 4 p.m., police said, 
and a third that was badly injured had to 
be put to sleep. 

Animal Control Officer Charles Rivers 
said Wednesday that one of the owners of 
the dogs that attacked the deer had the 
dog put to sleep. 

The owner of the other dog also agreed 
to have it put to sleep, according to the 
Conservation Commission.

FEBRUARY 

Newton South High School's newspaper 
“Denebola” wondered whether it could 
survive because of money problems, but 
contributions from the community kept it 
alive. 

Police Chief William Quinn said the 12 
women officers hired in 1975 under a 
federal grant were performing as well as 
the men hired with them. 

The Board of Aldermen tried un¬ 
successfully to restore a pumper to the 
Crafts Street fire station that Mayor 
Theodore Mann cut from the city budget. 

The aldermen denied permissive use 
for the proposed development of 154 or 120 
condominium apartments on the Murley 
Farm land in Ward 8 on Dedham Street. 

The Supreme Judicial Court struck 
down Newton's unwritten "10 percent 
policy" for low-income housing to be 
provided by developers of new apart¬ 
ments. Builder Michael Iodice challenged 
the policy as it was to apply to his 
development on Commonwealth Avenue 
in Auburndale. 

The Newton North Tigers hockey team 
won the Suburban League championship 
by defeating Weymouth South 5-2. 


The keepers of the deer park, Fred and 
Carol Hochberg, cornered the dogs in the 
fenced-in park until officers arrived. 

One of the deer was found at the park. 
The fifth deer could not be located im¬ 
mediately but was found later. 

The dogs that chased the deer were a 
black mongrel shepherd and a beagle. 
The shepherd had been owned by a 
Brookline family for eight years, Rivers 
said. 

Some people traveling on Hammond 
Pond Parkway noticed the dogs 
harassing the deer and stopped to notify 
the Hochbergs, Rivers said.

"I don’t feel we should give up 
the effort," she added. 

“I don’t think the Conservation Com¬ 
mission should be in the business of 
running a zoo"’ commissioner Deborah 
Howard said. She added, "Deer are wild 
animals, and we don't have adequate 
facilities or zoologically trained people to 
care for them.” 

Commissioner Thelma Fleishman said, 
“I've always supported the Deer Park, 
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The city began planning for the Fire 
Department to take over and improve the 
ambulance service to comply with new 
state laws. 

Funding was received by the Jewish 
Community Housing for the Elderly to 
build a 120-unit complex on Stanton 
Avenue,. Auburndale, where a "life care 
center" was planned to be built. 

MARCH 

The School Committee approved the 
rental of Dickinson Stadium at Newton 
North High School to Newton Catholic, 
and asked the aldermen to approve the 
transfer of $250,000 for a home facility for 
Newton South High School. 

A proposal for planned unit develop¬ 
ment on five or more acres of land failed 
to get the aldermen's approval. . 

The Board of Aldermen voted to in¬ 
crease their pay from $1200 to $ 1800 , and 
increased the mayor's salary from 
$27,500 to $37,500. 

The aldermen also approved two $1.2 
million school improvement projects for 
the Underwood School and Newton North 
High School. 

The Library Site Selection Committee 
chose city land at Homer and Walnut 
streets for the site of a new library, but no 
one is holding their breath waiting for the 
building to appear. 

The School Committee passed a $32.4

The newly organized Board of Aider- 
men will hold its first official meetings 
Jan. 4, when the Finance Committee and 
Public Safety & Transportation Com¬ 
mittees meet at City Hall. 

Aldermanic committee meetings will 
be held on Monday and Wednesday 
nights, with an announced starting time 
of 7:30 p.m. 

Board of Aldermen meetings will 
continue to be held on the first and third 
Monday nights. 

The caucus of aldermen-elect Tuesdav 
night adopted rules establishing the new 
committee structure and procedures, but 
agreed not to hold a full Board meeting 
until Jan. 17. 

The aldermen, mayor and School 
Committee will be sworn in Monday, Jan. 
2, at 10:30 a.m. Following the ceremony, 
the aldermen will ratify their election of 
officers and adoption of Board structure 
and procedure. 

The number of committees of the Board 
has been reduced from 11 to seven, with 
the assignments of each committee being 
distributed somewhat differently. 

The new Administration & Planning 
Committee is a merger of the former City 
Planning Committee and the Kenrick 
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million budget almost exactly as it was 
presented by Superintendent Aaron Fink. 
It was up 1.3 percent from the previous 
year. 

Some Street Department employees 
made strong objections to the new Shu- 
Pak trucks, hut trash collection went on 
as planned. 

Two students at Newton North High 
School were arrested for turning in false 
alarms. 

APRIL 

The state Housing Appeals Commttee 
ordered the city Zoning Board of Appeals 
to comply with the "anti-snob zoning" 
law and allow 140 units of housing to be 
built on Stamford Street, Auburndale. 
However' the owner has been unable to 
obtain financing. 

The City of Newton was selected one of 
10 All-America Cities by the National 
Municipal League. The prize cited 
grassroots participation in the Newton 
Highlands Area Council, the Community 
Schools, and efforts to save the Bigelow 
House. 

The Newton Housing Authority was 
ordered by Middlesex Superior Court to 
double its payment of $84,000 to the 
Ciccone family for the purchase of land 
on Beaconwood Road, Newton Highlands. 

City officials approved 43 elderly 
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Apparently wanting to remove some 
heat from the new School Committee, the 
school secretaries' association voted this 
week to accept a contract that will give 
them about a 5 percent raise for each of 
the next two years. 

Ann Hudson, president of the Newton 
Educational Secretaries Association, 
said the group that bargains for about 165 
secretaries voted by a show of hands to 
accept an offer of 4 percent from Sept.l of 
this year to March 1978, and an additional 
1 percent through August 1978. 

A 5 percent raise will be given the 
second year of the contract, from Sep¬ 
tember 1978 to August 1979. 

Ms. Hudson said negotiations had 
progressed from the beginning of the 
year, but would not comment on reports 
that the settlement was timed for the 
benefit of the incoming School Com¬ 
mittee. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell, in what will probably be his last 
official act as chairman, signed the 
contract at about 7:30 p.m. Tuesday in 
the Education Center. 

The annual raises are the same per¬ 
centages as those offered to the teachers 
but refused early this month. 

Thomas O'Conor, assistant director for 
personnel, said that the contract covers 
about 165 full-time and part-time 
secretaries. 

Secretaries will also receive annual 
increments along a 10-step scale, O’Conor 
said. 

With the 4 percent increase, secretaries 
at the junior Civil Service level will earn

The new Board of Aldermen will have 
the greatest number of new aldermen 
than in anyone’s memory. 

The eight aldermen who are leaving, 
some involuntarily, have left gaps in the 
Board that will be hard to fill — in per¬ 
sonality, dedication to their job, and 
knowledge. 

The reason for wanting to be one of the 
24 people who conduct the city’s business 
varied from one to another, but it cer¬ 
tainly has never been financial reward. 

For the approximately 400 hours a year 
at work in City Hall and untold more 
answering constituent requests, aider- 
men now get $1800 a year, and until a few 
years ago got nothing. 

Six of the aldermen had for various 
reasons decided to leave the Board at the 
end of the year, and two were ousted in 
the recent election, to the surprise and 
dismay of their colleagues. 

Aid. Thomas Concannon, who was 
elected ward alderman from Ward 2 in 
1969, received long applause from his 
fellow members at the last Board 
meeting of the year when Aid. Joseph 
McDonnell said Concannon knows more 
about Newton and its people than 
anybody, "and he will be greatly 
missed." 

Concannon, reportedly in line to be 
chairman of the Democratic City Com¬ 
mittee, brought a laconic calming in¬ 
fluence to the Board, especially in the 
committees on which he served, which 


have been on the job 10 years or more. 

For senior secretaries the range is 
from $8072 to $11,777, and for executive 
secretaries the range is from $9137 to 
$12,844. 

Teachers have also been offered about 
5 percent a year plus increments, but 
turned down that offer on Dec. 1. 

The teachers have instituted a work-to- 
rule job action since the beginning of the 
school year to protest their lack of con¬ 
tract. 

The secretaries’ contract includes a 
reduction-in-force clause that allows the 
School Department to make layoffs ac¬ 
cording to both seniority and per¬ 
formance. There are eight levels of 
service and rank by which to judge 
seniority, and those within each level will 
be evaluated according to quality of their 
work. 

Attrition has taken care of the reduc¬ 
tion in secretaries up to now, Ann Hudson 
said, except for some of the secretaries 
hired on a temporary basis. 

Newton Teachers Association 
President Richard Adams said the 
reduction-in-force language in the 
teachers' contract offer, similar to the 
secretaries’, may have been responsible 
for the membe r ship’s rejection of the 
contract. 

Adams said a poll is going to be taken of 
the NTA members to determine exactly 
which areas of the last offer by the School 
Committee were unacceptable. 

Adams, a housemaster at Newton 
North High School, said he has extended 
an offer to the new School Committee to 
sit down and bargain as soon as they 
would like, even before the survey is 
completed and before the factfinder’s 
report arrives in February. 


did their business expeditiously and with 
a minimum of nonsense. 

He feels that he was a mediator bet¬ 
ween different factions of the Board, he 
said this week. He was able to talk with 
everybody without anger, listen to their 
points of view, and- pass them on to 
others. 

The defeat of John Stewart from Ward 4 
after only one term saddened many. 
McDonnell called him "one of the out¬ 
standing aldermen." 

Stewart's greatest contribution to the 
Board was probably his example as a 
"digger," who relentlessly studied, asked 
questions, and got outside opinions on 
many matters of considerable financial 
import to the city. 

His exhaustive "memorandums" on 
such subjects as the proposed central 
communications center (which he op¬ 
posed) and reports of a subcommittee on 
the treasurer's office told some aldermen 
perhaps more than they wanted to know 
on the subjects but showed an un¬ 
derstanding that surpassed that of most 
aldermen. 

"There is some profit in looking into 
everything," he said. 

Stewart once considered running for 
School Committee and is considering 
again running for the position now held by 
Manuel Beckwith, who under charter 
limitations must give up his seat in 1979. 

Of the six aldermen who retired this 
year, Sidney Small and Eliot Cohen will 
have left the most lasting impressions,

Reservoir Rd. bridge 
reopening announced 


The Reservoir Road bridge in Boston 
which connects the communities of 
Newton and Brookline will be reopened, 
Commissioner John J. Carroll of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works announced last week. 

The actual reopening will not take 
place until the department decides 
whether the bridge can be repaired to 
carry 6 tons or whether it must be 
completely rebuilt 

The Reservoir Road Bridge was closed 
to all traffic in May 1974 after a structural 
study indicated that the bridge should be 
rated for only 5.4 tons. 

The decision was made following a 
meeting of the Newton Board of Aider- 
men on Dec. 19 at which it was resolved to 
reinstate the two-way traffic pattern on 
Hammond Street and to request the 
Mass. DPW to open the Reservoir Road 
bridge along with a request to the Town of 
Brookline to remove the one-way 
restriction on Middlesex Road. 


Carroll said the decision was reached 
after a thorough report was made by a 
special three-city task force (Boston, 
Brookline and Newton), organixed to 
study the bridge and Its effects on ad¬ 
jacent neighborhoods. 

The task force recommended that the 
intersection of Hammond Street and 
Beacon Street be Improved, a median 
island be installed on Beacon Street 
easterly from Hammond Street, traffic 
circulation improvements be made In the 
Acacia Road area of Newton and the 
Clinton Road area of Brookline, and the 
intersection of Beacon Street and 
Reservoir Road be improved. 

These recommendations will be im¬ 
plemented by the department after 
further consultation with the three 
communities involved. 

The commissioner said that he could 
not specify the reopening date at this 
time’ as the opening would be contingent 
upon a report by department bridge 
engineers.

New cars to provide 
all Riverside service 

The new light rail vehicles will com¬ 
pletely take over service on the Riverside 
Green Line, except in cases of 
emergency, the MBTA has announced. 

Recent LRV reliability tests in 
passenger service indicate the fleet of 43 
new trolleys should be sufficient to 
produce the 30 cars needed for the 
morning rush hour and the 32 cars needed 
for the evening rush hour. 

Reliability testing of the vehicles in 
passenger service Is continuing following 
a series of modifications to the cars by 
the Boeing Vertol Company, the 
manufacturer of the vehicles. 

Assuming this trend continues through 
the end of the testing period early next 
year, the older streetcars from the 
Reservoir carhouse now being kept at 
Riverside will be dispatched back to 
Reservoir for use on the Cleveland Circle- 
Beacon Street line and the Boston

Licensure of social 
workers now law 

Michael Dukakis has signed into law 
Senate Bill 1693 landmark 
legislation to require the licensing of 
social workers. The legislation is the 
result of three years work in the 
legislature by State Sen. Jack Backman 
and State Rep. David Mofenson, as well 
as lobbying efforts by a licensing 
coalition of Massachusetts social 
workers. 

Until now it has been possible for 
anyone to call himself or herself a social 
workers without any training or ex¬ 
perience, according to Backman and 
Mofenson. Licensure will protect con¬ 
sumers and give social workers their due 
recognition as one of the major 
professional groups providing human 
services. 

. The law establishes, for the first time, a 
seven-member board of registration 
appointed by the governor. The board will 
be composed of four licensed social 
workers and three members of the 
general public. Two board members 
must be from minority groups. The board 
will hold examinations for social workers 
prior to licensing. 

Regulation dropped 
for wood stoves 

A state building code provision 
requiring wood burning stoves to bear a 
label from an approved testing agency 
was suspended by the State Building Code 
Commission. This suspension will start 
on Jam 1 and will be in effect until July 1, 
1978. 

Prior to the suspension, such stoves ' 
were required to have a label from an 
approved testing agency before building 
permits could be issued by the building 
inspectors. 

Homeowners who were unable to get 
building permits because these stoves 
were not approved by the commission 
will now be able to qualify for permits. 

During this suspension period, the 
building inspectors will be authorized to 
determine whether or not the stoves are 
safe, and to inspect them after the 
issuance of building permits. 

Inspectors also will make sure they are 
properly installed, have the required 
clearances from combustible surfaces 
and proper tie-ins to chimneys and flues. 

A free manual on woodburning stoves is 
available from the State Energy Office.

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Conservation Commission 
moves to buy Oak Hill lot

The Conservation Commission voted 
unanimously Wednesday night to take 
steps to buy the Temple Beth Avodah lot 
in Oak Hill by Aug, 31, 1978, 

the lot is on the Saw Mill Brook, which 
according to Thelma Fleishman is the 
one untouched brook in Newton. The 
commission plans to be reimbursed for 
the purchase by the state from the $4 
million land acquisition bill, which is 
currently in legislation. 


In other matters, the commission voted 
to remove all city-owned and MDC land 
from zoning and make them unzoned. 
Several parcels,'such as the Webster 
Conservation land, retain the same zones 
they had prior to their purchase. 

Turning to the traffic on Hammond 
Street, commission Secretary Helen 
Heyn said she is against making Ham¬ 
mond Street one way because it would 
limit the access to the Webster Con¬ 
servation land. Hammond Street was 
recently made two way again. 


Tax relief for elderly 
on way to final approval 


A proposal to correct existing 
inequities and broaden the availability of 
property tax exemptions for the elderly 
has been given initial approval by the 
Legislature. 

Rep. Lois G. Pines, a member of the 
legislative Sub-Committee on Property 
Tax Exemptions, which recommended 
the legislation, was hopeful that the bill 
would receive final Legislative approval 
and be on the governor's desk the first 
week in January. 

"Many communities have been 
dragging their feet and have yet to 
convert their property assessments to 100 
percent valuation. The difference in 
assessment ratios from town to town has 
resulted in inconsistent and inequitable 
property tax exemptions for elderly 
persons,” Pines explained. "Unless the 
present law is changed, citizens of 
communities like Newton, which is ex¬ 
pected to be at court-imposed 100 percent 
valuation in July 1978, will suffer at the 
expense of those communities which have 
not yet been forced to comply with the 
law." 

Under present law, citizens entitled to 
abatements who live in communities that 
are at a high-percentage valuation often 
receive less in actual benefits than 
citizens of communities with a low- 
percentage valuption. 

Current law allows qualifying in¬ 
dividuals over 70 to choose between a tax 
abatement of $350 or a $4000 reduction in 
assessed valuation of their home. The bill 
would provide a choice between a $500 


abatement or the $4000 assessment 
reduction. The $500 option would aid those 
living in towns with a high-percentage 
assessed valuation. In addition, the bill 
lowers the allowable assets of qualifying 
individuals from $40,000 for an individual 
and $45,000 for a couple to $17,000 and 
$20,000, respectively, and would exclude 
the assessed value of the home. 

Pines stressed the importance of this 
feature: "Under differing assessment 
ratios a $50,000 home valued at 25 percent 
adds only $12,500 to the assets limit In 
towns at a 100 percent valuation a $50,000 
home would be valued at $50,000 and 
disqualify an individual under the old 
assets limit. This was grossly unfair.” 

In order to minimize the impact of the 
changes on cities and towns, the state will 
appropriate $6 million to reimburse 
communities for the costs of increased 
abatements. The bill also moves forward 
from Jan. 1 to July 1 of each year the date 
by which an individual must turn 70 to 
qualify. 

"The law as presently constituted 
penalizes those people who own homes 
which have significantly appreciated in 
value. An increased tax burden should 
not force them out of their homes at a 
time when they deserve to enjoy the 
security and pleasure for which they have 
long worked These changes are a 
significant beginning in the fight to 
provide fair and equitable property tax 
relief to the Commonwealth's over¬ 
burdened homeowners," Pines said 


Drinan calls Bell appointment 
breach of pledge by Carter 


Massachusetts Congressman Robert F. 
DRinan’ a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, charged this week 
that a secret oral agreement between 
Attorney General Griffin Bell and 
Mississippi Senator James Eastland has 
violated a clear campaign promise by 
President Carter to institute merit 
selection of federal prosecutors. 

Testifying before a House Judiciary 
subcommittee on June 22, Bell had told 
Cong. Drinan that an "agreement" had 
been worked out between the ad¬ 
ministration and the Senate which would 
allow merit selection of appellate judges 
in exchange for a continuation of the 


patronage system in the selection of U.S. 
attorneys. 

Drinan has charged repeatedly that the 
"agreement" mentioned by Bell violates 
Jimmy Carter's pledge to appoint federal 
prosecutors "without any consideration 
of political aspect or influence." 

Drinan received a letter from Associate 
Attorney General Michael J. Egan ex¬ 
plaining that "the agreement to which 
Judge Bell referred in his testimony was 
an oral exchange between Judge Bell and 
Senator Eastland which took place in 
Atlanta in late December of 1976 or early 
January of 1977." 


Prof. Harris works to 
reduce chopper noise 


Dr. Wesley L. Harris of West Newton, 
associate professor of aeronautics and 
astronautics and of ocean engineering at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been asked to serve on 
the technical program committee for an 
international meeting on helicopter noise 
conti ol. 

The meeting, scheduled for May 1978, is 
sponsored by the American Helicopter 
Society, the Langley Research Center of 
the National Aeronautics, and Space 
Administration and the Army Research 
Office. The theme of the conference is 
"How can technology close the gap 


between what the customer and regulator 
agencies would like and what is currently 
available." 

In addition to assisting in defining the 
technical content of the meeting, Prof. 
Harris will present a paper delineating 
the state of the art in experimental 
helicopter rotor noise which largelf is a 
result of the work of his research group at 
MIT. 

Harris, director of MIT's Office of 
Minority Education, has written several 
articles on acoustics, hypersonics, 
transonics, and non-linear wave 
propagation.

New regulations on Ma Bell 
give customers a break 


New state telephone regulations will 
give consumers a fighting chance against 
the powerful telephone company, 
Massachusetts Fair Share said this week. 

The new rules, issued Dec. 19 by the 
Department of Public Utilities, take 
effect March 20 and apply to residential 
phone customers. They are the 
culmination of a nearly three-year 
citizens’ campaign and should have a 
direct and speedy impact on consumers, 
Fair Share said. 

For instance, about 80 percent of those 
who have security deposits with the 
phone company will get their money back 
with interest by the end of May. In the 
future, security deposits cannot be 
charged because of a customer's age, 
sex, work, or where he lives. 

The only customers who can be 
charged security deposits are those who 


owe the phone company money at the 
time they apply for service or those who 
have had service shut off for nonpayment 
in the past six months. 

Among other important provisions of 
the new rules are as follows: 

—Customers can appeal any action of 
the phone company or any dispute over 
bills to the DPU which will investigate 
and reach an impartial decision. At 
present, the-phese company itself is the 
judge of any disputes. 

— If a customer cannot pay his bill in 
full, he can have the DPU arrange a time 
payment plan and can retain his phone 
service while he pays off his bill. 

— All customers will have 30 days to 
pay their bill with an additional 15 days 
notice before service is shut off. 

— If a customer can’t pay his bill and 
there is serious illness in the household. 


State and city funding 
assured for Kennard land 


State Secretary Evelyn F. Murphy of 
the Executive Office of Environmental 
Affairs has notified Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann officially that the state has ap¬ 
proved Newton’s self-help application for 
the purchase of 32.2 acres of the Kennard 
estate off Dudley Road, Newton Centre. 

The total purchase price was $300,000, 
of which the state has agreed to pay 
$150,000. 


The City of Newton will maintain the 
land in its current natural state as con¬ 
servation land. It will be available to the 
public in the same way as are other 
conservation lands throughout the city. 

The city will assume responsibility for 
general forestry and cleaning of the land 
as part of the city’s agreement with the 
state.

Police logs now 
open to the public 

For the first time in this state's history 
there is a law on the books that provides for 
public inspection of local police blotters, 
daily police logs, arrest registers and 
similar records. 

The new law was passed by the legislature 
earlier this month and signed into statute by 
Governor Dukakis last Friday. The law 
became official as soon as it was signed by 
the governor. 

That now means that specific police logs 
and records are open to the inspection of any 
resident who wishes to see them at his or 
her local police department. 

In some communities there have been 
problems with public and press inspection of 
arrest logs and similar records. A chief 
could or could not reveal what was entered 
on the so-called police blotter. It was up to 
to the chief to decide what was to be told to 
the public. 

The discretion is gone. The new law 
applies to each and every entry on every 
single day or night, according to the infor¬ 
mation we have been given about the new 
law. 

In some towns police chiefs felt that they 
should withhold information because of 
civil suits but now they find relief under the 
new law. 

A few weeks before the open police logs 
bill came before the legislature a Brockton 
police officer wrote a newspaper opposing 
the bill. He suggested that if the bill were 
passed police departments would have "to 
start editing" their logs. Such "editing" 
would be tampering with the new law. 

Do not expect to walk into a police 
department and find log information 
available alphabetically. The only logs and 
records required to be shown are those 
compiled chronologically. 

The new law was sponsored by 
Representative Angelo Marotta of Med¬ 
ford. It is known to some as the ‘Marotta 
Law.' But no matter what its name it 
means more of the public's information is 
available to all residents. 

The message 

If you're wondering what’s the matter 
with the stock market in recent months, 
the answer may lie in the results of a sur¬ 
vey of businessmen in the country recently 
conducted by the Gallup Economic Ser¬ 
vice. They think there is a 50 per cent 
chance of an economic recession within the 
next two years. 

More than half of the 1,200 respondents 
out of a sample of 2,000 businessmen, 
large, medium and small, said they have no 
confidence in the federal government s 
ability to do anything about inflation or un¬ 
employment. Only 2 per cent foresaw a 
good performance by the Carter Ad¬ 
ministration and Congress. 

The businessmen in the Gallup poll are 
saying that private enterprise faces great 
handicaps in turning the kind of profits 
necessary for an expanding economy. And 
the greatest handicap is the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Will President Carter get the message?

Ten percent for the color of one's skin

Little by little, with every month that passes, we move 
closer to a showdown decision on these stultifying, 
degrading, racist programs of “affirmative action." A 
major case in this field will be argued In Philadelphia on 
Jan. 3. It may provide an opportunity for the federal 
courts to bring some measure of Justice out of a morass d 
racial discrimination. 

The Supreme Court still is sitting on the much- 
publicized case of Allan Bakke, argued on Oct 12. 
Meanwhile, several appellate courts have been acting. On 
Nov. n, to mention one case only, the Fifth Circuit refused 
to sanction an on-the-Job training program within the 
Kaiser Aluminum Corporation. The effect of Kaiser’s plan 
was to discriminate against white persons, in violation of 
the Civil Rights Act. 

The pending Pennsylvania case involves an appeal to 
the Third Circuit from the District Court decision ap- 
proving racial discrimination in the award of certain 
federal contracts. The case arises out of the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1977. The act provides for outlays of *4 
billion on various public projects. 

This much can be said for the language of the act: It is 
clear — limpidly clear, blatantly clear. The law mandates 
racism, pure and undefiled. TTiis is what it says: “No 
grant shall be made under this act for any local public 
works project unless the applicant gives satisfactory 
assurance to the secretary that at least K) per centum of 
the amount of each grant shall be expended for minority 
business enterprises." 

The act defines minority business enterprises to include 
companies owned by Negroes, Spanish-speaking persons. 
Orientals, Indians, Eskimos and Aleuts. Waivers may be 
granted, but under Commerce Department guidelines, 
waivers will be granted only in the most extraordinary 
cases. What we have here Is a quota, not even tenuously 
disguised as a “goaL" The $400 million allocation is 
exempt from competitive bidding; it is to be assigned 
without regard to merit or experience. All that is to count 
is the color of the contractor’s skin. 

It is astounding that any such provision ever could have 
been written into the Public Works Act in the first place. It 
is almost as astounding that a District Court Judge in 
Pennsylvania should have approved it Notably, other 
District Courts, in Vermont and California, have held the 
K) percent quota flatly unconstitutional. 

To be sure, racial classifications have found Judicial 
approval in certain limited areas. The busing of school 
children is the most obvious example. The restructuring 
of a voting district in New York, giving account to black 
registration, provides another. But in every instance, the 
courts have insisted that racial classifications must be 
intended to repair the damage done by past 
discrimination, and their effects must be "benign." 

Here there is no evidence — none at all — that the K) 
percent quota is remedial; and if the consequences are 
benign to the minority sub-contractor, they surely are 
malignant to the non-minority bidder. The effect of this 
incredible provision is to compel a prime contractor, 
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willy-nilly, to allocate 10 percent of a grant to an outfit 
whose bid may be high and whose qualifications may be 
low — so long as the owner’s skin is Just right 

This is not the only effect If the minority contractor 
botches the Job, his failure rubs off on every other 
minority businessman. The competent people suffer with 
the incompetents. Once the principle of merit is discar¬ 
ded, nothing remains of this program but race. It is a poor 
principle on which to lay concrete. 

This further effect: The Public Works Act compels a 
prime contractor to violate one federal law or another. If 
he complies with the Public Works Act of 1977 and 


allocates 10 percent of a Job by reason of race, he flatly 
violates the Civil Rights Act of 1964 which says that no 
person may be denied the benefits of a federal program 
"on the grounds of race." He is sued if he does, and sued if 
he doesn’t. 

The whole business smacks of the eerie, orderly 
madness that one encounters in a nightmare. The very 
liberals who deplore racism have wrtten racism into this 
law. The practices of discrimination that yesterday were 
condemned are today defended Equality is no longer an 
ideal; the ideal is quality less 10 percent. How long, O 
Lord, how long?

Repeatedly we are told that Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis rates high in the 
various polls that have been conducted 
recently by newspapers and-or politicians 
interested in the position he holds. 
Despite this, the key question remains: 

"Where IS his support?” 

Informal soundings taken by this writer 
and other political analysts show solid 
antipathy towards Dukakis, yet he rates 
high in the polls. When we make soun¬ 
dings such as this, they are not restricted 
to the State House or City Hall crowd, the 
courthouse gang or others with political 
motivations or leanings. 

We’ve quizzed these sources, of course, 
but also included cab drivers, 
housewives, businessmen, college kids — 
in general, the great unwashed American 
voting public. Rarely — and rarely is the 
operative word — does Mike Dukakis get 
praise or even faint approval. Yet the 
polls tell us that most of us think he’s 
doing a great job. 

What’s the public supposed to believe? 
They read critical articles in columns 
such as this about the chief executive — 
and then are told that Dukakis is a great 
guy as far as the polls are concerned. In 
some ways, the situation Is analagous to 
that which occurs when your favorite 
television program goes off the air and 
"they” tell us the ratings are down. 

Similarly, the Dukakis Show runs on 
and on and “they" tell us he is high in 
public approval. Why? Frankly, the 
answer stumps us and all we can suggest 
for those interested is that you conduct 
your own mini-poU and ask those you 
come into contact with what their views 
are on your governor. 

In all candor, the present place of 
Michael S. Dukakis in public esteem is of 
the most puzzlment to this writer in some 
three decades of covering political ac¬ 
tivities; experience gained first-hand in 
all the great states of the Northeast ex¬ 
cept tiny Rhode Island. It’s puzzling 


mainly because the polls so sharply 
contradict what we’ve learned through 
personal and widespread soundings. 

Consider this: 

Both the conservatives and the liberals 
are disenchanted with Governor Dukakis 
and are urging his defeat when he runs 
for re-election next year. While both urge 
his defeat, the most vocal criticism 
comes from the liberals from whose 
ranks he sprang, and where once he 
ranked as leading spokesman when he 
served in the Massachusetts Legislature. 
The liberals were totally on his band¬ 
wagon when he won election just over 
three years ago. 

As for the conservatives, they are 


dismayed at his economic policies, past 
and present, and feel he has been a poor 
governor. Both conservatives and 
liberals — which includes most persons in 
this state — feel badly let down by the 
governor, as do most state legislators. 

Both sides agree that Dukakis cam¬ 
paigned under false colors when he ran 
for governor, and back their contentions 
by urging one and all to compare what 
Dukakis said when he sought election in 
1974 and what he has done as governor 
these past three years. All agree that 
Dukakis has failed to make good on his 
campaign promises, especially the one 
that he would give Massachusetts "the 
best state government" they ever had if 


elected. That "iron clad guarantee" and 
"lead pipe cinch" that there’d be "no new 
taxes" also rankles. 

Governor Dukakis has lost time and 
time again in legislative battles on 
Beacon Hill, and even when he has won it 
often has beeq a Pyrrhic victory. This 
asssuredly was the case when he won a 
“victory" in the hard-fought abortion 
battle — but that, too, can be costly when 
he runs for re-election. 

As a result of his pro-abortion stand, 
Governor Dukakis also "won" the 
Catholic Church as a determined ad¬ 
versary next year. This was both sur¬ 
prising and revealing because the Church 
deliberately has kept a low profile, hands- 
off stance on political matters in this 
state in recent years — yet Dukakis 
managed to trigger opposition from this 
source highlighted when he was denied 
use of a church hall in Southeastern 
Massachusetts for one of his "town 
meetings.” 

The abortion issue and its related op¬ 
position is not a pure Catholic issue- 
many Protestants and Jews, particularly 
the women of these persuasions, are as 
adamantly opposed to abortions as 
Catholics, although admittedly not as 
many percentage-wise. 

Some defenders of Governor Dukakis 
can be found, of course, but they are 
fewer in number and far less vociferous 
than his critics. The amazing thing, as 
detailed above, is that pollsters seem to 
tap hidden reservoirs of public strength 
and support for the governor that the rest 
of us are unable to find. 

What to believe? As suggested above, 
to satisfy yourself we’d suggest running 
your own mini-poll—and share your 
findings via "letters to the Editor” to 
your newspaper. Maybe that way all of us 
would know what to believe.

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The big losers when states turn

NEW YORK — Gambling has been winning increasing 
favor as a painless way for state and local governments in 
the United States to balance their budgets. They are not a 
tax — always in disfavor; they are not a form of 
borrowing — always looked upon as a bad business. They 
are a voluntary contribution made by people in passionate 
pursuit of the pot of gold — or silver or copper — at the end 
of the rainbow. 

The income is derived in a double way. In some cases, 
the government itself offers the chance to gamble and 
collects its vigorish (the house take). In other cases, the 
governeinnt imposes a tax on winnings and, in that way, 
increases its revenues. 

Until recently, there were no serious studies as to Just 
how big this business was, who its customers were, and 
how much the operation really produced in guvemeinent 

income. 


Thanks to the ever busy Survey Research Center of the 
University of Michigan, we now have the first firm facts 
we’ve ever had on the subject of gambling as a source of 
government income. 

In the National Tax Journal, Daniel U. Suits tips his hat 
to the study as "the first systematic effort on a nationwide 
basis to gather high quality information about the gam¬ 
bling behavior of Americans.” 

What we discover about this "gambling behavior" is 
rich people are pikers alongside poor people, that the tax 
falls heaviest on those with small incomes, and that this 
extra bit of exploitation of the already exploited really 
adds very little to government revenues. 

The major gambling operations in which states are 
involved are: horse tracks, off-track betting, lotteries, 
casino games, numbers, sports cards, and sports books. 
The total take comes to something between two percent 
and five percent of state and local receipts — not really 
very much. 


to gambling 

Poor people — those with family incomes under $5,000 a 
year in 1974 - throw about one dollar out of every ten they 
earn into gambling. Families with an average income of 
$2,515 allocated an average of $207 each to gambling that 
year. 

Families averaging $25,655 a year allocated only $763 to 
gambling - that is between two percent and three per¬ 
cent. 

In terms of taies paid on gambling, the poor families 
paid out one percent of their income; the wealthy families 
(those making more than $30,000 a year) paid out less 
than two-tenths of one percent. 

Although common sense would suggest that the rich 
should be the big gamblers because they have the 
wherewithal, the terrible truth is that it is the poor who 
bet because they have the need to find some magical way 
to escape their condition. So they loss away their nickels 
and dunes in a pitiful tithe in the never-ending illusion 
that tomorrow they will find salvation in the Jackpot

Recycling plan 


To the Editor: 

I have read with interest Betsey 
I,ewenberg’s open letter to residents on 
the benefits of recycling. 

I, along with many others, have taken 
an interest in this program. In fact, I 
have noticed the increased amount of 
publicity aimed at making more of us 
more sensitive to the need to recycle and 
the apparent ease by which we can all 
participate in this potentially profitable 
program. 

I also have noted that the city has 
signed a $24,000 contract with Environ¬ 
mental Education Services to develop 
educational materials. Also, I have 
received a fine brochure explaining the 
steps necessary from the League, which I 
note was funded by a grant. Equally 
interesting are the fine logo and the 
posted signs proclaiming, "Newton 
Recycles.” 

Since I am in the business of 
•motivation,’ I feel that I must make 
some comment and a further suggestion. 
The efforts that are presently underway I 
view as support efforts, but none of them 
are attacking the problem in the home, 
which is where the effort will succeed or 
fail. 

Two new forces must be brought into 
play. The first is that we must have the 
means developed to break our long 
standing habits of tossing newspaper into 
the mixed trash. This habit must be 
changed to the new habit and the new one 
institutionalized. 

The second is that we must provide 
either a reward or in it? place a type of 
recognition which will be more real to the 


individual than the nebulous one of lower 
cost of disposal. After all, you are asking 
each resident to spend some additional 
time and effort to make it all happen. The 
recognition reward is considered by 
many to be ‘the heartbeat of motivation.’ 

I make the following proposal which I 
believe, if properly implemented and 
supported, can easily double our present 
waste paper collections. 

—Develop and secure a plastic re¬ 
usable container in a bright color, such as 
canary yellow or Dayglo orange, which 
can hold about a normal two-week supply 
of folded newpspapers. 

—The containers would be distributed 
free of charge to residents to be used for 
weekly pick-ups without the necessity of 
pre-tying by residents. Banding can be 
done easily at a central facility. 

—That the sensititivity of each resident 
of Newton be such that he will be proud of 
his contribution each week by reason of 
the bright container In front of his 
residence each week. Perhaps counts can 
be kept and reported by street so that all 
can be proud (and recognized) for their 
contributions. 

I would suggest that a pilot program be 
intitiated to work out the bugs before 
going citywide and then starting a similar 
effort for the other recydables. 

I would be happy to lend my efforts to 
your program and assure you that no 
government grant will be needed for my 
services.

Health education 
lacking in schools

We ask that the trustees, the staff and 
, the auxilians join us both individually and 
collectively, in contacting the school 
committees and school superintendents 
to request that Chapter 753 be im¬ 
plemented. 

We, as health leaders, have a 
responsibility to those who reside in the 
communities we service to do our best to 
improve their health status. A prime 
concern in our nation is the status of an 
appreciation of “wellness" as a priority 
in our value system. 

A review of Newton and Wellesley 
shows that although fragments of

Charles River water-quality 
report topic of public meeting 


A public meeting to discuss strategies 
for combating water pollution in the 
Lower Charles River Basin will be held 
Tuesday, Jan. 17, at 7:30 p.m. at Pollard 
Junior High School, Harris Avenue, 
Needham. 

The meeting is sponsored by the 
Metropolitan Planning Council (MAPC). 

Discussion will center on the MAPC 
"Lower Charles River Basin; 
Preliminary Report," the result of over 
two years of study and analysis of the 
basin by MSPC's water-quality staff. 
Citizens are urged to comment on its 
findings and recommendations. 

Copies of the report are available for 
public review in local town and city halls 
and main libraries. Additional copies 
may be obtained from MAPC Water 
Quality Project, 44 School St., Boston 
(227-0176). 

Lower Charles River Basin com¬ 
munities are Belmont, Boston, Brookline, 
Cambridge, Dedham, Lexington, Lin¬ 
coln, Natick, Needham, Newton, 
Wellesley, Watertown, Waltham, and 
Weston. 


MAPC suggestions for solving local 
pollution problems include upgrading of 
existing sewerage facilities; inspection, 
maintenance or reconstruction of sub¬ 
surface disposal systems; corrective 
measures for landfill problems; 
regulation of stormwater runoff and land- 
development control mechanisms. 

All resident property owners and 
taxpayers will be affected to some degree 
by any one alternative solution. For this 
reason, MAPC urges citizens to attend 
the public meeting, ask questions and 
decide which set of solutions their 
community will pursue. 

Verbal and written comments from 
citizens will be incorporated into a final 
areawide water quality-wastewater 
management plan to be submitted to 
Governor Dukakis and the US. 
Environmental Protection AGency for 
approval. 

MAPC is the regional planning agency 
for 101 cities and towns in the Boston 
metropolitan region. In 1975, Gov. 
Michael Dukakis designated MAPC to 
conduct a two-year, EPA-funded study of 
water pollution in 92 of the council’s 101 
communities

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The Green Thumb, 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM I 

STRING OF HEARTS: The Rosary Vine, also| 
called String of Hearts and "Hearts Entangled" Is | 
an old favorite that’s making a strong comeback 
Give it a sunny window, a room temperature of 72 
degs. F. in day and around 55 to 60 degs. F. at night. 
One thing the plant does not like is poor drainage or 
overwatering. Too much water causes the vine to 
rot. A good soil mixture consists of 1 part each of 
sand, peat and loam. Make sure you have pebbles in 
the bottom of the pot for good drainage. 

String of Hearts can easily be propagated. They 
produce corn-like roots which can be separated 
from the parent plant and started In pots of instant 
soils. It takes about a month for rooting, then you 
can pot the new plants in the soil mixture mentioned 
above. 

Some growers start the plants by placing the,] 
heart-shaped leaves on loose soil mixture. String of 
Hearts makes a fine hanging basket plant In case 
you’ve wondered what the botanical name is. it's 
listed as Ceropegia (pronounced Slr-Oh-pee-gee- 
uh). 

SNAKE PLANT: Here's another old timer that's 
popping up In more homes today than every before. 
The reason: It's still the easiest plant there is to 
grow, barring none. The snake plant or Sansevleria, 

Is a member of the Agave (aloe and century plant) 
family and is also called Bowstring hemp, devil's 
tongue, good-luck plant, lucky plant, Hemp Plant 
and Mother-in-law’s Tongue. S. laurentli has large 
leaves (4 ft. long), and a yellow margin around the 
edge. Divide the plant by cutting up the clump. You 
can also start new plants by cutting leaf sections. 

Snake plants often flower, especially if given am¬ 
ple light, uniform supply of moisture and a good soil, 
mixture. Flowers are creamy white, and have 
fragrance. If you don't have a green thumb and 
want a good green plant, we suggest the snake 
plant. 

— o — 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: "We want to sterilize 
some clay pots given to us. How long should we boil 
them, and what chemical should be used?" 

Ans: Put the pots in a pail of boiling water with 
about a half a cup of household bleach. Let stand 
overnight. Next morning you can scrub the pots 
with a stiff brush and they’ll be as good as new. 

If you use new clay pots, soak them overnight, 
too. A dry clay pot absorbs a lot of moisture from 
the soil and will rob the plant of water 

— o — 

CHESTNUTS: We've been asked if those chest¬ 
nuts you buy in supermarkets can be started and 
grown in the home backyard. Those chestnuts you 
find In grocery stores are usually the European 
Chestnut (Castanea sativa) and are grown In 
Europe, France and Italy, usually. It’s very dif¬ 
ficult to start the nuts because they are usually 
shrivelled up and will not germinate. Seedlings 
from these seeds could be successfully kept alive 
for a few years if they did not get the dreaded Chest¬ 
nut blight. Unfortunately, they are not blight- 
resistant. Also, they are not hardy in cold areas and 
probably would be winter-killed after a few years. 

■ We suggest you grow the Chinese Chestnut, an 
oriental type with resistance to the blight which 
came Into this country in the late 1800's. The 
Chinese Chestnut tree is smaller and bushier than 
the American type and is a fast grower. Two or 
more trees should be planted no more than 200 ft. 
apart for cross pollination. It likes good drainage. 

Starting any kind of chestnut from seed is dif¬ 
ficult, if the seed hasn't been stored properly. Keep 
in mind that fresh chestnuts are high in car¬ 
bohydrates, containing about 45 percent starch and 
about 5 percent oil. Because of this high starch con¬ 
tent and because they dry up rapidly at room 
temperature, nuts must be stored promptly after 
harvest Gather immediately after dropping and 
keep them in polyethylene bags in the refrigerator. 

— o — 

EAT CABBAGE: Do you eat the core of your cab¬ 
bage head? It's tasty and should be eaten. Different 
parts of vegetables differ in nutrient content. When 
you trim cabbage, use the inner core, too. It's high 
in Vitamin C and so are cabbage leaves. Broccoli 
leaves have much more vitamin A than the stalks or 
flower buds. The leaf part of collard greens, turnip 
greens and kale contain much more vitamin A than 
the stems or midribs. The outer green leaves of let¬ 
tuce are coarser than the inner leaves, but the 
coarser leaves have high calcium, iron and vitamin 
A value. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: “Please tell me how 
often an African Violet should be repotted." 

Ans. Usually, a plant needs repotting once a year 
or so. A plant from a grower probably doesn't need 
repotting until after a year or longer. When you 
repot, shift the plant one size larger, that is one 
more inch across the top. Use some specially 
prepared violet soil, as they like It humusy and well 
drained

only game of the week. 

Notre Dame and 
Arkansas also moved up 
one place each from last 
week. The Irish routed St. 
Joseph's (Ind.) and climbed 
one notch to No. 3 and 
Arkansas, which received 
one first place vote, 
remained unbeaten in eight 
games with a pair of vic¬ 
tories to move up one place 
to No. 4.

A coloring book that teaches 


As a volunteer for Glover Hospital, 
Needham, Patricia Buckley of Needham 
found that there was a need for 
"realistic" reading material introducing 
children to the hospital and hospital 
procedures. 

For children who are to be admitted to 
a hospital, their imagined ideal of what 
will happen to them is far worse that what 
actually happens. "There is so much 
raj tine that even parents, unless they 
work in a hospital, don’t know about," 
said Buckley. 

Thus, having found a need, she set 
about filling it. At first she began the 
work as a volunteer, "not realizing the 
time it would take.” As she worked on 
what was to be a coloring book in¬ 
troducing children to hospital routine’ she 
realized that she had a marketable 
concept and decided to capitalize on her 
efforts. 

Buckley is a registered nurse who has a 
great deal of artistic talent. "Art was 
always such fun that I never thought I 
coild make money at it,” she says. 

She worked on the coloring book for 
about a year and at one point took it over 


to the art department at Framingham 
College where a professor critiqued the 
book for her. "I wanted to make sure that 
the figures were simple and not cluttered 
with a lot of detail." He assured her they 
were good and that she was on the right 
track. 

The coloring book is simple and 
positive, truthful and real. "It is not a toy 
hit a teaching tool,” she emphasized. 
Usually when children think of a hospital, 
they are terrified, but her own daughter 
after seeing the coloring book, said that 
when she goes to the hospital she “will 
bring my Snoopy.” She didn’t have to go 
to the hospital, but had picked up the 
affirmative expression of the book. 

When the coloring book was finished, 
Buckley had 1,000 copies printed, and set 
out to sell them. For support and advice, 
she turned to her father, Andy Moynihan, 
"who gave me the benefit of his 35 years 
sales experience." 

Marketing the coloring books proved to 
be easier than she anticipated because 
wherever she people went, loved the idea 
and many had been through the ex¬ 
perience of having a child in the hospital 
and realized the need for good 



preparation One woman told Buckley 
what a “trauma" it had been for her child 
to go to the hospital and said "if only we 
had had something like this (book)." 

Inspired by her success, Buckley is 
currently working on another book with 
Donna Weber who is writing it. Buckley 
will do the illustrations for the book. The. 
children in the book will be Weber’s son 
and Buckley's four children who are 
John, 8; twins Brenda and Peggy, 7 and 
Mike, 5. 

Recently, Buckley was commissioned 
to paint Christmas scenes on a gas station 
in Reading. The owner wanted

Pamela Watson of Newton, assistant 
professor at Boston University School of 
Nursing, has been appointed chairwoman 
of the University's Graduate 
Rehabilitation program. 

Watson has served on the staffs of 
several Boston area hospitals, including 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation Hospital, 
Cambridgeport Medical Ginic and Mt. 
Auburn Hospital. She has also been 
project director of the Enterostomal 
Therapy Education program. Her article, 
"People with Colostomies — are we 
meeting their needs?" was accepted for 
the November issue of Canadian Nurse. 

She is a member of the American 
Nurses Association, American Congress 
of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, 
and Sigma Theta Tau. She received her 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees at 
Boston University, where she has served 
on several university committees and is 
presently a doctoral student 


Children with serious asthma may 
benefit physically and mentally from an 
18-week program sponsored this winter 
by the Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association and the Family YMCA in 
Newton. Children between 6 and 13 years 
may participate in the program which 
will begin Jaa 9 at the YMCA. 

Exercises to strengthen the chest cage, 
diaphragm and belly muscles should 
develop stamina to resist an asthma 
attack. Children will be taught to breath 


more fully and slowly using full lung 
capacity. A chest physical therapist will 
be at every session. 

The program is also designed to give 
the child more self confidence in his 
physical performance and self¬ 
management. 

The course includes four parental 
sessions with open forum, guest 
speakers, and question and sna answer 
sessions. It has operated for the past five 


years, and was developed with a team of 
pediatric allergists, physical directors, 
social workers, nurses, chest physicians' 
parents and tne staff of the Lung 
Association. 

Requirements for participation are a 
significant degree of asthma, a 
physician's approval, parental In¬ 
volvement and a registration fee. Further 
information may be obtained by calling 
the Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association at 326-4061. 


Book review 

A surrealistic look at politics

Robert Coover, "The Public Burning.” New Yoit, the 
Viking Press, 534 pp. $12.95. 

Twenty-five years from now when Watergate has 
become a footnote in the history books, Robert Coover's 
novel "The Public Burning" may be read for its depiction 
of America in the 50’s. Regardless of one’s feelings about 
the Ethel and Julius Rosenberg spy case of 1951, one’s 
attitude will be changed, for this novel is a morality play, 
a comic opera, a tragi-comedy in which the Rosenberg 
case is primary. 

The time sequence is comprised of the three last days in 
the lives of Ethel and Julius before their electrocution, 
which takes place not in Sing Sing but in Times Square in 
New York Gty. Pivotal characters are both real and 
imaginary. Richard Nixon, (the vice president), Dwight 
Eisenhower, Justice William Douglas, Sam Slick (the 
personification of Uncle Sam), the New York Times, Time 
Magazine (the poet laureate of America), Jack Benny, 
the Marx Brothers, the Mormon Tabernacle Choir, Betty 
Crocker (daughter of General Mills), who with thousands 
of others converge in Times Square for the public burning 
of the two prisoners. 

This surrealistic chronicle is orchestrated by Sam Slick, 
the superpatriot, semi-literate and obscene; and Richard 
Nixon, the all-too-human Communist hunter who is 
secretly weak and sex-obsessed. 

Defying President Eisenhower and the Supreme Court’s 
ruling against clemency for the prisoners, Nixon narrates 
the events of the fateful three days in 1953 and is drawn 
into sympathy with Ethel Rosenberg. Justice William

Douglas stands alone in his efforts to stop a 
exorcism and spectacle of national dimensions. 

Hundreds of persons are affected by these events, which 
flash in verbal parade on the pages like a photographic 
montage, now light, now dark, rich in imagery and 
startingly thought- provoking. Were the Rosen bergs 
guilty of treason and unrepentant, or were they really 
victims of an hysterical public campaign by the media 
and super patriots to strike fear into the hearts d 
“Communist sympathizers?" 

International Communism is represented by the Sons of 
Darkness, who are in mortal battle with the Sons of Light, 
the American way of life. J. Edgar Hoover and his super- 
policemen must win this battle for the sake of Sam Slick, 
radio and movie stars, contemporary novelists, and or¬ 
dinary people of America. 

Pop culture and politics of the 1950’s are Juxtaposed 
against a fantasy Roman drama heightened by comic 
interludes and ridiculous speculations about public 
opinion and the manuevers of the Dark Phantom, 
creeping Communism. 

Robert Coover is a successful novelist who has gotten 
all the facts but whose dramatic and convoluted in¬ 
terpretation leaves no doubt in the mind of the reader that 
America in the 1950’s was an extremely complex time in 
our history. Imaginative, outrageous, comic, foreboding, 
this novel is a surreal tapestry of both minute and gigantic 
proportions.

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Wartime Christmas remembered. 


(The following column on the holiday season was 
written by Transcript political analyst James 0. Colbert.) 

Wartime Christmas of'44 

A frayed, yellow clipping from the old Boston Post, 
forgotten In a desk drawer for 33 years, told of the somber 
Oiristmas season In 1944, the last Yuletlde of World War 
2 . 

The war was In Its last year. American, British and 
French troops were advancing on Germany from the 
west. The Soviets and the bitter Russian winter had 
stopped Hitler's divisions on the eastern front. 

But Hitler's still powerful war machine was making Its 
last gigantic drive to win or at least prolong the war. 
Eight days before Christmas, the Germans had launched 
a mighty offensive. Historians later were to call It Ger¬ 
many's last desperate, dying gasp. 

It didn’t seem like a dying gasp to the inexperienced 
American Infantrymen who fought doggedly that week 
before Christmas to halt the Nazi drive which could have 
prolonged the war for years and cost the Uvea of many 
more thousands of American youths if It had succeeded. 

Panzer divisions under Field Marshall von Runstedt 
had swepk suddenly out of the fog and mist, hitting at the 
thinnest points in the French and American lines as the 
Luftwaffe flew overhead, their objective to be In Paris by 
mid-January. 

Day after day, the grey-uniformed Nazi legions drove 
deeper Into Belgium and Luxembourg. Americans back 
home soberly read the grim despatches telling of the 
continuing German advances at the height of the holiday 
season. 

On the day before Christmas, the German dri\ e was 
finally halted as American forces counter-attacked In the 
rugged snow-covered hills and narrow valleys of the 
Ardennes. 

That was a crucial day In World War 2. Until Christmas 
Eve, it appeared that the Germans, throwing everything 
Into the battle, might reach Paris and the channel ports in 
a month. 

Headlines In the newspapers on Christmas morning 
reported that the Nazis had been stopped, that the 
Americans had hit back. The great German offensive had 
been halted In its tracks. Losses were heavy on both sides. 

As the fog lifted, an armada of 7000 U.S. battleplanes 
had dealt punishing blows to von Runstedt’s forces. 
American divisions had driven four deep dents In the 25- 
mile German flank. The city of Luxembourg was safe. 

American troops, the despatches said, had stormed von 
Runstedt's southern flank, gouging out gains along a 20- 
mile front In northern Luxembourg, easing the threat to 
the tiny duchy's capital. 

In homes across the United States that Christmas, 
millions of Americans read the battle accounts with 
trembling lips. Military analysts said the German drive 
appeared to be contained—at least for the moment But 
the price of checking It had been heavy, and the price had 
been paid In American lives. 

Many a mother went off quietly to kneel In prayer that 
Christmas Day. Her boy was with the American forces 
struggling to stem the German surge. Had his life been 
part of the price that had been paid? Sie prayed it had 
not. 

A GI settled back with his tommy gun in a wind-swept 
foxhole that Christmas Eve. German robot bombs were 
caning over. But if your name was on one of them, there 
wasn t much you could do about it, he told himself. 

It didn’t seem like the night before Christmas to the 
lonely soldier. All the nights were about the same where 
he was except that each one seemed a little colder than 
the night before. Still this day had been different. The 
* Germans had been pushed back today. 

Tomorrow will be Christmas, he thought, wondering If 
the folks back home were OK. Mom and dad would have 
the tree trimmed by now and the kids would be asleep. 

The kids never went to sleep early or easily on 
Christmas Eve, he remembered. They used to say they 
were going to stay awake all night, but they never did. 

Mom would be pretty tired by now. Christmas Eve was 
always hard on her. She would bake her pies in the 
morning. The turkey would be stuffed and In the 
refrigerator. A leg of that turkey would taste good right 
now Instead of these field rations. I hope they got a turkey 
all right. They say they’re scarce back home. The kids 
would be disappointed If they didn't have turkey. It 
wouldn't seem like Christmas. 

After supper, Mam would let the kids stay up and help 
trim the tree. They always made more work of It and 
broke a couple of ornaments' but Mom didn't have the 
heart to tell them they couldn't help. It was funny the way 
they got so excited each time they got an ornament to stay 
on the tree without breaking it first. 

Trend is toward 
bigger speed boats 

The giants of the outboard motor field have introduced 
their 1978 models and the trend continues toward bigger, 
more powerful speed machines. 

Evinrude and its sister corporation, Johnson Out¬ 
boards, set the pace for the Industry with a new 235 hor¬ 
sepower V-6 designed to meet the growing demand for 
more outboard power for the increasingly popular larger 
outboard boats. 

The top of the Mercury line for 1978 is that company’s 
most powerful production model ever offered, the Merc V- 
2000. This 142.2 cubic-inch-displacement 
engine also is a V-6 and has a rated horsepower of 200. 

Chrysler's big baby Is a fourcyllnder, 100-cublc-lnch 
engine boasting 140 h.p. 

T.B. Kalbfus, director of marketing for Johnson, said 
there are solid reasons, based on economy and efficiency, 
for the new 235’s during these energy conscious tlmee. 

Pointing to the increasing number of large outboard 
fishing and cruising boats, Kalbfus said, “There are a lot 
of boats out there, some production models and 9ome 
custom models, that are perfect for the V-6's, which also 
include 200 h.p. and 175 h.p engines. 

"The 235, like the 200 and the 175, is powerful enough to 
replace what otherwise would be a twin outboard installa¬ 
tion," he said. "It's not hard to figure that one outboard, 
even a V-6, is going to cost less than two of the V-4 out¬ 
boards, and it will cost less to operate, too." 

Donald A. Milton, general manager of Chrysler Cor¬ 
poration Marine Products Group, said that although their 
new 140 has more piston displacement, the engine is 
significantly lighter in weight than others rated in the 
same horsepower range. 

"Chrysler’s power-flow lower drive unit that delivers 
speed from the same horsepower engines has been 
combined with performance-type pistons rings, high 
compression, large carburetors and race-style exhaust 
porting to provide maximum power for water ski boats, 
sport boats, tournament fishing hulls and family runa¬ 
bouts," Milton said. 

Evinrude said the increased horsepower and per¬ 
formance of its 235 V-6 was the result of a number of In¬ 
ternal changes to the basic 200 power plant. Intake and 
exhaust ports were raised and new exhaust passage filler 
blocks were located outside the exhaust ports. A new 
exhaust manifold evens out the length of the exhaust path 
from the ports giving the 235 an all new, finely tuned 
;xhaust system. In addition, a new fuel metering system 
>n the carburetor improves engine fuel economy in the 
nidrange cruising speeds. «►—

I 
wish I could have sent something home for the kids, bid 
Dad will get them something with the money I mailed 
him. Hell probably add a few bucks and pretend it's aO 
from me. 

I hope well be home next Christmas. That guy on the 
radio today said Germany is licked now but those Krauts 
don’t seem to know it. I hope it isn't this cold at home. S 
would be rough on those kids singing carols outdoors on a 
night like this. 


Gms blaze on Christmas 

On the bitter cold Christmas Day In 1944 the Germans 
burst toward the Meuse In a fierce Dew show of armored 
power. American GTs, many of them unseasoned in 
battle, thrown Into the breach In the emergency, fought 
doggedly and bravely, gave ground grudgingly, but were 
forced back by the Impetus of the Nazi drive. 

Allied air armadas darkened the skies that Christinas In 
one of the mightiest attacks since I>Day. They left terrific 
nin in their wake. But somehow the German divisions 
absorbed their blows and continued to advance. American 
soldiers, whose thoughts had turned homeward in their 
foxholes the night befordt died in their tracks to halt that 
drive. 

Field hospital units were overrun. American and, 
German doctors and surgeons worked side by side, ad¬ 
ministering to the wounded. The doctors would be 
changed later, but there could be no exchange under those 
conditions. You could not even be certain who was the 
prisoner of whom. 

One of the German drives was aimed west of Laroche 
toward the Meuse River, which at most was IS miles 
ahead of the advanced Nazi units to the south. Furious 
figltlng raged in Belgian, Luxembourg and France. 

An American relief force was fighting its way north in 
an attempt to relieve the courageous, hard-pressed troops 


cut off in the Belgian road block centre of Bastogne. 
Caught in the middle of the German push, the U.S. 
garrison scorned demands that they surrender and In¬ 
stead severely hampered German operations. Two days 
after Christmas, the relief force rescued the defenders of 
Bastogne who had been penned there for nine days. 

German planes in daylight bombed two American 
hospitals, killing 15 persons and wounding 1000. A group of 
150 Americans, taken prisoners near Malmedy, Belgium, 
were herded Into a field, and all but 15 were mowed down 
and killed. 

In a blinding snowstorm, the Americans launched a 
counter-attack. The Germans reeled under the Impact of 
the hammer blows hurled by the forces under Patton and 
Hodges. The area between the Meuse and Moselle Rivers 
blazed. On New Year's Eve, Hitler, in an address to the 
German people and armies, announced that Germany 
would never surrender. 

As 1945 began, the German bulge was slowly, grimly, 
relentlessly being straightened out. Hitler's desperate 
counter-attack bad been blunted, his offensive tumgl 
back by GI's who couldn t be home for Christmas. 

Christmas, 1944, seems a long time ago. There were no 
Yuletlde cards, no Yuletlde cheer in the foxholes of 
Belgium and Luxembourg. Only Christmas prayers to the 
Prince of Peace.

Richard Bullwinkle, Ward 3 alderman 
since 1970, was another who chose to give 
up his seat to make the run for the 
mayoralty. 

Saying right off, "I’m coming back," 
but not saying when or how, Bullwinkle 
appraised his value to the Board of 
Aldermen as "representing the voice of 
the people." 

"The government should work for the 
people, not vice versa," he said. He felt 
that too often the people suffered at the 
hands of government and tried to prevent 
that. 

He Jousted with the mayor and 
Bullwinkle's colleagues, but always for 
the sake of a conviction he held. 

Andrew Magni, who is leaving the 
Board after 14 years, says his main 
contribution was “bringing City Hall to 
the people." 

Magni, who as Ward 1 alderman 
represented especially the Italian 
American people of Nonantum, said that 
when he came on the Board, his con¬ 
stituents felt that City Hall "up there” 
was unapproachable, but he helped them 
to make themselves be heard. 

Magni has always stood up for the 
rights of the people of Nonantum, who in 
some ways have been put upon by 
government, and has reminded the Board 
many times that not only the articulate 
and politically knowledgeable people 
should be heeded.

Since the 
reorganization of the Public Works 
Department and its takeover of all 
building and maintenance, the Public 
Buildings Committee had become ob¬ 
solete. 

The Public Facilities Committee 
chairman will be Richard McGrath, 
returning to the Board after a two-year 
absence. 

The legislation & Rules Committee 
will handle claims against the city, 
formerly the sole domain of the Finance 
Committee, in addition to being the Board 
liaison with the city clerk, the clerk of the 
Board, the Law Department and the 
Election Department 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
will also be concerned with rules and 
orders of the Board, most new city or¬ 
dinances, and proposed state and federal 
legislation affecting the dty. The LAR 
chairman will be Susan Schur. 

To the new Human Services Com¬ 
mittee, whose chairman will be Carol

Heyn added a deer feeder specially 
designed for Newton's herd is still being 
constructed. She explained it would have 
been completed earlier, but the welder 
was in an automobile accident. 

Howard suggested if the feeder was not 
completed, perhaps the project could be 
stopped. 


"Are you people for real?" asked Heyn. 
She added, a nationwide search was 
made to find someone to make it. 

Fleishman said the commission should 
think seriously about spending the money 
for the feeder for only one deer. She said, 
"We have to think about this very 
carefully. I’ve always supported Deer 
Park, but now I’m reconsidering It,” she 
said. 

The commission decided to ask the 
legal department if the city can seek 
damages whether or not it replaces the 
deer. It then tabled the matter of 
replacing the deer until its next meeting 
when it can have some feeling of what the 
people of Newton want:

Ann Shea, will go all matters relating to 
the School Department, community 
schools, housing services, the Health 
Department, the Human Services 
Department, and library and recreation. 

The Finance Committee will retain the 
review of the city budget, including the 
School Committee budget, appropriation 
requests, loans, contracts sale or lease of 
city-owned property, and all other 
matters affecting the finances of the city.

The caucus reduced the number of 
aldermen necessary for a quorum at 
committee meetings from five to four, 
with the proviso that the committee may 
officially meet with three members 
present. 

If three members are present, the 
communication to the full Board must be 
in the form of a recommendation, not a 
committee report The recommendation 
may require a suspension of Board rules, 
if any member so desires, before being 
accepted by the Board.

Her activities include the Com¬ 
mission's Legislative Committee, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society and the 
Planned Parenthood League of 
Massachusetts. 

The commission deals with women’s 
issues relating to legislation, health care, 
educational and employment op¬ 
portunities. It is an organization of 40 
members representing a variety of skills, 
interests, geographical areas and oc¬ 
cupations. The governor appoints all 
commissioners.

MAY 

The aldermen passed a $66.6 million 
budget that added about $6 to the tax rate 
of $164.40. Mayor Theodore Mann 
recommended a budget of $69.9 million, 
up 1.5 percent from the previous year. 

The School Committee voted to keep 
the Metco program at 350 students in¬ 
stead of increasing it to 400 as the 
superintendent asked for. 

Rev. Linda L. Grenz of the Episcopal 
Church was the first woman priest to be 
ordained in Newton. 

The National Guard was called into 
Newton to help clean up after a storm 
that started May 9 and caused tree limbs 
to be downed on every street in the city. 
School was cancelled for two days, up to 
10,000 homes were without power, and 
cooking was done over camping stoves. 

Nature's prank took weeks to clean up 
and cost the city $300,000. 

The Combined Jewish Philanthropies 
of Greater Boston issued a report that 
estimated the Jewish population in 
Newton dropped from 32,500 to 22,500 in 
the past 10 years. 

The city went wild with the biggest 
Springfest ever in celebration of the All- 
America City award. The spirit continued 
through the Memorial Day Parade. 

JUNE 

The city was charged with job 
discrimination by the Office of Revenue 
Sharing for not hiring enough women and 
minorities in city departments that 
receive revenue sharing money. 

The three high schools in Newton 
graduated 1370 students. 

The Board of Aldermen denied allowing 
the public to vote on the question of 
reducing the Board from 24 to 16 mem¬ 
bers. 

William Little, 24, perished in the fire in 
his parents' home at 214 Highland St., 
West Newton. 

The School Committtee was severely 
criticized for not expanding its open 
enrollment policy in order to allow for 44 
more students to go to Meadowbrook 
Junior High. 

The Lower Falls community was up in 
arms about changes in the urban renewal 
plan for housing which would have 
allowed the developer in extreme cir¬ 
cumstances to rent less than 20 of the 
proposed 60 units at market value. 

A pension scandal rocked City Hall with 
allegations that 12 unnamed persons 
would gain from falsified records that 
showed they worked for the city for more 
m than 25 years. An investigation by the 
Middlesex County district attorney’s 
office began immediately, but no out¬ 
come has been announced. 

The Newton Teachers Association 
defeated the Newton Federation of 
Teachers to stay on as the bargaining 
agent with the School Committee. 


Four new principals were named to 
elementary schools. 

JULY 

Police were redfaced after a prisoner 
sawed his way out of a cell in the police 
station and escaped. He has never been 
reported as having been apprehended. 

An arsonist set fire to the 1SS2 former 
railroad station in Newton Upper Falls. 

HUD commitment of funds was an¬ 
nounced for housing for the elderly on 
Paul Street, Newton Centre' subject to 
further approval by HIT) on cost 

Norwood Avenue apartments were sold 
for conversion to condominiums, giving 
the elderly tenants the choice between 
moving out or buying their apartments. 
Despite efforts of city and state officials, 
nothing could be done to prevent the 
tenants’ apartments from being sold. 

More than two years after permission 
was sought, the Board of Aldermen gave 
approval to 76 apartments and 
townhouses to be built by Michael Iodice 
in Aubumdale. 

The state ordered Newton to stop using 
the Rumford Avenue landfill. The order is 
still under appeaL 

AUGUST 

Six people filed nomination papers for 
the November mayoral election — in¬ 
cumbent Theodore Mann, Aid Eliot 
Cohen, Aid. James Miller, State Rep. 
Peter Harrington, Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle, and David Berkeley. 

Newton Community Development 
Foundation's first and only housing 
development for low- and moderate- 
income people was deluged with over 300 
applications for the 50 units of housing at 
Hamlet Street, off Langley Road, Newton 
Centre. 

Martin Roach, former owner of land in 
Lower Falls taken in 1969 for renewal by 
the Newton Redevelopment Authority 
sued the * NRA's successor for "in¬ 
tentional fraud" in the landtaking. Roach 
later was awarded double the amount 
paid to him for the land. 

Carroll K. St. Germain was arrested for 
the Dec. 28,1976, murder of William and 
Julia Herbits in their home at 249 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. St. Germain is awaiting 
trial in January, 1978. 

A three—alarm fire destroyed the 
Edwards Lumber Co. buildings on Crafts 
Street and rekindled fears of residents 
inadequate fire protection since of the 
area that the neighborhood had. the 
removal of a pumper from service at the 
local firehouse. 

Water Commissioner Willard Pratt, 
formerly City Engineer and later director 
of the Public Works Department, retired 
after working 51 years for the City of 
Newton. 

Skidmore’ Owings 4 Merrill, in¬ 
ternationally known transportation 
planners and consultants, began work on 
a land use plan for Newton Comer. Their 
$20,000 fee is being paid by federal 
community development program 
funding. 

SEPTEMBER 

School opened with the tenth con¬ 


secutive decline in pupil enrollment In 
the 1977-78 school year there were fewer 
than 15,000 students, down from thp peak 
enrollment in 1967 of 18,424. 

The number of Metco pupils was cut to 
334 from 350, after the state Legislature 
failed to approve full funding. No Metco 
students already in the Newton school 
system were displaced; some new 
students were not accepted. 

A bond issue for $665,000 to install a 
combined police-fire communications 
center was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen. Opponents of the proposal 
later obtained enough signatures to put 
the question on the November, but the 
Board of Aldermen rescinded its ap¬ 
proval of the bond issue. 

A proposal for a 112-unit luxury con¬ 
dominium complex at Nahanton and 
Winchester Streets was denied after long 
negotiation in the Land Use Committee. 
Some neighbors objected to the zone 
change needed. 

The real estate tax rate increased 
slightly, from $164.40 to $166.20 per 
thousand dollars of assessed valuation. 

The city obtained another year's delay 
in implementing 100 percent valuation of 
real estate. 

Nonantum got its way in regard to 
demolition of the old Stearns School, 
when Mayor Theodore Mann agreed to 
turn the land into recreation space. 

Residents near Newton South High 
School began objecting to the completion 
of the South High athletic facilities with 


the construction of a football field, track 
and stands. The matter is still under 
appeal with the state. 

Teachers instituted a policy of doing 
nothing not absolutely required by their 
contract in protest against the absence of 
a new contract with the School Com¬ 
mittee. The "work-to-rule” policy con¬ 
tinued to the end of the year, causing 
cancellation of many school activities. 

OCTOBER 

Mayor Theodore Mann and State Rep. 
Peter Harrington won the preliminary 
election and faced off for the mayoralty 
contest. 

The School Committee voted to close 
Weeks Junior High School at an un¬ 
specified date, probably 1981. It also 
voted to change Newton South High 
School to a four-year high school. No 
action of a School Committee is binding 
on a later Committee, however. 

Mayor Mann's dream that citizens 
might fund half the 

$4-5 million dollar cost a new main 
library seemd shattered by a report done 
by a professional fundraising 
organization. The report concluded that 
few large private contributions would be 
forthcoming and that Newton residents 

The Middlesex County District 
Attorney's office agreed to consider 
whether there is any basis for an in¬ 
vestigation into the circumstances 
surrounding construction and design of 
Newton North High School, which has 


been plagued with faulty equipment and 
other problems. 

A proposal for 100 condominiums on the 
"Murley Farm" land at Parker and 
Dedham streets was denied finally. The 
owner of the land subsequently sold the 30 
acres to Haim Eliachar for single-family- 
house development under the cluster 
zoning reqgulation. 

Police got an 8.5 percent pay increase 
on a two-year contract, effective July 
1976. 

NOVEMBER 

I,ower Falls will have in its new 60-unit 
housing development 20 apartments for 
the elderly, 20 for low- and moderate 
income tenants, and at least 19 apart¬ 
ments to rent at prevailing market rates. 

Mayor Thebdore Mann was reelected to 
his third term (his second four-year 
term) as mayor, over opponent Peter 
Harrington. 

Four incumbent School Committee 
members were swept out of office after 
serving one term by a tide of anti-School 
Committee sentiment 

The Chestnut Hill Country Club was 
negotiating with Joseph Carabetta, 
builder of the Chestnut Hill Towers, who 
wants to buy the 81-acre parcel. 

Another neighborhood squabble 
erupted in Chestnut Hill between people 
in favor and people opposed to the Traffic 
Commission’s trial of banning nor¬ 
thbound traffic on a portion of Hammond 
Street. The matter was resolved in 


December by the restoration of the two- 
way use. 

A slump in reading and mathematics 
ability in junior high school was found for 
the second year in a row on the basis of 
results of STEP tests given Newton 
school children. 

City Solicitor Howard Irvine resigned 
after four years heading the city’s Law 
Department. Daniel Funk was his 
replacement. 

Robert Donahue, an 18-year-old 
Newton North High School student, was 
killed in a midnight fight between two 
groups of youths. 

Newton North and Newton South 
football teams in Thanskgiving defeated 
Brookline and Lincoln-Sudbury, 
respectively' Day games. 

DECEMBER 

An affirmative action plan submitted 
by the city to the U.S. Office of Revenue 
Sharing was found acceptable. 

Phoebe Bell, secretary to four school 
superintendents, retired after working 
for the School Department 50 and three- 
quarters years. 

Former Newton Mayor Donald L. 
Gibbs died in Peterborough, N.H., at the 
age of 73. Gibbs was mayor from 1960-65,

without a finding until June, 1977, 
because of "insufficient facts" for a 
finding of guilty.

(UP1) - With 
two of the nation’f top passing quar¬ 
terbacks playing for the North, the Blue-

Ken Smith of Boston College ranked 
third nationally in passing during his 
senior year with 2,075 yards and 18 
touchdowns, and his backup, Pete Woods 
of Missouri, passed for nearly 800 yards 
despite being injured most of the season. 

They will be throwing to three wide 
receivers, Danny Fulton of Nebraska- 
Omaha, Joe Stewart of Missouri and 
Keith Calvin of Indiana, who caught 363 
career passes. 

Should Woods and Smith be unable to 
get the ball to the wide receivers, tight 
end Rich Rosen of Syracuse is available, 
as are running backs Henry White of 
Colgate and Todd Christenson, the 
Brigham Young fullback who caught 152 
career passes. 

"It should be an interesting matchup 
between our people and their secondary," 
said North Head Coach Joe Yukica of 
Boston Co'lege. “We have some out¬ 
standing people at the wideout positions.” 

While the South quarterbacks do not 
have a national reputation as passers, 
Gray Head Coach lx>u Saban of the

"I've been places before 
where I wished I had a 
camera. Now, I can get the 
camera and picture and kill 
two birds with one stone. 
The pictures (34 inches by 
44 inches) come out 
remarkably well," he said. 

For those who prefer the 
company of a couch on 
winter weekends, vicarious 
thrills can be had with the 
purchase of another Currier 
gimmick — a game called 
“Ski New Hampshire." 

"It's a game of skill and 
strategy. It teaches people 
to be familiar with New

Kuhn and Finley meet to 
decide Oakland future 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn will meet 
with Oakland A’s owner Charles O. 
Finley and officials of the Oakland 
Alameda County Coliseum Friday to 
discuss the future of the troubled fran¬ 
chise. 

American League President Lee 
MacPhail also will sit in on the meeting, 
which will be held at an undisclosed 
California site — possibly Palm Springs 
— and may last more than a day. 

Finley’s recent sale and transfer of the 
A’s to Denver oilman Marvin Davis has 
been stalled because his lease with the 
Coliseum does not expire for another 10 
years. 

"Yes, the Coliseum's lease with Mr. 
Finley will be the topic of discussion,” 
Bill Cunningham, general manager of the 
Oakland facility, said Wednesday. “But I 
can’t say if any statements will be 
coming out of the meeting because I 
really don’t know if we’ll have anything to 


report.” 

“We're going to sit down and discuss 
the Bay Area baseball situation and the 
A's and the Coliseum,” Cunningham said. 
"Mr. Finley asked for the meeting. 

“Our position remains the same. The 
A's can't be sold or transferred without 
an unconditional release from the Coli¬ 
seum." 

Cunningham and Ed Heafey Jr., 
Coliseum attorney, both made it clear 
they intend to keep the A’s in Oakland. 

"I think everyone’s coming to the 
meeting with an open mind,” said 
Heafey. "But we have a very strong 
contract calling for the A’s to play at the 
Coliseum through 1987." 

A restraining order on Finley's pending 
sale of the A's has been lifted, but the 
Coliseum’s $35 million suit against the 
proposed deal remains on file. 

Davis said last week his purchase of the 
A's would have to be consummated 
within 30 days in order to give him time to

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
It is half an inch long, has 14 
legs, borrows underground 
with its mate for up to 24 
hours and lives in a New 
Mexico drain pipe. 

And the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service says it is 
endangered. 

The Socorro isopod, a 
distant relative of the 
shrimp, is believed to be the 
key to the study of 
evolution, the agency said. 
It is only one of two species 
of freshwater shrimplike 
creatures from a group of 
animals living entirely in 
the ocean, biologists said. 

When the ocean covering 
the western United States 
receded, the creatures 
learned to live in a warm 
water spring. When the 
spring was capped in 1949 
and the water drained off, 
the isopods moved into 90 
feet of iron drain pipe 
leading to an abandoned 
bath house. 

That pipe, the sendee 
said Wednesday, is the lone 


remaining home for some 
2,500 of the animals. 

The species, along with a 
relative which lives in 
Mexico, presents "great 
opportunity for increasing 
the understanding of 
specizs evolution, adap¬ 
tation to environmental 
change and survival," d 
said.

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Backman reviews 1977 achievements 


Boys rewarded by bank 


As the 1977 legislative year draws to a 
close. State Sen. Jack Backman's 
achievements thus far include a numter 
of bills passed into law and initial up- 
proval of an amendment to the state 
constitution. 

The Backman bills enacted include an 
amendment to the state constitution 
calling for the prohibition of 
discrimination against handicapped 
persons. This bill passed a joint con¬ 
stitutional convention and must pass 
another session of the legislature before 
going on the ballot in 1980. 

Also enacted was Backman legislation 
providing for weekend sentencing for 
persons convicted of a misdemeanor with 
a sentence of one year or less to a jail or 
house of correction. Such a sentence 
would be at the discretion of the judge. 

legislation to provide an identification 
card for every individual over the age of 


18 who desires one and does not have a 
driver's license was also enacted during 
the 1977 session of the legislature. Under 
the new law, beginning Jan. 1, 1978, the 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles will provide 
such an identification card for a $5 fee. 

Batxman also saw his bill to provide 
for the licensing of social workers 
become law. 

.Another bill with which Backman was 
deeply involved is a law which will reduce 
the waiting period for no-fault divorce. 
Tlie new law reduces the waiting period 
between the entry of a preliminary 
decree for divorce and the issuance of a 
final decree from 10 to 6 months when the 
divorce is sought on the grounds of 
irretrievable breakdown of a marriage 
and a separation agreement has been 
approved by the court. 

The new law also reduces the waiting 
period between the filing of a complaint 


and the initial hearing on the complaint 
from 24 to 12 months when there is no 
separation agreement approved by the 
court. 

legislation which makes inadmissible 
in any investigation or proceeding before 
a grand jury or any court of the Com¬ 
monwealth evidence of the reputation of a 
victim's sexual conduct was also passed 
into law through the efforts of Sen. 
Backman. 


CETA offers training 
in nursing and health field 


Five training programs in the health 
field will be offered to persons eligible for 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) training. 

"The health field is the fastest-growing 
in today's job market in this area. We see 
a great opportunity for career 
development and for acquisition of 
permanent employment skills through 
these programs," Mayor Theodore 
Mann. Newton area CETA chairman, 
said. 

The courses include training for 
medical secretaries, which will begin in 
January; prevocational training for 
nursing assistants and nursing assistant 
training, which will begin in the spring; 
and training for operating room and 
respiratory therapy technicians, which 
will begin in the fall. 

No high school diploma or equivalency 
certificate is required for the courses, but 
a certain academic level of readiness is 
necessary. In some cases this may be 


determined through special tests of 
comprehension, spelling or mathematics. 
The courses will run from 12 to 52 weeks, 
well-equipped The training facility is 
located in a hospital with operating 
rooms, patient-care suites, classrooms, 
and students’ lounges. The courses are 
designed to meet the requirements of 
state and national certifying boards. 

In addition to individualized and 
flexible teaching approaches, resources 
are available to those requiring special 
tutoring, and students will receive 
educational, social, and vocational 
counseling throughout the program. 

Upon completion of training, every 
effort will be made by CETA placement 
counselors to place graduates in per¬ 
manent jobs.

Pines wants commission 
to study TV violence 


Legislation to create a special state 
commission to study the effects of ex¬ 
cessive television and movie violence and 
how to control it has received initial 
approval from both branches of the 
Legislature. 

The author of the proposal, Rep. Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton) expressed hope that 
final legislative action could be com¬ 
pleted and the bill sent to the governor 
before the end of this year’s session. 

In discussing the urgent need for 
concrete recommendations to address 
the problem. Pines cited a variety of 
studies which have demonstrated a link 
between media violence and antisocial 
behavior. 

The average child will view 15,000 
hours of television by the time he 
graduates from high school as opposed to 
11,000 hours of class time, according to 
Neilsen surveys. He will witness 18,000 
murders and countless felonies. There is 
an average of six times more violence on 
children's shows than adult shows. 

The bill, which is co-sponsored by Rep. 
Peter Harrington (D-Newton), would 
establish a seven-person commission 
consisting of two House and two Senate 
members and two gubernatorial ap¬ 


pointees. 

Pines, who has fought for such a 
commission since entering the 
Legislature in 1973, stated, "I believe that 
the unnecessary and unjustified violence 
which dominates television programing 
and so adversely affects our children, can 
and must be eliminated. I would expect 
the commission to deal with the legal and 
constitutional issues of imposing limits 
and standards." 

Applauding the attempts of groups such 
as Action for Children's Television and 
the National Citizens Committee for 
Broadcasting to apply legal and public 
pressure on networks and advertisers, 
Pines expressed her belief that support 
for limitations on media violence was 
growing rapidly. 

"Though it has been five years since 
the Surgeon General's report of a causal 
relationship between media violence and 
antisocial behavior, only recently have 
we begun the serious efforts needed to 
eliminate violent programing. It is my 
expectation that this commission could 
be a constructive, effective force in 
bringing about long overdue changes," 
Pines concluded. 


Drinan praises Carter 
administration's first year 


Summarizing the economic 
achievements of the first year of the 
Carter administration, Cong. Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass.) said recently, 
"Significant progress is evident in a 
lower rate of inflation, greatly increased 
housing starts, and decreases in cheap 
imports from Japan, Taiwan, and South 
Korea." 

"It is important to remember that 
President Carter has only been in office 
11 months," Drinan said, "and that is 
hardly enough time to solve all the 
economic problems that have been 
festering for a great many years. 
Nevertheless, the administration and the 
Congress have been able to bring the 
inflation rate down from about 9 percent 
in January' to roughly 4 percent in 
October. In addition, corporate profits 
before taxes have increased by 11 percent 
since Jimmy Carter assumed office." 

"One of the reasons for the im¬ 
provement in the nation's economy is the 
President's signature on the Housing and 
Community Development Act — a bill 
which ensures housing for an additional 
344,000 moderate-income families," 
Drinan said. "For these families the new 
bill increases FHA mortgage insurance 
limits from (45,000 to $60,000 and lowers 
down-payment requirements. This new 
law, along with existing legislation, 
doubled the total starts for federally 
assisted housing programs." 

"Private housing construction is up 
dramatically, almost 30 percent over a 
comparable period last year," Drinan 
noted. 

"While unemployment is still unac¬ 
ceptably high at 6.9 percent, the fact 
remains that total employment in our 
nation has risen to new heights under 
President Carter’s leadership," Drinan 
continued. "Employment has grown 
from 88 million to 92 million workers." 



For the last year Backman worked 
against Gov. Dukakis' plan to institute a 
forced work program for fathers who are 
recipients of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. Although the 
program has received near final ap¬ 
proval from the federal government, it 
was through the efforts of Sen. Backman 
and a coalition of citizens that the 
governor’s plan was scaled down con¬ 
siderably. 


Three 12-year-old boys now own brand-

The men in turn spotted the boys and fled 
from the scene, but not before they had 
set off a silent alarm which alerted 
Newton police. 

When policemen arrived, the boys 


approached them and said they had seen 
the men leave the bank and make their 
exit through an adjacent parking lot. 

The bank credits the boys with scaring 
off the would-be robbers and fur 
preventing damage to bank property. The 
bank's vault was secured when police 
arrived and no money had been taken. 

Bank officials, in presenting the 
bicycles to the boys, expressed their 
appreciation to them for their good 
judgment and alertness in handling the 
incident. 


The Congress and President Carter 
increased public service jobs from 300,000 
to a total of 750,000 to be available by 
March, 1978," Drinan said. "This is the 
largest public service jobs program since 
the Great Depression in the 1930s." 

The Massachusetts lawmaker also 
applauded the efforts being made by 
President Carter to protect American 
manufacturers from cheap overseas 
competition.

Medical needs of elderly not understood, 
physician reports 


Elderly Americans tend to be 
hospitalized in disproportionate numbers 
because their medical needs are 
inadequately understood and because 
illnesses are actively made worse by the 
variety of medications they take, ac¬ 
cording to a report by a physician at Beth 
Israel Hospital. 

Writing in the Dec. 15 issue of "The 
New England Houmal of Medicine," Dr. 
John W. Rowe, gerontologist at Beth 
Israel and assistant professor of 
medicine at Harvard Medical School, 
noted that fewer than half of U.S. medical 
schools offer courses in gerontology or 
geriatrics. He attributed this "neglect" in 
part to ‘‘prejudice toward the elderly 
patient." 

"Not only does medical education fail 
to instill an interest in the biologic basis 
or physiologic concomitants of aging, but 
there is evidence that the student's view 
of the elderly actually deteriorates 
during medical school," the report said. 


Inadequate preparation of physicians 
in training exists despite the fact that the 
10 percent of the U.S. population over age 
75 fills more than one-third of the coun¬ 
try's hospital beds, consumes 27 cents of 
the health care dollar, and receives one 
fourth of all prescribed medications. 

Thus far, emphasis has been placed on 
searching for a "Methuselah Enzyme," a 
specific chemical component that might 
cause aging, rather than on an un¬ 
derstanding of the physiological dif¬ 
ferences and similarities between 
younger people and the aged, the Beth 
Israel physician noted. 

Older people often fall victim to a kind 
of “polypharmacy" in which they take 
different medications prescribed by 
various physicians to treat several 
illnesses or symptoms. They frequently 
react differently to medication than do 
younger people, and the different 
medications can counteract each other or 


combine, with dangerous or even lethal 
results. 

Dr. Rowe recommends that an older 
patient periodically bring all of his or her 
medications to one physician for review, 
and allow that physician to monitor use of 
all medications thereafter. 

Elderly people often take too many 
drugs. They tend to hoard their 
medicines, to use outdated prescriptions, 
and to overmedicate. If their vision is 
impaired, they can misread labels and 
take the wrong medication at the wrong 
time," Dr. Rowe said. 

Among other findings noted in the 
report: 

— The results of medical tests on older 
people can be misinterpreted if 
variations from similar tests on younger 
people are automatically attributed to the 
age difference. "Findings on many 
common laboratory tests...are not in¬ 
fluenced by age in a clinically important 
way,” the report stated. 


— The symptoms associated with 
common diseases are dlffepent for the 
elderly than they are for the young. 

— The general assumption that human 
growth and development peak by age 20, 
plateau until age 60, and then decline, is 
inaccurate. In fact, most qualities 
associated with change in age indicate a 
peak near 30 and a gradual decline 
thereafter. 

— Accidental death, suicide, and 
diseases at least partly related to 
smoking account for 75 percent of the 
difference in life expectancy between 
men and women. In the U.S., life ex¬ 
pectancy for women is almost eight years 
longer than for men. 

The research is being carried out at the 
Thorndike Laboratory and the Depart¬ 
ment of Medicine at Beth Israel, and at 
Harvard Medical School. It is supported 
in part by a grant from the National 
Institute on Aging, U.S. Public Health 
Service.

Registry services and functions more compatible to 
public needs, Registrar Alan Mackey announced that 
effective Saturday, January 7, and continuing every 
Saturday, the main office of the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles at 100 Nashua Street, Boston would be open for 
license renewals from 8:00 AM to 1:00 PM.

Orville Hubbard— 
16 -term mayor 

DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) - Orville Hubbard, the 
nation’s longest serving mayor, sat in his wheelchair, 
nodding and smiling as his 15 department heads jumped 
to their feet and shouted a loyalty oath. 

“If you work for a man, in heaven’s name work for 
him," the aides declared in unison at a staff meeting, 
their behavior much like that of grade students reciting 
the Pledge of Allegiance. "Speak well of him and stand by 
the institution he represents." 

Then they sat down to work and ignored him. 

Since Hubbard, 74, suffered a stroke three years ago 
that left him partially paralyzed and unable to speak 
more than a few words, he has been mayor in name only. 
He retires Jan. 1, closing an era that lasted 35 years. 

At his peak, the 295-pound exMarine defied state and 
federal authorities to keep Dearborn a white haven. The 
city of 105,000, headquarters for Ford Motor Co., borders 
Detroit where blacks are now a majority. 

Hubbard attacked his political opponents by arresting 
their campaign workers and cconfiscating their literature. 

He survived recall votes, libel suits, a grand jury in¬ 
vestigation and a federal indictment while winning 16 
consecutive terms in office, often by carrying every 
precinct in the city. 

After his illness, Hubbard’s only contact with city hall 
came each day at 1:30 p.m. when he attended the depart¬ 
ment heads meeting. He continued to draw his $39,000-a- 
year salary. 

Wearing a blue suit and polka dot bow tie, Hubbard 
would sit in his wheelchair at the head of the conference 
table listening intently. The officials who once owed their 
jobs to Hubbard, would laugh and talk to each other but 
seldom acknowledge his presence. 

If a document needed a signature, an aide would put a 
pen in his hand and watch as he wrinkled his forehead and 
carefully formed each letter in his name. 

Hubbard's day was topped by a tour of Dearborn in ills 
dtyowned car, lunch at a local restaurant and home to the 
apartment he shares with Dearborn Service Director 
Mary J. Keane. Hubbard is separated from his wife. 

Miss Keane, whose responsiblities to Hubbard kept her 
out of her own office each day until 2:30 p.m., teasingly 
referred to him as "my little stroker." 

Hubbard suffered his first defeat at the polls in decades 
last November when voters elected former police chief 
Jack O'Reilly as mayor over Hubbard’s son, Frank, by a 
2-1 margin.

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The worst blow came in the August primary when 
voters turned down a resolution to increase his pension 
from $4,500 to $26,000 and to supply Hubbard with police 
protection when he leaves office. 

“The main issue was his guard service," Miss Keane 
said after the vote. "...The guard service is absolutely the 
only thing that will keep the man alive." 

During his tenure, Hubbard, a Republican holding a 
nonpartisan office, was called everything from a Hitler 
and a Little Mussolini to a political boss and a bigot. Life 
Magazine once labeled him "the most clownish mayor in 
the U.S." 

Hubbard received national publicity in the 1960s when 
he became the first northern politician to actively oppose 
integration. 

He was indicted bf the federal government, along with 
two city police officials, for refusing to provide police 
protection to a resident whose house was stoned. A inob of 
more than 100 whiles had gathered on Labor *Day, 
1963,under the mistaken notion that a black family was 
moving in. Hubbard beat the indictment in court. 

He once told a Montgomery, Ala., black newspaper that 
he J as "for complete segregation — 100 percent on all 
levels." 

"We watch it," Hubbard told the newspaper. "Every 
time we hear of a Negro moving in — for Instance we had 
one last year — we respond quicker than you do to a fire. 


1 hat’s generally known. It’s known among our own people 
and it’s known among Negroes here." 

Hubbard's other son, John, who is city clerk, predicted 
that Dearborn, which has an estimated 30 blacks, "will 
integrate within two or three years" after his father 
retires. 


"There is no question about it," he said. "He was the 
single factor, the key keeping this community the way it 
was." 

Hubbard stayed popular with the voters by presiding 
over countless weddings, building a retirement home for 
city residents in Florida, providing prompt snow removal 
and never forgetting a birthday. 

Dearborn mothers got Mother's Day cards from him. If 
a resident lost a relative, Hubbard offered his condolen¬ 
ces. If a house burned down, Hubbard wrote to inquire if 
the fire department had done its job. 

"He raised a lot of hell," John said. "Stirred a lot of dust 
and let people know he was around. He put on an awfully 
good show. 

"He could have gotten elected again. He was never 
going to step down. He never had it set up to retire. He 
never even wanted to have a successor." 

Asked about his father’s reaction to retirement, John 
said, "I think it will kill him."

Review 

‘A Chorus Line ' dazzles 
but also disappoints 


"A Chorus Line," at the Shubert Theater, 
265 Tremont St., Boston, 426-4520. 
Through Feb. 4.

"A Chorus Line" has finally made it to 
Boston and it is a heck of a show, but it 
doesn't deserve the endless superlatives 
everyone has heard. 

A lot of the supporting substance of the 
show such as the orchestra, scenery, and 
lights simply dazzles us, much to the 
credit of those responsible, Lany Blar.k, 
Robin Wagner, and Tharon Musser, 
respectively. 

The performers are fine, the direction 
very good, and the finale especially is a 
knockout. The music and choreography 
are also good. 

But it is the trunk of the tree, in this 
case the book, that is supposed to support 
it all, not the branches. And the book in 
"A Chorus Line" isn’t particularly out¬ 
standing. 

I am led to believe that many more 
people than one might realize walked 
away from “A Chorus Line" a little 
disappointed. 

Director-choreographer Michael 
Bennett weaves a fine web, all elements 


of the musical blending smoothly to 
capture the audience. 

The music by Marvin Hamlisch and 
lyrics by Edward Kleban are as good as 
one would expect of a best-selling record 
album. Which leaves only the book by 
James Kirkwood and Nicholas Dante to 
disappoint. 

Of the musical numbers, the most 
particularly outstanding are "Sing!" 
(Nancy Wood and Donn Simione), 
"Dance: Ten; Looks: Three" (vivacious 
Lois Englundi and "One: Reprise," the 
company finale. 

Other performers of particular note are 
Victoria Tabaka (Judy), Jane Sum- 
merhays (Sheila), Millard Hurley 
(Richie), Deborah Henry (Cassie), and 
Give Clerk (Zach). The mirrored sets are 
striking. 

I've witnessed a few chorus line tryouts 
myself, though not in a participatory 
sense, and "A Chorus Line" pretty well 
illustrates the physical, psychological 
and emotional stress dancers must learn 
to work under. 

The thrill of victory (getting the part) 
and the agony of defeat is a perpetual 
roller coaster ride as shows close and new 
shows open. Could you stand it? 


Planetarium has answers 
for some close encounters 


A fireball, a weather balloon, Venus, or 
a UFO? 

The Hayden Planetarium at Boston's 
Museum of Science has added a 15- 
minute program called "UFOs: 
Strangers in the Night?" to its regular 
programs through Jan. 16. 

It answers some the questions raised by 
moviegoers after seeing "Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind."

ACT efforts to ban candy 
TV advertising aided by grants 


Action for Children's Television (ACT) 
has received $60,000 in two separate 
grants to further its efforts to establish 
federal regulatory guidelines for 
broadcast practices on children’s 
television. 

Specifically, the grants will enable ACT 
to pursue its petition to the Federal Trade 
Commission, filed in April 1977, to 
prohibit the advertising of candy to young 
television viewers. 

ACT received a two-year grant of 
$40,000 from the Rockefeller Family 
Fund Inc. and a $20,000 grant from the 
Robert Sterling Clark Foundation Inc. to 
continue its legal advocacy activities 
before the Federal Trade Commission 
and the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

These grants will support ACT's legal 
efforts to establish standards to regulate 
commercial and programing practices on 
television for children.
